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SUPPOSED    SIGNS  OF  VALUE   ON  EARLY   COINS  OF 

HIMERA.

On  some  of  the  early  coins  of  Himera  of  Aeginetic 
weight,  and  in  a  few  isolated  instances  ^  on  didrachms  of 
the  Attic  system,  bearing  on  the  reverse  the  badge  of 
Ag^rigentum,  the  crab,  certain  signs  are  found  which 
have  been  interpreted,  more  or  less  definitely,  as  marks 
of  value.  They  consist  in  letters  or  globular  marks,  the 
latter,  as  a  rule,  occurring  singly.  Only  on  one  coin  more, 
Tiat,  six,  are  known  to  occur,  arranged  in  a  star-like  pat- 
tern Kke  this  •:•  ^  Soutzo  affirms  that  the  dot  on  these 
coins  is  the  sign  of  value  for  the  litra.^  The  six  dots 
would  on  this  assumption  denote  a  value  of  six  litrae — 
that  is,  according  to  him,  litrae  of  bronze,  not  silver,  for

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he  expresses  himself  as  follows :  * — "  L'argent  occupe  en 
apparence  la  premiere  place  dans  la  numismatique  Sici- 
lienne ;  nous  savons  Dependant  d'une  fa9on  certaine  que  le 
bronze  etait  I'^talon  mon^taire  veritable  de  la  plus  grande 
partie  de  Tile.  Aristote  nous  Tapprend  pour  Syracuse ; 
nous  le  savons  positivement  pour  Agrigente  et  Eryx  par 
I'existence  des  pieces  marquees  PI  EN  (pentelitron)  et  A I 
(litra),  et  nous  devons  Tadmettre  pour  toutes  les  villes 
dont  les  monnaies  ont  des  points  ou  globules  indicatifs  de 
leur  valeur  en  bronze." 

This  is  no  uncertain  language,  and  it  asserts,  if  any- 
thing, that  the  coinage  of  the  Greek  cities  of  Sicily  was 
really  "  for  good  and  all "  based  on,  and  governed  by,  the 
value  of  that  primitive  measure,  the  Sikel  libra,  or  litra, 
weight  of  copper. 

With  such  a  contention  I  cannot  agree,  both  on  general 
grounds  and  for  reasons  of  evidence  as  afforded  by  all  the 
extant  Greek  Sicilian  coins.  For  wherever  several  metals 
circulate  freely  as  media  of  exchange,  the  meaner  cannot 
determine  the  value  of  the  more  precious,  since,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  it  would  not  be  sought  after.  When 
gold  became  sufficiently  plentiful  in  England,  it  swept  the 
meaner  silver  off  the  board  by  reason  of  its  superior 
advantages  as  a  circulating  medium,  and  now  not  only 
would  we  not,  but  we  could  not  return  to  a  silver  stan- 
dard, unless  the  credit  of  the  nation  be  first  destroyed. 
Home  started  her  commercial  career  in  very  limited  mar- 
kets with  the  copper  standard.  When,  with  growing 
markets,  silver  was  circulated  in  the  form  of  coin,  it 
became  the  dominating  power.  For  although  the  ever- 
diminishing  copper  piece  continued  to  be  called  the  **  As  "

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— ^the  Senate  trying,  for  fifty  years  and  more,  to  rehabili- 
tate bronze  in  some  measure — yet  it  was  no  longer  the 
old  libral  As,  bat  a  mere  ignominious  token. 

The  proportion  in  the  value  of  silver  and  bronze  in 
Sicily  and  Italy  has  been  determined  as  1  to  250,  which 
g^Tes  to  the  original,  and  real,  copper  litra  (the  weight 
of  the  normal  silver  litra  being  13*5  grains)  a  weight  of 
(13-5  X  250  =)  3,375  grains.  Instead  of  this  normal 
weight,  we  get  on  the  most  favourable  computation  from 
the  earliest  known  Sicilian  copper  coins  (those  of  Himera 
oi^  presumably,  the  first  half  of  the  fifth  century)  a  litra 
▼eight  of  less  than  1,000  grains.  As  a  matter  of  usage 
and  tradition,  such  a  coin  would  be  called  a  litra  still.  As 
a  matter  of  practice  Aristotle  would  have  hardly  accepted 
a  lump  of  copper  of  the  weight  of  less  than  1,000  grains  in 
exchange  for  a  silver  litra.  Therefore,  the  silver  litra 
governed,  not  the  copper  symbol  of  it.  But  if  we  assume 
that  the  six  dots  on  the  Himerean  drachm  are  meant  to 
express  six  silver  litrae,  we  are  confronted  by  a  new 
difficulty,  for  if  we  multiplied  the  13-5  grains  of  the  nor- 
mal silver  litra  by  six,  we  should  get  for  the  Aeginetic 
drachm  a  maximum  weight  of  81  grains,  and  this  would 
&11  short  of  the  weight  of  the  heaviest  known  specimen^ 
by  about  15  grains.  In  my  opinion  this  ought  to  be  con- 
clusive and  if  these  dots  are  signs  of  value,  they  can  only 
indicate  the  six  obols  of  a  drachm.  But  I  doubt  this, 
too,  on  general  grounds,  as  such  marks  and  similar  ones, 
though  common  on  archaic  coins  of  various  parts  of  the 
Greek  world,  do  not  at  this  early  period  occur  on  Sicilian 
pieces,  and  when  they  do  appear  later  on,  they  are  under- 
stood to  stand  in  relation  to  the  litra,  not  the  oboL

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I  have,  however,  read  about  a  fall  in  the  weight  of 
the  silver  litra  during  the  fifth  century,  and  if  there  really 
was  such  a  fall,  I  see  nothing  to  prevent  us  from  infer- 
ring that  it  may  have    begun    earlier,   and   that   the 
Aeginetic  drachm  may,  after  all,  have  been  equal  to  six 
of   those   earlier  and  heavier  litrae.      I  quote  Imhoof- 
Blumer  on  this  point.^    Speaking  of  one  of  the  earliest 
known  specimens  of  a  silver  litra  of  Agrigentum,  with 
the  rare  legend  AIT  (retrograde),  in  place  of  the  usual 
Al,  he  writes  as  follows : — "  Au  lieu  des  lettres  Al  et  I  A, 
dont  d'autres  petites  pi^es  du  m^me  genre  sent  inscrites, 
celle-ci  qui  parait  un  pen  plus  ancienne,  porte  la  l^gende 
plus    complete    AIT,    ^crite  en    sens   retrograde,   pour 
Xirpa-     Le  poids  de  cette  monnaie  atteint  presque  celui  de 
la  litre  Sicilienne  normale,  de  gr.  0-87.     La  plupart  des 
autres  pieces  p^sent  sensiblement  moins,  ce  qui  prouve 
que  le  rapport  de  Fargent  au  cuivre  avait  chang^  et  que 
la  litre  en  argent  avait  ete  diminuee  jusqu'au  poids  de 
Tobole,  gr.  0*67,  et  mfime  de  Themiobole,  gr.  0-33." 

I  cannot  accept  this  theory.  True,  litrae  differ  much 
in  weight  (as  do  obols  and  other  small  fractional  pieces), 
and  occasionally,  instead  of  being  too  light,  they  are  found 
of  too  heavy  a  weight. 

All  are  agreed  that  the  little  silver  coins  of  the  Sikel 
towns  are  litrae.  Tet  we  find  such  pieces  of  Morgantia,  and 
of  a  later  date,  too,  than  this  signed  litra  of  Agrigentum, 
weighing  sometimes  considerably  more  than  18*5  grains.'' 

These  tiny  coins,  produced  wholesale  for  trifling  every- 
day transactions,  leave  naturally  much  to  be  desired  in 
the  matter  of  exact  weight,  as  the  mints  were,  evidently,

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content  to  get  a  certain  number  out  of  a  certain 
amount  of  metal  at  a  rough  ayerage  of  weight  for 
each  piece.  Despite  such  accidental  irregularities,  the 
aQyer  Htra  did  preserve  a  permanently  fixed  standard,  for 
haTe  we  not  for  a  real  test  the  steadily  maintained  weight 
of  its  multiples,  the  twenty,  the  ten,  and  the  five«litra 
pieces  ?  And  if  it  be  objected  that  these  coins  did  not 
diminish,  because  they  were  struck  on  the  Attic  standard 
as  well,  I  point  (while  not  admitting  the  validity  of  the 
objection)  to  the  issues  of  later  times  (some  of  them  quite 
different  from  customary  multiples  of  the  Attic  system), 
and  their  steadily  maintained  ratio  to  the  litra  unit.^ 

We  now  turn  our  attention  to  some  of  the  letters  that 
appear  on  early  coins  of  Himera.  Of  these  \  v  (or  inverted 
V/  and  W)>  are  perhaps  most  commonly  found,  and 
they  have  been  supposed  to  stand  for  the  initial  of  V ITRA 
with  a  numeral  (V)  after  it.  At  least,  in  no  other  way 
can  I  interpret  what  Gabrici  says:  '-^  *'  Si  puo  affermare 
per6  con  una  certa  sicurezza  che  il  segno  V  indichi 
BuIIe  dramme  la  litra  •  .  .  Faltro  segno  V  indicheri 
qtiante  volte  essa  era  ripetuta  per  fare  Tequivalente  di 
Qsa  dramma  eginetica.''  He  gives  no  opinion,  it  is  true, 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  supposed  numeral.  But  if  he 
has  not  made  up  his  mind,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that — 
always  supposing  it  to  be  a  numeral — ^it  could  be  none 
other  than  the  so-called  '^  Eoman  "  five.  The  Etruscans 
and  other  native  Italian  races  seem  to  have  employed,  from 
early  times,  the  sign  V  to  denote  five,  and  the  Sikels,  in 
crossing  from  Italy,  doubtless  introduced  it  into  Sicily. 
The  reascNi  for  the  meaning  of  this  particular  sign  does

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not  seem  far  to  seek,  and  as  it  differs  from  the  cus- 
tomary explanation,  I  would  take  this  occasion  to  mention 
it.  It  is  usually  supposed  that  the  Boman  ten  resulted 
from  the  method  of  parcelling  units  to  the  number  of  ten 
by  means  of  crossing  strokes,  like  this :  HH,  the  sign  for 
five  being  produced  by  bisection  of  the  crossing  strokes. 
As  all  are  agreed  that  the  lowest  numerals  are  digital 
pictures,  it  seems  to  me  more  consistent,  as  well  as  more 
simple  and  natural,  to  see  in  the  sign  for  the  five  an  out- 
lined picture  of  the  whole  hand,  as  indicated  by  the  direc- 
tion of  the  thumb  and  little  finger,  converging  thus  :  %/• 
The  sign  for  ten  is,  accordingly,  a  double  hand,  one  above 
the  other  and  joined  by  the  wrists.  Doubtless,  these  signs 
are  one  of  the  earliest  efforts  of  the  mind  in  the  direction 
of  writing  and  may,  in  their  character  of  digital  marks, 
have  preceded  the  earliest  Italian  alphabet  by  long  ages, 
notched,  perhaps,  by  the  savage  on  a  stick,  or  impressed 
by  his  hand  into  a  lump  of  soft  clay  from  the  ground  at 
his  feet. 

If,  then,  V  means  V ITRA  on  our  coins,  V  as  a  numeral 
can,  it  may  be  confidently  asserted,  only  stand  for  five. 
But  by  this  assumption  we  should  only  add  to  a  previous 
metrological  difficulty,  since  five  litrae  of  maximum 
weight  will  produce  a  multiple  of  but  67*5  grains. 

On  some  coins  we  find  the  letter  V  alone.  Of  these 
Chibrici  says :  ^®.  "  II  segno  V  non  esprime  il  valore  della 
moneta,  ma  soltanto  il  rapporto  di  essa  con  la  litra,  rapporto 
gisi  riconosciuto  negli  scambi  commerciali  e  che  non 
occorreva  piii  indicare.''     (The  italics  are  mine.) 

But,  surely,  the  line  must  be  drawn  somewhere,  for 
proceeding  on  this  plan  one  may  arrive  at  any  conclusion,

and  it  might  be  contended  just  as  well  that,  for  example, 
certain  silver  pieces  of  Ephesns,  bearing  the  words 
APAXMH  and  AIAPAXMON,  are  neither  the  one  nor 
the  other,  but  have  been  so  inscribed  to  indicate  that  they 
stand  in  a  certain  relation  to  drachms  and  didrachms.  I 
can,  therefore,  only  accept  the  interpretation  of  the  letter 
"an  pied  de  la  lettre/'  But  read  as  V ITRA  there  is  no 
meaning  in  it  in  view  of  the  weight  of  the  coin,  and  a 
different  explanation  must  be  found,  if  possible.  And  if 
V  has  another  meaning  for  the  drachm,  the  same  must  be 
presumed  of  it  when  it  is  found  on  a  small  coin,  an  obol, 
of  the  same  issue.^^ 

There  are  other  varieties  of  signs  to  be  mentioned  in 
their  places. 

My  interest  in  the  subject  was  stimulated  by  the  acqui- 
sition of  several  coins  with  some  of  these  puzzling  marks 
and  letters.  One  is  marked  with  V  above  the  neck  of  the 
cock.  Lower  down,  and  quite  unconnected  with  this 
letter,  there  appears  a  well-raised  globular  mark,  almost 
r^embling  a  knob  or  boss,  very  close  to  the  back  of  the 
bird  where  the  tail  feathers  join  the  body.  On  another 
coin,  which  is  in  excellent  preservation,  the  letters  V  V  cai^ 
be  read  very  plainly  in  front  of  the  cock's  breast,  and 
behind  the  bird,  a  little  higher  up,  HI — the  first  two 
letters  of  Himera.  By  this  word  or  name  we  should  not 
imderstand  the  city,  but  rather  the  njrmph  of  the  spring 
whom  we  find,  at  a  later  stage,  invariably  represented  on 
the  tetradrachms  and  didrachms  accompanied,  sometimes, 
by  the  legends  IMERA  (retrograde)  or  ^OTHR. 

On  a  drachm  of  the  Aeginetic,  and  on  a  few  didrachms 
of  the  Attic  standard  there  occurs  the  legend  lATON.

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This  has  been  explained  by  Kinch  and  myself  ^  in  the  senae 
of  "  the  cared/'  some  such  word  as  avaOfifia  being  under- 
stood, and  Head  favonrs  this  yiew.^'    I  would  now  submit 
that  we  have  in  these  unexplained  letters  part  of  the 
omitted  word,  viz.  otXinpov,  or  (in  the  more  usual  plural 
form)  \vrpa,  "  ransom  "  or  "  expiatory  offerings/'  and  I 
will  try  to  show  how  far  this  is  supported  by  the  evidence 
of  extant  coins.     But  I  wish  to  say  at  the  outset  that 
there  is  an  inherent  diffioidty  in  my  way,  catised  by  the 
indistinctness  and  uncertainty  of  many  signs,  for  the  sur- 
face of  these  coins,  notably  of  the  obverse,  is  often  very 
rough  and  covered  with  lumpy  marks  and  striae,  owing, 
presumably,  to  the  primitive  method  of  coining  and  the 
comparative  thinness  of  the  metal  discs.  In  the  first  issue 
on  the  Attic  standard,  when  the  process  had  improved  and 
the  flan  had  got  thicker,  these  imperfections  disappear. 
When    badly    struck     coins    are    somewhat    worn,    it 
becomes  doubly  difficult  to  decipher  them.     Although, 
then,  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  shapes  of  the  letters 
which  occur  more  commonly — such  as  V  or  V,  W  or 
V/ — in  regard  to  combinations  of  a  more  complicated 
kind  I  am,  unfortunately,  obliged  to  give  my  readings 
with  some  reserve. 

We  find  the  most  complete  list  of  such  signs  in 
Gabrici's  exhaustive  and  excellent  work,  to  which 
I  have  such  frequent  occasion  to  refer.  In  the 
place  where  he  gathers  them  into  an  orderly  and  con- 
spicuous file,^*  I  count— omitting,  meanwhile,  dotted  or 
globular  marks— ten  varieties,  the  one  after  the  tenth

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beiog  a  reprodaction  of  the  fifth  without  the  dot  in  the 
field  of  the  coin.  I  take  the  liberty  to  reproduce  here 
these  signs  in  the  order  adopted  by  him  and  number 
them  for  convenient  reference :

No.  5,  it  will  be  seen,  gives  us  the  initial  of 
VVTRON,  and  No.  2  the  first  two  letters.  No.  4  is 
No.  2  retrograde,  while  No.  9  is  No.  2  with  V  turned  the 
other  way.  Among  the  remaining  six  signs  there  are 
some  of  unmistalcably  monogramatic  character.  The  com- 
binatioDs  are,  however,  primitive,  and  never  go  beyond 
the  attempt  of  joining  two  letters  into  one. 

Soch  monograms  on  early  coins  of  Himera  have  been 
noticed,  and  published,  some  time  before  the  appearance 
of  Gabrici's  work.  The  most  conspicuous  among  them 
(though  it  is  not  noticed  by  him),  occurs  on  a  coin  in  the 
British  Museum  collection,**  viz. :  y^.  Of  course,  this 
stands  for  HI  ME.  The  imperfection  of  the  combination 
shodd  be  noticed,  as  the  bottom  stroke  of  the  E  is 
either  entirely  wanting,  or  is  (more  probably)  intended 
to  be  expressed  by  a  part  of  the  divergent  central  up- 
stroke of  the  M. 

The  catalogue  of  the  British  Museum  (No.  6  on 
p.  76)  gives  also  this  combination:  V^L*  The  sign  on 
the  right  is  certainly  neither  V  nor  T ;  but  it  may,  I 
think,  be  an  attempt  to  combine  both  letters,  the  V  being 
tamed  to  the  left  and  the  T  upside  down,  with  the 
slanting  direction  of  the  cross-stroke  continued  from  left 
to  right.    Thus,  with  the  sign  on  the  left,  we  get  the

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first  three  letters  of  VVTRON.  Again,  we  have  per- 
haps the  top  stroke  of  a  T,  turned  upside  down,  in. 
Gabriel's  No.  3,  and  this  would  give  us  the  same  solution, 
viz.:  VVT.  Combination  No.  10  is  from  the  coim 
described  under  No.  18  of  the  British  Mmeum  Catalogue, 
and  the  monogram  is  there  more  correctly  given  as  ^ 
the  upper  part  of  which  would  seem  to  consist  of  VV, 
and  the  lower  of  VT,  which  would  give  VVVT,  blun- 
dered for  VVT.  No.  8  is  referred  to  as  occurring  on  a 
"  corroded  specimen  "  {esemplare  corroso).  This,  of  course, 
detracts  much  from  the  certainty  of  the  reading,  if 
it  does  not  invalidate  it  completely.  It  is  also  attributed 
to  No.  21  of  the  British  Museum  Catalogue.  But  the  coin 
is  there  differently  described  (viz.,  as  reading  HIME). 
No.  6  I  can  only  find  in  the  text  (page  25,  No.  26),  as 
occurring  on  a  coin  at  Paris  and  in  Imhoof-Blumer's 
collection  in  the  form  of  >v  C^^^*  TV),  and  this  is  corro- 
borated by  the  coin  as  pictured  on  Plate  II.,  No.  5- 
And  since  the  top  stroke  of  an  unquestioned  T  on  these 
coins  (compare  it  in  lATON)  is  a  straight  one,  I  see  in 
its  inclination  (Y*)  an  attempt  to  combine  V  and  T  in 
monogramatic  fashion,  as  in  No.  6  of  the  British  Museum 
Catalogue  already  referred  to,  and  with  the  same  reading 
resulting  therefrom,  viz.,  VVT. 

There  are  now  only  two  signs  left,  viz.,  Nos.  1  and  7. 
The  first  may  be  safely  dismissed.  It  is  not  a  letter,  and 
has  evidently  been  caused  by  a  little  club-shaped  lump  of 
metal  adhering  to  the  die.  One  of  my  coins  shows  a  fla^v 
of  exactly  the  same  formation.  The  other  combination  I 
am  imable  to  explain  as  it  stands,  unless,  indeed,  the 
lower  sign  V  has  been  caused  by  a  partial  shifting  of  the 
die.  From  the  photographic  reproduction  (Plate  II., 
No.  7),  I  should  say  the  coin  was  much  worn,  and  I  can 
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onlj  detect  V  V  above  the  cock.     It  should,  perhaps,  be 
left  oat  of  account. 

So  much  for  the  letters  on  these  coins.  As  for  the 
g'lobolar  marks  which  occur  singly,  and  in  one  instance 
to  the  number  of  six,  I  separate  them  entirely  from  the 
letters,  because,  although  bearing  on  the  same  subject, 
they  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  connected  with  them  directly. 
For,  in  the  first  place,  they  hold  a  position  in  the  field 
of  the  coin  quite  distinct  from  the  letters.  The  latter 
are  found  now  on  one  side  of  the  cock,  and  now  on  the 
other;  while  the  single  globular  mark  occupies  always 
the  same  position,  being  put  close  up  to  the  cock,  in  the 
bend  of  its  back.  Thereby  it  is  brought  into  an  inti- 
mate relation  to  the  bird  ofiered  up  to  the  goddess  of  the 
healing  spring,  and,  without  any  additional  evidence,  it 
might  be  fairly  assumed  that  this  globule  was  a  sign  of 
sacrificial  import.  Perhaps  I  can  support  the  assumption 
by  further  evidence. 

There  is  an  obol  of  somewhat  later  times  (though 
much  too  early  to  admit  of  attribution  to  Thermae 
Himerenses),  and  of  Attic  weight,  which  was  sold,  not 
very  long  ago,  with  the  Boyne  collection  of  Greek 
coins.  The  sale  catalogue,  compiled  by  a  competent 
expert,  describes  it  thus :  "  O  over  cock  to  right,  and 
rev.  bearded  head  of  Heracles  in  square  incuse.'^  This 
differs  from  Gabrici's  description  of  the  obverse,  for  he 
says :  **  Gallo  stante  a  dr.  sopra  p."  I  have  not  been 
able  to  trace  the  present  own^  of  the  coin.  But  a  careful 
examination  of  it  on  Plate  III.  (No.  16)  of  Gabrici's 
work  shows  that  the  object  close  to  the  back  of  the  cock 
is  not  p,  but  O9  as  there  is  absolutely  no  space  for  the 
down  stroke  between  the  circle  and  the  bird.  There 
appears  indeed  a  very  slight  connection.     This  has  been

caused  either  by  an  adhesion  of  the  die,  or,  more  pro- 
bably, by  some  hard  corrosion  and  dirt  lodging  in  the 
narrow  space.  Gabrici  attributes  the  issue  of  the  coin 
to  a  monetary  alliance  between  Himera  and  Croton  ; 
hence  he  sees  a  koppa  in  this  sign.  There  are  yet  more 
objections  to  his  reading.  Koppa  with  a  central  dot  is 
exceedingly  rare,  and  Garrucci  gives  only  two  instances, 
both  on  staters  of  Croton,  not  on  small  coins.  Nor  is  the 
legend  ever  found  confined  to  the  mere  initial  of  the 
city's  name  (with  one  exception,  which  will  be  accounted 
for  presently)  ;  but  it  consists  of  two  letters  at  least,  and 
usually  of  more. 

But  although  the  sign  cannot  be  allowed  to  be  a  koppa, 
various  reasons  favour  the  attribution  of  the  little  coin 
to  Himera  and  Croton.  In  the  first  place,  there  are 
certainly  one  or  two  other  small  pieces  which  were  issued 
jointly  by  these  two  cities.  The  types,  too,  suit  both 
places.  And  lastly,  Croton  in  particular  has  left  us 
D^'ny  such  "  alliance  coins.'*  Of  these  I  will  mention  a 
few  which  possess  special,  interest  in  connection  with 
the  subject. 

1.  Diobol.  Obv. :  Tripod  and  QPO  (mostly  retro- 
grade). JRev,  :  Pegasus  with  curled  wings,  flying ; 
below  9.  The  last  letter  may  hardly  be  supposed  to 
refer  to  Croton,  since  PPO,  the  customary  form  of  the 
legend,  appears  already  on  the  obverse.  It  can,  in  my 
opinion,  refer  only  to  an  alliance  between  Croton  and 
Corinth  (not  necessarily  a  monetary  one),  for  the  reverse 
is  typically  Corinthian. 

There  exists  one  coin  of  this  type  in  the  collection  of 
the  British  Museum,  which  has  on  the  obverse  only  the 
letter  Q  beside  the  tripod  (instead  of  <SPO).  This 
appears  to  be  the  only  instance  in  which^  on  a  coin  of 
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CrotoB,  we  find  the  legend  confined  to  the  initial  of  the 
city's  name.  The  irregularity  is,  I  think,  satisfactorily 
icoonnted  for  by  assuming  that  the  die-sinker^  haying 
placed  the  9  (or  rather  O)  on  the  reverse,  repeated  it, 
unintentionally  perhaps,  on  the  obverse  die,  and  in  copy- 
ing mechanically,  he  even  placed  the  tail  of  the  letter  in 
tbat  slanting  direction  in  which  it  so  often  appears  below 
Pegasus  (as  if  he  was  carrying  it  along  with  him  in  his 
swift  motion)  ;  a  most  unusual  thing,  as  this  stroke  invari- 
ibly  observes  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees  to  the  tripod. 

2.  Obol.  Obv. :  Tripod  between  the  letters  KP.  Rev. : 
Hare  running  to  right.  Above  and  below  it  a  circle. 
Over  the  head  of  the  hare,  M. 

Struck  by  Croton  in  alliance  with  Messana.  This 
variety  with  the  initial  M  seems  unpublished.  The 
circles  g  correspond  probably  with  the  sign  O  on  our 
little  coin,  of  which  more  presently. 

3.  Obol.  Obv. :  Tripod.  Eev. :  Wingless  fiilmen, 
flanked  by  double  circles  with  dot  in  centre :  ^QS  (referred 
to  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  British  Museum  as  "  type  of 
doubtful  naeaning  "). 

We  cannot  be  absolutely  certain  to  which  allied  city 
the  reverse  type  refers.  But  if  we  see  a  thunderbolt  in  the 
central  object,  I  should  be  inclined  to  attribute  it  to  the  not 
distant  Locri,  on  the  silver  staters  of  which  city  the  head 
of  Zeus  so  constantly  appears,  accompanied,  not  unfre- 
qoently,  by  a  wingless  thunderbolt.  It  is  also  the  reverse 
type  of  another  Locrian  stater,  as  well  as  of  bronze  coins. 
Of  course,  all  these  coins  date  from  a  later  period  than 
our  obol.  But  if  the  Locrians  of  Bruttium  claimed  Zeus 
in  a  special  sense  as  the  guardian  of  their  city  (which 
we  may  infer  from  their  coin  types),  an  allusion  to  the 
god  on  this  alliance  coin  might  be  looked  for.     And, 
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indeed,  we  have  this  very  reverse  repeated  on  a  rare 
Locrian  obol,  described  thus  on  page  87  of  the  Sistaria 
Numorum:  (Obverse)  A — O,  eagle  with  closed  wings. 
(Reverse)  Fulmen  between  two  annulets. 

Now,  von  Fritze  has,  in  reference  to  certain  coins  of 
G-reece  proper,  fairly  shown  that  an  annulet  or  circle  with 
a  central  dot  sometimes^^  depicts  and  indicates  the  sacrificial 
patera.^"^  This  view  has  been  endorsed  by  Head.^^  I 
need,  therefore,  not  hesitate  to  adopt  the  same  explana* 
tion  of  it  for  the  coins  in  question,  and  all  the  less  so 
because  the  double  annulets  with  a  central  dot,  such  as  we 
find  on  one  of  them,  give  a  much  better  picture  of  the 
patera  than  the  single  circle.  These  paterae  may  typify 
the  ratification  of  the  alliance  of  the  cities  by  solemn 
sacrifice. 

As  coin  No.  2  may  be  reasonably  accepted  as  an  alli- 
ance coin,  the  two  circlets,  tliough  by  chance  un- 
provided with  a  central  globule,  may  be  understood  to 
mean  the  same.  Undoubtedly  this  explanation  can  be 
claimed  as  reasonable  for  the  sign  O  on  the  alliance  coin 
of  Himera  and  Croton  with  which  we  are  primarily  con- 
cemedy  and  retracing  my  steps  along  the  line  of  argument 
to  the  dots   on  early  pieces  of  Aeginetic  weight  which

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mariahly  occupy  precisely  the  same  pari  of  the  field  of  the 
coiuy  I  am  forced,  almost  irresistibl  j,  to  the  conclusion  that 
they  aie  a  somewhat  primitive  endeavour  to  depict  or 
suggest  the  sacrificial  patera,  or  its  central  boss  in  place 
of  the  whole  patera. 

To  propose  an  explanation  for  the  sign  •••,  I  have  only 
to  take  another  step  in  the  same  direction.  The  plurality 
of  globules  may  indicate  a  greater  sacrifice  to  the  goddess 
of  the  spring  on  some  special  occasion,  while  their  manner 
of  disposition,  with  a  central  globule,  might  be  intended  to 
suggest  the  round  of  the  sacred  ^coXi;  and  its  central 
ofupdKo^. 

Certain  early  coins  of  Macedonian  cities  supply  us  with  a 
parallel  use  of  this  symbol.  On  coins  of  Acanthus,  of 
Aegae,  and  of  Ichnae  we  find,  indiscriminately,  the  dotted 
and  the  plain  circle  with  the  central  globule.^'  Since  the 
latter  has  been  conceded  to  signify  a  patera,  the  conclu- 
non  that  the  former  is  simply  a  variation  in  shape  is 
obrious  and  just.  Formerly  both  signs  used  to  be  read 
as  the  letter  theta.  But  this  view  is  not  supported  by  the 
eridence  of  the  unique  tetradrachm  of  Aenea  with  the 
group  of  Aeneas,  Creusa,  Anchises  and  Ascanius,  which 
bears  the  dotted  patera  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  city  in 
the  genitive  case.^  The  symbol  has,  here  also,  been  sup- 
posed to  stand  for  the  initial  of  a  mint-magistrate. 
But  this  seems  doubtful  to  me  in  view  of  the  extremely 
remote  period  to  which  this  remarkable  coin  is  attributed 
(600  to  550  B.C.). 

The  conclusion  arrived  at,  viz.,  that  single  globular 
marks  on  early  coins  of  Himera  are  not  indicative  of

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value,  may  still  appear  strange  and  hazardous.  Strange, 
since  such  dots  have  never  been,  so  far  as  I  know, 
understood  to  mean  anything  else.  Hazardous,  because  I 
have  hitherto  adduced  but  one  coin  (the  alliance  piece  of 
Himera  and  Oroton)  in  support  of  my  contention,  and 
because  it  might  seem  unwarranted  to  attribute  several 
meanings  to  one  sign. 

To  deal  with  the  last  objection  first— there  are  other 
instances  of  the  use  of  the  same  object  by  way  of  express- 
ing different  meanings.  A  triskelis  on  Sicilian  coins 
obviously  refers  to  the  island  under  its  ancient  appellation 
of  "  Trinacria,"  while  on  coins  from  other  parts  of  the 
Greek  world  it  is  understood  as  a  solar  sign.  A  wheel, 
while  usually  alluding  to  chariot  races,  is  in  some  cases 
regarded  as  a  symbol  of  sun-worship.^^  A  radiate  disk 
does  not  always  stand  for  sun  or  star,  for  on  Greek- Italian 
coins  we  find  it  used  as  a  sign  of  value.^^  A  circle  with  a 
central  dot  serves  as  a  letter  of  the  alphabet,  a  mark  of 
value,  and,  admittedly,  as  the  picture  of  a  sacrificial  vessel. 

As  regards  the  second  objection  (viz.,  the  support  of  my 
contention  by  the  evidence  of  but  one  coin),  I  am  able  to 
bring  forward  another  and  surer  piece  of  evidence  in  the 
shape  of  a  coin  of  Lete  from  the  Berlin  collection,^'  where 
the  symbol  O  has  taken  the  place  of  the  pellet  so  con- 
stantly met  with  on  the  coins  of  that  town.  Yon  Sallet 
remarks  judiciously  on  this  occasion :  "  Das  O  ist  kein 
Buchstabe,  sondern  Symbol,  das  bekanntlich  in  jenen 
Gegenden  haufig  vorkommt.'' 

To  take  these  globular  marks  on  coins  like  those  of

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Lete  for  signs  of  value  is  unwarranted,  because  they 
occur  in  variable  numbers  on  pieces  of  the  same  weight. 
In  order  to  get  over  this  difficulty,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  the  aggregate  value  of  these  marks  on  an  individual 
coin  was  not  determined  by  numbers,  but  size ;  in  other 
words,  that  three  big  globules  on  one  stater  may  be  equal 
to  six  small  globules  on  another,  I  am  obliged  to  say 
tbat  this  theory  failed  to  convince  me  as  soon  as  I  put  it 
to  the  test.  It  is  true  that  the  globules  on  coins  of  the 
same  town  do  differ  perceptibly  in  size.  Thus  the  six 
pellets  on  the  first  stater  of  Lete  from  the  British 
Museum  Catalogue  are  remarkably  small.  Those  on  the 
next  are  quite  double  the  size ;  but  their  number  remains 
equal  to  those  on  the  first  coin.  //*,  then^  these  signs 
cannot  be  judged  by  size  in  the  light  of  fnarks  of  value,  the 
proof  that  they  are  not  indicative  of  value  is  complete.  And 
for  the  same  reason,  applied  inversely,  the  pellet  on 
early  Himerean  coins  cannot  be  admitted  to  stand  for  the 
Talue  of  the  piece,  since  it  occurs  dngly  on  the  drachm 
as  well  as  the  obol.^ 

To  the  general  objection,  viz.,  that  globular  marks  have 
always  been  interpreted  as  signs  of  value,  I  would  submit 
a  general  consideration  by  way  of  an  answer. 

When  we  speak  of  globules  as  signs  of  value,  the  first 
picture  presenting  itself  to  our  minds  (provided  we  are 
interested  in  Boman  as  well  as  in  Greek  numismatics)  is 
probably  tbat  of  a  specimen  of  the  aes  grave,  a  handsome 
triensor  quadrans,  for  there  is  here  a  certainty  about 
the  meaning  of  these  bold  marks  that  cannot  be  mistaken, 
erery  raised  dot  being  a  picture  in  miniature  of  the 
imcia.     The  method  of  expressing  by  means   of  dots

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fractions  of  the  obol  and  litra  on  small  silver  coins  and 
bronze  tokens  had  been  customary  with  the  Greek  cities 
of  Italy  and  Sicily  long  before  the  states  of  Central  Italy 
began  to  cast  their  heavy  bronze  pieces.  But  along  with 
this  system  there  obtained  in  these  cities  another  of 
marking  silver  and  gold  coins,  according  to  which  the 
single  globule  expressed  the  value  of  that  silver  piece 
which  served  conveniently  for  ordinary  computations  and 
transactions.  That  coin  was  for  Sicily,  as  well  as  for 
most  of  the  southern  cities  of  Italy,  the  one  which  we 
may,  overlooking  numerous  but  comparatively  slight 
fluctuations  in  weight,  designate  as  the  stater  according 
to  the  standard  of  Corinth. 

To  give  some  examples  of  either  system : — ^The  single 
globule,  as  the  stater  mark,  appears  thus  on  an  early 
unpublished  didrachm  of  Tarentum  in  my  collection, 
being  placed  behind  a  female  head  with  a  long  plait  of 
hair.  Small  silver  pieces  of  the  same  city,  though  of 
later  times,  are,  on  the  other  hand,  frequently  marked 
with  dots  to  denote  the  number  of  small  bronze  tokens 
obtainable  in  exchange  for  the  silver  coin.  Again,  on 
most  of  the  small  gold  pieces  of  Agrigentum  there  occur 
two  dotted  marks,  indicating  that  the  piece  is  equal  to 
two  ten-litra  pieces  or  staters  ;  while  on  small  silver 
coins  we  find  the  marks  of  value  X  and  :  ,  viz.,  five  and 
two  unciae.  Similarly,  the  reverse  of  a  Syracusan  silver 
tetras  of  the  earlier  transitional  {)eriod  bears  four  dots. 
Electrum  pieces  of  the  time  of  Timoleon  are  marked 
with  three  globules,  being  equal  to  three  Corinthian 
staters,  and  we  meet  with  the  single  pellet  on  some  silver 
staters  of  the  same  period.  From  such  facts  it  may  be 
reasonably  inferred  that,  although  the  silver  litra  formed 
the  basis  of  issue,  theoretically  and  practically,  for  all 
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Sicilian  coins,  the  ten-Iitra  piece  served  as  the  common 
coin  of  account  for  ordinary  transactions  down  to  a  com- 
paratiTely  kte  date. 

For  a  limited  period,  viz.,  shortly  before  and  after 
400  B.C.,  yet  another  mode  seems  to  have  been  adopted, 
aeoording  to  which  the  single  globule  indicated  the 
largest  silver  coin  of  a  city's  issue.  I  am,  of  course, 
referring  to  some  of  the  Syracusan  fifty-litra  pieces  by 
Evaenetusy  and  as  some  of  the  hundred-litra  pieces  in 
gold  are  marked  with  two  globules,  it  can  hardly  be 
doubted  that  they  are  in  both  cases  signs  of  value. 
According  to  the  same  principle,  Evaenetus  places  this 
mark  on  the  reverse  of  the  largest  silver  coin  of  Gatana, 
in  this  instance  only  a  twenty-litra  piece ;  viz.,  the  famous 
eoin  on  which  Nike  bears  aloft  the  tablet  signed  with  his 
name. 

Now  there  are  one  or  two  coins  which  seem  to  con- 
troYert  this  theory.  One  of  these  is  a  tetradrachm  of 
Leontini,  presumably  struck  about  450  B.C.,  which  shows 
three  small  pellets  over  the  lion's  head.^  These  dots 
cannot  be  interpreted  as  marks  of  value,  since  division 
by  three  of  a  tetradrachm  of  Attic  weight  will,  approxi- 
mately, produce  a  drachm  of  the  Aeginetic  standard, 
abolished  in  Sicily  long  before  this  coin  was  struck. 
Here,  then,  we  have  fresh  evidence  that  globular  marks 
do  not  necessarily  designate  the  value  of  a  coin.  From 
the  smallneea  of  the  dots  I  would  look  on  them,  in  this 
case,  merely  as  some  private  mark  of  a  die-engraver. 
Another  coin  that  does  not  seem  to  fit  in  with  my  obser- 
Tations  is  the  early  ten-litra  piece  of  Selinus  which,  in 
•ome  instances,  shows  two  pellets  beside  the  stalk  of  the

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leaf.  If  these  marks  stood  for  signs  of  value,  the  coin 
of  common  account  at  Selinus  must,  at  that  period,  have 
been  the  five-Htra  piece  or  Attic  drachm,  not  the  stater. 
This  supposition  is,  I  think,  rendered  improbable  by  the 
circumstance  that  no  drachms  are  known  to  have  been 
struck,  but  only  the  stater  and  small  divisions  of  it. 
The  pellets  on  this  coin,  like  others  which  bear  a  leaf  or 
twig,  may  very  well  depict  the  berries  or  seeds  of  the 
plant. 

These  general  considerations,  though  containing  little, 
if  anything,  new,  serve  to  define  my  position  in  regard  to 
the  marks  on  the  Himerean  coins,  since  they  show  what 
these  globules  cannot  be,  viz.,  signs  of  value.  If  they 
were,  we  could,  whether  they  be  coins  of  the  Aeginetic  or 
any  other  standard,  in  no  way  account  for  the  circum- 
stance, already  referred  to  from  another  point  of  view, 
that  the  single  pellet  occurs  both  on  the  large  and  the 
small  pieces,  as,  apart  from  the  contradiction  implied 
therein,  this  does  not  agree  with  the  known  methods  of 
expressing  value  on  Sicilian  coins. 

I  may  now  be  permitted  to  oflFer  a  few  general  remarks 
on  the  subject  of  the  circle  with  the  central  dot. 

If  some,  like  Professor  Gardner,  have  recognised  in 
this  object  a  sign  of  a  solar  character,  I  might  say  that 
I  do  not — at  least,  not  fundamentally — differ  from  this 
view,  as  I  hold  the  plain  disk-shaped  patera,  the  sacrificial 
vessel  par  excellence,  to  partake  of  a  cosmic  meaning ;  * 
that  it  is  emblematic — just  as  much  as  the  altar  flame — 
of  those  glowing  orbs,  the  adoration  of  which  goes  back 
beyond  the  historical  records  of  the  olden  East. 

When  the  coins  of  Mallus,  Issus,  and  other  cities  bring 
us  into  immediate  touch  with  this  star  worship  of  the 
East,  we  naturally  recognise  in  circles  pictures  of  these 
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orbs.  Yet,  in  such  cases,  they  usually  occur  in  conjunc- 
tion with  wingSy  which  are  attached  either  to  the  orb  or 
the  figure  that  bears  it.  Sometimes  the  circle  is,  in  addi- 
tion, Aimished  with  a  starry  pattern,  changing  it,  thereby, 
into  an  ordinary  solar  or  astral  picture.  To  take,  as  an 
instance,  a  well-known  coin  of  Mallus,  on  which  we  see  a 
winged  deity  holding  with  both  hands  a  starry  disk.  He 
18  usually  described  as  kneeling  or — after  the  manner  of 
numerous  coins  of  an  earlier  date — running.  It  might, 
also,  be  conceived  that  the  whole  figure,  along  with  the 
disk,  is  meant  to  convey  the  idea  of  aerial,  that  is,  in  the 
case  of  a  star,  rotatory  motion.  The  god  or  star  seems  in  the 
act  of  rising  from  the  line  of  the  eastern  horizon  on  which 
he  still  rests  with  one  knee.  Grasping  the  disk  firmly, 
he  appears  to  seek,  and  find,  his  centre  of  gravity  around 
which,  with  opening  pinions,  he  will  speed  and  revolve. 
The  idea  of  rising  seems  more  clearly  expressed  on  a  rare 
stater  of  Issus  depicted  on  page  145,  in  the  fourth  volume 
of  the  Zeitschrift  fur  Numismatik,  and  thus  described  in 
the  Hiatoria  Nunwrum  :  "  Half-figure  of  the  god  Ormuzd 
rising  from  a  winged  disk,''  &c.  In  this  case  the  disk  is 
formed  by  a  circle  with  a  central  pellet.  ^^  In  addi- 
tion to  the  wings  there  is  attached  to  the  orb  a  spiral- 
shaped  object,  which  we  find  also  on  some  of  the  staters 
of  Mallus  just  referred  to,  where  it  is  not,  however,  affixed 
to  the  disk,  but  to  the  top  of  the  god's  head.  I  am  not 
aware  that  this  object  has  been  explained,  nor  does  it 


"  A  cast  in  my  possession  shows  that  the  coin  has  not  been 
quite  correctly  reproduced  in  the  Zeitschrift,  tDasmuch  as  the 
circle  there  appears  double.  It  is,  however,  erne  broad  and  well- 
raised  circular  rim,  and  the  hollow  part  round  the  central  dot  is 
deeply  scooped  out,  so  that  the  whole  presents  a  very  perfect 
picture  of  a  round  bowl  provided  with  an  umbilicated  bottom. 
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seem  easy  to  offer  a  satisfactory  explanation.  We  may, 
however^  look  for  one  in  two  directions :  either,  in  that  of 
the  appearance  and  nature  of  a  star,  or  under  the  aspect 
of  its  action  or  motion.  In  the  first  direction  nothing,  so 
far  as  I  can  see,  could  be  suggested,  but  that  the  spiral 
might  be  meant  to  indicate  the  train  of  a  comet.  But  this 
idea  must,  I  think,  be  at  once  dismissed,  as  its  shape  does 
not  correspond  with  any  of  these  astral  appendages. 
Attempting  to  find  a  solution  in  the  other  direction,  there 
presents  itself  the  obyious  idea  that  curving  lines  usually 
suggest  motion.  Especially,  I  venture  to  think,  would 
they  express  this  in  conjunction  with  heavenly  bodies. 
And  this  host,  as  it  rises,  moves  on  and  sets  with  diminish- 
ing orbits  in  shortening  days,  and  again  enlarging  them 
as  the  season  of  the  new  year  advances,  seems  to  circle 
round  the  earth  with  a  ceaseless  spiral  motion.  Thus, 
while  the  wings  attached  to  the  orb  on  the  coin  of  Issus 
convey  the  idea  of  movement,  the  spiral  or  volute  might 
be  supposed  to  add  that  of  the  order  and  direction  inherent 
in  that  motion. 

At  any  rate  it  will,  I  think,  be  conceded  that  motion  as 
such  is  intended  to  be  expressed  by  the  spiral  object,  as  a 
clear  and  corroborative  illustration  of  this  view  is  fur- 
nished by  the  rare  coin  of  Dicaea  No.  1,  on  Plate  I.  of  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1893.  The  obverse  type  of  this 
interesting  piece  coDsists  of  a  cock,  a  sun  disk,  and  a 
spiral  or  volute.  This,  surely,  may  be  interpreted  as 
**  Phoebus  Apollo  rising  with  the  dawn.'' 

Two  volutes  are  comi^only  attached  to  the  most  typical 
emblem  of  motion,  the  thunderbolt,  on  Elian  coins ;  and 
the  ''disk  of  Ormuzd,"  as  shown  on  the  coin  No.  9  of 
Plate  v.,  of  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1884,  appears  to 
be  provided  with  two  spiral  objects.     If  the  above-men- 
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tioned  stater  of  Issns  were  in  a  better  state  of  preserva- 
tioiiy  tlie  same  winged  disk^  from  which  the  figure  of  the 
god  risesy  would  probably  show  the  other  volute.  This 
may  also  apply  to  the  coin  of  Mallus,  as  Fig.  3  of  Plate 
0,  of  Imhoof-Blumer's  Mannaies  Grecques  shows. 

The  object  ending  in  a  double  tendril,  which  is  some- 
times found  attached  to  the  head  of  the  Sphinx  or  the 
Harpy,^  may  be  intended  simply  for  a  kind  of  plumed 
crest,  forming  part  of  the  outfit  of  the  fantastic  creature, 
like  the  cockscomb  on  the  second  head  of  the  Ghimaera 
on  some  coins  of  Sicyon.  It  differs  from  the  volutes  of 
the  coin  types  of  Issus  and  Mallus,  inasmuch  as  it  seems 
to  rise  in  one  stem,  the  top  of  which  divides  into  a  double 
yolnte. 

After  having  gone  so  far  in  identifying,  by  means  of  the 
coin  of  Issns,  the  picture  of  a  patera  with  that  of  an  astral 
body,  I  cannot  but  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  advance 
a  step  farther.  I  had  hoped  to  adduce  reasons,  by  means 
of  the  unique  coin  on  pi^  136  of  the  catalogue  of  Mace- 
donian coins  in  the  British  Museum,  since  re-attributed 
to  Gyrene,  that  the  circle  with  the  central  pellet,  while 
yet  retaining  its  significance  as  an  astral  sign,  might  also 
partake  of  the  character  of  the  sacrificial  vessel.  But,  on 
comparing  the  original  with  the  picture,  I  find  that  the 
object  in  the  hand  of  the  winged  figure,  as  shown  by  the 
cut,  can  hardly,  if  at  all,  be  perceived.  Indeed,  I  doubt  if 
it  exists. 

I  may  now  briefly  summarise  my  views  on  the  subject  of 
the  inquiry  thus :  The  coin  figured  at  the  head  of  this 
paper,  which  bears  a  cock  and  the  legend  V  V  H  l>  conveys 
the  idea  that  the  bird  is  an  offering  to    the  nymph

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Himera.  This  meaning  is,  on  some  specimens,  em- 
phasized by  the  hieratic  signet  of  one  globular  mark, 
and  in  one  case  by  several,  meant  to  suggest  the  sacri- 
ficial (f)ia\i],  as  the  emblem  of  priestly  functions. 

Professor  Curtius^  and  others  have  argued  with  much 
show  of  reason  that  the  priests  were  the  sole  moneyers 
and  bankers  in  the  earlier  stages  of  Greek  civilisation. 
It  is  difficult  to  define  how  far  this  view  can  be 
accepted.  But  the  early  coinage  of  Himera,  the  invari- 
able theme  of  which  is  the  local  cult  of  the  fountain 
nymph,  seems  to  point  to  such  an  origin. 

I  would  clinch  the  last  argument  by  pointing  out  that 
we  meet  with  the  inscription  VA  on  a  didrachm  of  Cama- 
rina,  where  it  appears  below  the  head  of  Hipparis  {Brit. 
Mm.  Cat,  Sicily,  p.  37,  No.  18).  Read  from  left  to  right 
these  letters  do  not,  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain  ^  suggest  any 
name  that  is  known  to  occur  on  coins.  We  must,  there- 
fore, read  them  retrograde  ;  just  as  we  sometimes  find  the 
names  of  Hipparis  and  Oamarina  written  from  right  to 
left.  The  signatures  on  these  coins  are  those  of  artists, 
not  magistrates'  names.  Now,  not  only  is  an  artist 
AV  •  .  .  unknown,  but  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  this 
coin,  like  the  signed  piece  with  the  facing  head  of  Hip- 
paris, is  by  Evaenetus. 

All  are  agreed  that  these  beautiful  pieces,  pre-eminent 
among  Sicilian  coins,  are  the  direct  expression  and  result 
of  a  local  cult,  so  that  I  venture  to  hope  I  shall  not  be 
thought  fanciful  in  bringing  the  letters  AV  or  VA  into 
relation  with  the  votive  character  of  the  type  by  inter- 
preting them,  here  as  at  Himera,  as  AV[Tpoi/].

OINOANDA :   A  NEW  GREEK  MINT. 
(See  Plate  I.) 

On  the  northern  border  of  Lykia,  about  the  head-waters 
of  the  rivers  Indos  and  Kanthos,  lay  a  group  of  three 
cities,  Balbotira,  Boubon,  and  Oinoanda.  The  district 
was  originally  subject  to  Kibyra,  or  rather,  the  three 
towns  which  I  have  mentioned  went  with  Kibyra  to  form 
a  tetrapolis.  But  we  are  told  that  in  81  B.C.,  when  Mu- 
rena  suppressed  the  tyrant  Moagetes  of  Kibyra,  he  trans- 
ferred Balboura  and  Boubon  to  Lykia.^  It  seems  almost 
certain  that  Oinoanda,  although  not  mentioned  in  this 
connection,  was  transferred  at  the  same  time.  It  lay 
nearer  to  the  Lykian  border  than  the  other  two  cities 
which  are  mentioned,  and  had  it  not  been  joined  to 
Lykia,  would  have  been  completely  isolated.  Further, 
inscriptions  from  IJrludja,  the  site  of  Oinoanda,  prove  that 
both  Oinoanda  itself,  and  also  Termessos  near  Oinoanda, 
were  members  of  the  Lykian  koipop  in  later  times.^ 
Stephanus  Byzantinus  8,v,  Olvoapia  has :  ttoKi?  Avklu^. 
'AXe^ofSpoy  irpump  AuKiaKwv.     to  iOviKov   Olvoavlev^.

Hitherto,  of  the  three  Eibyratic  cities,  Balboura  and 
Boubon  have  been  represented  by  a  bronze  coinage,  but 
no  issue  of  any  kind  has  been  associated  with  Oinoanda. 
The  coin  which  is  now  published  was  struck  at  Oinoanda, 
probably  late  in  the  third  or  early  in  the  second  century 
B.C.,  and  is  of  great  importance,  both  as  being  the  sole 
representative  of  the  coinage  of  that  city^  and  as  throwing 
considerable  light  on  another  series  of  coins  with  which 
we  shall  presently  deal. 

Its  description  is  as  follows  : —

The  style  of  the  work,  though  very  good  in  its  way,  is 
late,  and  so  too  are  the  forms  of  the  letters;  but  the 
piece  can  hardly  be  placed  later  than  the  first  half  of  the 
second  century.  The  symbol,  consisting  of  sword  and 
shield  combined,  is  found  elsewhere;  for  instance,  on 
the  coinage  of  the  Lykian  Olympos  and  Eyaneai,  struck 
during  the  period  of  the  league. 

Types  similar  to  those  of  this  didrachm  occur,  not 
indeed  combined,  but  separately,  on  certain  bronze  coins 
of  a  later  date,  with  the  legend  TEPMHZZEIIN.  The 
chief  varieties  requiring  to  be  mentioned  here  are  : —

All  these  classes  of  coins  had,  until  the  appearance  of 
Dr.  Imhoof-Blumer's  Griechmhe  Munzen  in  1890,  been 
attributed,  and  naturally,  to  Termessos,  in  Pisidia ; 
the  letters  Ol  had  occasionally  been  read  Oi,  and  taken 
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for  a  date.  Imhoof-Blumer  recognised  that  our  fourth 
class  belonged  to  Termessos,  near  Oinoanda^  a  colony  of 
the  greater  Termessos,  which  is  mentioned  by  Stephanus 
Byzantinus,'  and  was  known  as  "  Little  Termessos.'* 

These  four  classes  of  coins  are  not  suited  by  their  fabric 
to  the  Pisidian  Termessos.  On  the  other  hand,  classes 
(I)  and  (2)  by  their  types,  and  class  (4)  by  its  inscrip- 
tions, are  associated  with  Oinoanda ;  while  class  (3)  by  its 
types  (Head  of  Apollo,  and  kithara)  would  seem  to  belong 
to  a  member  of  the  Lykian  kowov.  The  evidence  is,  I 
think,  strong  enough  to  prove  that  these  classes  of  coins 
must  be  removed  from  Great  to  Little  Termessos.  The 
same  course  should  perhaps  be  taken  with  two  bronze 
coins,  of  which  the  description  is  as  follows : —

The  fabric  and  the  obverse  type  of  these  coins  are  not 
unsuitable  to  the  northern  part  of  the  Lykian  district, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  connect  them  with  the  Pisidian  city. 

The  removal  of  these  coins  from  the  Greater  Termessos 
has  the  advantage  of  leaving  that  city  with  a  coinage  of  a 
very  distinct  and  homogeneous  character,  which  is  typi-

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fied,  for  the  period  concerning  us,  by  the  specimens 
given  (PL  I.  8,  9). 

Where  was  this  "  Little  Termessos  "  to  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  attribute  these  coins  P  According  to  Stephanas 
it,  too,  was  in  Pisidia.  But  if  so,  it  must  at  least  have 
been  situated  in  the  extreme  west  of  Pisidia,  and  on 
the  northern  border  of  Lykia.  For  there  are  at  Oinoanda 
a  number  of  inscriptions  which  mention  Tepfirjaffeii  ol 
Kpw  OivimvioKy  and  which  make  clear  two  fisicts :  first, 
that  Oinoanda  itself  was  the  political  centre  of  the  in- 
habitants  of  Little  Termessos;  second,  that  the  Ter- 
messians  were  members  of  the  Lykian  koivov. 

Messrs.  HoUeaux  and  Paris,  who  have  published  the 
inscriptions  in  question,^  are  of  opinion  that  Oinoanda 
and  Little  Termessos  stood  on  the  same  site.  But,  as 
Petersen  ^  points  out,  the  site  near  Urludja  is  too  small 
to  be  divided  between  two  cities.  Petersen  looks  for  the 
site  of  Little  Termessos  in  one  of  the  passes  over  the  Erbel 
Dagh  or  Giibele  Dagh,  on  the  road  from  Oinoanda  to 
Great  Termessos.  Finally,  Heberdey  and  £alinka,  the 
latest  visitors  to  the  district,^  claim  to  have  found  the 
ruins  about  an  hour's  journey  north  of  Oinoanda,  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Seidler  Tchai,  or  Xanthos. 

These  ruins  have  yielded  no  inscriptions,  in  spite  of 
careful  search.  The  explorers  add,  *'  As  has  been  pointed 
out  in  Le  Bas-Waddington  {Voyage  Arch.,  1232),  the

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are  excellently  suited  to  this  position^  although  the 
author^  through  a  confusion^  refers  them  to  Termeaeos 
Major." 

The  precise  position  of  Little  Termessos  cannot,  how- 
ever, be  said  to  be  certainly  determined.  Of  the  two 
communities  Oinoanda  was  doubtless  the  more  important, 
although  Termessos  possessed  a  BouU^  DemoSy  and  Oerousia 
of  its  own,  and  was  therefore  autonomous  within  certain 
limits.  Imhoof-Blumer  suggests  as  parallel  instances  the 
combined  communities  of  Flarasa  and  Aphrodisias,  in 
Karia,  and  of  £remna  and  the  Keraitai,  in  Pisidia.  But 
the  coins  of  those  communities  show  by  their  legends 
(HAAPAZEnN  KAI  A4>POAIZIEnN  ;  KPHMNEIIN 
KAI  KEPAEITflN)  that  the  parties  occupied  equal 
positions,  and  had  a  common  coioage,  which  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  the  case  here.  In  fact  the  coinages  of 
Oinoanda  and  of  Little  Termessos  were,  so  far  as  we  can 
see,  quite  distinct,  though  related.

ON  A  com  OP  HIERAPYTNA,  IN  CRETE,  HITHERTO 
WRONGLY  ATTRIBUTED. 

Ik  the  Bevue  Numwnatique  for  1888»^  and  subsequently  in 
his  work  on  Crete,^  M.  J.  N.  Svoronos  published  a  bronze 
coin,  which  lie  describes  as  follows : — 

Dim. — Head  of  a  goddess  to  right. 
En. — n  —  A.    Date-palm. 

The  names  of  various  Cretan  towns  begin  with  the  letters 
riA,  riz.,  Palla,  Patwrmos,  Pannana,  Pantramatrion,  and 
ParaesoBy  and  M.  Svoronos  attributes  this  coin  to  Pannona,a 
town  mentioned  by  Ptolemy.*  And  taking  the  passage  of 
Scylax/  vpo^  ^peav  a^efiop  opov  KaZiarov  kcu  Xifi'^v  ev 
avri  *0\ov^  icai  liav  ...  to  have  reference  to  this,  he 
imdertakes  to  complete  the  text  by  the  words,  iccu 
\liv{vova  ifoKL^)y  inasmuch  as,  the  geographical  posi- 
tion {itpo^  ^opiav  avefjLOP  of  Lyttus)  agrees  with  the 
position  fixed  by  Ptolemy  for  Pannona. 

Bat  this  attribution  is  not  well  founded,  because,  if  one

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examines  attentively  the  first  letter  of  the  coin  in  ques- 
tion, which  is  given  by  M .  Svoronos  in  his  work,*  it  will 
be  seen  that  it  is  not  fl,  but  I,  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the 
following  coin,  in  every  respect  similar,  in  my  own  col- 
lection : — 

Obv, — Female  head  to  right 

Rev. — I  —  A.    Date-palm  ;  border  of  dots. 


The  attribution  of  the  coin  to  Pannona  being  therefore 
tmtenable,  we  must  look  elsewhere  for  its  place  of  origin, 
and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  Hierapytna, 
in  Crete.  As  an  additional  indication  that  this  view  is 
the  correct  one,  I  give  here  the  figure  of  another  almost 
similar  bronze  coin  belonging  to  my  collection  : — 

Obv, — Head  of  Japiter  to  left. 

Rev, — Date-palm  between  the  letters  I  —  /P  ,  which  stand 
for  'lap  («irvrva). 


The  Doric  form  lapo^  for  lepo^  is  so  well  known  that 
it  needs  no  justification.  The  Cretan  town  which  the 
other  Greeks  called  ^lepaiterpav  or  ^lepa^Kinvav  was  evi- 
dently   called    by    the    Doric    Cretans    ^lapairerpa    or

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lapavvrya.  Moreovery  I  think  that  the  spelling  of  the 
name  ^lepairvrva  with  the  letter  a  is  easily  discernible  also 
in  the  following  coin  of  Hierapy tna,  which  bears  the  head 
of  Zeas  and  a  date-palm,  exactly  as  No.  2  : — 

06r. — Head  of  Zens  to  left ;  border  of  dots. 

Eev. — ^Date-palm  between  the  monogram  BP  left,  and  an 
aplastre  right ;  border  of  dots. 

In  my  opinion  the  only  correct  and  natural  analysis 
of  this  monogram  is  lAPAFIY.  M.  Svoronos  reads  it 
IPAriY,  justifying  this  reading  by  a  conjecture  that 
seems  improbable.  He  suggests,  that  as  the  Hierapyt- 
nians  were  generally  obliged,  for  want  of  space  on  such 
bronze  coins,  to  make  use  of  monograms,  they  likewise, 
for  want  of  space,  omitted  the  letter  E.^  But  it  was  surely 
possible  to  arrange  the  monogram  in  such  a  way  as  not  to 
omit  a  letter  principally  indicative  of  the  name. 

M.  Svoronos  further  ascribes  to  Pannona  the  following 
coin,^  a  reproduction  of  which,  however,  he  does  not 
publish : —

Bat  having  carefully  examined  the  coin,  which  is  ex- 
Kibited  in  the  National  Numismatic  Museum  in  Athens,

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I  cannot  admit  that  the  first  letter  is  ll-  Its  left  limb 
is  not  discernible,  and  I  am  rather  inclined  to  suppose 
that  it  is  A.  But  however  that  may  be,  the  coin  cannot 
belong  to  Pannona,  and  must  be  ascribed  to  some  other 
Cretan  town. 

With  respect  to  the  third  coin  attributed  to  Pannona 
by  M.  Svoronos,'  which  bears  a  date-palm  on  both  sides 
without  any  inscription  whatsoever,  it  is,  I  think,  un- 
necessary to  add  anything,  considering  that  the  only 
ground  for  this  attribution  is  the  type  of  the  coin,  which, 
it  must  be  observed,  is  not  peculiar  to  the  coins  of 
Hierapytna,  but  is  to  be  found  also  on  the  coins  of  other 
towns  of  Crete. 

Pannona  must,  for  the  present  at  least,  be  excluded 
from  Cretan  numismatics.

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BABE  AND  UNPUBLISHED   EOMAN    GOLD  COINS 
IN  MY  COLLECTION. 

(See  Plate  H.) 

[The  followixig  notes  on  the  rare  and  unpublislied  Eoman 
gold  coins  in  his  collection  were  compiled  by  Mr.  Montaeu 
ahortlj  before  his  death.  They  are  now  published  with  me 
consent  of  his  widow.  It  is  a  somewhat  touching  circum- 
stance that  not  only  is  this  the  last  numismatic  work  by  our 
late  Vice-Preeident,  but  it  is  probably  his  last  writing  of  any 
kind  whatsoeyer.  He  was  engaged  on  these  notes  on  the  eve 
of  his  illness,  and  they  were  found  just  inside  the  drawer  of 
his  writing-table  as  casually  thrown  in  by  him. 

Mr.  Montagu's  object  was  to  place  on  record  what  had  not 
been  published  in  Cohen's  Monnaies  de  V Umpire  Eomain^  2nd 
edit,  which  he  took  as  the  basis  of  his  descriptions,  to  correct 
any  misdescriptions,  and  to  discuss  any  important  points  con- 
nected with  the  coins  which  may  not  have  been  previously 
noticed. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  these  notes  must  remain  incomplete. 
The  collection  is  now  dispersed  all  over  Europe,  and  many  fine 
specimens,  in  fact  most  of  the  finest  and  rarest,  are  now  in 
America.  Those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  excellent  Sale 
Catalogue  of  this  portion  of  Mr.  Montagu's  collection  will 
notice  that  he  had  only  succeeded  in  half  accomplishing  his 
tasL  The  collection  numbered  in  all  1,291  lots,  and  the  last 
coin  which  is  noticed  here  occurs  in  lot  646.  Moreover,  a 
glance  at  the  Catalogue  will  show  that  in  the  second  half  there 
is  a  greater  proportion  of  unpublished  coins  than  in  the  first 
half,  and  amongst  these  is  included  his  fine  series  of  Medal- 
lions, about  which  he  would  have  written  copious  notes. 

Beferences  have  been  given  to  the  lots  in  the  Sale  Cata- 
logue, in  which  the  coins  occurred,  and  to  these  have  been 
added  a  plate  illustrating  the  more  important  pieces.  With 
these  exceptions  the  notes  stand  almost  precisely  as  Mr.  Mon- 
tagu left  them.]

On  this  piece  {cf,  Babelon,^  50),  struck  under  the  authority 
of  M.  Barbatius,  one  of  the  quaestors  of  the  army  of  Lucius 
Antonius,  the  youngest  brother  of  Mark  Antony,  on  the 
reconciliation  of  the  latter  with  Octavius,  the  die  engraver 
has  most  peculiarly  misspelt  and  punctuated  the  qusestor's 
name,  which  appears  as  EAEEAT,  instead  of  BABBAT.

This  beautiful  coin  of  excessive  rarity  at  any  time,  but 
unique  in  its  reading  of  the  two  I's  throughout  for  £,  is 
referred  to  by  M.  Babelon  (No.  70),  but  as  no  engraving 
of  it  is  given  by  him,  I  think  it  well  to  include  it  in  my 
descriptions.  It  was  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the 
Comte  du  Chastel,  but  appears  to  have  been  privately 
disposed  of  by  him  to  a  dealer  before  the  sale  of  his  coins 
in  May,  1889.  M.  A.  de  Longp^rier  shows,  in  his 
article  in  the  Revue  Numismatique,  1856,  p.  73,  et  seqq,, 
that  towards  the  end  of  the  Eepublic  the  double  I  for  the 
letter  E  was  in  vogue  both  on  inscriptions  and  coins,  and

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Babelon  instances  the  coins  of  T.  Carisius  struck  in  Spain, 
bearing  the  name  of  the  town  IIMIIRITA  for  EMERITA 
(see  also  an  article  by  Bompois,  Rev.  Num.,  1868,  p.  75). 
It  is  probable  that  my  piece  is  the  same  as  that  given 
by  Eckhel  [Doct.

The  aureus  of  this  type  in  the  Berlin  Museum,  de- 
scribed by  Babelon  (No.  92),  was,  I  believe,  considered  to 
be  unique  until  the  discovery  of  my  piece,  which  is  in  the 
finest  condition.  The  legends  being  very  distinct,  I  am 
enabled  to  correct  a  slight  error  in  the  reading  given  by 
M.  Babelon  from  the  former  coin.  ANTONI  should  be 
substituted  for  ANTONIVS.  The  use  of  the  Greek  delta 
for  the  Roman  D  betrays  the  Eastern  origin  of  this  piece.

This  unique  coin,  included  (Lot  69)  in  the  sale  of  the 
collection  of  the  Vicomte  de  Quelen,  May,  1888,  was  for- 
merly in  the  collection  of  Prince  Hercolani  at  Bologna. 
It  was  found  in  the  excavations  at  San  Lazzaro,  near 
Bologna,  in  1883  {vide  Notizie  degli  Scavi  di  Antichitd, 
February,  1883).     Although  the  silver  legionary  coins  of 
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Mark  Antony  are,  for  the  most  part,  of  very  common 
occurrence,  every  aureus  known  is  unique  of  its  kind.  In 
the  British  Museum  is  one  of  the  4th  legion,  in  the  Berlin 
Museum  .one  of  the  14th  legion,  and  Mionnet  mentions, 
probably  without  good  grounds,  one  of  the  19th  legion. 
A  false  (probably  a  cast)  example  of  the  21st  legion  is 
mentioned  by  Babelon,  and  the  only  other  aureus  of  any 
similar  type  known  is  the  unique  CHORTIVM  PRAE- 
TORIARVM  piece  in  the  British  Museum.  The  slightly 
excessive  weight  of  my  piece,  which  is  somewhat  worn, 
may  be  ascribed  to  the  well-known  tendency  on  the  part 
of  Roman  generals  to  favour  their  soldiers  in  that 
respect.  This  was  particularly  the  case  in  the  East, 
where  most  of  these  pieces  must  undoubtedly  have  been 
struck.

Lentulus  Marcellinus,  was  purchased  by  me  at  the  Bor- 
ghesi  sale,  1893.  Babelon  described  the  type  (Cornelia,  57) 
from  the  example  in  the  Biblioth^que  Nationale,  formerly 
in  the  Modena  Cabinet,  which  he  stated  to  be  unique.  If 
it  was  struck,  as  is  probable,  on  the  occasion  of  the  war 
against  Mithridates,  it  was  the  only  aureus  issued  at 
Rome  before  Caesar.

This  type,  of  which  I  have  an  ordinary  example,  is 
well  known,  but  the  coin  described  by  me  differs  in  having 
the  heads  on  both  sides  of  considerably  larger  dimen- 
sions than  is  depicted  either  in  Babelon  (Julia,  64),  or 
tiuin  appears  on  any  other  piece  that  I  have  seen.  The 
workmanship  somewhat  suggests  an  Eastern  origin, 
although  the  weight  is  identical  with  that  of  the  ordi- 
nary piece.

This  piece  differs  from  that  struck  by  P.  Petronius 
Tuipilianus,  described  by  Babelon  (No.  3)  from  the 
soieus  formerly  in  the  Eiccio  collection,  in  having  the 
two  laurel  branches  on  the  reverse.  It  is  possible,  how- 
ever, that  the  author  erred  in  his  description,  owing  to 
his  not  having  the  original  coin  before  him,  particularly 
as  there  is  a  further  sUp  in  the  spelling  of  the  name 
of  the  Sabine  goddess,  which  appears  on  the  illustration 
as  FEEO  and  in  the  text  as  FEEON.  It  is  noteworthy 
(hat  my  coin,  which  formed  Lot  341  of  the  De  Quelen 
sale,  is  also  inaccurately  described  in  the  catalogue  as 
being  inscribed  FEEON.

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This  coin  was  obtained  by  me  at  the  Borghesi  sale, 
Rome,  1893.  It  was  described  in  the  catalogae  as  being 
unpublished  and  unique,  and  as  having  been  acquired  by 
Borghesi  from  the  Cavaliere  Carelli  in  1813.  It  occurs 
forcibly  to  me  that  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the 
original  inscription  on  the  die  of  this  tjrpe  is  CAESAR 
AVGVSTVS  in  every  case,  but  that  on  the  preceding 
coin,  and  also  on  the  piece  described  by  Babelon  (No.  7), 
the  top  of  the  die  overlapped^  the  flan.  It  is  also  to  be 
noticed  that  the  word  AVGVSTVS  has,  in  like  manner, 
owing  to  the  shifting  of  the  flan  in  the  opposite  direction, 
almost  disappeared  from  the  bottom  of  the  coin.  Since 
writing  this  I  have  seen  in  the  possession  of  MM. 
Bollin  and  Feuardent  another  example,  also  inscribed 
CAESAR  AVGVSTVS,  which  further  confirms  my  sug- 
gestion.

This  differs  from  the  piece  inaccurately  described  by 
Cohen  (No.  324)  as  being  of  silver  instead  of  gold,  and  in 
having  the  circular  legend  on  the  reverse  continued  beneath 
the  standing  figure  of  Mars.  I  have  also  an  example  of 
the  ordinary  type  described  by  Cohen,  on  which  the  legend 
breaks  o£E  very  distinctly  and  designedly  on  either  side  of 
the  figure.  Whether  this  figure  is  that  of  Mars,  as  de- 
scribed by  Cohen,  is,  to  my  mind,  more  than  doubtful, 
having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  inscription  surround- 
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ing  it.  I  should  consider  it  much  more  probable  that  it 
was  intended  to  represent  Augustus  himself  with  the 
attributes  of  the  warlike  god,  and  that  the  coin  was  struck 
at  the  time  when  the  Emperor  was  seriously  ill  at  Tar- 
race.  An  apparently  similar  piece  (Cohen,  320)  has  PR. 
instead  of  PRO.,  and  the  so-called  figure  of  Mars  looks  to 
the  right  instead  of  the  left.

This  very  fine  and  probably  unique  aureus  is  believed 
to  have  been  found  in  the  Netherlands.  It  resembles  the 
example  in  the  British  Museum  (Cohen,  221),  but  reads 
PAX  instead  of  PAX  P.R.  With  the  former  legend  it 
was  published  by  Morell,  which  is  a  tribute  to  the  ac- 
curacy of  this  author,  who  was,  in  the  words  of  Baron 
d'Ailly,  the  only  really  conscientious  author  on  Roman 
coins  before   Eckhel,   and    up    to   the    middle    of   the

eighteenth  century.  The  style  and  fabric  of  this  coin 
is  not  Augustan,  and  though  it  is  clearly  struck  after 
the  Emperor's  death,  I  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  should  be  relegated  to  Galba  or  his  time, 
before  consulting  Cohen^  who,  I  find,  makes  a  like 
suggestion  in  connection  with  a  denarius  of  a  somewhat 
similar  type  and  fabric  (No.  220).  It  is  just  possible 
that  it  may  have  been  struck  during  the  interregnum 
between  the  reigns  of  Nero  and  Galba,  or  as  an  autonomous 
Roman  coin  in  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  by  the 
Due  de  Blacas  {Rev.  Num.  Nouvelle  Serie,  tome  vii.  p.  217). 
Another  piece  of  very  similar  design  and  origin  is  de- 
picted by  Cohen  (No.  109),  and  is  in  the  French  Cabinet. 
The  author  rightly,  in  my  opinion,  also  ascribes  this  to  the 
time  of  Oalba,  as  the  features  of  the  deceased  emperor 
are  somewhat  similar  to  his.  The  same  remark  applies 
to  my  piece,  and  as  Cohen  (No.  109)  describes  a  coin 
bearing  the  reverse  legend  HISPANIA  while  mine  has 
PAX,  both  coins  may  have  been  struck  in  celebration  of 
the  peace  established  by  Galba  with  some  of  the  Spanish 
tribes  with  whom  the  name  of  Augustus  was  in  some  way 
connected.  Could,  for  instance,  such  a  peace  have  been 
concluded  at  Saragossa,  the  ancient  Csesaraugusta  P

In  his  illustration  of  the  obverse  of  the  ordinary  type 
Cohen  (No.  6)  erroneously  inserts  CLAVDI.  for  CLAVD. 
I  have  thought  it  well  to  describe  my  example  (purchased 
at  Rome  in  1893  from  the  same  collection  as  No.  15),  as 
it  differs  from  any  previously  published,  in  having  the 
grain  of  corn  behind  Nero's  head.  After  republican  times 
any  addition  of  this  kind  seems  to  be  unknown.  It  is  some- 
what suggestive  of  provincial  workmanship,  and  in  that 
event,  having  regard  to  the  ancient  Sicilian  types  and  to 
the  fact  that  the  Romans  were  so  indebted  to  Sicily  for 
their  com  supplies,  the  provenance  of  my  coin  may  be 
referred  to  that  fertile  island.

I  should  be 
incb'ned  to  think  that  what  Cohen  describes  as  a  sceptre 
larmounted  by  an  eagle  may  be  an  early  representation  of 
the  legionary  eagle,  in  complimentary  allusion  to  the 
Censor's  command  in  Syria  during  his  first  consulate,  and 
to  his  enforcing  respect  to  the  Roman  standards  upon 
Artabanus,  the  Parthian  King.

Since  writing  the  above  I  have  traced  a  description  of 
a  similar,  or  perhaps  this  identical,  piece  by  Jtf  r.

This  is  described  by  Cohen  (No.  52)  from  Caylus  only, 
and  he  omits  to  mention  the  object  in  the  left  hand  of 
each  of  the  sons  of  Vespasian.  The  coin  appears  to  be  of 
Oriental  fabric,  and  may  have  been  issued  before  the 
Emperor's  arrival  in  Rome.  In  any  case  it  must  have 
been  struck  early  in  his  reign,  as  he  was  in  his  sixtieth 
year  when  he  assumed  the  purple,  and  the  portrait  here 
depicted  presents  certainly  a  more  youthful  appearance 
than  is  usually  foimd  on  his  aurei.  The  intention  of  the 
reverse  type  was  doubtless  to  advertise  the  state  of  the 
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Emperor's  family,  particularly  with  a  dae  regard  to  those 
considerations  as  to  succession,  which  were  perhaps  the 
more  present  to  the  Emperor's  mind  owing  to  his  ad- 
vanced age.

All  the  other  aurei  of  the  same  year 
bear  the  same  inscription,  with  the  deity  Mars  or  Nep* 
tune  on  the  reverse,  with  the  exception  of  one  which 
is  inscribed  COS .  ITER  .  FORT  .  RED  .,  with  the  figure 
of  Fortune. 

I  include  this  piece,  which  appears  as  No.  30  in  the 
first  edition  of  Cohen,  both  in  gold  and  silver,  but  is 
omitted  altogether,  in  both  metals,  from  the  second 
edition,  in  order  to  call  attention  not  only  to  that  omis- 
sion, but  to  the  careless  omission  also  in  the  second 
edition,  of  various  gold  and  silver  pieces  bearing  the  same 
inscription,  and  described  in  the  first  edition  under  the 
numbers  32,  33,  and  34.

Cohen,  in  mentioning  (No.  322)  a  somewhat  similar 
piece  in  the  British  Museum,  describes  the  figure  on  the 
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reverse  as  being  that  of  the  Emperor  in  military  ap- 
parel It  certainly  is  a  naked  figure,  and  perhaps,  with 
equal  certainty,  is  intended  to  be  a  representation  of 
Peace.  It  is  not  probable  that  the  Emperor  would  in 
those  days,  and  at  his  advanced  age  of  sixty-three  or 
sixty-four  years,  have  been  represented  nude  in  any  per- 
sonified form.  The  coin  must  have  been  struck  in  Asia, 
and  refers,  perhaps,  to  the  settlement  of  the  disputes  with 
Antiochus  of  Commagene,  who,  after  the  seizure  of  his 
country  by  Paetus,  Gk)vemor  of  Syria,  had  come  to  Rome 
with  his  sons,  Epiphanes  and  Callinicus,  and  had  been 
courteously  received  by  the  Emperor,  and  not  to  Armenia, 
as  stated  by  Cohen.  The  TRI.  on  the  obverse  of  this 
piece,  instead  of  TR.  as  usual,  is  of  almost  unique  occur- 
rence, and  lends  weight  to  its  Asiatic  attribution.

This  is  a  very  interesting  aureus,  and  is  a  variety  of 
Cohen  (No.  317),  which  was  described  from  an  example 
in  the  British  Museum.  The  weight  is  noteworthy,  as 
the  piece  is  pierced  by  two  fairly  large  holes.  Another 
example,  with  the  bust  to  the  left  laureate  and  draped, 
appears  in  the  Ancien  Catalogue  of  (but  does  not  now  exist 
in)  the  French  Cabinet.  Whether  the  small  figure  within 
the  cella  of  the  temple  is  a  child,  as  suggested  by  Cohen, 
or  a  neophyte,  as  I  suggest,  may  be  problematicaL  In 
the  Numismatic  Chronicle,  vol.  ii.,  3rd  Series,  p.  47,  Mr. 
Warwick  Wroth  refers  to  the  coin  in  the  British  Museum, 
and  shows  that  it  records  Caracalla's  sacrifice  to  Aescu- 
lapius at  Pergamon,  and  that  the  date,  a.d.  215,  is  that 
of  the  very  year  after  his  visit  to  that  Asiatic  city.  The 
Greek  imperial  coins  of  Pergamon  with  Aesculapian 
types  are  fairly  numerous,  owing  to  the  Emperor's  visit, 
and  to  his  partiality  to  the  cult  of  that  divinity.

This  most  interesting  aureus  is  unpublished,  but  may 
be  the  same  example  as  that  shortly  described  in  the 
sale  catalogue  of  General  Moore's  Greek  and  Roman 
coins  (Sotheby's,  1889,  Lot  806).  The  round  temple 
differs  so  materially  from  the  ordinary  representation  of

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There  is  no  coin  in  my  collection  whicli  has  cost  me  so 
many  hours'  (I  may  say,  days')  study  as  this  pieoe^  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  example  in  the  British   Museum, 
formerly  in  the  Dupre  and  Wigan   collections,  has  been 
viewed  with  some  suspicion.     I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion,  in   which  I  have  the  consensus  of  Dr.  Head, 
M.  Feuardent,  Cav.  Francesco  Gnecchi,  and  other  well- 
known   judges,   that   the  genuineness  of   this  piece  is 
unassailable.     Another  example,  sold  in  the  D'Am^court 
collection   (Lot  No.   446)   for   2,550   francs,  is  now  in 
the  cabinet  of  Herr  Consul  Weber,  of  Hamburg,  who 
also  has  no  doubt  of  its  authenticity.     There  is  another 
in  the  Brera  collection  at  Milan,  but  these  all  whoUy 
differ  in   fabric    from    Cohen   (No.   2)   in    the  French 
cabinet^  and  I  venture  to  suggest  that  that  may  be  of 
Boman  work,  and  mine  of  provincial  origin.      Becker 
concocted   two  or  three   dies  of   Diadumenian's  aurei^ 
but   not   one    of   them  corresponds    to  the    piece    de- 
scribed, which,  in  other  respects,  seems  to  have  no  cause 
for  suspicion,  beyond  the  somewhat  weak  lettering  of  the 
words  of  the  legend  on  the  reverse;   a  feature  which, 
however,  also  occurs  on  some  of  the  coins  of  Macrinus. 
I  may  add  lastly  that  my  piece  was  purchased  by  me  of 
MM.  BoUin  and  Feuardent,  who  had  previously  acquired 
it  from  the  late  G.  I.  Demetrio,  of  Bamleh,  a  most  con- 
scientious savant,  whose  original  letter  on  the  subject  is 
in  my  possession.     He  states  that  he  bought  it  from  a 
Cairo  merchant,  in  whom  he  had  the  fullest  confidence, 
and  who  informed  him  that  it  had  been  found  in  Upper 
Bgypt  at    Akhmim   (Panopolite   Nome),   and  that   the 
fellah  who  found  it,  when  digging,  had  given  it  to  his 
wife,  who  wore  it  round  her  neck.     A  Copt  bought  it 
from  her,  and  sold  it  at  Cairo  to  the  before-mentioned 
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merchant.  While  on  the  subject^  I  may  refer  to  Cohen's 
No.  5,  which  is  stated  to  be  described  from  a  piece  in  the 
British  Museum.

The  proud  title  of  EECTOE  OEBIS 
has  not  been  previously  recorded  as  occurring  on  any  of 
his  coins,  though  it  is  found  upon  those  of  Didius 
Julianus,  Septimius  Severus,  and  Garacalla.

The  half-aurei  of 
Severus  Alexander  are  very  rare,  only  four  types  being 
described  by  Cohen,  not  one  of  which  is  in  the  French 
Cabinet.  Two  are  in  the  British  Museum,  one  in  Vienna, 
and  the  fourth  is  described  from  Caylus  only.  There  is 
apparently  no  justification  for  the  denomination  of

This  also  appears  to  be  unique  and  unpublished.     The 
aurei  of  TJranius  Antoninus,   though   still  of  excessive 
rarity,  are  not  quite  so  rare  now  as  was  the  case  formerly. 
There  appears  to  haye  been  a  small  find  of  them  recently, 
in  which   were  contained  several  new  types.     In  my 
collection  I  have  two  other  aurei,  one  (Cohen  No.  1)  of  the 
CONSERVATOR  AVG.  type,  from  the  same  die  as  the 
one  in  the  British  Museum,  and  another  of  the  FECVN^ 
DITAS  AVG.  (the  most  ordinary)  tyi)e.    M.  Lenormant, 
in  the  Bevue  Ifumtsmatique,  1843,  pp.  255-278,  has  written 
folly  concerning  the  reign  and  coins  of  this  tyrant,  and 
suggests  the  attribution  of  the  latter  to  the  time  of  Severus 
Alexander,  and  I  agree  with  him  that  they  were  probably 
struck  at  Emisa,  in  Sjrria.     Cohen  is  of  the  same  opinion 
as  Froehner,  instancing  as  a  further  confirmation  of  the 
date  to  which  these  pieces  are  attributed,  the  fact  that 
thej  resemble  in  fabric  the  aurei  of  Elagabalus  struck  in 
Syria.     On  the  other  hand,  I  cannot  avoid  thinking  that 
the  coin  inscribed  SAECVLARES  AVGG.  is  in  imitation 
of  the  coin  of  Philip,  struck  by  him  on  his  commemorating, 
by  means  of  the  Ludi  Saeculares,  the  thousandth  anniver- 
sary of  the  date  when  Rome  was  founded.     The  AVGG. 
may  in  that  case  refer  to  Philip  and  TTranius  (and  not  to 
PhUip  and  his  son,  as  on  his  coin),  in  the  same  way  as 
Garausius,  under   similar    circumstances,    struck   pieces 
associating  his  own  name  with  that  of  Diocletian  and 
Maximianus.

While  dealing  with  this 
reign,  I  may  mention  that  Cohen,  in  his  valuable  work, 
at  or  about  this  stage,  and  subsequently,  often  neglects  to 
describe  minutely  the  bust  of  the  Emperor  as  in  former 
reigns,  so  that  it  is  often  doubtful  whether  such  bust  is 
draped  or  not.  As  an  example.  No.  10,  of  which  I  have 
a  specimen,  on  which  the  bust  is  draped  and  cuirassed, 
is  described  simply  as  bearing  a  laureate  bust.  This,  I 
think,  should  be  amended  in  future  editions.  The 
aurei  bearing  the  bust,  with  radiate  crown,  are  (as  is  the 
case  with  the  silver  pieces)  larger  and  heavier  than  those 
with  laureate  busts.

The  type  of  both  the 
Emperor's  bust  and  that  of  Janus  is  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute this  an  exceptionally  interesting  coin,  and  it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  its  state  of  preservation  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.

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Thbbe  Rabb  Medals  made  bt  W.  Mossop.  —  William 
Mossop  (born  1761,  died  1806),  a  working  jeweller  and  die- 
sinker  in  Dublin,  who  designed  and  executed  several  original 
medals  of  high  character  and  superior  workmanship  about  one 
hundred  years  ago,  none  of  which  are  more  remarkable  than 
his  first  nntraiued  effort  in  medallic  art,  that  of  a  portrait  of 
the  play-actor,  Thomas  Ryder,  struck  in  1782,  was  accustomed 
to  rely  altogether  on  his  own  genius  and  skill  in  design  in 
the  preparation  of  delicate  wax  models  and  in  the  subsequent 
preparation  of  the  steel  dies  for  striking  his  medals.  In  other 
words,  his  works  are  strictly  his  own,  both  in  conception 
and  execution,  not  copied  from  or  prompted  by  extraneous  sug- 
gestions. To  this  general  statement  the  three  medals  now 
described  are  exceptional,  for  they  are  beyond  question,  to  a 
large  extent,  replicas  of  originals  made  at  Berlin.  The  com- 
plete set  of  these  Berlin  medals  are  six  in  number,  the  work  of 
Ferdinand  and  Daniel  Loos  in  the  year  1794,  intended  to 
record  the  excesses  of  the  French  Revolution,  the  death  of 
Louis  XYI.,  of  Marie  Antoinette,  and  of  their  son,  the  unfor- 
tunate Dauphin.  There  are  two  silver  medals  belonging  to  this 
series  in  my  possession,  which  are  submitted  for  comparison 
with  the  "  Mossop"  medals  to  be  subsequently  described. 

No.  1.  Louis  XVI. — Head  of  King  to  right,  with  flowing 
hair,  inscribed,  LOUIS  XVI.  ROI  DE  FR.  IM-

inscribed  LOUIS  XVI. ;  the  woman's  robe  is 
covered  with  fleur-de-lis,  and  at  her  feet  are  a 
torn  scroll,  upturned  crown,  axe,  and  loosened 
bundle  of  fasces.  Above  is  a  cloud,  from 
which  lightning  issues.  Motto,  PLEUR^S  £T 
VENG£s  lei  In  the  exergue,  LE  XXI 
lANVIER  MDCCXCm. 
Size  1*2,  silver. 
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Althongb  MosBop  engraved  a  replica  of  this  medal  contrary 
to  his  ordmary  practice,  he  appears  to  have  contemplated  pre- 
ptring  another  die,  after  a  portrait  modelled  by  himself ;  for  I 
possess  a  work  of  this  kind  executed  in  modelling  wax  on  a 
piece  of  ordinary  slate,  which  was  the  asnal  procedure  with 
him  when  making  original  designs.  I  have  several  of  these 
wax  preparations  by  him  intended  subsequently  to  be  utilised 
for  medals. 

Marie  Antoinette. — ^Head  and  clothed  bust  of  the 
Queen  to  left,  wearing  on  her  breast  a  medallion 
of  Louis  XVI.,  inscribed,  MARIE  ANTOINETTE 
REINE  DE  FRANCE,  and  in  small  letters  un- 
derneath, LOOS.

MOSSOP'S   MEDALS.

No.  8  The  Dauphin. — Bust  with  long,  hair,  clothed,  to 
right.  LOUIS  XVn  ROI  DE  FRANCE.  In 
minute  letters  below  head,  w.  m. 
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Bw.— Inscription  in  five  lines :  SI  t6t  |  QU'IL  HAIT 
UN  ROI  I  DOIT  ON  CESSER  I  DE  L'fiTRE  ? 
1798. 

Size  1*2,  struck  in  white  metal. 

These  three  medals  were  acquired  from  separate  sources  and 
at  long  intervals.  I  obtained  my  first  acquaintance  with  the 
series  through  a  friend  who  permitted  me  to  have  a  replica  in 
electrotype  of  the  last  piece,  as  he  wished  to  retain  the  original, 
which  was  struck  in  white  metal.  I  have  lately  ascertained 
that  a  similar  white  metal  impression  was  in  the  possession  of 
Sir  Frederick  Shaw,  Bart.,  and  am  able  to  exhibit  it,  together 
with  my  electrotype.  There  are  therefore  now  two  impressions 
of  this  medal  of  the  Dauphin  known  to  me. 

Some  years  subsequent  to  this  discovery  I  purchased  in 
Dublin  the  medal  relating  to  the  death  of  Louis  XVI.,  also 
ill  white  metal.     I  know  of  no  other  example  than  this  one. 

At  a  still  later  date  the  medal  relating  to  Marie  Antoinette 
reached  me,  together  with  a  small  miscellaneous  collection  of 
coins  and  medals.  This  also  is  the  only  specimen  that  has 
come  under  my  notice. 

Two  of  these  medals  are  briefly  noticed  in  a  paper  by  me  on 
the  **  Medallists  of  Ireland  and  their  Work  "  (see  vol.  vii.,  4th 
Series,  Kilkenny  Arckaological  Journal  for  1886-86).  The 
third  medal  of  the  series  is  undescribed,  and  as  they  are  all 
rare  and  almost  unknown,  I  believe  they  deserve  to  obtain 
wider  attention.  Why  they  were  made  we  know  not,  for  there 
is  no  reference  to  them  in  an  old  published  list  of  Mossop's 
medals.  Perhaps  they  were  struck  at  the  request  of  some 
French  emigrant,  of  whom  numbers  came  to  Ireland  during  the 
Revolution.  Perhaps  they  were  trial  pieces  to  occupy  the 
artist's  leisure  hours.  At  all  events,  few  appear  to  have  been 
struck,  and  the  dies  have  disappeared.  It  is  fortunate  they  all 
are  marked  by  Mossop's  well-known  initials,  W.  M.,  and  can 
thus  be  identified  as  his  work ;  for  at  least  they  are  credit- 
able specimens  of  his  skill.  I  should  say  that  original  im- 
pressions in  white  metal  of  any  of  the  elder  Mossop's  medals 
are  exceptionally  rare,  as  he  did  not  strike  them  for  general 
circulation.  Many  of  his  dies  were  in  the  possession  of  the 
late  Mr.  Woodhouse,  and  from  them  white  metal  impres- 
sions were  struck  as  special  specimens  for  the  late  Dr.  Joly 
and  for  my  cabinet,  and  there  are  in  my  possession  two 
of  his  steel  dies.  There  are  also  about  six  dies  in  the  Royal 
Irish  Academy  Museum.  Where  the  others  are  at  present  I 
do  not  know.

Daring  the  last  three  years  the  collection  has  increased 
with  great  rapidity,  and  the  additions  during  that  period 
are  only  about  400  less  than  those  of  the  seyen  years 
1887 — 1893 ;  652,  the  total  number  of  coins  acquired 
during  1896,  is  only  exceeded  by  the  total  for  the  year 

1895,  but  the  acquisitions  of  1896  far  surpass  not  only 
1895  but  any  previous  year  in  respect  of  their  rarity, 
beauty,  and  costliness.  This  is  due  to  the  circumstance 
that  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  has,  on  the  urgent  repre- 
sentation of  the  Keeper  of  Coins  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Museum,  made  to  the  department  a  liberal  special  grant, 
which  has  been  wholly  expended  at  the  magnificent  coin 
sales  of  the  late  Mr.  Hyman  Montagu  and  the  late  Sir 
Edward  Bunbury. 

The  Montagu  Sale  of  Greek  coins  took  place  at 
Sotheby's  in  March,  1896,*  and  the  Bunbury  collection 
was  sold  during  the  same  year  in  two  portions,  the 
first  in  June,  the  second  in  December.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  list  of  lots  appended  to  this  article,  the  British 
Museum  bought  largely,  both  at  the  Montagu  and  Bun- 
bury salesy'  and  the  coins  thus  procured  form  the  bulk  of 
the  Greek  acquisitions  during  the  past  year.     A  certain

In  the  present  paper  it  has  only  been  possible  to  make 
a  comparatiyely  small  selection  from  the  treasures  recently 
acquired,  but  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  illustrate,  in  the 
fonr  accompaying  plates,  nearly  all  the  specimens  that 
hare  been  selected  for  notice.

This  fine  example  of  the  quincussis  was  once  in  the 
Pembroke  collection.

119,  under  the  heading 
Nmnmus  Graecorum  antiquissimus^  inadequately  repre- 
sents the  sturdy  vigour  of  the  original,  and  has  caused 
Milani  *  to  doubt  the  genuineness  of  the  specimen.     A

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glance  at  the  original  will^  I  am  sure,  dispel  all  doubts  as 
to  its  authenticity.  It  is  of  the  usual  brick-like  fonn^ 
and  is  covered  with  a  rough  and  irregularly  distributed 
patina  of  dull  bluish-green^  with  here  and  there  some 
spots  of  green  of  a  lighter  tint.  It  was  sold  at  the  Pem- 
broke auction  in  1818  (lot  294)  to  Mr.  Ourt,  and  after- 
wards passed  into  the  collection  of  Sir  Edward  Bunbmy, 
who  bequeathed  it  to  the  British  Museum. 

Only  two  other  specimens  of  this  type  are  known,  one 
at  Paris,''  the  other  at  Berlin.®  The  latter  formed  part  of 
the  find  made  in  1890  at  La  Bruna  in  Umbria,  between 
Spoleto  and  Todi.  Milani,'  in  his  description  of  the  quin- 
cusses  from  this  find,  assigns  the  specimen  with  the  bull 
types  to  the  period  272 — 262  B.C.,  but  I  agree  with  Dr. 
Dressel  ^®  in  thinking  that  specimens  of  this  type  must  be- 
long (if  only  on  grounds  of  style)  to  the  latter  part  of 
the  fourth  century  (b.c.  350 — 300).

The  tetradrachms  of  the  Federal  Currency  of  the  Chal- 
cidian  League,  B.C.  392 — 379,  though  uniform  in  type, 
vary  much,  as  regards  the  obverse,  in  style  and  treatment. 
Not  less  than  four  principal  styles  may  be  distinguished. 
I.  A  head  of  Apollo  treated  with  great  purity  and  sim- 
plicity, exemplified  at  its  best  in  the  fine  specimen  here 
photographed.  Imitations  of  this  faultless  original  die 
seem  to  have  been  not  unfrequently  undertaken  at  the 
Chalcidian  mint  (Olynthus).  The  specimen  figured  in 
the  Ghiide  to  the  Cairn  of  the  Ancients,  PI.  XXI.  No.  10, 
is  an  instance;  but  the  nose  and  the  mouth,  and  especially 
the  eye,  are  often  clumsily  dealt  with,  and  betray  the  hand 
of  the  mere  mechanic.  II.  A  type  of  the  same  simplicity  as 
No.  I,  but  the  head  more  feminine  and  the  cheeks  fuller 
(hair  short).  A  beautiful  specimen  is  in  the  British

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hand,  the  god  represented  on  this  tetradraohm  does  not 
wear  a  modius,  the  usual  head-dress  of  Sarapis,  and 
the  inscription  OEOY  MEfAAOY  seems  to  indicate 
that  a  local  divinity  is  intended.  The  name  of  the  town 
(OAH)  is  subordinated  to  that  of  the  god,  and  the  in- 
scription is  parallded  by  the  AOHNAZ  lAIAAOZ  and 
AnOAAXlNOZ  ZMIGEflZ,  which  accompany  the 
figures  of  Athena  Ilias  and  Apollo  Smintheus  on  the  late 
tetradrachms  of  Ilium  and  Alexandria  Troas,  towns 
where  these  divinities  were  specially  worshipped.^'  The 
Beo^  fieya?  of  Odessus,^''  with  his  comucopiaa,  resembles 
in  appearance  the  *Aya£o^  Aai/xwy  and  the  Pluto  of  Attic 
art.^'  When,  during  the  Imperial  age,  the  cultus  of 
Sarapis  became  prevalent  in  Thrace  and  Mcesia,  the  local 
god  was  probably  partially  assimilated  to  the  more  popular 
divinity,  and  on  the  Imperial  coinage  of  Odessus  he 
wears,  in  fact,  the  modius  of  Sarapis*^'

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Montagu,  a  year  or  two  before  his  death,  from  a  well- 
known  London  coin  dealer,  who  obtained  it,  I  believe, 
from  Greece.  It  has,  hitherto,  only  been  published  in 
the  Montagu  Sale  Catalogue.  No  serious  doubts  as  to  its 
genuineness  can  well  be  entertained  on  the  ground  of 
style  and  fabric,  but  the  inscription  Ib  peculiar.  The 
word  BAZI AEIIZ  or  BAZIAEOZ  is  blundered,  and  the 
form  NABIOZ  (unless,  as  seems  unlikely,  a  blunder  for 
NABIAOZ)  is  an  unusual  genitive  form  of  the  name 
Naj3£9.  The  same  genitive,  however — N ABIOS — occurs 
on  the  Lacedaemonian  tetradrachm  published  by  M.  J. 
P.  Lambros,^  in  his  Felaponneaos,  p.  89,  and  as  being" 
the  difficilwr  lectio^  may  be  regarded  as  a  proof  of  the 
genuineness  of  the  two  specimens  on  which  it  occurs,  for 
a  modern  forger,  wishing  to  concoct  a  coin  for  Nabis, 
would  naturally  have  adopted  the  usual  genitive  Na/3iEo9 
as  found  in  Polybius  and  Diodorus.^ 

The  tyrant  Nabis  (*0  Se  rwv  AaKeicujioi^iwv  rvpavvo^ 
Na/3i?«  Polyb.  xiii.  6),  whose  image  and  superscription 
have  now  been  brought  to  light,  was  one  of  the  least 
reputable,  though  not,  perhaps,  the  least  interesting,  of 
Hellenic  rulers.  He  first  comes  into  notice  in  B.C.  207, 
when  he  succeeded  in  making  himself  tyrant  of  Lacedae- 
mon  on  the  death  of  Machanidas.  To  secure  his  position 
he  caused  the  young  son  of  King  Lycurgus  to  be  assassi- 
nated, and  ensured  himself  against  rivalry  by  murdering 
or  banishing  his  most  eminent  fellow-citizens.  The  few 
wealthier  citizens  who  remained  at  Sparta  were  forced  to

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satisfy  his  rapacious  demands,  or  if  thej  refused  were  put 
to  the  torture  and  consigned  to  the  deadly  embrace  of  an 
automaton,  richly  clothed,  and  resembling  his  wife  Apega, 
bat  having  its  arms  and  bosom  studded  with  nails. 

In  this  way,  and  by  the  plunder  of  temple  treasures^ 
Nabis  acquired  money  enough  to  raise  a  considerable  body 
of  mercenaries — a  band  of  cut-throats,  thieves,  and  house- 
breakers, selected  from  all  the  scoundrelism  that  had 
been  attracted  to  Sparta  by  his  regime.  He  gained 
further  adherents  by  manumitting  helots  and  slaves, 
and  formed  a  profitable  alliance  with  the  pirates  of 
Crete. 

In  the  treaty  between  the  Romans  and  Philip,  made 
in  B.&  204,  Nabis  appears  as  one  of  the  Boman  allies, 
and  he  now  begins  to  take  a  more  active  part  in  Pelo- 
ponnesian  affiiirs.  On  a  trivial  pretext  he  invaded  the 
territory  of  Megalopolis,  and,  though  an  ally  of  the 
Messenians,  was  not  deterred  from  seizing  the  city  of 
Messene.  From  about  B.C.  201  Nabis  was  defeated  or 
held  in  check  by  Philopoemen,  but  in  198  he  held  pos- 
session of  Argos,  where,  more  mo^  he  extorted  money 
from  the  rich  and  ingratiated  himself  with  the  poor  by 
cancelling  debts  and  re-apportioning  land. 

The  garrison  of  Nabis  was  expelled  from  Argos  in 
B.C.  195,  and  he  had  already  come  into  contact  with 
Flamininus,  who  nearly  carried  Sparta  by  assault,  and 
compelled  Nabis  to  sue  for  peace,  to  surrender  his  ships 
and  the  ports  of  Laconia,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  500  talents. 
On  the  departure  of  Flamininus,  Nabis  formed  an  alliance 
with  the  Aetolians,  but  was  defeated  by  Philopoemen, 
and  in  b.c.  192  was  assassinated  by  Alexamenus,  the 
general  of  an  Aetolian  force  that  had  been  sent  to  his 
assistance.

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Polybius  and  other  ancient  writers  famish  further 
details  of  the  career  of  Nabis,  but  our  inquiry  here  is 
mainly  concerned  with  his  influence  on  the  coinage  of 
Laconia.  Two  coins  only  bear  his  name — ^the  specimen 
here  described  and  the  tetradrachm  figured  by  M.  Lam- 
brosy  Fehponnesos,  p.  89.  The  latter  is  obviously  the 
earlier  of  the  two.  It  is  inscribed  NABIOS,  without 
the  addition  of  BAZIAEHZ;  and  with  regard  to  its 
types  is  practically  a  mere  copy  of  a  tetradrachm  already 
in  circulation  at  Sparta,  with  obverse^  Head  of  Athena ; 
reverse,  Herakles  seated,  with  club  (Head,  Historia  Numa^ 
rum,  p.  386,  fig.  244).**  At  a  later  date,  perhaps  after 
B.C.  204,  when  Nabis  was  entering  on  hostilities  in  Pelo- 
ponnese,  he  issued  his  tetradrachm  (PL  V.  2)  with  the 
title  of  king,  and  with  his  own  portrait  to  take  the  place 
of  the  head  of  Athena.  His  head  is  bound  with  a  laurel 
wreath  and  not  with  the  regal  diadem  ;  but  this  substi- 
tution of  laurel  wreath  for  diadem  occurs  on  tetradrachms 
of  the  kings  of  Pergamum.  The  inscription  AA  is 
omitted,  perhaps  because  the  issuer  of  the  coin  had  no 
wish  to  confine  its  circulation  to  Laconia. 

The  two  coins  inscribed  NABIOZ  are  of  extreme 
rarity,  each  being,  so  far  as  I  know,  unique.  It  is  un* 
likely,  therefore,  that  they  constituted  the  sole  currency 
of  Nabis  during  the  fifteen  years  of  his  reign.     It  is

however  this  may  have  been,  he  must  at  least  have 
needed  some  smaller  denomination  than  a  piece  of  four 
drachms.  The  *'  small  change  ^'  of  the  coinage  of  Nabis 
I  would  recognize  in  the  Laconian  tetrobols  with  obv. 
bearded  head ;  rev.  A  A  Amphora  and  pilei  of  Dioscuri 
(Gardner,  Cat,  Pehpannestis,  "Laconia,"  Nos.  6 — 13), 
and  perhaps  also  in  the  bronze  coins  with  head  of 
Herakles  (ib.  Nos.  41 — 43),  and  with  the  head  of  Athena 
and  owl  (i*.  Nos.  44— 46).'«^ 

The  bearded  head  on  the  tetrobols  just  referred  to  (Nos. 
6—13],  is  usually  called  Herakles,  and  this  is,  perhaps, 
the  safest  appellation.  At  the  same  time  it  is  worth  noting 
that  the  head  is  not  coyered  with  the  Heraklean  lion 
skin  (as  it  is  on  earlier  coins,  Gardner,  op.  cit.  "  Laconia/' 
Ko8.  2,  3),  and  that  it  is  sometimes  wreathed  with  laurel 
(as  is  the  head  of  Nabis  on  our  tetradrachm),  sometimes 
with  ivy,  and  is  sometimes  bound  with  a  simple  taenia. 
The  head,  moreover,  though  undoubtedly  suitable  for 
Herakles,  bears  a  sufficient  resemblance  to  Nabis  himself 
to  make  one  suspect  that  his  own  head  may  be  there 
represented.

Dr.  Imhoof-Blumer  has  lately  published*^  an  interest- 
ing coin  of  Tenedosy  showing  the  double-axe  resting  on  a 
stand  or  support.  On  another  coin  published  by  him,^^ 
an  amphora  is  attached  by  a  taenia  to  the  double-axe. 
These  types  seem  to  prove,  as  Imhoof-Blumer  has  re- 
marked, that  the  ireXe/ru^  of  the  coins  represents  a  double- 
axe  consecrated  as  a  cultus-object  at  Tenedos.  Imhoof- 
Blumer  suggests  that  this  object  was  dedicated  in  a 
temple  of  Tones.  Suidas  and  Pausanias  connect  this 
familiar  badge  of  Tenedos  with  Tones  or  Tennes,  an 
ancient  king  of  the  island;  but  these  and  similar  explana- 
tions found  in  the  authors  seem  to  be  of  no  antiquarian 
value,  and  to  be  merely  aetiological.^^  The  double-axe 
would  rather  appear  to  be  connected  with  the  god 
Dionysos,  of  whom  it  was  sometimes  the  attribute,^  and

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the  above-mentioned  coin,  on  which  an  amphora  is 
brought  into  distinct  connection  with  the  ircXeiruy, 
furnishes  additional  confirmation  of  this  view.  From 
circ.  420  coins  of  Tenedos  haye,  beside  the  double- axe 
type,  a  bunch  of  grapes  as  a  constant  symbol.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  symbol,  other  devices  occur ;  but  as  these 
vary  a  good  deal,  it  is  best  to  explain  them  as  signets  of 
magistrates.  It  is  perhaps,  however,  worthy  of  notice 
that  among  these  symbols  several  are  Dionysiac,  namely,

This  unique  stater  was  described  by  Mr.  Montagu  in 
the  Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1892,  p.  36.**  The  usual 
inscription  on  the  coins  of  this  king  is  simply  BAZI AEI2Z 
AAEZAN  APOY  ;  here  three  additional  titles  are  added. 

The  Zeus  Nikephoros  of  the  reverse  is  a  type  familiar 
in  the  Seleucid  coinage  long  before  the  reign  of  Alexan- 
der Zebina,  but,  as  M.  Babelon  has  pointed  out,*'  it 
probably  has  here  a  special  significance  in  connection

doubtless,  to  strike  this  very  coin,  Alexander  seized  the 
temple  treasures  and  carried  off  the  golden  Nike  that 
rested  on  the  hand  of  the  statue  of  Zeus— '^  Jovis  solidum 
ex  auro  signum  Victoriee  tolli  jubet.'*/''  This  sacrilegious 
act  he  endeavoured  to  disguise  by  the  pretext  that  he 
accepted  the  victory  which  Zeus  offered  him :  facetis 
jocis  sacrilegium  circumscribens  ;  nam  Yictoriam  com- 
modatam  sibi  ab  Jove  esset  dicebat  (Justin,  loe.  cit). 
His  selection  of  Zeus  Nikephoros  as  a  coin-type  was 
probably  made  with  the  same  object.  Shortly  afterwards 
Alexander  made  an  attempt  upon  the  statue  of  Zeus  itself 
— aureum  simulacrum  infiniti  ponderis — ^but  the  people 
of  Antioeh  rose  en  masse  and  expelled  him,  and  he  was 
subsequently  put  to  death  by  his  rival,  Antiochus  YIII., 
Grypus.

This  coin  is  in  remarkably  good  preseryation,  and 
differs  in  several  respects  from  similar  specimens  already 
in  the  British  Museum.  No.  936  in  Poole's  Catalogue, 
Alexandria^  shows  the  figure  slightly  turned  to  the  left 
in  an  attitude  less  rigid ;  behind  is  seen  a  tripod.  No. 
1,028  shows  the  Apollo  facing,  standing  between  two 
figures  of  Nemesis.^  These  coins  sufficiently  resemble 
the  better-known  coins  of  Miletus  (Gardner,  Types,  PI. 
XV.  15  and  16),  which  are  generally  considered  to  re- 
produce the  famous  statue  of  Apollo  (called  Philesios), 
at  Didyma  near  Miletus,  made  by  the  sculptor  Canachos 
before  B.C.  494.^'  The  worship  of  the  Milesian  Apollo 
preyailed    at    Naukratis    and    may  have    extended    to 

Alexandria.'*^

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A  FIND  OF  ROMAN  DENABU  NEAR  CAMBRIDGE. 

At  the  end  of  last  month  I  iras  enabled  to  secure,  as  I 
beliere^  the  whole  of  a  small  find  of  Roman  Denarii  which 
hsd  been  dug  up  a  short  time  before  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Cambridge,  When  the  coins  came  into  my  possession 
they  were  all  (with  the  exception  of  15,  which  seemed 
to  have  been  cleaned  with  scouring  paper)  in  the  same 
Btate  as  they  were  found  ;  very  few  being  suiliciently  free 
from  incrustation  to  enable  me  to  form  any  opinion  as  to 
the  emperor  to  whom  they  should  be  attributed. 

The  total  number  was  193,  beside  which,  one  or  two 
had  evidently  been  broken  up  in  separating  the  mass  of 
coins. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  thing  about  this  hoard  is  its 
great  similarity  to  that  found  at  Brickendonbury  in  1895,^ 
and  I  have  therefore  appended  a  table  of  the  two  for  easy 
comparison. 

Although  only  about  58  types  are  common  to  the  two 
hoards,  yet  out  of  the  25  names  which  occur  in  the 
Brickendonbury  list,  16  appear  also  in  that  for  Cam- 
bridge. The  latest  date  in  the  former  is  a.i>.  249-50, 
and  in  the  latter  a.d.  248  ;  so  that  there  can  be  no  rea-

Most  of  the  coins  are  of  well-known  types,  but  there 
are  a  few  which  deserve  special  notice.  On  a  denarius 
of  Elagabalus,  Security  is  represented  as  seated  to  the 
right,  but  holding  a  bough  in  the  left  hand  instead  of  a 
sceptre,  as  given  by  Cohen,  No.  271. 

In  the  series  of  coins  belonging  to  Severus  Alexander, 
there  are  three  with  the  legend  FIDES  MILITVM. 
Two  of  these  are  of  the  usual  type :  Fides  standing  and 
looking  to  the  left  holds  a  military  standard  upright  in 
each  hand.  The  other  represents  Fides  standing  to  the 
left,  but  looking  backwards^  and  holding  in  the  left  hand 
a  military  standard  transversely,  whilst  in  the  right  hand 
there  is  a  sort  of  staff  surmounted  by  a  flag  or  pennon, 
probably  a  vexillum.  There  are  two  coins  reading 
P .  M.  TR  .  P.  VIII .  COS .  Ill .  P  .  P.,  on  which,  instead 
of  Mars  marching  to  right  with  spear  and  trophy  (as 
Cohen,  366),  there  is  the  Emperor  bare-headed. 

The  only  other  variety  I  found  is  one  of  the  type 
VICTORIA  AVG  (Cohen,  559),  in  which  the  Emperor's 
name  is  spelt  ALEXAN  without  the  usual  D.

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A  DISCOVERY  OP  ROMAN  COINS  ON  THE   SUMMIT 
OF  THE  TH^ODULE  PASS  (MATTERJOCH). 

29,  LxTDOAn  Hill,  E.G. 
Dear  Sib  John  Evans, 

Some  Roman  coins  were  foand  close  to  the  summit 
of  the  Th^odule  Pass,  in  August,  1895,  under  rather 
singular  circumstances,  and  I  send  you  the  following 
notes  about  the  matter  in  case  you  may  care  to.  put  it  on 
record. 

The  Th^odule  Pass,  you  are  doubtless  aware,  leads 
from  the  Valley  of  Zermatt  into  the  Valley  of  Val 
Toumanche.  Although  a  snow  pass,  it  is  much  frequented ; 
and  there  is  a  small  inn  at  the  summit  (10,890  feet)  for 
the  accommodation  of  tourists.  As  many  as  one  hundred 
persons  sometimes  visit  this  inn  in  the  course  of  a  day. 
On  August  24th,  1895,  a  young  girl  employed  in  the 
kitchen  went  out  to  fetch  some  water,  and  about  fifty 
metres  down,  upon  the  Italian  side,  spied  two  coins  sticking 
out  from  underneath  a  thin  flat  stone,  which  had  a  large 
square  stone  on  the  top  of  it.  She  lifted  ofif  the  two 
stones  and  found  fifty -four  coins  underneath  the  lower 
one,  all  together  in  a  clump,  and  they  had  apparently 
been  enveloped  in  a  bag,  which  had  rotted.     This  is  the 
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essence  of  what  the  girl  related  to  me  on  September  18th, 
1896. 

I  crossed  the  Th^odule  Pass  from  Val  Toumanche  to 
Zermatt  on  August  28-9th,  1895,  and  passed  the  night  of 
the  28th  at  the  inn,  but  I  heard  nothing  on  the  spot  about 
this  discovery,  and  did  not  hear  of  it  until  some  days  after 
my  arrival  at  Zermatt.  One  evening  I  was  accosted  in 
the  street  by  a  young  man  who  offered  some  coins  for  sale, 
which  he  said  had  been  found  on  the  Th^odule.  I  told 
him  to  call  in  the  morning,  but  did  not  see  him  again. 
A  few  days  afterwards  I  had  the  opportunity  of  inspect- 
ing one  of  the  coins,  which  he  had  sold  in  the  village,  and 
saw  that  it  was  a  coin  of  Constantino,  and  was  told  that 
more  than  fifty  had  been  found,  .and  that  *^  all  the  others 
were  like  it.*'  I  left  Zermatt  a  few  days  afterwards, 
without  expecting  that  I  should  hear  any  more  on  the 
subject. 

On  September  18th,  1896,  I  was  again  at  Zermatt,  and 
learnt  that  the  girl  who  had  discovered  the  coins  was 
employed  in  one  of  the  hotels.  Her  name  is  Josephine 
Pelissier,  aged  twenty-two,  of  the  village  of  Val  Tour- 
nanche.  Asked  if  she  had  seen  me  on  August  28th,  1895, 
she  said  "  Yes."  Asked  why  she  had  not  shown  the  coins, 
she  said,  "  Because  she  had  sent  them  down  by  her  brother 
to  Val  Toumanche  to  sell.''  Asked  if  she  had  sold  them, 
she  said  that  eleven  were  sold  at  fifty  francs  apiece,  and 
downwards — ^the  last  one  "  to  a  gentleman  of  Rome  for 
ten  francs."  She  had  got  the  remainder  (forty-three) 
upstairs,  and  I  bought  them.  Forty-two  are  bronze, 
and  the  remaining  one  is  a  small  silver  coin  of  compara« 
tively  modem  date.  The  forty-two  Roman  coins,  as 
determined  by  you,  are  as  follows  : —

The  majority  are  coins  of  Probus  and  Constantius  II.,  but 
the  idea  that  they  were  deposited  many  centuries  ago  in  the 
position  in  which  they  were  found  cannot  be  entertained 
on  account  of  the  presence  of  the  small  silver  coin,  which 
I  am  told  by  Mr.  Grueber  is  (what  you  believed  it  to  be 
when  I  showed  it  to  you)  a  coin  of  Constance  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  Assuming  that  the  girl's  story  is  true, 
that  she  found  the  whole  together  in  one  place  (the  space 
she  indicated  to  me  was  seven  to  eight  inches  diameter), 
they  cannot,  it  seems  to  me,  have  been  deposited  there 
much  more  than  a  couple  of  centuries. 

You  may  naturally  inquire  how  is  it  that  they  were  (or 
could  be)  overlooked  for  anything  like  two  hundred  years, 
and  to  anticipate  inquiry  I  will  mention  what  appears  to 
be  a  sufficient  explanation.  To  begin  with,  they  were 
concealed  under  two  stones — the  large  flat  one  to  hide 
them,  and  the  square  and  heavy  one  to  keep  the  other  in 
its  position.  The  place  where  they  were  concealed  was 
oflF  the  usual  track  over  the  pass.  If  you  will  look  at  the 
enclosed  map  you  will  see  that  the  track  on  the  Italian 
side  is  at  first,  when  descending,  directed  towards  the 
north-west.  The  coins  were  found  near  the  place  where 
I  have  put  the  red  dot.  No  tourist  or  traveller  ordinarily 
goes  in  that  direction.  The  place  where  they  were  found 
was  160  to  170  feet  from  the  inn  (summit  of  the  pass)

and  50  to  60  feet  below  it.  The  girPs  duties,  however, 
led  her  in  that  direction.  She  went  to  fetch  water,  which 
is  collected  from  the  dribbles  of  snow-water  running  oflf 
the  rocks.  She  naturally  went  low  down,  to  the  edge  of 
the  snow,  and  made  her  discovery,  because  the  rocks 
in  August,  1895,  were  free  from  snow  to  a  very  unusual 
extent.  I  crossed  this  pass  in  1860,  and  have  crossed  it 
many  times  in  subsequent  years,  and  I  have  never  seen 
the  rocks  on  the  Italian  side  as  free  from  snow  (that  is, 
so  completely  uncovered  by  snow),  so  low  down  as  they 
were  in  August,  1895. 

Many  Boman  coins  and  other  objects  have  been  found 
in  the  valley  of  Zermatt,  and  not  a  few  have  been  dis- 
covered from  time  to  time  on  the  Theodule  Pass.  I  learnt 
that  Mens.  Joseph  Seiler,  of  Brieg  (Canton  Valais),  had 
acquired  a  number,  visited  him  on  my  way  home,  and 
expressed  a  desire  that  he  should  send  his  collection  to 
Ix>ndon  for  examination.  He  has  been  so  good  as  to 
forward  twenty-five  coins  which  have  been  found  on  the 
Theodule  Pass,  and  I  send  them  on  to  you,  in  the  hope 
that  you  may  discover  something  of  interest  amongst  them. 
You  have  been  good  enough  to  compile  a  list  of  these 
twenty-five  coins,  which  is  given  below : —

VOL.    XVII.    THIRD   SERIES. 
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ON  THE   NORTH-HUMBRUN  COINAGE  OP 
A.D.  768-808. 

(See  Plate  VH.) 

Thbre  is  perhaps  no  period  in  North-Humbrian  numis- 
matics which  presents  more  difficulties  than  that  which 
began  after  the  resignation  of  King  Eadbert  (a.d.  758) 
till  the  abundant  coinage  of  Banred  (808) ;  it  is,  moreoyer, 
a  time  full  of  civil  war,  dissensions  among  the  turbulent 
nobles  of  the  court,  and  conspiracies,  the  latter  having 
generally  been  successful.  On  the  resignation  of  Eadbert, 
his  son  Oswulf  succeeded,  having  been  nominated  by  his 
father,  and  reigned  till  his  death  at  Michel  Wongtune,^ 
when  be  was  succeeded  (759)  by  Ethelwald,  surnamed 
Moll,  who  was  of  uncertain  lineage,  and  who  lost  the 
kingdom  of  North -Humbria,  according  to  the  same 
authority,  at  Winchenhale,  in  765.  Since  Mr.  Bash- 
leigh's  paper^  describing  two  coins'  of  this  king,  no  others 
have  turned  up  of  him  or  his  predecessor  Oswulf,  and  I 
shall  refer  later  on  to  the  coin^  in  our  national  collec- 
tion which  Mr.  Lindsay^  referred  to  Moll  Ethelwald,  but

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which  is  now  aacribed  to  Aelfwald  I.  (778).  Before 
disciusiiig  the  latter  king's  coinage,  so  as  to  proceed 
chronologically  with  the  series,  I  will  notice  a  silver 
sceatta,  unique  except  for  another'  of  somewhat  similar 
t3rpe  also  in  my  collection,  both  having  been  struck  by 
Archbishop  Ecgberht  of  York  in  conjunction  with  King 
Alchred,  and  both  showing  that  this  Archbishop,  besides 
striking  sceattas  with  Moll  Ethelwald  and  Eadbert, 
coined  in  conjunction  with  Alchred  during  the  last  two 
years  of  his  occupancy  of  the  See  of  York,  viz.,  in  765  or 
766,  those  being  the  only  years  when  he  was  under 
Alchred.  I  think  these  two  coins  are  remarkable  witnesses 
to  the  historical  accuracy  of  our  Saxon  Chronicles,  and 
may  inspire  in  us  great  confidence  as  to  their  correctness. 
The  first  coin,  it  may  be  remembered,  reads : —

The  next  one  varies  slightly  from  it,  and  was  acquired  by 
me  at  Major  Grantham's  sale  this  year.

My  suggestion''  that  the  rune  Cen  at  the  end  of  the  king's 
name,  which  occurs  also  in  Moll  Ethelwald's  coins,  stood 
for  the  initial  letter  of  the  word  Cuning  or  King,  is  again 
corroborated  by  this  sceatta.    It  would  almost  seem  as  if

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Moll  Ethelwald  and  Alchred^  owing  to  their  uncertain 
lineage,  had  desired  to  emphasize  their  kingly  titles  on 
their  coins,  whilst  those  who  preceded  them,  being  of  the 
race  of  Ida,  left  theirs  proudly  unadorned  with  simple 
lames,  if  we  except  Ecgfrith  (670),  whose  title  of  Hex 
Hows  a  more  classically  cultivated  time,  and  probably 
k  so  a  greater  monastic  influence  at  court.® 

Whether  the  reverse  of  this  sceatta  reads  EGGERHT  A 
with  the  B  omitted,  or  EBGEBHT  A  with  the  usual 
square  C  omitted  and  the  B  and  G  transposed,  is  open  to 
question,  but  I  feel  almost  sure  that  the  latter  is  the  case, 
as  a  comparison  of  the  second  letter  with  the  one  in  the 
other  coin'  shows  it  to  be  a  B,  whilst  a  C  of  this.period  is 
nearly  always  square,  and  certainly  never  barred  or 
Gothic.i« 

The  successor  of  Alchred,  who  was  banished  (774)  to 
the  North,  was  Aetbelred  I.,  whose  unique  coin  in  my 
collection  had  the  satisfactory  reception  which  so  in- 
teresting a  relic  of  a  bygone  age  deserved."  [PL  VII.  3.] 
This  king,  after  reigning  four  years,  was  expelled,  and 
I  have,  1  think,  some  grounds  for  supposing  that  the  latter 
coin,  with  quadruped  reverse  type,  was  struck  before  his 
expulsion,  and  therefore  between  774  and  779.  My 
reason  for  this  is  that  I  think  that  his  successor,  Aelfwald  I., 
struck  two  different  coinages,  one  which  I  will  call  his 
first  with  the  quadruped,  resembling  his  predecessor's, 
and  one  which  I  shall  refer  to  later,  of  a  type  quite  new

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to  this  Society,  with  a  moneyer  or  some  other  persoD^a 
name,  and  do  quadruped  on  the  reverse.  Of  the  first  type 
we  have  four  specimens :  Mr.  Rashleigh's  two,  which  read 
ETFVAIV  and  VALDiiaLi.  respectively  (the  four  last 
letters  are  retrograde,  and  must  be  read  forwards  and 
joined  to  the  first  four  letters).^^  The  third  coin  is  that 
in  the  British  Museum,  which,  to  my  mind,  reads  clearly 
EFVALDVS  ^«  (the  L  runic,  and  the  U  and  A  upside  down) ; 
indeed,  I  cannot  see  why  Hawkins  should  have  regarded 
this  as  a  doubtful  reading.  No  doubt  the  puzzle  was  in 
the  Latin  termination,  which  he  evidently  thought  waa 
unusual  on  a  sceatta  of  this  time. 

The  fonrth  coin  I  acquired  at  Major  Ghrantham's  sale^ 
and  also  two  unique  and  unpublished  silver  sceattas,  both 
of  which  I  attribute  to  Aelfwald  I.,  and  both  throw  con- 
siderable light  on  the  subject,  and  particularly  as  to  the 
Latinised  terminations.     The  first  of  these  reads,

This  sceatta,  which  I  shall  now  attribute  to  Aelfwald's 
first  coinage,  shows  an  intention  to  Latinise  the  name,  and 
this  reading  is,  I  venture  to  think,  still  further  supported 
by  the  second  coin,  a  new  type,  which  I  ascribe  to 
Aelfwald's  second  coinage.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  E  is  runic,  and  both  Ls, 
and  we  seem  to  have  here  the  earliest  sceatta  of  North- 
Humbria  with  the  name  of  a  moneyer  or  person  other 
than  the  Archbishop  of  York  for  the  time  being,  before 
the  later  abundant  copper  series,  which  lasted  until  the 
Government  fell  to  the  fury  of  the  Danes.  Now  it  may 
be  said  that  this  coin  should  belong  to  Aelfwald  II.  ; 
against  this  I  would  advance  the  following  arguments : — 

1.  There  is  an  undeniably  ancient  look  about  it  which, 
reminds  one  of  the  early  North-Humbrian  coins,  and, 
indeed,  on  examining  the  mass  of  stycas  of  Eanred  and 
Ethelred  II.,  amongst  which  it  lay,  I  at  once  singled  it 
out  from  all  the  others  as  of  older  type. 

2.  It  is  silver,  and  of  just  the  baseness  which  Aelfwald 
I/s  time  would  warrant. 

3.  There  are  already  copper  stycas  not  improbably 
attributed  fx>  Aelfwald  11." 

4.  Though  we  are  not  able  at  present  to  separate  the 
coins  of  Eanbald  I.  from  Eanbald  II.,  yet  as  these  are 
copper  stycas  and  of  late  workmanship  not  dissimilar 
to  that  of  Eanred,  and  as  they  are  for  this  reason  probably 
the  second  Eanbald's,  it  would  be  natural  ex  hypothesi  to 
conclude  that  Aellwald  II.,  contemporary  of  Eanbald  11.^ 
would  strike  similar  copper  stycas. 

On  first  meeting  with  this  coin  I  naturally  expected 
to  find  an  archbishop's  name  on  the  reverse,  namely,  either 
Ethilbert   (767)  or  Eanbald  I.   (780j,   especially  as  the

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legend  terminates  in  AB(c1iiepiscopii8).  This  does  not, 
however,  seem  to  be  the  case,  and  the  first  foor  letters, 
owing  to  want  of  condition  at  that  margin  of  the  sceatta, 
are  difficult  to  decipher.  I  think  there  is  a  cross  before 
the  legend  which,  having  had  the  top  badly  struck, 
appears  to  be  a  T  of  squat  form.  If  this  is  a  moneyer's 
name,  which  I  believe,  though  I  am  open  to  conviction  on 
this  point,  it  may  be  intended  for  Gudhere,  a  moneyer  of 
Burgred  (853-874),  or  if  the  first  letter  is  a  C,  for  Cu«eard, 
which  is  the  form  that  Cuthred  takes  on  Ethelred  II.'s 
stycas.  This  is  also  a  moneyer  of  Eanred  in  the  form 
Cu%hard  and  Cu%heard,  but  I  have  not  found  any  of 
this  name  with  an  Eardulf  obverse.  Although  the  prove- 
nance or  find  spot  of  this  coin  has  not  hitherto  been 
traceable,  it  is  probable  that  it  was  found  with  copper 
stycas,  as  it  will  be  observed  that  some  portions  of  copper- 
like metal  still  adhere  to  the  front  portion  of  the  legend 
on  the  reverse.  I  have  not  noticed  this  on  any  of  the 
silver  sceattas  of  previous  kings  that  have  come  under  my 
observation,  and  it  may  be  inferred  from  its  worn  condi- 
tion also  that  it  may  have  formed  part  of  some  hoard  of 
later  copper  stycas  of  which  it  was  an  early  silver  repre- 
sentative. 

Whether  we  can  draw  any  conclusions  from  the  copper 
styca  in  the  Montagu  collection,  described  in  the  cata- 
logue ^  as  one  of  Osred  II.  (789-790),  the  successor  of 
Aelfwald  I.,  it  would  be  difficult  to  say ;  it  is  certainly 
not  linked  by  workmanship  to  the  coins  of  Aelfwald  I. ; 
and  the  incompleteness  of  our  knowledge  as  to  what  was 
struck  during  Aethelred  I.'s  second  reign,  and  during  the 
twenty-seven  days  when   Osbald,   "  Dux  et  Patricius,"

was  nominated  by  some  of  the  Principes^*  on  Aethelred's 
assassination  by  the  ealdorman  Edred,  makes  our  difficul- 
eulties  accumulate  from  that  period  and  through  the 
reign  of  Heardulf,  though  I  belieye  that  the  change  of 
style  and  the  adoption  of  copper  instead  of  silver  must 
date  at  some  time  during  this  period.  That  coin  is  de- 
scribed j

Certainly  this  piece  is  of  late  workmanship,  and  the 
king's  name  is  much  blundered,  even  for  this  period  of 
doubtful  legends  on  coins,  whilst  the  moneyer's  name  has 
an  improbable  look  about  it.  On  the  whole  I  think  it 
would  be  wise  to  suspend  judgment  on  this  styca  till  we 
are  further  advanced  in  this  series. 

I  will  now  come  to  the  question  of  Heardulf  and  Aelf- 
wald  II.,  a  time  representing  twelve  years,  796-808,  out 
of  which  period  the  former  king  reigned  all  but  about 
two  years.  We  know  that  Heardulf  was  banished  in  806. 
but  as  the  people  were  without  a  king  for  some  time,^'' 
the  commencement  of  Aelfwald  II.'s  reign  seems  uncer* 
tain,  and  Heardulf  appears  through  the  influence  of 
Charlemagne  to  have  again  occupied  the  throne  for  a 
short  space  before  Eanred.  Before  venturing  on  the 
treacherous  ground  of  Heardulfs  coinage,  I  will  consider 
the  stycas  of  Aelfwald  II.,  and  as  the  question  of  these 
two  kings'  coins  are  greatly  connected  with  each  other.

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I  will  consider  them  together,  and  whether  the  coins 
reading  HEARDULP  or  EARDULF,  in  some  form  or 
o(her»  were  struck  by  his  namesake,  the  notoriously 
Uandering  moneyer,  or  by  the  king.  Before  the  dis* 
persal  of  the  Bateman  heirlooms,  I  spent  some  consider- 
able time  in  examining  the  so-called  '*  TTUerskelf "  find 
of  stycasy  afterwards  dispersed,  and  having  cleaned  all 
those  coins  which  were  too  much  coated  to  decipher,  I  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  that  part  of  the  hoard  presented 
no  remarkable  features,  being  composed  of  the  usual 
^pes  ranging  from  Eanred  to  Osberht,  or  including  the 
Archiepiscopal  series  to  Wulfhere,  which  may  be  compared 
to,  and  is  characteristic  of,  finds  like  those  of  Hexham, 
Kirk  Oswald,  &c.  Haying  subsequently,  with  the  assist- 
ance ef  the  late  Canon  Baine,  made  an  examination  of 
the  collection  of  stycas  and  sceattas  in  the  Yorkshire 
Society's  collection  in  York,  I  found  clearly  that  these 
Bateman  stycas  were  only  a  small  portion  of  what  is 
called  the  '*  Bolton  Percy  "  hoard,  which,  with  that  called 
the  **  St.  Leonard's  Place  "  find,  form  the  two  principal 
masses  of  stycas  preserved  at  York,  and  are  catalogued  in 
a  manuscript  which  I  have  with  me  to-night,  having  been 
kindly  lent  me  by  the  Society.  Amongst  these  two  finds 
are  three  copper  stycas,  which  have  evidently  not  hitherto 
been  recognised,  reading : —

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These  are  not  new  types,  as  Mr.  Nathan  Hey  wood  and 
Mr.  Lindsay  both  published  them ;  but  they  add  three 
more  specimens  to  those  already  known,  and  the  fact  of 
their  being  included  in  such  large  hoards  gives  them  an 
interest  which  they  might  not  possess  to .  such  a  degree 
if  found  singly.  If,  therefore,  we  may  assume  that  theae 
coins  can  be  attributed  to  Aelfwald  II.,  then  the  York* 
shire  Society  has  no  less  than  three  of  this  king's  rare 
stycas ;  and  considering  the  fact  that  Heardulf  reigned 
between  Aelfwald  II.  and  Eanred  for  a  short  period^ 
besides  his  long  reign  immediately  before  the  former's, 
is  it  not  justifiable  to  conclude  that  some  of  his  (Hear- 
dulfs)  coins  should  be  represented  in  both  these  large 
finds  P  Of  course  there  is  the  question,  are  these  really 
attributable  to  Aelfwald  II.  P  and  here  I  concur  with  Mr. 
Hey  wood's  two  last  reasons  ^^  for  their  being  so  ascribed : — 

''  2.  The  moneyer's  name  on  it  is  EADYINI,  and 
EADYINI  was  a  moneyer  of  Elfwald  II.'s  predecessor 
and  successor  respectiyely. 

''3.  The  letter  B.(EX)  follows  the  king's  name,  as  on 
the  stycas  of  Eanred,  Ethelred,  &c." 

I  will  not  dwell  on  Mr.  Hey  wood's  first  reason,  that 
no  stycas  before  Eardulf  s  reign  have  a  moneyer's  name 
on  them,  because  this  was  evidently  intended  to  combat 
the  idea  that  his  styca  could  belong  to  Aelfwald  I.,  a  view 
that  no  one  would  now  maintain  in  the  face  of  modem 
discoveries. 

Hawkins^'  says,  speaking  of  Lindsay's  specimen,  .  •  •  • 
''the  first  may  belong  to  Elfwald  I.,  but  seems  more 
likely  to  belong  to  the  second  king  of  that  name,   on

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acoount  of  the  title  B,  whicli  appears  on  no  other 
rtycas  before  those  of  Eanred,  and  on  account  of  the 
moneyer's  name  being  placed  on  the  coin,  which  waa  first 
done  by  Heardulf/'  From  this  it  would  seem  as  if  this 
attribution  was  approved  by  that  authority. 

I  cannot  but  think  that  for  these  reasons,  and  from 
their  similarity  in  workmanship  to  Eanred's  coins,  these 
stycas  may  in  fairness  be  given  to  Aelfwald  II.,  as  Mr. 
Heywood  and  Mr.  Lindsay  have  both  proposed. 

It  is  not  without  significance  that  Eadvini  should  have 
h&esa  moneyer  to  both  Heardulf  and  Eanred,  whilst  also 
striking  in  every  instance  for  Aelfwald  II.  He  was  cer- 
tainly an  early  moneyer,  striking  largely  for  Eanred,  but 
dwindling  to  one  coin,^  in  the  national  collection  of 
stycas  during  Aethelred  II.'s  reign,  and  then  disappear- 
ing from  this  series.  At  first  I  felt  a  difficulty  in  recon- 
ciling Mr.  Hey  wood's  statement  ^^  that  Heardulf  had 
struck  coins  with  the  moneyer  Eadvini,  with  the  fact  that 
none  were  so  described  except  a  single  styca  in  Mr.  Rash- 
leigh's  collection ;  but  since  seeing  the  collection  at  York 
I  think  there  is  a  large  series  there,  apparently  unidenti- 
fied in  their  catalogue,  which  have  at  least  as  good  a 
claim  to  be  Heardulf's  coins  as  any.  Of  these  the  best 
struck  series  ^  was  in  the  St.  Leonard's  Place  find,  and 
many  of  these  are  of  Eadvini's  work.  A  rougher  series  ^^ 
appears  in  the  Bolton  Percy  find,  some  also  with  Eadvini's 
name  on  the  reverse.  All  these  have  a  peculiar  ornament 
on  the  reverse,  quite  unlike  that  on  any  other  stycas,  like 
a  star  with  the  ends  pommett^es ;  and  the  obverse,   at

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least  in  the  St.  Leonard's  hoard,  appears  to  be  from  the 
same  die  in  all  the  twenty-four  coins  of  that  type,  viz.  :-^ 

06v.— +  EV  +  E  •  .•  DAP .-.  F. 

The  styca  (see  PI.  VII.  9)  which  is  now  shown  of  this 
type  is  unfortimately  one  of  the  rougher  type  from  the 
Bolton  Percy  hoard,  but  the  star  is  well  struck  up  on  the 
reverse.  It  may  be  noticed,  though  it  may  only  be  a  coin- 
cidence, that  the  stycas  of  Eanred  with  Eadvine  as  moneyer 
have  a  cross  in  the  middle  of  the  latter's  name  in  many- 
instances.^^  Is  it  not  possible  that  the  coins  reading 
EARDVLF  REX  may  be  attributable  to  that  king's  last 
reign  after  Aelfwald  II.,  and  before  Eanred,  a  short  period 
and  of  uncertain  duration?  Two  stycas  in  the  British 
Museum  seem  intended  to  be  read  in  this  manner,  and 
also  one  in  the  York  collection.  The  great  bulk^  however, 
seem  to  have  the  regal  title  omitted,  their  greater  pre- 
ponderance, perhaps,  being  due  to  their  issue  during  the 
early  part  of  Heardulf 's  reign,  a  period  of  ten  years, 
as  compared  to  the  period  after  his  restoration  of  from 
one  to  two  years  at  the  outside.  As,  however,  these  ques- 
tions demand  more  consideration  than  I  have  been  able 
hitherto  to  devote,  I  will  defer  any  further  notes  on  the 
subject  to  a  future  period,  when  I  will  also  put  before  the 
Society  any  conclusions  I  may  arrive  at  on  examination 
of  the  mass  of  barbarous  stycas  in  various  collections, 
some  of  which  may  be  referable  to  Heardulf 's  period.

IX. 

A  FIND  OF  COINS  AT  EAST  WORLINGTON. 

On  the  5th  of  July,  1895,  as  a  labourer  was  repairing  and 
banking  ap  a  hedge  which  enclosed  an  orchard  near  the 
honae  on  a  farm  called  Thomdon,  locally  pronounced  as 
Thomham,  in  the  parish  of  East  Worlington,  near 
Chumleigh,  in  North  Devon,  and  in  the  possession  and 
occupation  of  a  Mr.  Southwood,  his  digger  struck  an 
earthen  Teasel,  which  was  broken  by  the  blow,  and  a 
quantity  of  silver  coins  poured  out.  The  man  at  once 
proceeded  to  look  further  and  to  dig  round  the  spot  in  the 
hope  of  finding  more.  Eventually  three  earthen  (or,  as 
they  are  called  in  Devon,  "cloamen")  vessels  were 
brought  to  light.  They  were  in  the  form  of  the  present* 
day  pitchers  Q,  but  they  fell  to  pieces  immediately 
upon  being  unearthed.  The  mouth  of  each  pitcher  was 
covered  with  a  flat  stone,  such  as  might  have  been  picked  up 
at  random.  These  jars  had  been  hidden  in  a  hole  dug  out  of 
the  **  coombe  "  or  back  of  the  hedge,  and  the  hole  had  been 
covered  over  with  soil  and  turf.  East  Worlington  is  a 
village  situated  on  the  lesser  Dart,  five  miles  north-east  of 
the  Lap! ord  Station  on  the  North  Devon  Railway,  nine 
miles  south-east  of  South  Moulton,  six  miles  east  of 
Chumleigh,  and  about  nineteen  miles  from  Exeter.  The 
estate  of  Thomdon  in  this  parish  belonged  in  the  seven- 
teenth century  to  a  family  named  Cobley.  It  is  generally 
believed  that  the  then  owner  went  off  to  the  Civil  War, 
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but  before  departing  concealed  his  money  in  a  place  wbere 
be  could  recover  it  on  his  return  ;  and  there  is  a  local 
tradition  that  he  uttered  the  words,  when  at  the  point  of 
death,  "  in  the  orchard/'  referring,  as  is  now  supposed,  to 
the  hidden  coins.  The  particulars  of  the  discovery  of  the 
hoard  have  been  kindly  communicated  to  me  by  the  Rev. 
H.  L.  Ilill,  Bector  of  West  Worlington,  who  adds,  "there 
has  always  been  a  tradition  handed  down  from  generation 
to  generation  that  money  was  concealed  somewhere  on 
the  farm  ;  and  there  appears  in  this  instance  to  be  good 
evidence  for  such  a  tradition.''  The  hoard  was  a  large 
one,  and  coming  under  the  law  of  treasure-trove  was  for- 
warded to  the  Museum,  where  I  examined  it  very  care- 
fully. It  consisted  of  no  less  than  5,188  coins,  namely, 
shillings  and  sixpences  of  Edward  YI.,  Elizabeth,  and 
James  I.,  and  a  crown,  half-crowns,  shillings,  and  six- 
pences of  Charles  I.;  also  a  few  Scottish  and  Irish 
pieces,  and  one  Spanish  dollar.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  hoard.

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From  the  above  list  it  will  be  seen  that,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  pieces  of  Edward  YI.,  the  hoard  con* 
oBted  entirely  of  coins  of  Elizabeth,  James  I.,  and 
Charles  I.,  and  of  these  reigns,  so  far  as  the  shillings  and 
sixpences  go,  it  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  complete 
finds  on  record.  The  coins  of  Charles  I.,  with  few 
exceptions,  were  of  the  Tower  mint,  whioh  ceased  in 
1646. 

ThQ  coins  of  Edward  VI.  are  all  of  the  last  issue,  and 
of  the  fine  silver  standard.  They  bear  the  usual  mint 
marks  tun  and  letter  y.  These  coins  were  much  worn. 
Of  Mary  alone,  and  of  Philip  and  Mary,  we  have  no 
coins,  but  of  Elizabeth  there  is  a  complete  series  of  the 
hammered  shillings  with  all  the  mint  marks  as  given 
by  Hawkins.  As  there  are  no  new  ones,  it  may  be  con- 
cluded that  Hawkins's  list  is  complete,  at  least  so  far  as 
our  present  knowledge  goes.  Of  the  hammered  sixpences 
of  Elizabeth  all  the  known  mint  marks  are  represented 
except  those  of  the  year  1600,  which  were  the  anchor  and  the 
circle  or  the  figure  naught  (=  1600).  A  few  of  the  earlier 
dates  are  also  missing,  but  not  the  mint  marks.  In  addi- 
tion, there  are  three  varieties  not  mentioned  by  Hawkins. 
The  first  is  the  sixpence  of  1566  with  mint  mark  a  crown. 
This  piece  shows  that  this  mint  mark  occurred  one  year 
earlier  than  given  by  Hawkins.  The  second  piece  is  that 
of  1571,  with  mint  mark  an  acorn.  The  earliest  date 
formerly  known  of  this  mint  mark  was  1573.  From  this 
we  may  conclude  that  the  mint  mark  acorn  was  also  used 
in  1572,  which  would  give  us  a  sequence  from  1571- 
1574.  The  third  new  variety  is  the  sixpence  of  1587, 
with  mint  mark  a  scallop.  Hawkins  gives  the  dates 
1584,  1585,  and  1586  for  that  mint  mark,  but  not  this 
iourth  year,  1587.     There  is  only  one  specimen  of  this 
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coin  in  the  hoard,  and  it  shows  that  the  die  was  an 
altered  one  of  1586.  The  milled  coinage  of  Elizabeth 
is  represented  by  two  sixpences  only,  viz.,  one  of  1562 
with  mint  mark  a  star,  the  other  of  1567  with  mint  mark 
a  lis.  The  coins  of  this  reign  are  so  much  worn  that 
among  the  shillings  there  are  23  specimens  the  mint 
marks  of  which  are  not  recognisable,  and  among  the  six- 
pences no  less  than  1Q4,  the  dates  of  which  are  no  longer 
legible. 

In  the  series  of  shillings  of  James  I.  we  have  all  the 
mint  marks  recorded  by  Hawkins,  but  of  the  sixpences 
the  following  dates  are  missing  : — 1609,  key  ;  16lJi, 
tower;  1613,  cinquefoil;  and  1615,  tun.  The  presence 
of  two  Scottish  half-merks  and  three  Irish  shillings  shows 
that  these  coins  passed  in  currency  in  England  at  the 
time. 

Of  Charles  I.  the  only  local  mints  represented  in  this 
hoard  are  those  of  Aberystwith  and  Exeter.  Of  the 
former  there  are  only  two  shillings,  and  of  the  latter  one 
crown,  the  only  one  in  the  hoard,  46  half-crowns,  7 
shillings,  and  one  sixpence  dated  1644. 

The  Tower  series  of  half-crowns,  shillings,  and  six- 
pences is  unusually  complete.  Of  the  half-crowns  the 
only  missing  mint  marks  are  the  castle  (1627),  the 
negro's  head  (1626-7),  the  heart  (1629-30),  the  rose 
(1631),  the  anchor  (1638),  and  the  sceptre  (1646).  All 
the  half-crowns,  with  mint  mark  a  rose,  in  the  hoard 
must  be  given  to  Exeter ;  those  of  the  Tower  showing 
the  king  bearing  his  sword  directed  over  his  shoulder, 
and  the  horse  caparisoned.  The  Exeter  pieces  have  the 
sword  upright  and  the  horse  without  plumes  or  caparisons ; 
besides  that  they  all  bear  the  peculiarly  shaped  rose 
attributed  to  Exeter. 
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The  half-crowns  with  mint  mark  anchor  had  that 
STmbol  in  three  different  positions,  viz.,  upright,  or  turned 
to  left  or  to  right.  Of  the  shillings,  the  only  missing 
mint  marks  are  the  negro's  head  (1626-7),  the  anchor, 
1628,  and  the  heart  (1629-30).  There  are  no  new 
varieties  in  either  the  coins  of  tbis  denomination  or  in  the 
half-crowns.  Of  the  sixpences  one  specimen  of  the  lis  mint 
mark,  1625,  has  none  on  the  reverse,  and  another  dated 
1630,  with  mint  mark  plume,  has  a  square  shield  on  the 
reverse  instead  of  an  oval  one.  This  variety  is  unpub- 
lished, and  shows  that  the  change  in  the  form  of  the  shield 
took  place  early  in  this  year;  all  the  other  known  six- 
pences with  this  mint  mark  having  the  oval  shield  on  the 
reverse  and  being  without  date.  The  missing  mint  marks 
in  the  series  of  sixpences  are  the  castle,  1627,  of  which 
Hawkins  cites  only  one  example,  formerly  in  the  Neck 
cabinet,  the  negro's  head  (1626-7) ;  the  anchor,  1628 ; 
the  heart  (1629-30);  the  eye  and  sun,  1645;  and  the 
sceptre,  1646. 

The  two  Aberystwith  shillings  are  of  the  usual  type 
with  mint  mark  an  open  book,  and  on  the  reverse  an  oval 
shield  ornamented  with  a  plume. 

Of  the  Exeter  mint  the  crown  has  the  mint  mark  a 
rose,  and  on  the  reverse  an  oval  garnished  shield.  It  is 
not  dated,  and  is,  therefore,  assigned  by  Hawkins  to  the 
earliest  issue  of  the  mint.  The  half-crowns  are  of  four 
reverse  types,  viz.,  with  oval  garnished  shield  between 
C.  R. ;  with  similar  shield  surmounted  by  C.  R. ;  with  oval 
garnished  shield  and  no  letters ;  and,  lastly,  with  oval 
shield  and  date  1644.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  shield 
of  the  first  two  types  is  different  from  that  of  the  last  two. 
It  is  less  oval,  and  is,  in  fact,  oblong  with  the  comers  only 
rounded.   Hawkins,  in  his  description,  merely  calls  all  the 
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shields  oval.  The  shillings  are  of  the  same  types  as  the 
half-crowns,  but  one  specimen  has  the  oblong  oval  gar- 
nished shield  without  the  letters  0.  R.  This  tjrpe  appears 
to  be  unpublished.  Three  specimens  are  dated  1644  and 
1645.  The  only  sixpence  of  Exeter  in  the  find  is  that 
which  is  dated  1644,  and  with  the  oval  shield  on  the 
reverse.  This  coin  is  extremely  rare.  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  list  that  the  only  mint  mark  on  the  Exeter  coins 
is  the  rose.  There  is  no  specimen  with  the  castle  mint 
mark,  which  does  not  appear  to  have  been  adopted  till 
the  end  of  1645.  This  circumstance  will  be  accouated  for 
later  on. 

As  East  Worlington  is  situated  only  about  nineteen 
miles  from  Exeter,  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  a  fair 
number  of  coins  of  this  mint  in  the  hoard.  In  fact, 
amongst  such  a  large  number  one  would  have  expected 
certainly  to  have  met  with  not  only  some  of  Briot^s 
coins,  but  also  some  of  the  other  local  mints,  such  as 
Shrewsbury,  Oxford,  Bristol,  and  Weymouth,  which  had 
begun  their  issues  long  before  1646.  We  can  only  con- 
clude that  the  output  of  the  coins  from  these  mints  was 
limited,  and  that  their  circulation  was  confined  to  a 
restricted  area,  if  not  within  the  actual  city  where  they 
were  struck. 

The  coins  of  Charles  I.,  of  the  Tower  mint,  are  mostly 
in  poor  condition  or  badly  struck.  This  applies  specially 
to  the  half-crowns  and  shillings.  Of  the  former  there 
are  54  specimens,  the  mint  marks  of  which  are  either 
illegible  or  not  struck  up,  and  of  the  shillings  there  are 
no  less  than  224  pieces  in  a  similar  state.  The  Exeter 
coins,  on  the  other  hand,  are  in  many  instances  as  fresh 
as  when  issued  from  the  mint,  but,  nevertheless,  the  majority 
are  ill  struck ;  the  flan  being  very  irregular  and  chipped. 
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There  is  not  a  single  example  which  would  be  described 
as  a  *'  good  round  coin." 

To  give  an  approximate  date  to  the  burial  of  this  hoard 
is  not  a  difficult  matter.  The  latest  struck  coin  in  the 
hoard  is  the  shilling  of  Charles  I.,  of  the  Tower  mint, 
with  the  mint  mark,  a  sceptre.  The  issue  of  this  coin,  as 
we  know  from  the  sixpence,  took  place  in  1646.  Turning 
to  the  history  of  Devonshire  of  that  date,  we  find  that  this 
year  was  one  of  great  tribulation  for  the  county.  It  was 
the  scene  of  the  final  conflict  between  the  Parliamentarians 
and  the  Boyalists  in  the  West  of  England.  Fairfax  and 
Cromwell  commanded  the  former,  whilst  Lords  Hopton 
and  Wentworth,  with  whom  was  Prince  Charles,  com- 
manded the  latter.  We  need  not  enter  into  the  details 
of  this  struggle  beyond  our  purpose.  Exeter,  Dartmouth, 
and  Pljrmouth  were  besieged  by  one  side  or  the  other,  and 
Fairfax  was  active  in  scouring  the  country  with  his  army. 
On  the  14th  of  February,  1646,  he  was  with  his  army 
at  Chumleigh,  a  distance  of  only  six  miles  from  East 
Worlington.  A  couple  of  days  afterwards  Torrington 
fell  into  his  hands,  the  army  of  the  Boyalists  was  taken 
prisoners  or  else  scattered,  and  those  who  escaped  took 
refuge  with  their  generals  Lord  Hopton  and  Lord  Cassel  in 
Comwall.  In  about  a  month  Exeter  surrendered,  and 
this  being  followed  shortly  afterwards  by  the  submission  of 
Barnstaple,  the  coup  de  grace  was  given  to  the  cause  of  the 
King  in  the  West.  These  data  afford  us  sufficient  evidence 
for  fixing  the  time  when  the  hoard  was  buried. 

The  absence  of  any  coins  of  a  smaller  denomination  than 
the  sixpence  would  at  first  sight  have  indicated  not  a 
private  hoard,  but  rather  a  part  of  a  military  chest  hastily 
concealed.  It  is  also  very  probable  that  in  their  flight  the 
Royalist  troops  must  have  passed  very  near  the  spot  where 
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the  coins  were  concealed.  The  nature  of  the  burial,  how- 
ever, viz.  in  three  ordinary  household  pitchers,  the  close 
proximity  of  the  farmhouse  and  the  local  tradition,  induce 
one  rather  to  take  the  other  view  and  to  class  the  coins 
as  a  private  hoard.  No  doubt  at  this  time  the  villagers 
ran  great  risks  of  being  robbed  either  by  the  Royalists  or 
Parliamentarians ;  and  as  it  was  probably  known  that  the 
owner  of  Thorndon  Farm  was  well-to-do,  concealment  was 
the  best  mode  of  protection.  So  the  owner  buried  his 
coinSy  and  as  he  did  not  unearth  them  he  may  possibly 
have  been  one  of  those  who  fell  in  the  attack  or  defence  of 
Torrington  in  1646.  Such  an  event  would  tally  with  the 
circumstances  as  connected  with  the  owner,  and  with  the 
probable  date  of  the  burial  of  the  hoard,  which  we  would 
place  at  quite  early  in  1646.  The  absence  of  iEiny  coins  of 
Exeter  with  the  mint  mark  a  castle,  which  was  adopted 
at  the  end  1645,  may  also  be  easily  accounted  for.  That 
city  was  besieged  by  the  Parliamentarians  at  the  end  of 
that  year,  and  as  the  siege  lasted  for  some  time  it  is  pro- 
bable that  no  coins  of  the  later  issue  had  passed  out  of  the 
city  before  the  burial  of  the  hoard. 

One  peculiar  circumstance  connected  with  the  hoard 
is  that  many  of  the  coins  of  Charles  I.  are  much  defaced 
by  cross  scratching.  As  this  defacement  would  not  probably 
have  been  done  by  the  Boyalists,  one  can  only  conjecture 
that  this  mode  of  defacing  the  coins  was  one  way  by 
which  the  Parliamentarians  in  North  Devon  showed  their 
disrespect  for  the  King.

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Qn  the  15th  October  last,  whilst  some  alterationa  were 
being  carried  out  to  a  building  forming  a  part  of  the 
pariah  church  of  Orediton,  in  Deyonahire,  a  large  hoard 
of  English  silver  coins  was  discovered.  The  building 
where  the  find  took  place  consists  of  three  storeys.  The 
ground-floor  is  occupied  by  the  vestry.  Above  that  are 
two  small  rooms^  and  above  these,  on  the  second  floor,  a 
large  room  which  is  used  by  the  governors  of  the  church 
for  their  meetings.  These  governors  are  a  body  of  twelve 
men,  supposed  to  be  yeomen  of  the  parish,  and  they  hold 
that  position  by  virtue  of  an  ancient  charter.  The  two 
intermediate  rooms,  between  the  vestry  and  the  governors' 
room,  were  formerly  used,  one  as  a  plumbery,  the  other 
as  a  kitchen,  but  more  recently  they  served  as  lumber- 
rooma.  These,  as  well  as  the  governors'  room,  are  ap- 
proached by  a  spiral  staircase,  and  are  built  against  the 
outer  wall  of  the  church.  It  was  whilst  carrying  out 
some  repairs  in  the  plumbery,  in  the  process  of  convert- 
ing it  into  a  vestry  for  the  choir,  that  the  discovery  took 
place  and  in  the  following  manner.^ 

'  The  particulars  relating  to  the  actual  finding  of  the  coinB  have 
been  furnished  by  Mr.  L.  A.  D.  Montague,  a  member  of  our 
Society. 
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Whilst  a  workman  was  employed  in  removing  the  ceil- 
ing of  the  plumbery,  he  struck  against  a  hard  substance 
with  his  hammer,  and  when  the  plaster  gave  way  there 
came  down  a  shower  of  silver  coins  of  various  sizes.  On 
closer  inspection  the  workman  found  that  he  had  cut  into 
a  leather  bag,  which  was  resting  on  the  beam  next  to  the 
wall  and  between  the  joists  supporting  the  floor  of  the 
governors'  room  above.  When  all  the  coins  were  col- 
lected, they  were  found  to  weigh  about  19|  lbs.  The 
ceiling  of  the  plumbery  is  only  seven  feet  high ;  so  that 
it  was  possible  to  have  plac^  the  bag  in  the  position  in 
which  it  was  found  by  removing  the  ceiling  and  after* 
wards  replacing  the  plaster ;  or  the  bag  could  have  been 
placed  there  by  removing  the  floor  of  the  room  above. 
This  latter  mode  of  concealment  seems  to  be  the  more 
probable. 

As  the  coins  had  been  claimed  as  treasure-trove,  they 
were  forwarded  in  the  leather  bag  in  which  they  were 
found  to  the  British  Museum,  where  they  underwent  a 
careful  examination,  the  results  of  which  are  now  laid 
before  the  Society. 

The  hoard  consists  of  shillings  and  sixpences  of  Ed- 
ward VI.,  Philip  and  Mary,  and  Elizabeth  ;  half-crowns, 
shillings,  and  sixpences  of  James  I.  and  Charles  I. ;  and 
crowns,  half-crowns,  shillings,  and  sixpences  of  Charles  II., 
and  a  few  Scottish  and  Irish  pieces.

Before  proceeding  to  give  particulars  of  any  of  the  in- 
dividual coins  in  the  hoard,  it  should  be  noted  that  by  far 
the  greater  number  are  in  very  poor  condition.  They  are 
so  much  rubbed  by  being  in  circulation,  that  not  only  are 
the  mint-marks  often  not  to  be  distinguished,  but  in  many 
instances  the  inscriptions  are  almost  illegible.  From 
Edward  VI.  to  James  I.  there  is  not  a  single  coin  in  even 
fair  condition :  those  of  Charles  I.  are,  on  the  whole,  not 
quite  so  much  worn  ;  whilst  the  majority  of  the  milled 
coins  of  Charles  II.  show  but  few  signs  of  having  been  in 
circulation.  His  hammered  coins  are,  for  the  most  part, 
rubbed. 

The  few  coins  of  Edward  VI.  and  Philip  and  Mary  call 
for  no  remarks  beyond  that,  as  in  the  East  Worlington 
find,  the  only  coins  of  the  first  reign  are  of  the  fine  silver 
series. 

Of  Elizabeth  all  the  known  mint-marks  on  the  shillings 
are  represented  in  the  hoard  with  the  exception  of  the 
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anchor^  1597.  The  mint-marks  of  the  Bixpences  are  quite 
complete,  and  only  a  few  dates  are  missing.  One  piece 
of  1570  shows  the  mint-mark,  a  castle  struck  over  a 
coronet ;  and  in  the  whole  series  there  is  only  one  milled 
coin,  and  that  a  sixpence  of  1571,  with  the  mint-mark  a 
castle. 

There  are  only  three  half-crowns  of  James  I.  in  the 

hoard:  one  with  mint-mark  lis  (1604),  the  others  with 

trefoil  slipped  (1613);    and  all  with  the  legend  QYM 

DEVS.      The  series  of    shillings  and   sixpences  of  this 

reign  is  not  so  complete  as  regards  mint-marks  and  dates 

as  that  of  Elizabeth.     A  comparison  of  the  above  liiits 

with  those  given  in  Hawkins  will  show  which  are  the 

missing  ones;    so  they  need  not  be   set    out  in  detail. 

There  are  several  Scottish  coins,  which  prove,  as  in  the 

case  of  the  East  Worlington  find,  that  these  passed  in 

currency  in  England,  the  thistle  merks  as  shillings  and 

the  half  thistle  merks  as  sixpences.     There  are  also  two 

Irish  shillings,  which  must  have  passed  current  for  half 

their  nominal  value,  i.e.,  6d. 

Of  Charles  I;  we  get  no  crowns,  but  there  is  a  good 
representative  series  of  half-crowns  of  the  Tower  Mint, 
and  some  rather  interesting  pieces  of  local  issue.  Some 
of  the  earlier  half-crowns  struck  between  1625  and  1630 
are  wanting,  but  after  1630  the  series  is  quite  complete 
down  to  1646,  when  it  will  be  recollected  that  the  issue 
of  coins  at  the  Tower  Mint  ceased  till  the  Common- 
wealth. In  spite  of  a  very  careful  examination  no  new 
varieties  were  met  with ;  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
these  coins  were  in  such  a  poor  state,  that  out  of  164 
specimens  the  mint-marks  of  46  could  not  be  made  out. 

Amongst  the  local  half-crowns  the  following  are  the 
more   noteworthy  pieces.      Of  Oxford    there   are   throe 
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specimens  of  1642,  the  first  year  in  which  coins  were 
issued  from  that  mint ;  these  were  struck  from  the  usual 
Oxford  dies,  and  not  from  those  imported  from  Aberyst- 
with,  as  was  mostly  the  case.  Of  1643  there  is  one  piece 
with  a  large  plume  between  two  small  ones  over  the 
declaration,  and  with  the  date  and  mint-mark  1643  OX. 
below.  One  of  1645  has  lozenges  for  stops  between  the 
words  of  the  legends,  and  on  either  side  of  the  date 
are  the  initials  of  the  mint.  Of  Shrewsbury  there  is  one 
specimen  of  the  somewhat  rare  piece,  having  above  the 
declaration  the  value  28.  6d.,  divided  by  one  plume  only. 
Of  Weymouth  one  half-crown  has  the  usual  w  under  the 
horse,  and  on  the  reverse  a  square  shield  crowned ;  but 
it  is  of  such  coarse  work,  that  it  was  probably  an  imita- 
tion of  an  original  coin  of  that  mint,  and  may  therefore 
have  been  struck  elsewhere  than  at  Wejrmouth.  There 
are  also  two  other  pieces  which,  though  not  bearing  the 
initial  of  the  mint  on  the  obverse,  must  also  be  attributed 
to  Weymouth.  They  have  on  the  obverse  the  horse  with 
long  flowing  mane  in  front,  and  on  the  reverse  the  usual 
oval  shield,  but  garnished  with  two  lis.  They  are  similar 
to  HatckinSf  500,  which  is  classed  among  the  uncertain 
half-crowns,  and  also  like  those  pieces,  described  in  the 
Montagu  Sale  Catalogue  (Part  iii.),  under  lots  613 — 617. 
From  their  similarity  to  coins  that  were  undoubtedly 
struck  at  Weymouth,  there  can  be  little  question  of  this 
attribution.  It  may  be  added  that  on  one  specimen  there 
was  a  rosette  after  AVSPICE,  and  on  another  a  lis  in  the 
same  place.  The  York  half-crowns  do  not  furnish  any 
new  varieties. 

Of  the  Tower  shillings  a  few  mint-marks  are  wanting 
between  1625  and  1630,  as  was  the  case  with  the  half- 
crowns,  but  from  the  latter  date  the  series  is  quite  com- 
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plete.  There  is  only  one  somewhat  exceptional  piece  to 
be  noticed — a  shilling  with  the  mint-mark  lis,  and  having 
the  bast  of  the  king  in  lace  collar  and  armour  on  the 
obTerse  and  an  oval  shield  on  the  reverse.  This  coin 
most  have  been  struck  after  1630,  and  as  it  is  of  somewhat 
rode  work  it  should  perhaps  be  attributed  to  *'  an  uncertain' 
mint."  Its  original  type  would  be  a  coin  of  the  Tower 
Mint.  The  only  shillings  of  local  striking  are  those  of 
Oxford,  which  present  no  new  varieties.  It  may  be 
added  that  out  of  468  specimens  the  mint-marks  on  162 
pieces  were  undistinguishable. 

Of  the  sixpences,  which  are  all  of  the  Tower  Mint 
except  one  Scottish,  the  list  is  fairly  complete.  There  is 
only  one  rare  specimen,  and  that  the  sixpence  of  1627 
with  the  negro's  head. 

Neither  the  hammered  coins  nor  those  of  the  milled 
aeries  of  Charles  II.  call  for  any  special  remarks.  It  need 
only  be  noticed  that  whilst  the  hammered  pieces  are  a 
good  deal  rubbed  and  worn,  those  of  the  milled  series  are 
in  excellent  condition  and  appear  to  have  been  but  little 
in  circulation. 

The  absence  of  any  coin  of  the  Commonwealth  seems  at 
first  somewhat  remarkable ;  but  when  we  take  into  con- 
sideration that  the  circulation  of  such  coins  was  prohibited 
after  November,  1661,  their  absence  is  easily  explained.  It 
is  most  probable  that  the  forming  of  this  hoard  did  not 
commence  till  after  that  date. 

As  to  the  conditions  under  which  the  hoard  was  buried 
there  is  little  scope  for  conjecture.  It  was  hidden  under 
▼ery  different  circumstances  from  that  found  about  a  year 
and  a-half  ago  at  East  Worlington,  which  place  is  situated 
about  ten  miles  from  Crediton.  The  burial  of  the  East 
Worlington  hoard  was  due  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the

country  and  took  place  aboat  1645.  The  Crediton  hoard 
was  not  buried  till  after  1683,  or  about  forty  years  later. 
When  found  it  was  conjectured  that  some  connection  may 
have  existed  between  the  two  hoards  ;  but  the  dates  sup- 
plied by  the  coins  show  that  this  is  impossible.  The 
East  Worlington  hoard  must  have  been  buried  quite 
twenty  years  before  the  owner  of  that  of  Crediton  Church 
began  amassing  his. 

The  Crediton  hoard  is  of  a  purely  private  character 
and  was  not  in  any  way  connected  with  outside  influences. 
Hidden  within  the  precincts  of  the  church,  it  must  have 
been  placed  there  by  some  one  engaged  within  the  build- 
ing. Whether  the  owner  obtained  the  coins  honestly  or 
not,  or  whether  they  had  formed  part  of  the  church 
oflFerings,  would  be  a  matter  of  pure  conjecture.  It  re- 
presented a  goodly  sum  at  that  time.  From  the  rubbed 
state  of  the  earlier  coins  of  Charles  II.  it  is  evident  that 
the  amassing  of  the  hoard  did  not  begin  till  after  1665 
and  must  have  extended  over  a  period  of  about  twenty 
years.  We  draw  this  conclusion  from  the  fact  that  the 
earlier  milled  coins  of  that  reign  are  in  such  good  condi- 
tion that  they  could  not  long  have  been  in  circulation 
before  they  were  set  aside.

THE  TYPE  KNOWN  AS  "THE  DEMOS/'  ON  COINS  OP 
RHEGIUM. 

(See  Plate  VIII.) 

TsE  first  issae  of  the  well-known  Rhegian  coin  type  of  a 
seated  male  figure  is  sapposed  to  coincide  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  rule  of  democracy  at  that  city  in  466  B.C., 
and  it  is  believed — on  account  of  the  advanced  style  of  the 
latest,  as  compared  with  the  semi-archaic  character  of  the 
earliest  specimens — ^to  have  extended  over  about  half  a 
century.  The  figure  has  been  explained  in  various  ways. 
Some  numismatists,  in  taking  their  stand  on  the,  doubtless 
correct,  chronological  attribution  of  the  series,  have  seen 
in  it  a  direct  reflection  and  result  of  the  political  revolution. 
Others  have  been  content  to  judge  the  type  by  itself 
according  to  the  evidence  afforded  by  such  specimens  as 
had  come  within  the  scope  of  their  observation.  On  this 
latter  principle  the  figure  has  been  thought  to  represent 
Asklepios  and  Trophonios,^  or  even  the  master  of  a  choir 
of  thirty-five  youths  who,  as  Pausanias^  informs  us,  were 
lost  in  crossing  from  Messana  to  Rhegium.'  The  historic 
view  may  possibly  underlie  Eckhel's  description  of  the 
type:   ^^Juppiter  sedens  d.  hastam,''^  as  he  may  have

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thought  of  the  god  in  the  exercise  of  his  chief  function 
towards  men^  viz.,  as  the  deliverer,  in  which  capacity  he 
appears  on  well-known  Sicilian  coins  of  a  later  date. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  specify  the  reasons  which  render 
all  these  explanations  unacceptable^^  as  they  have  gene- 
rally been  abandoned  since  another  more  acceptable  theory 
was  brought  forward  which  has  continued  to  hold  the 
field ;  according  to  it  the  figure  is  the  Demos,  the  imper- 
sonation of  the  Common  Wealth-  This  view  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  questioned  since  it  was  advanced — 
with  one  exception,  of  which  further  on.  Its  favourable 
reception  it  seems  to  owe  essentially  to  the  satisfaction 
which  it  affords  to  the  historical  sense  by  directly  con- 
necting the  type  with  an  important  political  event. 
There  is,  besides,  about  this  theory  something  of  a  con- 
venient vaguenessi  and  when  a  pleasing  and  striking  idea 
is  illustrated  and  supported  by  so  charming  an  object  as 
the  figure  on  coin  No.  15  of  our  plate  (Paris  collection), 
we  admire  and  we  assent.  I  will,  however,  try  to  ascer- 
tain if  it  can  be  made  good  on  general  archaBological  as 
well  as  on  numismatic  grounds. 

To  begin  with  the  latter — the  head  of  Demos,  both 
bearded  and  beardless,  occurs  frequently  on  Greek  im- 
perial coins,  mainly  of  Asia  Minor.  The  whole  figure  is 
found  much  more  rarely.  Occasionally  other  impersona- 
tions, such  as  BOYAH9  are  mentioned  along  with 
AHMOC*  On  Greek  autonomous  coins  '•  O  AEMOZ " 
occurs  but  once,  viz.,  on    the  famous    tetradrachm  of

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Athens.  Kohler^  ascribes  its  issue  to  86  or  85  B.C. ; 
Head  in  his  B.  M,  Cat.  Attica^  p.  Ivi.,  accepts  this  date, 
though  he  formerly  placed  it  as  early  as  about  200  B.C.®  I 
prefer  the  later  date ;  for  although  the  fabric  appears  rather 
more  spread  than  that  of  the  tetradrachm  of  the  time,  and 
with  the  name,  of  Mithridates,  the  work  is  very  rude,  while 
that  of  the  early  issues  of  large  spread  tetradrachms  is  good. 
The  historical  reasons  also,  as  put  forward  by  Kohler, 
appear  to  me  convincing.  But  even  if  we  accept  Head's 
first  assumption,  "  Demos  "  on  coins  cannot  be  traced  back 
further  than  about  two  hundred  years  before  Christ,  and 
then  only  in  the  form  of  an  inscription,  not  as  a  type, 
which  latter  seems  to  be  confined  to  non-autonomous  issues. 
Similar  chronological  conditions  appear  to  apply  to  other 
impersonative  types,  like  HfEMONIA,  CYNKAH- 
TOC,  BOYAH,  and  others.  In  very  rare  cases  only 
can  we  discover  comparatively  early  pictorial  renderings 
of  similarly  abstract  conceptions.  To  these  belong  the 
types  of  PUMA  on  the  third  century  stater  of  Epizephyrian 
Xiocri  and  the  head  of  ZIKEAIA  on  a  bronze  coin  of 
Alaesa,  attributed  to  the  time  of  Timoleon.  EAAA — but 
only  as  a  legend,  not  a  type — occurs  on  a  drachm  of 
Larissa,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  struck  by  Alex- 
ander of  Pherae  during  his  occupation  of  the  town.  This, 
however,  may  be  part  of  a  magistrate's  name.  The 
earliest  impersonative  coin-type  and  legend  occur,  as  far 
as  I  know,  on  a  stater  of  Cyzicus,  which  is  attributed  to 
the  early  part  of  the  fourth  century.^    On  it  appears  a

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female  figure  seated  on  a  cippns  with  the  inscription 
EAEYOEPI. 

We  see,  then,  that  coins  of  ascertained  meaning  snpplj 
no  evidence  that  any  impersonatiye  figures  had  come  into 
use  earlier  than  the  fourth  century,  that  is,  at  least  seyenty 
years  after  the  first  issue  of  the  Bhegian  type. 

I  will  now  briefly  touch  upon  the  wider  fields  of  ancient 
art  in  sculpture  and  painting. 

We  hear  of  numerous  works  of  later  Hellenistic 
timesy  commonly  called  allegorical  subjects,  which  im- 
personate abstract  conceptions.  Some  few  of  these  are 
left  to  us.  We  meet  with  figures  and  groups  which  are 
meant  to  visualize  the  idea  of  civic  communities,  each 
being  provided  with  distinguishing  attributes.^®  In  this 
class  of  works  of  art  may  also  be  included  the  colossal 
figure  of  Nilus,  with  the  sixteen  cubits  of  the  rise  of  his 
waters  in  the  form  of  naked  children.  Nilus  himself  is 
not  an  allegorical  figure,  but  a  great  and  beneficent  deity, 
honoured,  no  doubt,  by  ofierings  on  many  altars.  But 
the  figures  emblematic  of  the  cubits  are  truly  alle- 
gorical. 

In  distinguishing  allegorical  figures  from  others  we 
should  be  careful  to  ascertain  as  fully  as  possible  whether 
the  ideas  embodied  by  a  figure  had,  or  had  not,  grown 
into  a  real  deity  with  the  people.  Otherwise  misappre- 
hensions are  sure  to  follow  and  multiply.  No  doubt  very 
many  of  the  gods  and  goddesses  originated  in  the  figures 
of  speech  of  poets.  None  the  less  did  they  become  divine 
beings  from  the  moment  when  they  received  the  honours 
of  worship.     To  take  a  case  in  point.     It  might  be  con-

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tended  on  what  appears  good  ground  that  allegorical 
subjects  were  not  foreign  to  Oreek  sculptural  design  at  a 
▼ery  early  period  ;  for  do  we  not  read  in  Fausanias  that 
on  the  chest  of  Cypselus  there  was  depicted  A/ity;  punish- 
ing ^AiiKia  ?  Justice  and  injustice  seem  purely  allegorical 
figures.  Yet  we  find  that  Hesiod  ali'eady  kuows  AUij 
aa  the  child  of  Zeus  and  Themis^  and  that  altars  were 
erected  to  her.  About ' AStir/a  there  seems  to  be  no  such 
positive  information.  Neyertheless,  she  surely  did  assume 
shape  and  did  exist  in  the  Oreek  mind  as  the  necessary 
antithesis  to  At/n/,  and  as  a  diyine,  if  evil,  being. 

The  work  commonly  mentioned  as  the  first  allegory  in 
sculpture  was  a  group  by  Euphranor,  of  presumably  the 
middle  of  the  fourth  century,  which  represented  Hellas 
crowned  by  'Aperrf.  Only  one,  however,  of  the  figures — 
that  of  Hellas — can  be  truly  called  allegorical.  ^Aperrj^ 
as  much  as  Nike  or  the  Muses,  was  divine,  and  supposed 
to  be  the  daughter  of  Zeus." 

Lysippus  became  the  real  creator  of  allegory  in  sculp- 
ture when  he  produced  his  celebrated  Katpo^,  presumably 
not  many  years  after  the  production  of  the  Hellas  of 
Euphranor.** 

Painting,  with  its  greater  freedom  of  choice,  had  pre- 
ceded sculpture  in  the  treatment  of  allegorical  subjects. 
Thus  we  read  that  Panaenus,  the  contemporary  and  friend 
of  Phidias,  painted  a  figure  of  Hellas  and  of  Salamis. 
About  half  a  century  later  Farrhasius  produced  his  famous 
Demos.  The  art  of  die-engraving  partaking,  in  regard  to 
treatment  and  choice  of  subjects,  of  the  character  of  sculp- 
ture and  painting,  it  is  interesting  and  instructive  to

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observe  that  the  earliest  instance  of  an  allegorical  coin 
type — the  Eleutheria  of  the  Cyzicene  stater— occurs  at  an 
approximately  equal  distance  of  time  from  the  creations 
of  Panaenus  and  of  Lysippus.  We  may  conclude,  then, 
that  the  subject  was  suggested  to  the  engraver  by  a  pic- 
ture, not  a  work  of  sculpture. 

As  regards  our  coin-type  of  Bhegium,  however,  I 
venture  to  assert  that  it  could  not  be  intended  as  an  im- 
personation of  the  Demos  seventy  or  eighty  years  before 
the  first  recorded  instance  of  the  treatment  of  this  subject, 
even  in  painting. 

Perhaps  I  should  refer  here  to  another  supposed  Demos 
on  contemporary  coins  of  Tarentum,  because  it  is  brought 
forward  on  behalf  of  the  theory  in  regard  to  the  Rhegian 
type.  I  contend,  even  outside  my  main  argument,  that 
this  figure  is,  in  the  true  allegorical  sense,  no  more  a 
Demos  than  the  figure  on  the  Rhegian  coins.  This  much 
may  indeed  be  conceded,  that,  since  the  name  of  the  city 
is,  in  every  single  letter,  identical  with  that  of  its 
mythic  founder  TAPAZ,  the  artists  who  engraved  the 
dies  would  readily  and  naturally  attribute  to  the  oekist's 
figure  objects  which  had  become  sources  of  the  city's 
wealth  (most  commonly  the  distaff).  But  what  justifica- 
tion is  there  to  go  beyond  this  point,  when  we  find  the 
figure  expressly  designated  as  TARA^  ? 

Political  changes  often  induced  new  coin-types.  But 
these  types  very  rarely  refer  directly,  or  even  distantly, 
to  the  nature  of  the  events  by  which  they  were  produced 
— at  least,  not  till  later  times  than  those  with  which  we 
are  concerned. 

To  account  for  the  numismatic  fact  seems  to  me  fairly 
obvious,  at  least  from  one  point  of  view.  For  if — and 
there  seems  su£Scient  warrant  for  the  supposition — the 
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working  of  the  mints  in  the  earlier  stages  of  Greek  civili- 
sation was  directed  by  the  priesthood,  they  were  ipsofactfp 
raised  above  the  rivalry  of  political  factions,  and  as  every 
man  whose  mother  tongue  was  Greek  was  expected,  on 
occasion,  to  honour  any  of  the  national  deities,  so  would 
their  ministers  be  reluctant  to  dishonour  any  of  the 
worshippers.  Only  victories  over  Barbarians  could,  there- 
fore^ be  alluded  to  on  the  public  coinage,  e.g.^  in  the  case 
of  the  "  Damareteion,"  over  the  Carthaginians ;  or  over 
the  Etruscans,  by  means  of  the  pistrix  on  transitional 
tetradrachms  of  Syracuse. 

I  have  said  before  that  the  favourite  interpretation  of 
the  seated  figure  as  the  Demos  of  Rhegium  had  been 
seriously  objected  to,  so  far  as  I  know,  once  only.  The 
objection  was  raised  by  Head,  who  says":  "The  seated 
figure  is  usually  thought  to  personify  the  Demos  of 
Rhegium.  For  my  own  part  I  am  inclined  to  look  upon 
him  as  a  divinity  of  the  nature  of  Agreus  or  Aristaeus, 
the  patron  of  rural  life  and  pursuits.  The  shepherd's  dog, 
the  duck,  and  the  crow,  frequently  seen  under  or  beside 
bis  seat,  would  thus  stand  in  some  sort  of  intimate  rela- 
tion to  the  main  type ;  whereas,  if  the  figure  is  Demos, 
they  must  be  regarded  merely  as  adjunct  symbols  uncon- 
nected with  the  principal  figure.'' 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  adjunct  symbols  of  these 
coins  are  disposed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  connect  them 
directly  with  the  main  type,  so  that  the  one  should  not 
be  judged  apart  from  the  other.  To  do  so  would,  in 
the  case  of  such  early  coins,  be  at  least  as  unwarranted 
as,  for  instance,  in  that  of  the  coins  of  Pandosia  and 
Epidaurus,  where  we  cannot   separate  the  dog,  or  the

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dog  and  serpent,  from  the  figures  of  Pan  and  of  Askle- 
pios.  With  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  the  principle 
laid  down  by  Head  can  be  followed  out,  and  applied  to  all 
known  varieties  of  the  series  with  consistency,  I  procured 
casts  of  coins  from  the  great  public  collections.  In  ex- 
amining these,  I  perceived  that  the  nature  of  the  adjuncts 
was  not  the  only  point  to  be  considered. 

Before  proceeding  in  this  direction,  I  will  inquire  if  the 
supposition  that  the  figure  may  represent  "  a  divinity  of 
the  nature  of  Agreus  or  Aristaeus "  is  favoured  by  the 
character  of  the  coin  type  which  immediately  precedes  it. 
This  is  the  Messenian  type  of  the  mule-car  and  the  hare. 
The  former,  the  mule-car,  does  not  concern  us,  as  it 
belongs  to  the  usual  agonistic  class.  But  the  hare,  as 
the  type  and  emblem  of  Messenian  Pan — Messana  being 
then  imited  with  Rhegium  under  one  ruler — ^has  a  local 
significance.  When  Rhegium,  in  throwing  off  the  yoke 
of  personal  rule,  separated  the  connection,  we  may  sup- 
pose her  eager  to  rid  the  coinage  of  the  Messenian  badge. 
The  earlier  type  of  the  lion's  mask  took  the  place  of  the 
chariot,  and  in  this  the  citizens  offended  no  deity.  But 
while  dispossessing  Pan  of  a  place  of  honour,  they  would 
wish  to  solicit  the  protection  and  favour  of  a  kindred  god, 
who,  if  of  lesser  antiquity  (at  least,  as  far  as  his  worship 
in  Sicily  and  Magna  Graecia  was  concerned),  would  yet 
be  as  potent  and  beneficent  a  guardian  of  their  fields  and 
flocks.  And  as  this  new  protector  came  in  to  take  his 
place,  he,  perhaps  on  account  of  his  kindred  office,  took 
unto  him  something  of  the  nature  and  character  of  Pan 
himself.    But  of  this  presently. 

Returning  now  to  the  various  coins,  or  casts  of  coins, 
which  I  have  procured,  I  shall  proceed  to  consider  our 
type   under  three  aspects.      First,  I  shall   remark  on 
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certain  attitudes  of  the  figure.  Secondly,  I  shall  notice 
objects  directly  accessory  to  it.  Lastly;  I  shall  examine 
if  a  direct  meaning  may  be  established,  throughout,  be- 
tween the  adjunct  symbols  and  the — supposed — ^figure  of 
Aristaeus. 

In  reading  over  the  scattered  notices  concerning 
Aristaeus  which  have  come  down  to  us,  one  is  struck 
with  nothing  so  much  as  the  rariety  of  his  functions 
and  the  diversity  of  his  nature.  The  son  of  Apollo^  he 
is  endowed  with  the  gift  of  prophecy  and  exercises  the 
art  of  healing.  Pindar  puts  him  beside  Zeus  and  Apollo, 
and  with  the  character  of  both.  Gheiron,  the  Muses, 
and  the  Kymphs  were  his  teachers,  these  last  instruct- 
ing him  in  the  culture  of  bees  and  olive-groves.  At 
Gyrene  he  creates  the  silphium.  In  Geos  he  teaches 
the  inhabitants  to  escape  the  baneful  influence  of  the 
Dog  Star.  He  joins  in  Thrace  in  the  orgies  of  Dionysos, 
and  is  instructed  by  him  in  viticulture  and  other  arts. 
So  much,  indeed,  is  he  identified  with  Dionysos,  that  the 
people  of  Syracuse  place  his  statue  in  the  temple  of  that 
god.  But  he  is,  above  all,  the  beneficent  patron  of  agri- 
culture, the  protector  of  herds  and  flocks,  the  friend  and 
guardian  of  the  intrepid  hunter. 

It  is  under  this  last  aspect  that  I  would  draw  attention 
to  an  interesting  variety  of  attitude  as  presented  by  a 
very  rare  coin — No.  8  of  our  plate — ^which,  in  common 
with  the  collections  of  Paris  and  Berlin,  I  am  fortunate 
enough  to  possess.  This  type  has  been  reproduced  in 
Garrucci's  work,"  and  is  described  by  him  thus :  *'  Tuomo 
assiso  appoggia  la  fronte  alia  mano  destra  in  atto  di  medi- 
tare.''    I  have  already  ventured  to  suggest  that  Aris-

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taeus,  as  he  shared  in  the  nature  and  offices  of  some  other 
gods,  may  also,  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  have  partaken 
in  some  measure  of  the  character  of  Pan,  in  whose  func- 
tions as  a  god  of  the  fields  and  woods  he  shared.  In  the 
exercise  of  these  functions  one  must,  naturally,  conceive 
of  both  as  conditioned  and  affected  by  identical  external 
influences,  and,  the  same  conditions  given,  Aristaeus  may 
be  supposed  to  have  often  done  what  Pan  did.  From 
this  point  of  view  it  is,  then,  perhaps  hardly  necessary  to 
assume  that  the  two  became  in  some  measure  fused. 
Pan,  in  the  burning  heat  of  noontide,  used  to  slumber  in 
the  shady  recesses  of  woodland  glades,  and  Nature  hushed 
all  her  voices,  not  to  anger  the  god  by  rousing  him  too 
soon.  But  would  the  popular  imagination  exempt  the 
other  agrestic  deity  from  the  necessary  effect  of  the  noon- 
day heat  P  Surely,  effect  was  here  inseparable  from  cause. 
Accordingly  I  venture  to  interpret  the  attitude  of  our 
figure  as  that  of  an  Aristaeus  Nomios  or  Agreus,  slum- 
bering lightly,  like  kindred  Pan,  while  the  day  was 
hottest. 

We  now  turn  our  attention  to  coin  No.  9  (Paris  col- 
lection). Here  we  see  the  figure  turning  round  with  a 
sudden  movement,  gesture  and  countenance  expressing 
displeasure.  The  god  has  been  disturbed  by  some  in- 
cautious intruder,  on  whom  his  anger  is  about  to  vent 
itself. 

The  attitudes  of  other  figures  call  for  no  special  re- 
marks. 

I  proceed  to  consider  the  objects  accessory  to,  and 
directly  connected  with,  the  figure. 

The  most  conspicuous  of  these  is  the  staff.  Four  varie- 
ties of  it  may  be  distinguished.  It  is  either  perfectly 
plain  and  straight,  or  sometimes  ending  in  a  crook.     In 
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other  cases  it  resembles  a  staff  cut  from  a  bough  or  branch, 
of  irregular  shape,  and  in  one  instance  it  seems  to  be  a 
budding  staff. 

The  first,  from  its  plainness,  needs  no  comment.  The 
second  (Nos.  1,  2,  and  3)  is  the  pedum,  the  shepherd's 
crook,  carried  by  Aristaeus  in  his  character  as  No/ito9. 
I  look  on  the  third,  of  irregular  shape  (Nos.  5, 9,  and  14), 
as  a  branch  cut  from  the  oliye-tree,  the  culture  of  which 
was  the  peculiar  glory  of  Aristaeus  in  Sicily.  Bhegium, 
we  know,  was  always  bound  to  Sicily  by  stronger  interests 
than  to  Italy.  This  badge  of  honour  seems  to  deyelop  on 
coin  No.  16  into  a  young  tree  with  budding  shoots. 
These  shoots,  though  plain  enough  on  the  cast  of  the  coin, 
are  so  attenuated  that  they  may  not,  I  fear,  be  easily 
discernible  in  the  phototype. 

I  would  here  interpose  a  remark  on  the  wreath  which 
encloses  the  type,  and  which  has  always  been  described  as 
of  laureL  It  should  not,  however,  be  overlooked  that  the 
leaves  often  show  a  tendency  to  bend  and  curve,  which 
can  hardly  be  looked  for  in  connection  with  the  stiff  and 
leathery  foliage  of  the  laurel  (see  Nos.  13,  15,  and  17). 
Now  this  irregularity  mainly  distinguishes  the  olive- 
wreath  from  that  of  the  laurel ;  otherwise  there  is  hardly 
a  difference  in  shape.  Should  it  not,  then,  be  rather 
considered  an  olive-wreath  P 

No  coin  seems  to  be  known  on  which  the  figure  is  un- 
provided with  the  staff,  the  attribute  of  Aristaeus  as  a 
0609  vofiio^.  On  a  few  specimens  he  holds  a  cup  in  his 
right  hand,  the  staff  being  then  carried  in  his  left.  On 
coin  No.  4  this  is  shaped  like  the  ordinary  kantharos 
which  is  so  often  met  with  as  an  attribute  of  Dionysos. 
On  the  other  coin,  No.  6,  he  holds  the  shallow  bowl  or 
patera   which   chiefly    served  the    purpose   of  libation, 
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though  this  did  not  exclude  its  use  as  a  drinking-cup. 
In  connection  with  the  former,  the  kantharos,  we  may 
probably  refer  this,  also^  to  Aristaeus  in  his  quality  as  the 
favourite  of  Dionysos,  taught  of  the  god,  and  even  shar- 
ing— as  at  Syracuse — ^in  the  honours  of  his  temple.  Had 
the  patera  been  intended  to  suggest  here,  as  in  so  many 
cases,  a  sacrifice  to  the  deity  in  whose  hand  it  appears, 
the  sacrificial  altar  would  more  probably  have  been  added. 
These  types  are  extremely  rare.  No.  5  (Berlin)  seems  all 
but  unique,  the  second  known  example  at  Naples  being 
in  indifferent  preservation.  Of  No.  4  only  the  specimen 
of  the  cabinet  at  Naples  and  that  of  my  own  collection  are 
in  tolerable  condition.  The  third — in  the  collection  of 
the  British  Museum — ^is  unfortunately  in  poor  state.  The 
type  receives  an  additional  interest  from  the  adjunct 
which  accompanies  the  lion's  mask  on  the  reverse  (see 
PI.  VIII.),  for  to  the  right  of  it  there  appears  the  hare  of 
Messana  in  diminutive  size  running  upwards.  The  type 
may  thus  indicate  a — probably  brief — renewal  of  former 
political  ties.  Garelli  has  thrown  doubts  on  this  type. 
I  would  take  the  occasion  to  state  that  the  specimens  in 
the  British  Museum  and  in  my  own  collection  are  of  un- 
questionable authenticity.  Nor  is  there  any  reason  to 
doubt  the  coin  in  the  Naples  cabinet,  of  which  I  have  a 
cast.     Garelli  has  partly  distorted  the  legend. 

In  approaching  the  question  whether  the  adjunct 
symbols  can  be  shown  to  have  a  direct  bearing  on,  and 
are  to  be  rationally  connected  with,  the  nature  and  func- 
tions of  Aristaeus,  I  would,  in  the  first  place,  recall  to  the 
reader  Head's  opinion,  viz.,  that  such  birds  and  beasts  as 
appear  below  or  beside  his  seat  indicate  that  the  figure 
represents  an  agrestic  deity.  This  is,  at  least  under  one 
main  aspect,  the  core  of  the  matter,  though  not  of  the 
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whole,  since  these  adjuncts  are  not  confined  to  beasts  and 
birds.  My  task  must,  then,  be  to  establish,  singly,  a 
connection  between  these  adjuncts  and  the  various  aspects 
of  the  nature  of  Aristaeus. 

I  will  begin  with  a  drachm  (7a,  my  collection),  an 
interesting  and,  so  far  as  I  know,  unique  piece.  On  it 
there  is  seen  beneath  the  seat  a  star  of  seven  rays.  I 
would  venture  to  recognise  in  it  the  Dog-Star,  Sirius, 
which  from  its  intimate  connection  with  the  story  of  the 
god  appears  on  coins  of  Carthaea  and  Cythnus,  either  as 
a  star  or  a  dog  encircled  by  rays.  This  is,  I  may  remark 
in  passing,  the  only  drachm  of  the  series  on  which  I 
have  been  able  to  discover  an  adjunct.  It  has  another 
interesting  peculiarity,  as  the  head  of  the  figure  is— 
evidently  as  a  protection  from  the  burning  heat  of  the 
dog-days — covered  with  the  shepherd's  cap  of  the  ancient 
and  conventional  Phrygian  type,  like  that  of  Paris,  the 
ideal  shepherd. 

I  might  conveniently  remark  here  that  the  hair  on  the 
top  of  the  figure's  head  often  presents  a  rough  and  dis- 
hevelled appearance,  such  as  would  agree  perfectly  with 
the  character  of  a  rustic  deity.  Coins  like  Nos.  9  and  13 
show  this  very  clearly. 

The  dog  on  coins  No.  11  (British  Museum)  and  No.  12 
(Berlin)  may  be  either  the  companion  of  Aristaeus  the 
shepherd,  or  Aristaeus  the  hunter,  or  of  both.  Possibly 
it  may  be  intended  for  Sirius.  The  posture  of  the  resting 
dog.  No.  12,  turning  round  to  look  up  at  the  figure, 
speaks  in  favour  of  the  first  view. 

Coin  No.  14  (Berlin)  is  a  beautiful,  and  I  believe 
unique,  variety.  It  brings  before  us  the  Dionysiac  side 
in  the  nature  of  the  god,  for  below  the  seat  there  appears 
a  panther  cub  at  play  with  a  bounding  ball. 
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Proceeding  from  beasts  to  birds,  we  notice  on  coin 
No.  5  (Berlin)  a  crane — "  the  witness  from  the  regions  of 
the  air  of  all  that  happens  on  earth,  and  so  the  symbol  of 
the  all-seeing  eye  of  the  god  of  light,"  *^  who  had  be- 
stowed on  Aristaeus,  his  son,  a  full  measure  of  his  gifts. 
A  reference  to  one  of  these,  viz.,  prophecy,  may  be  dis- 
covered in  the  adjunct  of  coin  No.  4 — the  raven,  as  the 
bird  of  vaticination,  sacred  to  Apollo. 

The  water  bird  of  coin  No.  13  (Paris)  is,  perhaps,  more 
commonly  met  with  than  other  symbols.  In  this  in- 
stance I  might  be  content  with  a  general  reference,  as  it  is 
doubtless,  by  virtue  of  its  quaint  and  characteristic  shape, 
a  particularly  fitting  adjunct  to  the  figure  of  a  god  who 
took  the  creatures  of  the  wilds  under  his  special  pro- 
tection. 

But  a  direct  reference  to  the  functions  of  Aristaeus 
may  be  established  on  the  supposition  that  the  bird 
belongs  to  the  numerous  tribes  of  seafowl  which  to  the 
inhabitants  of  a  maritime  city  like  Bhegium  would  be 
much  more  familiar  than  the  water-hen  of  lakes  and 
rivers.  These  birds,  when  approaching  the  shore  in 
numbers,  herald  stormy  weather — such  gales  and  refresh* 
ing  showers  as  Aristaeus  was  believed  to  send  from  the 
seas  to  the  thirsting  land. 

After  beasts  and  birds  we  meet  with  the  serpent,  on 
coin  No.  16  (Paris),  as  a  fitting  attribute  to  Aristaeus 
the  healer,  and  son  of  Apollo. 

Only  two  more  adjunct  symbols  remain  to  be  men- 
tioned :  one  is  a  fruit ;  the  other  apparently  a  bud  or 
flower.  The  former,  a  vine-branch  with  grapes,  occurs 
on  No.  17  of  our   series  (Paris),  and   it  is   needless  to

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point  it  out  as  belonging  to  the  Dionysiac  class  of  attri- 
butes. It  is  the  only  symbol  not  placed  under,  or  close 
behind,  the  figure. 

The  interpretation  of  the  other  adjunct  (No.  7,  my 
collection)  presents  some  difficulty.  A  specimen  of  this 
variety  was  disposed  of  at  the  Bunbury  Sale,  where  the 
catalogue  described  the  symbol,  erroneously,  as  an  am- 
phora. Yet  another  example  occurred  in  the  Garfrae 
Collection,  and  here  the  object  was  referred  to  as  a 
balaustion.  Close  examination  shows  that  it  has  a  rough 
and  uneven  surface.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  smooth 
petals  of  pomegranate  blossoms  would  hardly  be  rendered 
accurately  by  being  broken  up  into  rough  surfaces,  and  I 
would  prefer  to  recognise  in  the  object  either  a  fir-cone 
—the  fir-tree  being  sacred  to  sylvan  deities — or  a  half- 
open  blossom  of  the  silphium,  which,  as  mentioned 
above,  was  the  gift  of  Aristaeus  to  Cyrene.  The  smaller 
buds  especially  of  this  plant  on  some  Cyrenaic  coins 
appear  to  me  not  imlike  the  object  with  its  broken 
surface. 

This  terminates  the  series  of  coins  with  adjxmots.  For 
photographic  reproduction  I  have  chosen  the  best  speci- 
mens I  could  obtain.  Most  varieties  are,  of  course, 
represented  in  more  collections  than  those  mentioned  in 
connection  with  these  examples. 

The  varieties  of  the  bearded  and  the  beardless  figure 
still  call  for  a  remark.  That  Aristaeus  is  found  beard- 
less as  well  as  bearded  on  coins  of  other  cities  is  well 
known.  The  beardless  type  on  these  Rhegine  coins 
was,  however,  generally  supposed  to  occur  only  on  the 
latest  pieces  of  the  series.  The  comparatively  early 
beardless  figure  of  No.  10  (Berlin),  with  the  legend 
R  EC  IN  OS,  shows  that  this  is  not  an  invariable  rule. 
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In  quality  of  style  and  finish  of  work  specimens  differ 
widely.  I  have,  as  far  as  possible,  arranged  the  coins 
in  chronological  order,  taking  account  of  lettering  and 
relative  development  of  style.  But  when  the  two  ap- 
peared to  disagree,  I  have  not  hesitated  to  go  by  the 
character  of  the  legend  only.  Thus,  the  artistically 
finest  piece  (No.  15)  does  not  stand  last,  although  the 
series  is  supposed  to  end  about  415  B.C.  The  legend 
reads  in  this  case  RECINO^  (retrograde) ;  while  Nos.  16 
and  17  have  PHflNO^  (retrograde). 

My  remarks  on  the  various  symbols  might  have  been 
expanded  into  greater  length.  But  as  I,  in  connecting 
them  with  the  main  type,  simply  adopted  a  theory  sug* 
gested  by  an  eminent  authority,  my  task  from  this  point 
of  view  was  to  show  briefly  that  this  theory  may  be 
consistently  worked  out. 

In  doing  this  I  have,  naturally,  arrived  at  a  more 
definite  conclusion.  Head — to  quote  his  words  once  more 
— is  "  inclined  to  look  upon  the  figure  as  a  divinity  of  the 
naJbwre  of  Agrem  or  Aristaeiia,  the  patron  of  rural  life  and 
pursuits."  These  words  seem  to  admit  of  three  interpre- 
tations, viz. :  that  the  figure  may  be  a  divinity  only 
similar  to  Agreus  or  Aristaeus,  but  neither  of  these.  Or 
it  may  be  Agreus.  Or — should  the  reader  prefer — ^Aris- 
taeus. Whichever  of  these  suppositions  predominated 
with  the  author,  it  was  originated  through,  and  governed 
by,  the  sound  doctrine  of  the  relation  of  the  symbols  to 
the  main  type,  and  by  it  the  theory  must  stand  or  fall.  I 
have  preferred  the  supposition  that  the  figure  may  be 
meant  for  Aristaeus,  and  hope  to  have  shown  that  the 
type  falls  in  readily  in  its  every  detail  with  the  story  and 
the  nature  of  that  divinity. 

In  order  to  complete  the  circle  of  test  and  evidence,  I

will  inquire  if  the  same  result  may  be  obtained  on  the 
other  suppositions. 

Agreus  is,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  a  nomen  epitheton  to 
either  Pan  or  Aristaeus,  and  since  the  former  certainly 
does  not  enter  into  the  scope  of  this  inquiry,  only  the  one 
remaining  supposition — viz. :  that  the  figure  be  not  meant 
for  Aristaeus,  but  for  some  other  pastoral  divinity  not 
known — has  to  be  tested  by  placing  the  symbols  into 
*^  some  sort  of  intimate  relation  to  the  main  type."  But 
how  would  symbols  like  the  panther  cub  or  the  serpent 
fall  in  with  attribution  to  a  deity  of  a  purely  pastoral 
character  P  Instead  of  the  strength  and  unity  of  argu- 
ment being  maintained  and  improved,  the  very  foundation 
would  be  shaken  and  destroyed.* 

It  follows,  then,  that  my  contention  on  behalf  of  Aris- 
taeus must  either  be  wholly  accepted,  or  wholly  rejected. 
If  the  latter  course  is  taken,  it  carries  with  it  the  con- 
demnation of  Head's  principle,  and  the  type,  then,  may 
stUl  go  by  its  picturesque  name  of  ''the  Demos  of 
Bhegium."

22  a  24  sont  da  m6me  coin,  sor  leqael  les 
lettres  scales  ont  6te  changees. 

Quelques  yari^t^s  noaTelleSy  comma  les  n.  4,  5  et  11, 
excepteesy  teas  ces  statures  sont  connus  depuis  Iongtemp8> 
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fiurtout  par  les  publications  du  Due  de  Luynes^  et  du 
Dr.  O.  Blau,*  qui  en  ont  fait  le  sujet  d'^tudes  sp^ciales. 

Le  Due  de  Luynes  fit  surtout  ressortir  la  grande 
ressemblance  des  lettres  de  ces  l^gendes  avec  celles  des 
inscriptions  palmyr^ennes  et  proposa  de  transcrire 
t'TD'tl&ans,  Tsemesou  Sidiz,  la  l^gende  la  plus  fr^quente, 
n.  3,  5,  6,  8,  9 — 15,  17 — 24,  ivj^Wav//,  en  consid^rant 
la  6^  et  la  7*  lettre  comme  un  seul  D,  et  de  lire 
073^5-00313,  8f/€nnesi8'T8€rn€8(ou)  et  . . .  0315,  8yenne8{is), 
les  l^gendes  des  n.  7,  lue  ft  rebours,  et  16,  incomplete. 
Blau  a  refute  cotte  interpretation,  qui  assignait  d  plus 
d'un  caractere  une  valeur  pen  probable  et  qui  pourtant  ne 
conduisait  pas  d  un  r^sultat  satisfaisant.  Car  Demds  fut 
Satrape  de  Ph^nicie  et  d' Arabic,*^  Syennesis  roi  de 
Cilicie ;  ce  ne  sont  done  pas  leurs  noms  qu'il  faut  chercber 
sur  des  monnaies  pamphyl^ennes. 

Mais  la  transacription  de  Blau,  S03  ou  20*^3  innn  et 
•»3^3  innn,  modifi^e  plus  tard  en  T30^3  ibnn,  Tahachou 
ou  Tabalou  Nisibiz  et  Niniay  est  encore  moins  admissible, 
comme  Fa  d^montr^  W.  H.  Waddington." 

Ces  statures  ne  peuvent  porter  le  nom  d'un  satrape  ou 
dynaste  de  Nisibis  ou  de  Ninive,  parcequ'ils  sont  marques 
d'une  grenade,  ailri,  type  parlant  de  Sid6  et  que  par 
consequent  ils  ont  certainement  ^t^  frappes  dans  cette 
ville  de  Pamphylie. 

La  grenade  su£Bsait  si  bien  d  designer  le  lieud'^mission,

II  n'y  a  done  aucune  raison  de  chereher  le  nom  d'une 
yille  dans  les  l^gendes  rest^es  inexpliqu^es  jusqu'ici. 

Encore  moins  contiennent-elles  le  nom  d'un  dynaste. 
La  serie  est  trop  longue  et  les  pieces  les  plus  anciennes 
different  trop  de  date  avec  les  Amissions  les  plus  r^centes 
pour  pouvoir  6tre  attributes  d  un  seul  et  memo  r^gne. 

Keste  rhypotliese  tres  ingenieuse  de  Friedlaender  qui, 
en  publiimt  un  bronze  de  I'epoque  imp^riale  sur  lequel 
le  m^me  type  d'Apollon  est  accompagne  de  son  nom 
AnOAAXlNOC  CIAHTOY  NEOKOPOY— au  lieu 
de  la  legende  d'autres  bronzes  au  m^me  type  CIAHTAN 
NEOKOPAN^ — s'est  demande  si  nous  n'aurions  pas  14 
la  transcription  en  lettres  grecques,  ou  du  moins  Te- 
quivalent  de  la  legende  pamphyl^enne  qui  est  toujours 
^crite  sL  cote  d'Apollon  et  jamais  pres  d' Athena. 

Cette  supposition  serait  confirmee  par  les  monnaies  de 
Perga,  ville  yoisine  de  Side,  sur  lesquelles  le  nom  de  la 
ville  est  remplac^  par  celui  de  la  diyinit^  principale, 
Artemis  Pergaia,  sur  Targent  et  par  son  titre,  Anassa 
Pergaia,  sur  le  bronze." 

Mais,  pour  savoir  si  elle  est  juste,  il  faudra  d'abord 
tacher  de  d^chiffrer  les  l^gendes,  composees,  comme  Ta 
encore  yu  Friedlaender,^  de  caract^res  s^mitiques  entre- 
mel^s  de  lettres  de  forme  grecque.

Mais  tous  mes  efforts  pour  retrouver  dans  les  six 
premieres  lettres  ^  S  vr^s  h  une  forme  du  nom  d'Apollon 
telle  qu*  ^AnXovvo^,  par  exemple^  ont  ^chou^  devant  le 
fait  que  la  seconde  lettre  est  identique  a  ravant-derniere, 
et  que  celle-ci  doit  6tre  un  d. 

C'est  ce  qui  m'a  conduit  sL  supposer  que  la  l^gende  est 
tout-a-fait  parallele  d  celle  des  bronzes  de  Perga  et  que 
le  sens  en  doit  6tre ;  avcucro^  ^lirfrov,  comme  a  Perga 
elle  est  avdaaa^  Tlepycua^. 

Seulement,  comme  les  caracteres  ne  repondent  pas  sL 
avoKTo^t  il  faudra  chercher  un  autre  mot,  de  m^me 
valeur,  dont  la  seconde  lettre  est  un  d,  peut-^tre  s^mitique, 
comme  pM,  seigneur,  en  ph^nicien,  ce  qui  n'aurait  pas 
lieu  de  surprendre  dans  ime  ville,  oi  Talphabet  est 
arameen,  complete,  d  ce  qu'il  semble,  de  Yoyelles  grecques. 

Or,  si  on  se  souvient  que  le  fragment  de  la  tb^ogonie 
cilicienne,  conserve  par  Etienne  de  Byzance,"  nomme 
Adanos  (pw)^®  en  tSte  des  fils  d'Ouranos  et  de  Qe,  on 
ne  s'^tonnera  pas  de  trouver  a  Sid^  le  memo  titre, 
seigneur,  quoique  sous  ime  forme  un  pen  differente  et  plus 
conforme    a   Tb^breu    lil^,    donn^   k   ApoUon,   le    dieu

Athena  arcb^getis,^  qui  nous  est 
connue  par  les  reliefs  Ath^niens,^  sans  que  nous  sacbions 
encore  k  quel  statuaire  Atbenien  du  5®  si^cle  il  faille 
attribuer  la  statue  qui  a  servi  de  modele,  succede  la 
Partbenos  de  Pbidias. 

Apollon  Pytbien,  aussi,  toujours  debout  devant  un 
autel,  a  cbang^  le  rameau  de  laurier  et  I'arc,^  centre  une 
patere  et  une  longue  tige  ou  un  arbre.  Cost  nne  autre 
statue  du  dieu  de  Delphes  qui  a  inspir^  le  graveur.^ 

Sur  les  n.  13 — 15  il  est  v^tu  d'une  tunique  et  d'un

Aussi  M.  Imhoof  ^  n'aurait  pas  dd  classer  i  la  Baby- 
lonie  un  groupe  de  bronzes  d'Antiochus  III,  analogues 
par  la  fabriqne,  le  style  et  la  forme  des  flans  anx  bronzes 
de  Timarque,  dont  le  type,  nne  jument  qui  allaite  son 
poulain,  ou  un  cheval  paissant,  ne  convient  pas  sp^iale- 
ment  k  la  Babylonie,  mais  tout  a  fait  a  la  M^die,  satrapie 
d'oii  les  rois  de  Perse  tiraient  les  fameux  chevaux  Nis^ens 
dont  ils  se  servaient  de  pr^f^rence  et  oii  de  leur  temps

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ON  SOME  COINS  OP  WILLIAM  L  AND  IL 

From  the  Momtaou  Collection. 

(See  Plate  X.) 

Some  years  ago,  our  late  Yice-President,  Mr.  Montagu, 
borrowed  from  me  a  coin  of  Harold  II.  on  account  of  the 
resemblance  of  its  reverse  to  that  of  his  unique  penny  of 
William  I.  Some  time  afterwards  he  showed  me  a  small 
series  of  William  pennies,  six  coins  in  all,  and  pointed  out 
to  me  that  some  of  them  were  from  identical  dies.  Mr. 
Montagu  had  intended  writing  on  these  coins,  as  he  at 
least  doubted  their  authenticity. 

My  attention  was  called  to  these  pieces  when  they  were 
catalogued  for  sale,  and  I  then  had  an  opportunity  of 
studying  them  carefully.  As  my  coin  of  Harold  IL  forms 
the  starting-point  of  the  series,  I  shall  describe  it  with 
Mr.  Montagu's  coins  and  with  some  other  pieces  I  have 
been  able  to  examine. 

Coin  No.  1.    Harold  IL 

Ohv. — Usual  type,  bust  without  sceptre.  Legend  +  H  AEOLD 
EEX  ANO. 

Bev, — Usual  type,  with  PT^X   acroBs   the  field.     Legend 
+  LEOFVILD  OM  LEPE :     [PI.  X.  1.] 

The  coin  is  in  bad  condition,  has  been  broken  and  partly 
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mended,  and  appears  to  have  been  more  or  less  tooled, 
LeweSy  where  the  coin  was  struck,  is  not  an  uncommon 
place  of  mintage,  and  Harold's  predecessors  and  successors 
had  a  mint  in  the  town.  The  moneyer's  name,  however, 
does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  lists  of  moneyers,  although 
I  have  carefully  looked  through  those  of  all  the  reigns  and 
mints  of  the  time.  A  point  which  at  once  invites  remark  in 
this  name  Leofvild  is  the  letter  Y.  In  this  place  the  letter 
must  have  the  same  sound  as  the  modem  Y,  but  so  far 
as  I  know  there  was  no  distinction  between  Y  and  U  till 
much  later  than  the  time  of  Harold  II.  As  to  the  Y 
representing  half  the  W,  the  other  half  being  omitted  for 
want  of  room,  this  supposition  must  also  be  negatived  by 
the  fact  that  the  name  Leof  wild  does  not  figure  in  any 
list  It  is,  moreover,  very  rare  to  find  W  on  a  Saxon 
coin  in  place  of  F,  and  when  it  does  occur  it  is  only  in 
connexion  with  a  Latinised  name. 

On  looking  through  the  coins  of  Harold  II.  in  the 
National  Collection  struck  at  Lewes,  I  noticed  one  piece, 
found  at  Chancton  and  bearing  the  name  of  Leofward. 
Between  this  coin  and  mine  there  is  a  most  marked  resem- 
blance. The  reverse  legend  begins  in  the  same  place,  a 
little  out  of  the  centre.  The  O  of  LEOF  is  on  both 
pieces  filled  in.  The  other  four  letters  PARD  of  the 
moneyer's  name  are  not  very  clear,  and  a  casual  observer 
might  misread  them,  as  the  strokes  of  the  letters  appear  in 
much  the  same  sort  of  relationship  to  each  other  as  they 
do  in  the  YILD  of  my  coin.  In  my  piece,  however, 
straight  strokes  take  the  place  of  curved  ones  in  the 
orig^al.  The  word  OM  in  substitution  for  ON  on  both 
pieces  is  also  worthy  of  notice. 

Coin  No.  2.  Numbered  and  figured  as  224  in  the  sale 
catalogue  of  the  second  portion  of  Mr.  Montagu's  coins. 
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Ohv, — Side  faoe  to  right  with  soeptre,  as  Hawkins  Fig.  239. 

Bev, — Ab  that  of  Harold  11. 's  coin,  with  P7K  across  the 
field.    [PI.  X,2.] 

The  reverse  is  from  the  same  die  as  the  previous  coin. 
The  two  pieces  bear  identical  marks  where  they  have 
not  been  more  or  less  obliterated  by  bad  treatment.  As 
an  instance,  the  P  of  PT^X  has  a  little  hook  on  the  inside 
of  the  loop  and  three  little  dots,  due  to  irregularities  of 
the  die,  inside  the  loop. 

Coin  No.  3.    Same  catalogue,  No.  220. 

Ohv, — ^From  the  same  die  as  the  last. 

Bev.  — A  cross  patt6e,  with  a  trefoil  ornament  in  each  quarter 
pointing  inwards,  as  Hawkins,  Fig.  239.  Legend 
+  LEEFVILD  OM  LEPE :     [PL  X.  3,] 

The  legend  is  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  the  two 
earlier  coins,  but  the  misformed  O  has  been  altered  to  an 
E  which  stands  out  from  the  other  letters.  All  the  other 
marks  are  the  same  ;  OM  is  still  retained. 

Coin  No.  4.     Idem  No.  248. 

O&v.— From  the  same  die  as  No.  3.  The  sceptre  has  been 
turned  into  a  sword  by  the  removal  of  the  lateral 
fleurs  from  the  lis  termination.  A  cross  bar  below 
has  been  added.  Also  two  tassels  are  now  seen 
hanging  from  the  crown.  The  letter  I  has  been 
added  cdPter  Bex. 

Bev, — ^From  the  same  die  as  No.  3.    [PI.  X.  4.] 
Coin  No.  6.    Idem  No.  225. 

Ohv, — Same  die  as  2  and  3,  that  is,  with  sceptre. 

Bev, — ^That  of  the  ordinary  Paxs  type.  liCgend  +  LIFOBD 
ON  LINCO.     [PL  X.  5.] 
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Coin  No.  6.    Jifew  No.  249. 

Obv. — Same  die  as  No.  4.  There  are,  howerer,  some  alight 
alterations ;  the  sword  is  longer. 

Itev. — Same  die  as  No.  5.     [PI.  X.  6.] 

Coia  No.  7.    Idem  No.  226. 

Obv. — Same  die  as  No.  5. 

Rev. — ^Also  the  same  die  as  No.  5,  but  certain  letters  have 
been  altered,  thus  turning  the  legend  into  8IP0B0 
ON  PINEB.  L  and  F  of  Liford  are  replaced  by 
S  and  P,  and  L  and  O  of  Linco  by  P  and  £. 

This  coin  is  said  to  have  been  found  at  Beaworth. 
That  the  obverses  of  these  coins,  notwithstanding  the 
alterations,  are  from  the  same  die  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
The  expression,  if  such  it  can  be  called,  of  the  King's  face 
is  exactly  the  same  on  all  of  them.  The  position  of  the 
crown,  in  relation  to  the  words  of  the  legend,  is  also  the 
same  in  all,  and  the  little  telltale  dot  at  the  base  of  the 
sceptre  is  still  visible  when  this  symbol  of  power  is 
exchanged  for  a  military  one.  Except  the  coin  of 
Harold  II.  all  the  above  were  in  Mr.  Montagu's  collection 
and  realised  large  prices  at  his  sale.  Since  that  sale  I 
have  been  able  to  obtain  other  coins  for  examination, 
which  I  now  pass  on  to  notice. 

Coin  No.  8  (kindly  lent  me  by  Mr.  Bliss). 
Obv.  and  Bev.  from  the  same  dies  as  No.  7.     [PI.  X.  7.] 

The  position  of  the  obverse  to  the  reverse  is  exactly  the 
same  in  both  coins.  This  piece  was  formerly  Mr.  Webb's 
and  was  sold  at  his  sale. 

Coin  No.  9.  Mr.  H.  0.  O'Hagan,  the  possessor  of  this 
piece,  was  good  enough  to  allow  me  to  examine  it ;  it 
was  also  a  Webb  coin. 
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OM;.— Full  face  between  two  stars  without  circles. 

Bev, — ^A  cross  voided  oyer  a  cross  the  limbs  of  which  termi- 
nate in  annulets  ;  an  annulet  in  the  centre.  [Ph 
X.  8.] 

The  obverse  and  reverse^  in  fact,  are  those  of  Hawkins, 
Fig.  250,  and  are  attributed  to  the  end  of  William  II. 
The  legend  which  graces  this  reverse  is  the  old  one 
LEEFYILD  OM  LEPE;  and  it  was  this  legend  which 
induced  me  to  ask  Mr.  O'Hagan  to  lend  me  the  coin. 
This  penny  is  over-struck  on  a  **  Paxs  *'  penny. 

Coin  No.  10. 

Ohv. — Prom  the  same  die  as  No.  9. 

Jfev. — ^Also  probably  from  the  same  die  as  No.  9.  Legend 
LIFDIN  ON  LESTB.     [PI.  X.  9.] 

This  is  the  coin  I  exhibited  some  time  ago  in  connexion 
with  a  paper  on  over-struck  and  altered  dies.  It  is 
struck  over  a  **  Paxs ''  penny.  It  was  recalled  to  my  mind 
by  Mr.  O'Hagan's  coin,  and  on  examination,  I  regret  to 
say^  I  found  the  obverses  certainly,  and  the  reverses 
probably,  from  the  same  dies.  The  uncertainty  is  due  to 
the  confusion  produced  by  the  over-striking. 

Coin  No.  11. 

Obv, — From  the  same  die  as  Nos.  9  and  10. 

.fi^.— Also  as  Nos.  9  and  10.  Legend  UODABD  PINBS, 
struck  over  another  coin,  most  probably  a  "  Pass  " 
penny.     [PL  X.  10.] 

This  coin  I  obtained  at  the  sale  of  the  late  Mr.  Nunn's 
coins. 

Coin  No.  12. 

Ohv.  and  Bev.  from  same  dies  as  the  last  three,  but  legend 
SEPOBD  ON  MALME;  also  struck  over  another 
coin.    [PI.  X.  11.] 
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From  the  Nunn  Sale.  I  am  enabled  to  describe  and 
show  it  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Beadj,  the  owner. 

Having  briefly  described  the  coins,  I  must  now  refer  to 
some  particular  features  about  them  all.  I  haye  shown 
that  LEOFYILD  and  LEEFYILD  do  not  appear  in  the 
lists  of  moneyers.  The  same  holds  good  for  CODABD  on 
the  last  coin.  As  regards  LIFOBD,  he  was  not  a  Lincoln 
moneyer,  but  struck  at  Winchester,  and  his  name  was  not 
LIFOBD  but  LIFpOBD,  and  the  f  always  appears  in  his 
name.  The  name  of  the  moneyer  8IP0RD  is  correct  for 
Winchester,  but  he  is  only  given  in  the  list  of  the  Beaworth 
find  as  having  struck  on  the  ordinary  **  Paxs  '*  pennies.  I 
have  one  of  these,  and  the  work  is  unusually  rough,  and 
not  in  the  least  like  the  coin  here  described  (No.  7).  The 
Beaworth  list,  moreover,  does  not  contain  any  coin 
answering  to  the  description  of  this  piece. 

The  lettering  on  all  these  pieces  does  not  appear  to  me 
to  be  quite  the  same  as  that  met  with  on  the  ordinary 
William  coins.  The  strokes  appear  to  join  the  uprights 
much  more,  as  in  the  modem  fashion.  I  lay  no  stress 
upon  such  a  fact  by  itself,  but  I  think  it  should  have  its 
weight  when  circumstances  compel  us  to  look  twice  at  a 
coin. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  there  is  a  most 
extraordinary  connection  between  all  these  pieces,  and  the 
question  that  immediately  puts  itself  forward  is  that  of 
authenticity.  Can  all  these  pieces,  struck  from  identical 
dies,  or  parts  of  dies,  have  been  made  at  the  time  of  the 
sovereigns  whose  names  they  bear,  or  do  they  proceed 
from  the  laboratory  of  some  person  who  has  most  seri- 
ously misdirected  his  skilful  fingers  P  We  have  here 
before  us  a  problem  which  requires  something  more  than 
mere  numismatic  grounds  to  solve.     Any  one  of  the  coins 
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taken  by  itself  would  never  lead  to  the  belief  of  concoc- 
tion. I  must  saj  a  few  words  about  the  Harold  coin.  I 
obtained  it  with  other  coins,  all  genuine  ones,  in  the  early 
days  of  my  collecting,  and  I  was  rather  surprised  and 
disgusted  when  it  was  declared  false  at  the  British 
Museum.  Mr.  Montagu  and  others  concurred  in  this 
opinion,  and  it  was  not  till  this  inyestigation  was  com- 
menced that  any  change  of  opinion  about  the  Harold  coin 
took  place ;  then  it  was  looked  upon  as  possibly  a  genuine 
example,  more  or  less  altered  by  tooling  and  bad  treat* 
ment.  Now  as  regards  the  obverse  I  have  very  little  to 
say,  and  it  does  not  enter  into  the  subject-matter  of  this 
paper;  but  the  reverse,  which  is  the  reverse  of  Mr. 
Montagu's  unique  penny,  is  most  important.  I  think 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  marks,  or  most  of  them, 
which  have  been  called  tooling  on  my  coin,  are  really 
marks  in  the  die,  and  the  same  marks  appear  on  the 
reverse  of  coin  No.  2.  This  binds  the  first  two  coins 
together,  and  all  the  others  must  be  grouped  with  these, 
as  they  all  have  been  shown  to  be,  one  side  or  other,  from 
the  same  dies. 

Now  suppose  all  the  coins  are  genuine,  what  follows  P 
We  have  two  new  moneyers,  or  two  spellings  of  the  same 
moneyer,  for  Lewes,  Viz.,  LEOFVILD  and  LEEFVILD. 
The  new  moneyer  has  a  most  unusual  letter  V  in  his 
name.  Besides  that,  LEEFVILD,  who  started  work  in 
Harold  II.'s  time,  had  occasion  to  tool-mark  his  die.  He 
then  struck  a  penny  in  William's  time,  with  the  same 
reverse,  but  with  an  obverse  of  a  much  later  period,  and 
then  to  this  latter  obverse  he  added  reverses  to  suit  it, 
but  he  still  used  the  old  die  letters  for  his  name,  viz., 
LEEFVILD  OM  LEPE.  He  ended  his  career,  so  far 
as  we  know,  by  striking  a  coin  at  the  end  of  William  ll.'s 
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reign,  with  the   old  legend,  and  lie  struck  it  over  a 
"Paxs"  penny.     He  also  lent  his  dies  to  SIpORD,  of 
Winchester,  and  to  LIFORD,  of  Linoohi,  both  of  whom 
used  them  for  striking  pennies,  now  of  the  highest  rarity, 
Tiz.,  the  side-faced  *'Pax8"  coins  and  the  new  type  with 
the   sword  instead  of   the  sceptre.      In  William  II.'s 
time,  again,  his  dies  were  used  by  LIFDIN,  of  Leicester, 
who    gives    us    LE8TE,   a    contemporary    spelling   for 
Leicester.     SIpORD,  of  Mahnesbury,  and  GODARD,  of 
Winchester,  and  all  these  moneyers,   followed  LEEF- 
VILD'S  example    by    striking    over   "Paxs"   pennies. 
GODARD's  name  is  new  to  history.    LIFORD,  or,  as 
it  should  be,  LIFpORD,  is  not  known  to  have  struck  at 
Lincoln,  and  the  side-faced  "  Paxs  "  type  by  SipORD, 
of  Winchester,  though   a  most  important  coin,  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  list  of  the  Beaworth  find,  though  the 
catalogue  tells  us  it  was  found  there.     The  use  of  coins, 
also,  as  flans  has  to  be  considered.     In  the  days  when 
very  few  coins  were  the  yield  of  a  pair  of  dies,  one  may 
be  quite  sure  that  the  preservation  of  the  coin  made  at 
such  expense  would  be  a  first  consideration,  and  any  such 
thing  as  an  over-strike  on  a  coin  current  in  the  realm 
would  be  a  proceeding  to  be  avoided  as  being  wasteful. 
These  moneyers,  however,  who  used  LEEFYILD's  dies 
all  disregarded  economy  in  using  coins  for  their  flans. 

Now  let  us  look  briefly  to  the  other  side  of  the  question, 
and  consider  what  we  have  to  believe  if  these  coins  were 
produced  in  modem  times.  Firstly,  we  must  grant  the 
existence  of  an  extremely  clever  engraver,  who  knew  how 
to  copy  ancient  work  most  deftly,  but  did  not  excel  as  an 
antiquary ;  hence  the  mistakes  in  the  names.  Secondly, 
we  must  agree  that  this  engraver,  in  order  to  complete  his 
most  masterly  forgeries,  used  "  Paxs  **  pennies  on  which 
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to  strike,  so  that  the  ground-work  and  the  edge  should 
defy  detection.  Under  this  supposition  we  can  go  a  step 
further,  and  saj  that  the  coins  were  made  after  Beaworth 
times.  This  will  account  for  the  absence  of  the  Win- 
chester 8ide-£Eu;e  **  Paxs''  coin  from  the  Beaworth  list,  and 
also  for  the  ^*  Paxs"  pennies  which  were  used,  and  which 
were  of  the  greatest  rarity  before  the  great  discovery  in 
1834,  and  it  will  also  account  for  many  of  these  pieces 
having  a  long  pedigree. 

Of  the  two  sides  to  this  question  I  unhesitatingly  give 
my  opinion  in  favour  of  forgery,  as  involving  fewer 
impossibilities  than  authenticity.  Had  the  engraver  only 
stuck  to  known  types  and  moneyers,  I  believe  these  coins 
would  have  defied  detection. 

This  series  is  not  the  only  example  of  its  kind,  and  the 
other  one  I  can  mention  tells  the  same  tale.  In  the  Webb 
Collection  were  three  coins  purporting  to  have  been  struck 
by  the  Empress  Matilda :  one  with  a  Scotch  reverse,  one 
with  a  reverse  of  Henry  I.  (Hks.  255),  and  the  third  with 
a  reverse  of  the  first  type  of  Henry  II.  These  pieces 
were  passed  at  the  sale  of  Mr.  Webb's  coins  as  false,  and 
with  them  a  coin  of  Henry  I.,  which  was  from  the  same 
reverse  die  as  one  coin  of  Matilda.  The  coin  next  to 
this  in  the  catalogue  was  from  the  same  obverse  die, 
Henry  I.,  and  therefore  obviously  false  ;  but  it  defied  the 
detection  of  those  present,  and  I  believe  was  bought  by 
Mr.  Montagu,  and  sold  for  a  considerable  sum  at  Mr. 
Montagu's  Sale.  Here,  then,  is  the  same  tale  over  again, 
and  the  same  wonderful  work,  and  the  same  deception. 
It  was  unhesitatingly  condemned.  Why,  then,  should 
we  withhold  our  condemnation  from  this  series  P 

L.  A.  Lawrekcb. 
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The  coinSy  some  574  in  namber,  were  kindly  lent  me 
for  description  by  Mr.  Whelan.  The  hoard  came  from 
France,  and  Mr.  Whelan  believed  they  had  been  un« 
touched  since  their  diBCoyery.  I  have  classified  the  whole 
hoard  in  tabular  form,  and  I  shall  therefore  confine 
myself  to  making  some  general  observations  on  the 
collection.  With  the  exception  of  three  coins,  the  hoard 
consisted  of  short-cross  pennies.  All  the  five  classes  into 
which  Sir  John  Evans  divides  these  coins  are  repre- 
sented. Class  L,  attributed  to  Henry  II.,  by  two  coins ; 
Class  II.,  those  of  Richard  I.,  by  35 ;  Class  III.  by  149; 
Class  lY.  by  32 — these  two  classes  being  supposed  to  be 
struck  by  John ;  finally  Henry  III.'s,  Class  V.,  by  327 
pieces.  I  am  not  so  sure  of  the  characteristics  of  Class 
lY.  as  to  be  able  to  place  definitely  every  coin  of  this 
division.  It  has  been  left  as  an  intermediate  between 
Classes  UI.  and  Y.,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  some  of 
the  coins  given  to  these  two  classes  should  have  been 
included  in  Class  lY. :  the  point,  however,  is  of  small 
importance,  and  I  only  mention  it  on  account  of  the  seem- 
ingly small  number  of  coins  in  this  class.  We  have, 
then,  in  this  hoard  coins  of  all  the  short-cross  varieties, 
.and  one  should  expect  from  its  completeness  some  further

evidence  in  reference  to  the  old  short-cross  question,  now 
long  set  at  rest.  The  evidence,  happily,  is  all  on  one  side, 
viz.,  that  of  confirming  most  forcibly  Sir  John  Evans's 
views,  as  given  in  the  volume  of  the  Chronicle  for  1865 
(New  Series,  vol.  v.).  The  mints  represented  in  the  find, 
and  the  numbers  of  each  mint  and  class,  I  now  give  in 
tabular  form.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  Canterbury  and  London 
account  for  216  and  269  coins  respectively,  upwards  of 
four-fifths  of  the  whole.  St.  Edmundsbury  follows  with 
29,  Winchester  with  10,  York  with  8,  Lincoln  with  3, 
while  2  each  come  from  Chichester,  Exeter,  Northampton, 
Norwich,  and  Rula,  and  one  only,  and  that  doubtfully, 
attributed  to  Oxford.  A  comparison  with  the  Eocles 
hoard,  described  in   1865,   gives   most  curious  results. 
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There  were  5,715  short-cross  pennies,  and  the  numbers 
minted  at  places  represented  in  this  find  were : — 

Canterbury  2,278,  London  2,643,  St.  Edmunds  212, 
Winchester  142,  York  96,  Northampton  and  Norwich 
togeth^  105,  Lincoln  58,  Chichester  31,  Exeter  19, 
Rula  9,  Oxford  13.  This  shows  a  hoard  just  ten  times 
as  large  as  the  present  one,  and  the  mints  represented  in 
each,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  in  the  same  propor- 
tion. We  may  therefore  conclude  that  the  vast  majority 
of  short-cross  pennies  were  struck  at  Canterbury  and 
London. 

One  coin  only  in  thi3  hoard  which  bears  the  cross 
botonny  is  that  struck  by  TOMAS  at  Bala  in  Class  II. 

In  Sir  John  Evans's  list  there  are  three  coins  of  RuIa 
all  bearing  this  mark,  and  all  are  of  Class  II.  This  would 
seem  to  imply  that  the  mark  was  in  use  before  King 
John's  time,  though  the  coins  of  Rula  are  the  only  ones 
on  which  the  cross  botonny  appears  as  early  as  Class  II. 

Of  coins  bearing  ornamental  letters  Samuel  of  Canter- 
bury and  Ilger  of  London  have  both  left  us  evidence  of 
their  taste  in  one  coin  each.  The  6's  and  C's,  the  usual 
letters,  are  those  here  characterized. 

There  are  several  moneyers'  names  of  interest  appear- 
ing on  some  of  the  pieces;  thus,  Johan  B.,  Johan  M., 
Joan  Chic,  Joan  F.  R.,  Robert  Yi.,  Roger  of  R.,  and 
William  TA,  have  all  left  their  names  recorded  on  coins 
of  Canterbury  in  this  hoard.  Robert  Yi.  is  a  new  name 
or  rather  suffix.  Rioard  B.  is  accountable  for  two  coins 
of  London. 

The  foreign  coins,  though  only  three  in  number,  are 
interesting  from  the  fact  that  similar  pieces  were  found 
at  Eccles. 

Two  are  the  ordinary  coins   of  William  the  Lion, 
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King  of  Scotland  ;  one  is  illegible,  but  had  for  the 
moneyer  the  name  BAVL ;  the  other,  partly  illegible, 
gives  the  reverse  legend  .  •  .  .  7TM  :  0  :  EOa,  and  I  sup- 
pose was  struck  at  Roxburgh. 

The  last  coin  is  perhaps  the  most  interesting  piece 
in  the  hoard — a  sterling  of  the  Emperor  Otho  lY., 
1208-1212. 

Ofcv.— OTTO  •  INPBSTOB,  full-faoed  bust  with  sceptre. 

Bev.—'h  TEGCMONI SCSTV  (Dortmund).    Short  cross 

with  four  pellets  in  each  angle. 

A  coin  of  this  type,  found  at  Ecoles,  is  figured  in  vol.  v., 
New  Series,  PL  XI.,  Fig.  11.  Otho  was  King  John's 
nephew,  and  this  type  of  his  coin  is  of  extreme  rarity. 

The  time  covered  by  the  hoard  is  from  a.d.  1180  to 
some  time  before  1248,  the  great  majority  of  the  coins 
being  struck  quite  late  in  this  period.  Of  the  history  of 
the  finding  of  these  coins,  or  of  their  place  of  burial, 
I  can  say  nothing.

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Naehtrdge  und  Berichti{fungm  zur  M'unzkuiuU  der  romischen 
Republik,  &o.      Von  M.  Bahrfeldt.    Wien,  1897. 

The  author  of  this  work  has  taken  as  his  basis  Babelon's 
Monnaies  de  la  Republiqiie  romaine.  His  aim  and  object  has  been 
to  add  any  new  material  which  he  may  have  collected  relating 
to  this  section  of  Roman  numismatics,  and  to  correct  any 
errors  of  description  or  others  which  may  be  met  with  in 
M.  Babelon*s  work.  Besides  being  a  collector  of  Roman  coins 
for  a  period  of  over  twenty- five  years,  Herr  Bahrfeldt  has 
devoted  much  time  and  patience  to  the  examination  of  nearly  all 
the  public  and  private  collections  in  Europe,  a  list  of  which  is 
given  at  the  end  of  his  volume.  Naturally  he  has  found  new 
material,  and  traced  many  errors  of  description.  M.  Babelon's 
work  was  an  immense  advance  on  that  of  the  late  M.  Cohen  : 
the  latter  is  a  catalogue  j  the  former  is  the  work  of  a 
scholar.  It  is  true  that  M.  Babelon  made  some  use  of  his  pre- 
decessor's descriptions,  and  also  of  his  somewhat  imperi'ect 
illustrations ;  but  his  chronological  arrangement,  his  notes,  and 
the  history  of  the  various  moneyers,  are  in  the  main  original, 
and  it  is  on  these  that  the  real  value  of  his  work  is  based.  In 
the  midst  of  his  arduous  official  duties  M.  Babelon  was  of  course 
obliged  to  limit  his  researches  to  publiu  collections,  and  to  such 
private  ones  as  were  readily  accessible.  The  task  of  searching 
among  the  private  collections  generally  could  only  be  performed 
by  some  one  with  a  greater  amount  of  leisure,  and  it  is  this 
task  which  Herr  Bahrfeldt  has  accomplished.  The  result  is 
that  he  has  brought  together  a  great  deal  of  matter  which 
forms  an  excellent  supplement  to  M.  Babelon's  work.  Herr 
Bahrfeldt  has  been  most  painstaking  not  only  in  checking  M. 
Babelon*s  descriptions,  but  in  giving  a  good  deal  of  information 
concerning  the  publication  of  various  pieces.  We  have  no 
intention  to  criticise  the  work,  as  it  has  been  done  most  con* 
scientiously ;  but  we  must  say  that,  as  a  rule,  Herr  Bahrfeldt'a 
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corrections  and  emendations  are  not  of  any  very  great  importance 
Very  often  they  are  merely  a  discussion  as  to  whether  a  do 
should  have  heen  inserted  or  omitted  between  certain  words,  oi 
as  to  whether  the  form  of  a  letter  is  correctly  given  or  a  symbol 
accurately  described.  The  writer  makes  apparently  very  few 
if  any  criticisms  on  the  question  of  the  chronology  of  the  coins, 
which  is  one  of  the  chief  merits  of  M.  Babelon's  work  ;  nor  does 
he  discuss  in  any  way  M.  Babelon's  notes  about  the  moneyers. 
Preciseness  is  of  the  highest  importance  in  numismatics,  especi- 
ally when  coins  are  wanting  in  artistic  interest,  and  there  is  no 
lack  of  this  in  Herr  Bahrfeldt's  volume.  No  doubt  when  M. 
Babelon  issues  a  new  edition  of  his  work  he  will  not  fail  to 
consult  that  of  his  German  colleague.

Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  the  Achaan  League,  Compiled  by 
Major-Genend  M.  G.  Clerk.    London  (Quaritch),  1895. 

Major-General  Clerk  has  produced,  at  very  considerable 
pains,  a  full  catalogue  of  all  the  known  coins  of  the  AchffiaH 
League,  numbering  no  less  than  448.  As  this  is  an  increase 
by  205  on  the  list  published  by  Weil  in  1882,  the  necessity  of 
a  new  list  is  apparent.  The  only  new  town  to  which  a  coin  is 
attributed  is  Lusi,  in  Northern  Arcadia ;  but  a  very  large 
number  of  new  varieties  are  described.  Most  valuable  are  the 
thirteen  plates,  containing,  according  to  the  author's  statement, 
811  coins ;  although  we  are  not  sure  that  the  black  background 
does  not  detract  from  the  clearness  of  the  details.  There  are 
some  useful  lists  of  towns  and  names.  We  notice  a  number  of 
lapms  calami,  such  as  KOPONEIA»  Troezen,  Percy  Gar- 
diner, ImhoffBliimer,  Messine,  ANAPIAAZi  XAEAPX* 
(AY)ZIMA(KOZ) ;  but  there  are  none  of  any  disturbing 
force.  Altogether  numismatists  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
Major-Generfd  Clerk,  the  more  so  as  the  subject  which  he  has 
taken  up,  although  of  great  historical  importance,  is  not  one  of 
the  most  attractive  branches  of  Greek  numismatics.

MifUon*$  Numiimatic  Bibliography. 

It  is  to  the  perseverance  and  diligence  of  one  of  our  members, 
Mr.  Thomas  Minton,  that  the  Library  of  the  Department  of 
Coins  and  Medals  in  the  British  Museum  is  indebted  for  a  work 
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of  reference  the  value  of  which  to  numismatists  can  be  fully 
appreciated  only  by  those  who  are  privileged  to  make  use  of  it. 

For  many  years  past  Mr.  Minton  has  occupied  his  leisure 
time  in  compiling  a  voluminous  list  of  the  numismatic  works  of 
all  countries  which  have  appeared  during  the  present  century 
down  to  the  year  1898.  This  list  includes  not  only  books  and 
pamphlets  published  separately,  but  all  the  shorter  papers, 
memoirs,  and  notices  which  have  been  printed  in  the  numerous 
namismatic  journals  and  reviews. 

The  number  of  entries  exceeds  thirteen  thousand,  alphabeti- 
cally arranged  under  the  authors*  names,  the  works  of  each 
author  appearing  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  publication. 

Perhaps  the  most  generally  useful  portion  of  Mr.  Minton's 
work  will  be  found  to  be  the  Index,  which  occupies  a  separate 
volume  by  itself.  It  contains  nearly  three  thousand  names  of 
eonntries,  cities,  kings,  dynasties,  peoples,  &c.,  ancient.  Oriental, 
and  modern^  who  have  issued  coins,  followed  by  a  cross-refer- 
ence to  the  names  of  the  writers  who  have  dealt  with  the 
subject.  Naval,  military,  religious,  academical,  and  purely 
personal  medals  are  also  included  in  Mr.  Minton's  exhaustive 
Index. 

It  would,  of  course,  be  rash  to  assume  that  in  a  work  of  this 
kind  absolute  completeness  has  been  attained,  and  it  is  quite 
possible  that  omissions  might  have  been  supplied,  and  that 
many  corrections  in  detail  might  have  been  made,  if  the 
volumes  had  been  placed  in  the  printer's  hands,  and  if  the 
proofs  had  been  carefully  revised. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  publisher  has  been  found 
willing  to  undertake  the  expense  of  printing  a  bibliography 
of  such  colossal  dimensions,  and  dealing  with  a  single  special 
branch  of  science.  Mr.  Minton  has  therefore  most  liberally 
presented  his  MS.  to  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum, 
where,  in  the  Medal  Boom,  it  will  be  readily  accessible  to  all 
students.  ^

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Saxon  Confs  found  near  Hitghin. — DnriDg  the  great  gale 
of  1895  a  number  of  elm-trees  were  uprooted  in  the  district 
around  Hitchin,  in  some  cases  pulling  up  great  masses  of  earth 
attached  to  their  roots.  At  a  village  a  few  miles  to  the  north 
.  of  the  town  some  labourers  noticed  some  coins  among  the  roots 
of  a  tree  that  they  were  removing,  but  as  they  appeared  to  be 
of  base  metal,  no  care  was  taken  of  them,  and  it  was  with  diffi- 
culty that  I  was  able  to  get  together  four  out  of  the  seven  coins 
which  appear  to  have  been  found.  They  are  all  pennies,  three 
of  Burgred  and  one  of  iBthelred  I.,  and  of  the  usual  types. 
(Ending,  PI.  VII.  1  to  14,  and  PI.  XV.  1  to  4.)  The  moneyers 
of  Burgred  are  EADNOD,  LVDHEEE,  and  LIAEVALD;  of 
^thelred  1.  BIAEMZAH.  I  believe  that  I  am  right  in  reading 
LVDHEEE,  instead  of  the  more  ordinary  GVDHERE.  The 
penny  of  iBthelred  appears  to  be  of  baser  metal  than  the  coins 
of  Burgred. 

Looking  at  the  circumstances  under  which  these  coins  were 
found,  it  seems  extremely  probable  that  the  seven  coins  are 
merely  a  sample,  as  it  were,  of  a  much  larger  hoard  that  is  still 
buried  at  the  spot  where  once  the  elm- tree  stood  among  the 
roots  of  which  they  were  found.  But  to  make  any  further 
examination,  the  spot  must  be  identified,  and  this  at  present 
seems  impossible. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  upon  record  the  discovery 
of  four  other  Saxon  coins  at  no  very  great  distance  from 
Hitchin.  Two  of  these  are  sceattas  of  the  type  Ruding,  PI. 
n.  27,  which  were  found  near  iSandy,  Beds.  The  third  is  of 
Offa,  found  at  Ashwell,  Herts,  moneyer  EOBX,  Ruding,  PI. 
IV.  14,  and  the  fourth  is  of  Alfred,  found  at  Sbillin^ton,  Beds, 
type  of  Ruding,  PI.  XV.  5,  with  EDVALD  MONETA  on  the 
reverse.     This  seems  to  be  a  scarce  variety.

Undescribedt  Penny  of  Kisg  John. — Some  little  time  ago  I 
came   into   possession  of  a  sbort-crcbs  penny,  which   I   was 
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nnable  to  identify.  During  a  recent  visit  to  the  British  Museum 
I  showed  it  to  Mr.  H.  Gnieber,  who  kindly  took  the  trouble  to 
look  into  the  matter  for  me,  and  finally  confirmed  my  opinion 
that  it  was  previously  undescribed.  I  therefore  record  it  in 
these  pages  as  follows,  viz. : — 

Oil?.— »2(CNRI(CVS  . .  .  eCX  ;  front  face  with  two  curls 
each  side,  cross  above;  sceptre  to  right. 

Rev,—WILL&Jj ...  ON  Lttll  (Willelm,  on  Leicester ;  in 
earlier  reigns  LEII  would  have  stood  for  Chester, 
according  to  Montague's  revision,  but  CE  or  CES 
appears  on  Chester  coins  at  this  date);  usual 
small  cross  and  double  pellets  in  centre. 

The  coin  is  of  the  rough  Henricus  type  usually  ascribed  to 
King  John.  The  four  E's  in  the  lettering  are  curiously  formed, 
thus  f€ ;  the  long  termination  to  the  central  stroke  of  the  E 
almost  gives  the  appearance  of  a  double  C.

An  Unpublished  Coorg  Medal. — This  pewter  medal,  of 
which  an  illustration  is  given,  has  lately  been  presented  to  me 
by  Henry  Tyler,  Esq.,  J  P.,  of  Limavaddy,  Ireland,  who  was 
once  in  the  Madras  Artillery  Corps.  He  procured  it  in  the 
Madras  Presidency. 

The  medal  is  very  rare.  I  know  of  no  other  specimen.  It 
weighs  417  grains,  and  is  two  inches  iu  diameter. 
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In  1884  Raja  Vera  Bajendra  Woodiar,  Raja  of  the  small 
mountaiDoas  principality  of  Coorg  in  boatbern  India,  broke 
out  into  rebellion  against  the  paramount  power  of  the  Honour- 
able East  India  Company.  The  Raja  is  the  most  cruel  character 
in  the  pa^es  of  Indian  history.  His  country  was  invaded  by 
four  British  columns ;  two  were  successful,  two  were  not  so. 
It  was  a  short,  sharp  little  campaign,  which  lasted  only  from 
the  2nd  to  the  10th  April,  1884,  when  the  Raja  surrendered. 
He  was  sept  a  State  prisoner  to  Benares.  He  had  for  children 
two  daughters:  one  he  gave  in  marriage  to  Maharaja  Jung 
Bahadur  of  Nepal,  and  the  other  he  sent  to  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria  to  be  made  a  Christian  of:  she  was  the  Princess 
Victoria  of  Coorg  who  married  Colonel  Campbell  ot  the  Madras 
army. 

This  medal  was  given  to  all  his  soldiery  by  the  Raja  previous 
to  the  commencement  of  hostilities  with  the  British-Indian 
troops.  The  inscription  on  it  is  in  Persian.  Persian  was  the 
diplomatic  and  Court  language  in  India  at  that  time. 

Translated  into  English  it  runs  thus : — 

'*  0 1  Great  God !  I  your  humble  servant  do  send  this 
man  to  war  on  the  enemy,  but  in  your  protection  and  assistance 
I  alone  put  my  trust. 

**  The  punishment  of  all  cowards  is  necessary." 

Then  below  in  Canarese  is  Sri,  the  name  of  his  Hindu 
divinity. 

The  Coorg  country  and  the  Coorg  people  are  beautiful  to  a 
degree.

A  Little  Silver  Coin  of  En  NXsir,  Imam  of  San'a,  has 
lately  come  into  my  possession  from  the  Calvert  Sale,  and  a 
description  of  it  may  be  of  interest  to  collectors  of  Oriental 
coins,  as  it  corrects  or  completes  the  reading  of  the  specimen 
described  and  figured  in  the  Brit,  Mus,  Catalogue  of  Oriental 
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Coifu,  ToL  X.,  p.  76,  No.  864i,  and  adds  a  new  mint  to  the 
list:  it  reads: — 

Size  -8  inch.    Weight  28^  grains. 

My  eoin  is  in  very  good  preservation,  which,  judging  by  the 
illnstraiion,  is  not  the  case  with  the  Maseum  specimen,  and 
reads  distinctly  in  the  third  line  of  reverse  iX«^s^  and  mint  jl^  J, 
Damar.  This  town  is  in  Yemen,  nearly  dae  south  of  San'd,  and 
from  the  following  quotations  from  Niebuhr  and  Abulfeda,  for 
which  as  well  as  for  the  attribution  I  am  indebted  to  the  kind- 
ness of  Dr.  Godrington,  it  appears  to  have  been  a  place  of  some 
importance  down  to  the  close  of  the  last  century. 

From  Niebuhr,  Description  de  VArabie,  p.  205 : 

<<  Lie  Departement  de  Macthareb  el  anes. 

"  II  est  tres  fertile  en  bled  et  le  seul  dans  le  domaine  de 
rim&m  ou  Ton  ait  des  haras  bien  fournis.  II  est  situe  entre 
Sanhdn^  BeUdd  dnes  et  Jertni.  La  capitale  en  est :  jU»  J  Damar, 
grande  ville  ouverte,  situee  dans  une  plaine  a  12  lieues  et 
demie  d*Allem.  de  San^.  On  y  voit  une  grande  citadelle 
et  beaucoup  de  jolies  maisons.  Mais  ce  qu'il  y  a  de  plus  re- 
marqnable  a  Damdry  o'est  une  universite  celebre,  dans  laquelle 
il  y  a  beaucoup  d'etudians,  surtout  de  Zeidites.  Ici  sont  enterres 
deux  Imdnis,  Om  ed  Din  et  Mutciherj  de  la  famille  actuellement 
r  gnante  k  Kaukebdn." 

From  Abulfeda,  translated  by  M.  Beinaud,  vol.  ii.,  part  i., 
p.  123 : 

"  Dzamar  (ou  suivant  Tauteur  du  Lobab,  Dzimar),  appartient 
a  TYemen,  dans  le  premier  dimat.

c'est  de  1^  que  plusieurs  auteurs  de  traditions  ont  tire  leur 
origine.     II  est  parl6  de  cette  ville  dans  Thistoire  de  TArabie."

ON  SOME  RARE  GREEK  COINS. 

(See  Plates  XI— XIV.) 

I  HAVE  already,  on  three  former  occasions,  given  to 
the  Society  an  account  of  coins,  added  to  my  collection, 
which,  from  their  interest,  beauty,  or  rarity,  it  appeared 
desirable  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  our  members.  In 
this  paper  I  propose  to  continue  that  record. 

I  commence,  as  I  have  before  done,  with  coins  in 
electrum,  among  which  wiU  be  found  some  new  and 
important  types  in  the  large  and,  apparently,  not  yet 
exhausted  series  of  Cyzicus.

This  stater,  hitherto,  like  the  last,  unpublished,  belongs 
to  the  best  period  of  the  monetary  art  of  the  State,  and  is 
the  work  of  an  engraver  of  high  merit.  The  modelling 
and  action  of  the  figures  are  alike  admirable,  and  the  com- 
position is  equally  well  balanced  and  efEective.  The  male 
figure  wears  a  headdress^  made  indistinct  by  a  flaw  of  the 
die,  which  has  thin  lines  projecting  from  it,  and  which 
does  not  look  like  a  kausia.  To  the  same  flaw  may  be 
attributed  the  appearance  of  the  figure  having  a  beard. 
If  the  projecting  lines  could  be  interpreted  as  rays,  the 
design  might  be  that  of  Helios  about  to  harness  one  of  his 
horses,  but  this  can  scarcely  be  accepted  as  a  possible 
explanation  of  the  type.  It  probably  represents  some  hero 
connected  with  the  legendary  history  of  the  place.

A  hectS  of  this  stater  was  published  and  engraved  in 
the  Electrum  Coinage  of  Cyzicus,  No.  128,  PL  V.  22, 
where  the  animal  was  wrongly  described  as  a  horse. 
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though  Professor  Gardner  had  then  suggested  that  it  was  a 
deer.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  one  of  the  deer  tribe 
iff  represented,  for,  apart  from  the  general  form,  which  is 
sufficiently  characteristic,  there  is  the  appearance  of  a 
short  horn  in  front  of  the  ear.

The  type  is  a  new  one  at  Cyzicus,  though  a  somewhat 
similar  subject,  where  the  two  brothers  are  represented, 
has  been  published  in  Electrum  Coinage  of  Ct/xicus,  No.  63, 
PL  in.  14.  The  same  representation  of  Herakles  and  the 
serpents  occurs  on  the  coinage  of  several  places,  and 
notably  on  the  alliance  coins  of  Samos,  Ephesus,  Cnidus, 
lasus,  and  Ithodes,  struck  after  the  battle  of  Cnidus,  B.C. 
394.  On  a  beautiful  gold  stater  of  Lampsacus,  copied  no 
doubt  from  one  of  Oyzicus,  the  subject  is  treated  in  a  very 
similar  way.  The  work  of  the  Lampsacene  artist,  both  in 
grouping  and  modelling,  is  inferior,  however,  to  that  of 
the  Cyzicene  engraver. 

5.  Ohv, — ^Youthfol,  beardless,  male  head  L,  wearing  a  peenliar 

headdress  (xtXtov),  wreathed  with  laurel.  Beneath, 
tunny  L 

Rev. — ^Mill-sail  incuse. 

EL.    40-1  grs.    [PL  XI.  6.] 

The  headdress  is  very  similar  to  that  on  a  stater 
engraved,  PL  III.  21,  in  Electr.  Coinage  of  Cyzicm,  where 
the  person  whose  head  is  represented  may  be  identified

with  Odysseus.  The  head  on  this  hectfi  cannot,  however, 
be  of  the  aged  wandering  seafarer,  nor  can  it,  with  any 
probability,  be  attributed,  unless  it  be  of  one  of  the 
Dioskouroi. 

6.  Ohv. — Yonthfol  male  head  1. ;  hair  curled.    Behind,  tunny 

downwards. 

Rev. — Mill-sail  incuse. 

EL.     41-6  gra.     [PL  XI.  6.] 

This,  a  hectS  of  the  poorly  preserved  stater  described  in 
Electr.  Coinage  of  Cyticus^  No.  79,  PI.  III.  32,  is  in  a 
sufficiently  good  state  to  exhibit  the  features  and  hair 
perfectly.  It  belongs  to  the  earlier  coinage  of  the  State, 
and  is  of  very  good  workmanship.  There  is  nothing 
sufficiently  characteristic  about  it  to  allow  of  its  being 
attributed.  Another  and  similar  hect^  (40*1  grs.)  is  in 
the  collection  of  Dr.  Weber. 

7.  Ohv, — Naked,  winged,  male  figure,  with  apparently  the 

head  and  back  fin  of  a  dolphin,  flying  L  He 
holds  a  tunny  by  the  tail  in  the  left  hand,  and  a 
club  or  some  other  object,  over  the  shoulder,  in 
the  right. 

Rev. — Mill-sail  incuse. 

EL.    20-2  grs.     [PL  XI.  7.] 

This  twelfth  was  published  in  Electr.  Coinage  of  Cf/zicm, 
No.  60,  PL  III.  11,  from  a  badly  struck  coin  in  the 
British  Museum.  The  present  coin,  which  is  in  good 
condition,  gives  the  type  much  more  distinctly,  though 
the  head  and  the  objects  near  it  are  not  so  clear  that  they 
can  be  identified  with  certainty.  The  subject  is  quite 
incapable  of  being  explained. 
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8.  Ohv. — Harpy,  flying  left,  the  wings  spread  above  and 

below  the  body.  In  front  of  each  wing  and  over- 
lying it  is  a  tnnny  1. 

Eev, — ^Mill-sail  incnse. 

EL.  20-8  grs.     [PL  XI.  a] 

The  type  of  this  twelfth  is  a  novel  representation  of  a 
harpy  on  the  coinage  of  Cyzicus,  though  the  creatnre  is 
found  otherwise  and  variously  treated  on  staters,  hectae, 
and  twelfths. 

9.  Obv. — ^A  figure  to  r.,  with  the  head  of  a  hippopotamus, 

and  bird's  wings  and  tail,  holding  a  tunny  upright 
Or,  a  winged  monster  with  lion's  head  and  fore- 
paw,  and  a  bird's  foot  and  tail,  holding  a  tnnny 
upright  by  the  tail. 

Rev. — Boughly  formed  mill-sail  incuse. 
EL  89-8  grs.     [PI.  XI.  9.] 

This  early  hectfi,  though  a  little  rubbed,  is  well  enough 
preserved  to  allow  the  details  to  be  made  out  with  some 
degree  of  certainty.  The  head  appears  to  be  that  of  a  hip- 
popotamus, and  the  breasts  and  projecting  belly  are,  to  me, 
quite  apparent.  All  these  are  attributes  of  the  Egyptian 
deity  Thoueris  (Ta — urt),  and  the  figure  has  a  striking  re- 
semblance to  the  well-known  representations  of  the  goddess. 
It  may  seem  unlikely  that  such  a  subject  should  occur 
on  a  coin  of  Cyzicus,  but  that  commercial  city  was  so 
much  in  the  habit  of  copying  the  coins  of  other  states, 
and  using  subjects  otherwise  connected  with  them,  as 
to  make  it  by  no  means  impossible  that  an  Egyptian 
deity  should  be  found  among  its  coin  types. 

It  may,  however,  as  Mr.  Head  maintains,  be  a  lion- 
headed  winged  monster,  and,  if  so,  a  subject  at  present 
quite  inexplicable. 
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10.  Obv. — Head  of  ram  1.,  with  a  trifid  objeet  and  a  line 
projecting  from  it   behind;  above  it,  a  tunny 

Rev. — Mill-sail  incase. 

EL.  41-7  grs.     [PL  XL  10.] 

Obv. — Similar  head  and  tunny. 

Bev. — ^Mill-sail  incuse. 

N.  129-6.     [PL  XL  12.] 

These  two  coinSy  a  hect6  and  a  twelfth,  have  a  type 
hitherto  unknown  on  the  Cyzicene  coinage,  though  a 
ram  itself,  the  forepart  of  one,  and  a  ram*s  head  joined  to 
that  of  a  lion,  are  already  known.  The  projection  behind 
the  head,  which  would  probably  have  appeared  on  the 
twelfth,  had  not  that  part  of  the  type  been  off  the^n, 
may  possibly  be  a  flower. 

The  twelfth  is  below  the  normal  weight,  but  it  has 
been  filed  down  to  fit  into  a  ring  or  some  other  ornament. 

Lampsagus. 

Obv, — Head  of  Hermes  L,  wearing  petasos. 

Rev. — ^Forepart  of  winged  horse  r.  in  shallow  square 
incuse. 

EL.  16-8  grs.     [PL  XL  11.] 

This  very  beautiful  head  of  Hermes  was  probably  copied 
from  a  somewhat  similar  head  on  a  stater  of  Cyzicus. 

The  god  is  here  represented  with  short  hair,  in  which 
respect  the  head  differs  from  the  Cyzicene  prototype,  as 
also  it  does  in  not  having  the  herald-staff  as  an  accom- 
paniment. This  is  not  the  only  instance  in  which  the 
engraver-artists  of  Lampsacus  copied  the  works  of  the  die- 
sinkers  of  Cyzicus,  just  as  Cyzicus  reproduced  the  types 
of  other  States  on  its  coinage.  As  examples  of  this  practice 
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the  heads  of  Actaaon  and  Odysseus  and  Herakles  strangling 
the  serpents  may  be  noted. 

A  coin  from  the  same  dies  is  in  the  Cab.  des  M^dailles, 
Parisy  once  in  the  oolleotion  of  the  late  M.  Waddington. 

Phoo£a. 

1.  Obv. — ^Bearded  head  1. ;  hair  short. 
Bev. — lljll-sail  ino9se. 

EL.    88-8  grs.    [PL  XI.  18.] 

Though  there  is  no  appearance  of  a  seal,  the  place 
where  it  would  have  been  being  off  the  flan,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  the  coin  is  of  Fhocaea  and  unpublished.  The 
head,  which  is  noble  in  its  expression,  and  artistically  of 
fine  treatment,  cannot  be  identified.  The  absence  of  a 
wreath  seems  to  preclude  it  from  being  the  head  of 
a  deity,  and  it  is  of  too  early  a  date  to  be  a  portrait. 

2.  Obv, — ^lion  crouching  1. ;  ahove  it,  a  seal  to  1. 
Bev. — ^Irregularly  formed  mill-sail  incuse. 

EL.     89-8  grs.     [PL  XI.  14.] 

This  early  hectS  of  Fhocaea  appears  to  be  hitherto 
unpublished.  There  is  nothing  to  be  remarked  about  the 
t3rpe— one  not  uncommon  on  the  coinage  of  many  States. 

8.  O&r.— Three  seals  swimming  in  a  circle,  and  slightly 
overlapping  each  other.  Behind  the  back  of  two 
of  them  is  a  pellet ;  the  place  where  there  was 
probably  a  third  is  off  the  flan.  At  the  centre  is 
a  similar  pellet.     Circle  of  dots. 

Rev, — Square  incuse  oontaining  irregalar  raised  markings. 
EL.    89-6  grs.    [PL  XI.  15.] 

A  remarkable  coin  of  a  somewhat  debased  Phocaic 
standard,  most  probably  belonging  to  Phocaea,  though 
the  incuse  is  not  the  usual  one.     The  circle  of  dots  is  an 
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uncommon  feature  upon  the  early  electrum  coinage,  but 
is  found  on  a  half  stater  of  the  Milesian  standard,  which 
has  a  floral  device  on  the  obverse.  (B.  M.  Cat.,  Ionia, 
No.  2,  PL  I.  2.)  This  hect£,  now  first  published,  was 
issued,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  style  of  its  work,  about 
the  beginning  of  the  fifth  century  b.c.  The  position  of 
the  seals  appears  to  suggest  revolution,  and,  equally  with 
the  wheel  and  other  similar  forms,  'the  type  may,  perhaps, 
be  regarded  as  a  sun  emblem.  Some  might  call  the 
pellets  stars,  and  view  the  whole  arrangement  as  the  sun 
revolving  in  the  starry  vault  of  heaven. 

4.  Obv. — Goat  kneeling  1.     Above,  seal  1. 

Bev, — Irregularly  shaped  mill-sail  incase. 

EL.     89-6  grs.     [PI  XI.  16.] 

A  hect^  of  PhocsBa,  identical  in  every  respect  with  the 
coin  of  Cyzicus  of  the  same  denomination,  engraved  in 
Electrum  Coinage  of  Cyzicm,  PL  Y.,  28,  except  in  having 
the  seal  above,  instead  of  the  tunny  beneath. 

Another  specimen  of  the  hectS   was  in  the  Ivanoff 

Collection  (Sale  Gat.,  Lot  159 =Brandi8,  p.  396  ;  weight 

40  grains). 

Miletus. 

Obv. — Lion  recumbent  to  1.,  the  head,  with  open  mouth, 
turned  back,  and  apparently  roaring,  placed 
within  an  oblong  frame,  divided  into  squares  by 
a  series  of  two  thin  lines. 

Bev. — ^Three  incuses,  the  central  oblong,  the  others 
square,  aU  with  cusped  edges.  The  oblong  one 
contains  an  animal,  like  a  fox,  standing  1. ;  the 
four  pellets  connected  by  lines  in  front  of  it  are  a 
separate  punch  mark.  One  square  contains  a 
stag's  head  r.,  the  other  five  pellets,  arranged 
from  the  central  one  in  a  cross  form,  by  a  joining 
of  thin  lines. 

EL.  212-4  grs.     [PI.  XL  17.] 
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An  early  stater  of  pale  electrum,  probably  of  Miletus. 
A  similar  coin  has  been  published  from  the  collection  of 
the  British  Museum  in  the  B.  M,  Cat,  Ionia,  PL  III.  5, 
which»  however,  has  the  lion  in  a  reversed  position,  and 
placed  within  a  double  frame,  with  some  looped  markings 
above  and  behind  the  lion.  M.  Babelon  {Revue  Numia- 
nuUique,  3rd  Ser.,  vol.  xiii.,  PL  YI.  4)  has  published 
another  stater,  quite  similar  to  that  now  under  notice, 
from  the  Cabinet  des  M^dailles,  Paris,  as  well  as  two 
tritae  and  the  fourth  of  a  stater  of  the  same  issue.  In 
the  British  Museum  is  a  half-stater  identical  in  types 
with  the  stater  in  the  same  collection  (1.  c.  PL  III.  6). 

The  attribution  to  Miletus  is  confirmed  by  the  type 
being  the  same  as  that  used  in  later  times  on  its  silver 
money,  where  in  some  instances,  however,  only  the  fore- 
part of  the  lion  is  represented.  The  stellate  object  on 
the  silver  coins  may  possibly  be  a  development  of  the 
united  pellets  on  the  electrum  coin,  and  with  the  same 
significance  in  each  case.  It  is  probable  that  the 
whole  series  of  electrum  coins,  which  have  the  three 
incuses,  one  oblong  and  two  square,  on  the  reverse, 
were  minted  at  Miletus,  as  has  been  suggested  by  M. 
Babelon  in  his  very  valuable  essay,  "Etudes  sur  les 
Monnaies  primitives  d'Asie  Mineure,''  in  the  Revue 
Numismaiique,  A  stater  (219  grs.)  with  the  same  reverse 
as  the  present  coin,  and  with  a  striated  surface  on  the 
obverse,  was  published  by  M.  Fran9.  Leuormant  (An^ 
nuaire  de  la  Sociiti  Franf.  de  Numismaiique,  vol.  iv.,  p.  171, 
No.  1)  from  a  coin  he  saw  at  Smyrna  in  I860. 

EuBOio  Standard. 

Obv, — An  object  which  has  somewhat  of  the  appearance 
of  a  silphium  plant,  with  what  look  like  animal 
forms  on  each  side. 

VOL.  XVII.   THIRD  SERIES.  M  M 
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Bw. — Sqnard  incase  with  irregular  marldiigs,  which  sng 
gest  a  representation  of  some  form. 

EL.    44-6  grs.    [PL  XL  18.] 

06v. — Similar. 
B&v, — Similar. 

EL.    44-2  grs.     [PL  XI.  19.] 

Two  specimens,  from  different  dies,  of  a  class  of  elec- 
tmm  coins  which  have  already  been  described  but  never 
interpreted.  (See  Head,  '' Metrological  Notes/'  Num. 
Chron.,  N.S.,  voL  xv.,  p.  274 ;  5.  M.  Cat,  Coins  of  Ionia, 
PL  II.  16 ;  Babelon,  Bevtie  Numia.,  3rd  Ser.,  voL  xii., 
PL  in.  6,  6.) 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  object  represented,  if  indeed  any 
special  one  was  attempted,  should  be  a  silphium  plant, 
and  the  coins  probably  belong  to  a  time  before  there  was 
any  coinage  at  Oyrene.  At  the  same  time  it  is  difficult 
to  believe  that  dies  should  have  been  executed  which  it 
was  not  intended  should  have  any  definite  device  upon. 
them.  That  something  more  than  mere  indeterminate 
marks  was  meant  to  be  represented  appears  to  be  pro* 
bable  on  account  of  the  coins  presenting  a  similar  de- 
vice, and  yet  being  struck  from  different  dies.  The 
same  thing  may  be  said  of  the  markings  within  the 
incuse  of  the  reverse,  and  were  the  imagination  allowed 
free  play,  many  forms,  animal  and  otherwise,  might 
suggest  themselves. 

Phooaic  Standabd. 

1.  Olv. — ^Bifrontal  head ;  male,  with  animal  ears  and  long 
beard,  to  r.,  female  to  1.     No  neck  to  the  heads. 

Bev, — Square  incase  containing  markings,   which   pro- 
bably are  representations  of  four  Swasticas. 

EL.     19-2  grs.     [PL  XI,  20.] 
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An  interestiiig  and  well-executed  archaie  couiy  with  the 
heads  of  a  Satyr  and  a  Nymph.  A  similar  subject,  but 
treated  differently,  occurs  on  a  hectS  of  Oyzicus  {Eleetr. 
Coinage  of  Cyzicus,  No.  47,  PL  II.  25). 

2.  Obv. — ^Human  thigh,  leg,  and  foot,  naked,  to  r. 

Bev. — Square  incuse,  divided  into  four  quarters  by  two 
lines  crossing  each  other  diagonaUy. 

EL.     101  grs.     [PL  XL  21.] 

This  very  extraordinary  coin,  a  twenty-fourth  of  the 
Phocaic  standard,  has  not  hitherto  occurred  in  electrum, 
though  a  silver  coin  of  the  same  type  is  known  (see  recent 
acquisitions  of  the  British  Museum,  Numismatic  Chronicle^ 
3rd  Series,  vol.  x.  p.  329,  PL  XIX.  21). 

It  is  impossible  to  attribute  it  to  any  place,  or  to 
interpret  its  meaning,  but,  together  with  the  silver  coin, 
it  no  doubt  belongs  to  some  town  on,  or  near  to,  the  west 
coast  of  Asia  Minor. 

8.  Obv, — ^Fore  part  of  horse  galloping,  to  L 

Rev, — Hill-sail  incuse. 

EL.     87  grs.     [PL  XI.  22.] 

This  early  hectS,  though  much  below  the  normal  weight, 
is  probably  of  the  Phocaic  standard.  It  cannot  be 
assigned  with  any  certainty  to  PhocsBa,  there  not  being 
any  remains  of  a  seal  clearly  visible.  The  horse,  though 
not  so  rudely  represented  as  that  on  the  primitive  silver 
coins  of  the  ^ginetic  standard,  which  have  been  attri- 
buted, though  on  quite  insufficient  grounds,  to  Cyme,  is 
Tery  similar  to  that  on  this  coin. 

The  incuse,  of  the  mill-sail  pattern,  though  somewhat 
irregular  in  form,  might  point  to  Oyzicus  or  Phocssa  as 
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the  place  of  mintage,  both  of  which  used  the  Phocaic 
Btandardy  and  there  is  some  indication  of  marks  behind 
the  head  which  may  possibly  be  the  remains  of  a  tunny 
or  of  a  seal. 

4.  Ohv. — Bull  or  cow  r.,  with  head  turned  back. 

Jiev, — Square  incuse,  containing  markings,  which  assume 
somewhat  of  a  cross  form. 

Ji.    lOgrs.    [PI.  XL  28.] 

This  pretty  little  coin,  which,  on  account  of  its  colour, 
appears  to  be  of  gold,  is  a  twenty-fourth  of  the  Phocaic 
standard.  It  is  noted,  but  without  being  figured,  by 
M.  Babelon  in  Bevm  Numismatique,  3rd  Ser.,  vol.  xiii. 
p.  41,  but  is  not  assigned  by  him  to  any  place. 

A  well-known  electrum  stater  of  the  Milesian  standard, 
once  attributed  to  Samos,  but  now,  together  with  other 
staters  of  the  same  weight,  colour,  and  incuse  of  the 
reverse,  given,  with  some  probability,  by  M.  Six,  to  Chios, 
has  upon  it  the  fore-part  of  a  bull,  with  reverted  head. 
With  the  exception  of  this  twenty-fourth  and  the  stater 
just  mentioned,  I  do  not  know  of  any  early  gold  or 
electrum  coin  which  has  for  its  type  a  bull,  either  the 
whole  or  in  part,  with  the  head  in  that  position.  The 
head  and  neck  of  a  bull  is  a  common  tjrpe  on  the  silver 
money  of  Samos,  and  Mr.  Head  {B.  M.  Cat.,  Ionia,  p.  349, 
PL  III.  23)  has  classed,  but  with  a  note  of  doubt,  an 
electrum  forty-eighth  of  the  Phocaic  standard  to  that 
state.  There  is,  however,  no  evidence  of  the  use  of  the 
Phocaic  standard  at  Samos,  and  the  two  coins — that  now 
under  notice  and  that  in  the  British  Museum  referred  to 
above — must  at  present  remain  among  the  uncertain  of 
Asia  Minor. 
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5.  Obv. — ^Dog,  lying  cnrled  round,  asleep,  to  r.  (?) 
Bn. — ^Irregularly  shaped  incuse. 

EL.    20-8  grs.    [PI.  XL  24.] 

This  twelfth  of  the  Phocaic  standard,  hitherto  unpub- 
lished, cannot  be  attributed,  though  it  belongs,  no  doubt, 
to  some  place  on  the  west  coast  of  Asia  Minor. 

A  dog  occurs  in  yarious  fashions  on  the  electrum 
coinage  of  Cyzicus,  but  not  in  the  way  here  represented. 

6.  Obv. — Fibula  upon  a  raised  disk, 

Eev, — Square  incuse,  containing  markings  which  assume 
something  of  the  form  of  a  Maltese  cross. 

EL.    42-2  grs.     [PI.  XL  25.] 

A  hect6,  of  the  Ml  weight  of  the  Phocaic  standard, 
hitherto  unpublished.  The  type  is  a  most  remarkable 
and  quite  novel  one  among  the  many  and  varied  subjects 
on  the  large  series  of  Greek  coins.  To  what  place  it 
belongs,  and  what  explanation  of  it  may  be  given,  it  is 
hard  to  say.  It  probably  has  reference  to  some  legend 
which  is  now  unknown.  Had  the  story  of  Jason  and  the 
loss  of  his  sandal  been  forgotten,  the  occurrence  of  a  sandal 
on  the  coins  of  Larissa  would  have  been  quite  inexplicable. 
The  beads,  large  and  small,  strung  on  the  bow  of  the 
fibula,  were  on  the  original  dress-&stener  probably  made 
of  bronze,  glass,  or  amber,  though  the  latter  material, 
commonly  used  at  an  early  time  in  Italy,  was  not  frequent 
in  Asia  Minor.  In  the  collection  of  the  British  Museum 
is  a  fibula,  very  similar  in  form  to  that  on  the  coin,  from 
Gamirus,  which  has  bronze  beads  on  it.  In  early  times 
it  was  a  not  unusual  thing  to  offer  fibulas  in  the  temples, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  hectS  was  struck  as  a  representa- 
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tiye  of  a  fibula  and  offered  in  its  place.     This  does  not, 
howeyer^  appear  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  explanation. 

7.  Obv. — ^A  flower  (?)  represented  by  a  central  pellet  and  six 

others,  of  different  sizes,  round  it.  It  is  sur- 
rounded 'by  what  has  somewhat  the  appearance 
of  leaves. 

Rev. — ^An  irregular-shaped  incuse,  with  two  raised  lines 
crossing  diagonally  within  it. 

EL.     5-3  grs.     [PI.  XL  26.] 

8.  Obv, — ^A  cup-shaped  object. 

R&v. — Square  incuse,  with  raised  markings  within  it 
EL.    2-8  grs.    [PI.  XL  27.] 

The  type  of  both  of  these  small  electrum  coins,  a  forty- 
eighth  and  ninety-sixth  of,  apparently,  the  Phocaic  stan- 
dard, is  not  easy  of  explanation,  though  that  of  the  first  is 
either  a  flower  or  a  lion's  head,  r.  Nor  can  they  be  classed 
except  to  some  place  on  the  west  coast  of  Asia  Minor. 
They  were  found  together  in  the  island  of  Imbros. 

Milesian  Standabd. 

1.  Obv, — ^Fore  part  of  lion  to  1.,  with  fore-leg  outstretched, 
and  open  mouth.  Li  front  of  the  mouth  are  some 
marks  which  may  be  letters,  and  beyond  them 
undefined  markings. 

Rev. — Oblong  incuse,  divided  into  two  equal  parts. 

EL.     86  grs.    [PI.  XH.  1.] 

This  hectd  of  the  Milesian  standard  appears  to  be  of  the 
same  issue  as  the  coins  attributed  by  M.  Six  to  Alyattes, 
Eing  of  Lydia,  in  a  paper  in  the  Num.  Chran.,  3rd  Ser., 
Tol.  X.,  and  described  by  M.  Babelon,  Eev.  Num.,  3rd 
Ser.,  Yol.  xiii.,  p.  317.     The  letters,  if  such  they  are,  in 
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front  of  the  lion's  month  have  been  read  into  .j^^/p\\ 
but  it  wonld  be  hazardous  to  resolve  the  markings  on  this 
hecti  into  those  letter  forms. 

2.  06v.— Lion's  head  to  1. 

Sev. — Square  ineuse,  with  rounded  comers,  filled   with 
irregular  markings. 

EL.     18*2  grs.     [PI.  XIL  2.] 

A  twelfth  of  the  Milesian .  standard,  having  upon  it  a 
rude  representation  of  a  lion's  head.  Above  the  head  are 
remains  of  what  may  be  letters,  but  they  may  equally 
well  be  part  of  a  wreath ;  another  part  of  which,  if  it  be  a 
wreath,  may  be  seen  behind  the  head. 

8.  Obv. — Lion's  head  to  r. 

Bev. — Square  incuse,  with  rounded  comers. 

EL.    61grs.    [PI.  XIL  8.] 

It  is  not  easy  to  say  with  certainty  what  is  the  object 
represented.  On  the  whole  it  appears  to  be  the  head 
of  a  lion  seen  in  profile  to  r.,  the  eye  and  ear  being 
sufficiently  apparent,  as  also  are  the  mouth  and  jaws. 

4.  Obv. — Lion's  head  adv.,  within  a  linear  square. 

Rev, — Square  incuse. 

EL.     8-8  grs.     [PI.  XH.  4.]

The  type  is  one  belonging  to  Eretria,  but  as  it  is  very 
doubtful  if  in  early  times  electrum  coins  were  struck  by 
any  place  outside  Asia  Minor,  the  coin  probably  belongs 
to  some  town  on  the  western  sea-coast  of  that  country.

These  early  coins  of  the  Milesian  standard,  two  hectae 
and  a  twenty-fourth,  have  upon  them  the  well-known 
type  of  the  silver  pieces  of  Cebren,  which  are  identified 
as  belonging  to  that  place,  by  having  upon  them  the 
letters  KEBP.  They  have  not  been  engrayed  before, 
though  Brandis,  p.  389,  published  the  two  first  from 
these  identical  coins.  Another  (8*8  grs.)  is  noted  in  -B.  Jf. 
Cat,  Coins  of  Ionia,  p.  6,  No.  17,  and  M.  Six  has  referred 
to  two,  one  66*2  grs.,  the  other  102  grs.,  in  his  own  collec- 
tion {Num.  Chron.,  3rd  Ser.,  vol.  x.  p.  47a). 

M.  Babelon,  in  "Etudes  sur  les  Monnaies  primitives 
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d'Aaie  Mineure  "  (Jfer.  Numie.^  8rd  Ser.,  vol.  xiii.  p.  29), 
is  inclined  to  class  these  and  other  similar  coins  to 
dazomensB.  He  thinks  that  Cebren,  situated,  as  it  was, 
at  a  distance  from  the  sea,  was  not  likely  to  have  had  an 
early  electrum  coinage.  Some  of  the  coins  he  refers  to 
are  of  the  Phocaic  standard,  and  may  very  possibly  belong 
to  Clazomense ;  but  the  coins  now  under  notice,  as  well 
as  the  twenty-fourths  in  the  British  Museum  and  the 
Biblioth^ue,  are  of  the  Milesian  standard.  It  does  not 
seem  probable  that  any  place  would  issue>  at  the  same 
time  and  of  the  same  metal,  coins  of  different  standards, 
unless  there  was,  as  in  the  case  of  the  gold  coins  attributed 
to  Crcesus,  a  special  reason  for  such  a  practice  being 
adopted.  There  was  nothing  in  the  commercial  position 
of  ClazomensB  to  induce  the  state  to  use  at  the  same  time 
two  different  weight  systems  in  its  coinage.  It  will  be 
better  not  to  attribute  these  coins  to  Gebren  or  any  other 
place,  but  to  leave  them  among  the  uncertain  coins  of  the 
western  part  of  Asia  Minor. 

The  third  coin  is  later  in  date  than  the  other  two,  and 
is  of  much  less  than  normal  weight. 

9.  0^.— Pish  tor. 

Rev. — Square  incuse,  divided  into  fear  parts,  each  con- 
taining irregular  markings.

The  coin  appears  to  be  a  twenty-fourth  of  the  Milesian 
standard.  The  fish,  probably  a  tunny,  has  the  fins,  which 
are  more  in  number  than  they  should  be,  represented  by 
long,  thin  tentacles,  corresponding  in  their  exaggerated 
size  to  that  of  the  eye  and  tail.  The  markings  within 
tlie  divisions  of  the  incuse  present  much  the  same  appear- 
ance as  the  fins.

Had  the  weight  allowed  the  coin  to  be  considered  of 
the  Phocaic  standard,  it  would  naturally  have  been  classed 
to  Cyzious,  and,  though  it  falls  more  readily  into  the 
Milesian  standard,  it  may  be  a  rather  light  Phocaic 
twenty-fourth.

A  very  beautiful  coin  of  about  the  end  of  the  fourth 
century  B.C.  It  is  published  in  Carelli  (1850),  p.  40, 
PL  cm.  9,  and  is  noticed  by  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Evans  in 
the  "  Horsemen  of  Tarentum  "  {Num.  Chron.,  3rd  Series^ 
vol.  ix.,  p.  91).  The  coin  which  he  describes  cannot  have 
been  in  good  condition,  for  the  object  held  by  Taras  in  his 
left  hand  is  clearly  a  ball,  and  not,  as  Mr.  Evans  suggests, 
a  wreath.  Mr.  Evans  regards  the  head  as  being  of 
Persephone.  It  is  figured  also  by  Dressel,  Beschreibung 
(Berlin  Museum),  vol.  iii.,  Pt.  1,  Halt/,  PI.  X.  161. 

The  present  specimen  formerly  belonged  to  Mr.  H. 
Montagu,  who  published  it  in  Nam,  Chron.,  1892,  p.  22. 

Metapontum. 

Obv, — ^Female  head  1.,  wearing  necklace  of  beads  with 
pendant,  and  earring.  Hair  waved  over  fore- 
head and  bound  with  fillet.  In  front  of  &ce  a 
cross-headed  torch.     AAM  A. 

Rev. — ^Ear  of  com  with  lea£     M  ET  A. 

M.     124  grs.     pi.  XII.  11.] 
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A  head  quite  similar  to  that  of  Homonoia  on  another 
didrachm  {BriL  Mm.  Cat.,  Italy,  p.  244,  No.  69),  and 
probably  by  the  same  artist.  It  is  catalogued  by  Mionnet, 
Tol.  i.,  p.  158^  No.  553,  who  gives  the  letters  as  AAA. 
On  the  coin  under  notice  the  third  letter  has  the  form  of 
A,  the  other  part  of  M  being  merged  in  the  stem  of  the 
torch,  and  after  the  second  A  is  the  bottom  of  what,  no 
doubt,  is  T.  Two  coins  figured  in  Carelli  (ed.  1850), 
PI.  CLIL  68,  69,  have  the  legend  AAMATHP. 

The  head  is  of  Demeter,  and  makes  a  seventh  head  on 
the  coinage  of  Metapontum  to  which  the  name  is  attached, 
the  others  being  Apollo,  Nike,  Hygieia,  Homonoia, 
Lieukippos,  and  Tharragoras,  which  M.  Imhoof-Blumer 
suggests  may  be  a  surname  of  Ares,  but  which  would 
equally  well  suit  some  Metapontine  hero.

Ohvn — ^Tripod-lebes,  with  three  handles ;  in  field,  to  r.,  a 
crab ;  to  1.,  ^  <P  :  circle  in  relief,  upon  which  is 
a  line  of  dots.

This  didrachm,  which  is  much  below  the  normal  weight, 
possesses  the  peculiarity  of  having  on  each  side  only  the 
two  first  letters,  9^,  of  the  place  name.  Among  the 
^ery  large  number  of  coins  of  Croton  described  in  Carelli, 
and  among  those  in  the  collection  of  the  British  Museum, 
and  in  all  the  sale  catalogues  I  have  seen,  there  is  not 
one  which  has  a  smaller  number  of  letters  upon  it  than 
the  first  three.

Obv, — ^Fore-part  of  man-headed  bull,  swimming  r.,  "wear- 
ing a  wreath  of  lanrel  round  the  shoulders.

Bev. — Quadriga  r.,  driven  by  a  charioteer,  who  wears  a 
long  chiton,  and  holds  the  reins  in  both  hands. 
Beyond  the  horses  is  the  meta  in  the  form  of  an 
Ionic  column.    Border  of  dots.

This  tetradrachm,  which  has  the  ^bull  very  largely, 
though  somewhat  coarsely,  treated,  and  with  the  unusual 
addition  of  a  wreath,  is  engrayed,  but  yery  inadequately, 
in  Torremuzsta,  Auctuarium  ii.,  PI.  II.  4.  The  peculiar 
treatment  of  the  bull  seems  to  warrant  a  more  accurate 
rendering  of  the  coin  being  giyen. 

Lbomumi. 

1.  Ohv. — ^Male  beardless  head  r.,  wearing  a  wreath  of  laurel, 

in  three  rows;  the  hair  is  crisply  curled  in  a 
mass  behind.  At  the  back  of  the  head  is  a  spray 
of  laurel,  with  one  leaf  and  a  berry.

The  head  of  Apollo  is  here  treated  in  a  somewhat 
unusual  manner,  and  the  features  and  expression  are, 
perhaps,  scarcely  characteristic  of  the  god.  The  treat- 
ment, howeyer,  is  bold  and  striking.  A  coin  MTnilfty  to 
this  is  figured  in  Torremufoa,  PL  XXXIX.  3,  but  the 
head  is  yery  badly  engrayed.

It  represents  Apollo 
as  youthful,  but  quite  masculine  in  character ;  the  face  is 
well  modelled  and  noble  in  expression. 

The  ivy  spray  in  connection  with  Apollo  is  to  be 
remarked.

The  head  on  this  hitherto  unpublished  coin  has  an 
almost  masculine  appearance,  and  one  quite  tmlike  any 
other  of  the  very  numerous  and  varied  representations  of 
a  female  head  upon  the  coins  of  Syracuse.

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This  tetradrachm  of  the  Asiatic  standard  and  the 
following  one  of  the  ^ginetic  standard  appear  to  be 
unpublished.  The  occurrence  of  the  state  name  on  the 
obverse^  together  with  that  of  the  magistrate  on  the 
reverse,  is  unusual  on  coins  of  Abdera  of  the  period  to 
which  this  belongs,  though  it  is  common  on  those  of  a 
later  date  and  of  a  different  standard. 

2.  Obv, — Griffin,  with  pointed  wing,  rearing  1.  Border  of  dots. 

Eev. — Male  figure  standing  1.,  wearing  chlamys  over  the 
shoulders,  and  holding  a  patera  in  his  extended 
r.  hand,  and  a  branch  of  laurel  in  the  1.  Shallo\ni^ 
square  incuse.

Th6  figure  of  Apollo  is  well  designed  and  modelled, 
though  there  still  remain  traces  of  archaic  treatment. 
There  is  a  play  of  words  between  the  subject  of  the  type 
and  the  name  of  the  magistrate — an  incident  which  occurs 
on  other  coins  of  Abdera. 

Abnus. 

Obv, — Head  of  Hermes  r.,  wearing  petasos,  with  an 
encircling  row  of  beads. 

Rev. — Goat  walking  r. ;  in  front  a  naked  child  seated  and 
holding  an  ivy  spray  in  his  r.  hand  up  to  the 
mouth  of  the  goat.     AINI.     In  square  incuse.

This  tetradrachm  has  already  been  published  and  figured 
from  the  present  coin  by  Mr.  Seltmann  in  ZeiUchrift  fur 
Numism,,  vol.  xiv.  p.  287.  It  belongs  to  a  period  between 
that  of  the  earlier  and  more  frequent  coins,  which  have  the 
face  in  profile,  and  that  where  the  face  is  seen  in  front. 
The  hair  has  not  the  stifihess  of  the  earlier  coins  and  is 
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more  flowing,  and  the  face  is  softer  in  expression  and  of  a 
more  advanced  artistic  treatment.  The  adjunct  of  the 
youthful  Dionysos,  holding  up  the  ivy  to  the  goat,  is  Tory 
charming. 

DiCASA. 

Obv, — Cow  standing  r.,  turning  back  her  head,  and 
scratching  herself  with  the  r.  hind  leg.  A  tern 
(the  Sea  swallow,  Sterna  Hirundo)  is  seated  on 
her  back.  Beneath  the  dotted  line  of  the  exergue 
is  a  star.     Border  of  dots. 

Rev. — ^Octopus  in  shallow  square  mcuse.

The  types  are  those  of  the  important  state  of  Eretria  in 
Euboea,  one  of  whose  colonies  was  Dicaea  in  Ghalcidice. 
The  same  types  occur  on  a  tetradrachm  published  in  the 
Ifum.  CAron.y  3rd  Ser.  vol.  x.  PI.  III.  22,  upon  which  are 
found  the  letters  I A  and  a  symbol,  and  which,  on  account 
of  the  letters,  has  been  attributed  to  Dicaea.  The  coins 
^hich  belong  to  Eretria  itself  have  the  letter  E  upon 
them  without  any  symbol,  and  it  is  probable  that  those 
which  contain  a  symbol,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
types,  belong  to  the  colony  and  not  to  the  parent  state.

Obv. — Mule  standing  r.,  on  his  back  a  crow  pecking  ah 
ano.  Beneath,  what  looks  like  an  acorn,  but  may 
be  a  bunch  of  grapes.  In  front,  traces  of  letters. 
Girde  of  dots. 

Rev.  —  Four  triangular-shaped  depressions  arranged  in 
cross  form.

This  tetradrachm  of  the  Euboic  standard  has  upon  it 
the  usual  type  of  Mende,  but   the  adjunct,  which,   on 
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account  of  the  constant  occurrence  of  the  vine  upon  the 
coinage,  is  probably  a  grape  bunch,  appears  to  be  hitherto 
unpublished.

Obv, — ^Free  horse  cantering  r. 

Eev. — ^Eagle  flying,  wings  spread,  holding  a  serpent   in 
its  beak.     ^  A  V  K.    hi  square  inouse.

This  coin  is  precisely  similar,  except  in  the  legend,  to 
a  coin  of  Olynthus  {British  Mmeum  Catalogue^  Macedon, 
p.  87,  No.  2,^.),  on  which  the  type  of  the  mother  state, 
Ohalcis  in  Euboea,  is  presented  by  the  eagle  and  serpent, 
with  the  addition  of  the  Macedonian  horse.  It  might  at 
first  sight  be  attributed  to  Chalcis,  though  it  appears  to 
be  scarcely  likely  that  the  parent  state  would  imitate  on 
its  coinage  a  type  used  by  its  colony.  It  seems  probable 
that  it  was  struck  by  Olynthus  as  a  member  of  a  confede- 
ration of  the  towns  of  Chalcidice,  for  the  general  purposes 
of  such  a  body.  It  is  true  that  there  is  no  historical 
evidence  of  such  a  confederation  before  B.C.  433,  when 
Perdiccas  II  induced  the  towns  of  Chalcidice  to  unite 
under  the  headship  of  Olynthus,  and  this  coin  appears  to 
be  of  an  earlier  date  than  that.  But  it  is  possible  that 
before  then  Olvnthus  may  have  enjoyed  a  partial  hege- 
mony oyer  the  towns  of  the  peninsula,  of  which  this  coin 
is  at  present  the  only  record.  It  may,  therefore,  be  re- 
garded as  having  been  struck  at  Olynthus  for  the  use 
of  an  earlier  Chalcidian  confederacy,  in  the  same  way  as 
the  fine  later  coins  with  the  head  of  Apollo  and  the  lyre 
as  a  reverse  type,  with  the  legend  XAAKIAEXIN,  were 
no  doubt  issued  for  federal  currency,  by  the  league  of 
B.C.  392,  from  the  mint  of  Olynthus. 
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BiSALTJS. 

Obv. — ^Naked  male  figure,  wearing  kausia,  and  carr3ring  two 
spears  held  horizontally  bat  inclining  downwards, 
standing  to  r.  on  the  far  side  of  a  bridled  horse. 
On  the  romp  of  the  horse  is  placed  the  letter  C- 
Border  of  dots. 

Eev. — Shallow  sqaare  incase,  divided  by  two  crossing 
lines  into  foar  eqaal  sqaare  compartments,  filled 
in  with  dots.

The  type  is  a  usual  one  of  the  tribe  of  the  Bisaltae,  to 
which  no  doubt  the  octadrachm  belongs.  The  same  local 
form  of  the  letter  B,  which  occurs  upon  the  horse,  is  found 
in  connection  with  the  name  in  full  on  other  coins  of  the 
same  people. 

Orbesch. 

Obv, — ^Naked  male  figure,  wearing  kaasia,  standing  to  r. 
between  two  oxen.  His  right  hand  is  placed  on 
the  rump  of  the  nearest  ox,  and  his  extended  left 
hand  holds  a  whip  with  two  thongs.  Oil  51  3^ 
KIO  N.    Border  of  dots. 

Rev. — Shallow  square  incuse,  divided  into  four  equal 
square  compartments  by  two  crossing  lines. 

iR.  486-8  grs.    [PI.  XIIL  8.] 

This  octadrachm  of  the  Orrescii  diiflTers  from  the  usual 
type,  where  the  man  holds  two  spears.  He  here  carries  a 
whip  which  has  two  thongs,  similar  to  that  held  by  the 
charioteer  on  the  tetradrachm  of  Olynthus,  the  reverse  of 
which  has  a  fljring  eagle  upon  it.  (Brit  Mm.  Cat., 
Macedon,  p.  86,  fiff.)

1.  Obv, — Male  figure,  wearing  kansia,  chlamys,  and  boots, 
standing  r.  on  the  far  side  of  a  bridled  horse.  He 
carries  two  spears  over  his  left  shoulder,  the 
heads  pointing  backwards.     Border  of  dots.

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Rev. — Square,  divided  into  four  compartments,  with 
frame  ronnd  it,  on  which  is  AAEZAAfAPO* 
All  in  square  incuse.

This  octadrachm  of  Alexander  I  of  Macedon  presents 
the  same  type,  with  some  slight  differences,  as  that  on 
the  larger  coins  of  the  BisaltsB,  and  was  probably  issued 
not  long  after  Alexander  added  the  silver  mines  once 
belonging  to  that  tribe  to  his  kingdom. 

The  peculiar  pointed  terminations  hanging  below  the 
horse,  which  are  richly  ornamented,  may  be  the  ends  of  the 
chlamys,  though  they  scarcely  seem  to  be  consistent  with 
that  garment.  They  may  as  well  be  part  of  an  article 
of  dress  fastened  round  the  waist  and  hanging  down. 
The  figure  appears  to  wear  trousers  as  well  as  boots, 
though  it  is  difficult  to  identify  precisely  with  what  cover- 
ing the  lower  part  of  the  body  is  clothed. 

The  coin  is  of  better  workmanship  and  shows  an 
advance  upon  the  art  of  its  prototype,  the  similar  octa- 
drachm of  the  BisaltSD.  The  position  of  the  spear  heads 
is  a  novel  one.

This  tetradrachm  of  Alexander  I,  which  is  of  very  good 
work,  shows  a  great  advance,  in  artistic  treatment  and 
execution,  upon  those  earlier  coins  of  his  which  are  similar 
to  the  octadrachm  just  described,  where  the  type  is  a 
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warrior  standing  alongside  a  horse.  It  belongs,  no  doubt, 
to  the  latter  part  of  his  reign,  which  lasted  from  B.C.  498 
to  B.a  464.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  types  of  the 
earlier  issues  of  his  money,  it  seems  probable  that  those 
coins  which  have  upon  them  a  horseman,  dismounted  or 
mounted,  belong  to  the  period  after  he  had  conquered  the 
Bisaltsd  and  absorbed  their  country. 

In  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  Montagu  was  a 
tetradrachm  very  similar  to  this,  except  that  it  had  the 
letter  A  under  the  horse,  and  no  letters  on  the  reverse. 

Since  the  above  account  was  written,  a  coin,  apparently 

from  the  same  dies  as  the  present  one,  has  been  published 

by  M.  Babelon  in  the  Eevm  Numismatiqm,  among  coihs 

lately  added  to  the  collection  of  the  Cabinet  des  M^dailles,

This  tetradrachm  of  the  Euboic  standard,  which  has 
lost  some  of  its  weight  through  oxidation  and  bad  clean- 
ing, belongs  to  the  earliest  issue  of  the  State.  It  resembles, 
to  some  extent,  a  coin  in  the  Cabinet  des  M^dailles,  Paris, 
described  by  Miiller,  No.  2fig.y  in  Kum.  de  VAncienne 
Afriquey  where  the  adjuncts  on  this  coin  occur  in  a 
reversed  position.  What  is  the  fore-part  of  a  horse  is 
described  by  MiiUer  as  the  root  of  the  silphium.  The 
horse — for  it  is  certainly  that  animal  and  not  a  gazelle^ — 
is  found,  either  as  a  whole  or  in  part,  on  other  coins  of 
Cyrene.

The  treatment  of  the  head  upon  this  coin  of  Cyrene  is 
very  similar  to  that  upon  several  others  of  about  the  same 
date,  upon  which  the  names  of  various  magistrates  occur. 
The  present  coin  has  the  four  coounencing  letters  of  the 
name  of  the  magistrate  Oeu^aSi;^,  under  whose  authority 
a  number  of  coins  of  various  denominations,  in  gold  and 
silver,  were  struck.

1.  Obv, — ^Lion's  head  and  fore-paw  r.,  mouth  open  and 
tongue  protruding. 

120V. — Square  incuse,  divided  diagonally  into  four  parts 
by  two  bars,  one  thicker  than  the  other ;  the 
spaces  filled  in  with  irregular  markings.

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A  similar  lion's  head  and  fore-paw  occurs  on  the  coins 
of  Gnidus,  but  the  standard  is  a  different  one.  The 
standard  in  use  for  the  present  coin  is  the  Babylonic 
or  Persic,  one  adopted  by  the  Pamphylian  and  Cilician 
towns,  as  Aspendus,  Celenderis,  Nagidus,  Soli,  &o. 

Mr.  Head,  Sisi.  Num.^  p.  489,  under  *'  Ionia,*'  notices 
a  coin,  167  grs.,  which  has,  together  with  the  fore-part  of 
a  lion,  a  rough  square  incuse  for  the  reverse ;  and  in  the 
same  work,  p.  523  note,  writing  about  a  coin,  165  grs., 
which  has  on  the  obverse  a  lion's  head,  and  fore-paw  1., 
and  on  the  reverse  a  large  square  incuse,  divided  diagon- 
ally by  a  broad  band,  says,  **  There  are  certain  archaic 
staters  of  the  Babylonic  standard,  which  may  possibly  be 
the  earliest  coins  of  Cnidus,  but  I  do  not  insist  upon  the 
attribution."  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  earliest  coins 
of  CSnidus  are  of  the  ^Xginetic  standard. 


2.  Obv. — ChimaBra  standing  r. 

Bev. — Gorgoneion  in  an  irregularly  shaped  square  inonse. 
JR.     80-1  grs.     [PL  XIV.  6.] 

This  coin,  a  triobol  of  the  Attic  standard,  does  not 
possess,  in  either  of  its  types,  a  subject  sufficiently  dis- 
tinctive to  admit  of  its  being  attributed  to  any  place  in 
Asia  Minor,  to  which  country  it  undoubtedly  belongs. 
The  ohimsera  is  found  on  an  electrum  stater,  which  Mr. 
Head,  Num.  Chron.,  N.S.,  vol.  xv.,  PL  X.  9,  at  that 
time  classed  provisionally  to  Zeleia,  but  which  is  of 
quite  uncertain  origin.  The  gorgoneion  is  of  by  no 
means  infrequent  occurrence  upon  the  coinage  of  Asia 
Minor. 
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M.  Six  {Num.  Chran.,  SrdSer.,  vol.  x.,  p.  236,  No.  1&) 
has  noted  a  similar  coin  (32  grs.)  from  the  collection  of 
M.  Imhoof-Blumer,  and  another  is  in  the  Paris  Cabinet^ 
No.  2752.

A  specimen  similar  to  No.  4  has  been  published  by 
Dr.  Imhoof-Blumer  in  his  Monnaies  grecquea,  p.  372, 
No.  74,  PL  G.  14.  He  attributes  it  to  a  Cilician  town, 
probably  Nagidos.

This  hitherto  unpublished  piece  bears  every  mark  of 
genuineness,  and  is  evidently  a  lead  proof  of  an  electrum 
stater  of  Asia  Minor,  of  the  middle  of  the  sixth  century 
B.C.    Though  proofs  in  lead  of  other  early  coins  have 
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occorredy  this,  bo  tar  as  I  know,  is  the  first  example  of 
one  of  an  electrum  coin  which  has  come  to  light. 

It  would  be  unsafe  to  attribute  it  to  any  place,  though 
Ae  eagle  is  the  ordinary  type  of  Abydus.  An  eagle 
flying  and  carrying  a  serpent  occurs  on  coins  of  Ohalcis 
in  Euboea,  and  of  Elis,  and  of  the  latter  there  are  coins 
which  have  on  them  an  eagle  standing  and  contending 
^th  a  serpent.

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SOLON'S  REFORM  OP  THE  ATTIC  STANDARD. 

The  passage  in  which  the  author  of  the  ^AOr/vaiwy 
YloKn-eia  describes  the  changes  effected  by  Solon  in  the 
Athenian  weights  and  measures  is  so  obscure,  that  it  is 
small  wonder  if  it  has  suffered  much  at  the  hands  of  com- 
mentators. Either  considerable  violence  has  been  done 
to  the  text — ^not  always  with  the  effect  of  produciug  a 
very  intelligible  result— or  else  the  truth  of  the  statement 
as  it  stands  has  been  flatly  impugned.  The  only  writers 
who,  as  it  seems  to  me,  have  approached  the  question  from 
the  right  side,  are  M.  J.  P.  Six  and  Prof.  Ridgeway.^ 
In  some  respects  what  follows  may  seem  to  be  merely  an 
amplification  of  their  views ;  but  as  they  have  not  gone 
quite  so  far  as  is  possible  in  connecting  extant  weights 
with  the  passage  in  question,  and  as  my  conclusions  were 
reached  independently  of  their  argimients,  I  may  be  ex- 
cused for  re-opening  the  subject.  We  may  take  the 
passage  as  it  stands  in  the  second  edition  of  Blass,'  and 
we  shall  see  that  it  is  possible  to  make  sense  of  the  whole

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account,  although  that  sense  may  sometimes  seem  to  be 
rather  clumsily  expressed.

In  the  first  place,  it  is  quite  clear  that  there  was  a 
general  increase  in  the  weights  all  round.  Contrary  as 
this  is  to  all  our  previous  notions,  the  words  ov^t^i? 
and  fiei^fo  are,  as  Lehmann  has  remarked,'  in  harmony 
with  the  rest  of  the  passage,  and  undoubtedly  autheutic. 
Apart  from  this,  the  repetition  of  the  article  before  roc; 
yofUiTfiaro^  is  odd,  and  one  might  have  been  tempted  to 
suggest  T171/  T6  T«i/  ixirpuiv  koX  araSfiaiv  ^av^rjaivy  koi 
T^iv  rov  vofua/xarw  {(juelwinv).  But  as  we  shall  see,  such 
audacity  is  not  called  for. 

The  measures,  we  are  told,  were  made  greater  than  the 
Fheidonian,  and  the  miua,  which  formerly  weighed  about 
70  drachms,  was  increased  to  the  weight  of  100  drachms. 

Lehmann  has  shown  that  the  Fheidonian  mina,  which 
was  in  use  in  Athens  before  the  reform  of  Solon,  weighed 
between  606'4  and  598  grammes.  The  drachm  of  Solon's 
new  system  (in  terms  of  which  the  writer  expresses  the 
Pheidonian  mina)  must  therefore  have  been  ^V  of  this

It  may  be  objected  that  this  calculation  is  based  on  a 
mis-translation  of  the  phrase  aveTrXtfpwOri  tol^  eKaroy^ 
and  that  this  means  ^^  was  made  (without  altering  its  size) 
to  contain  100  (smaller)  drachms/'  That  is  to  say,  it  was 
the  weight  of  the  drachm  and  not  of  the  mina  that  was 
altered.  But  in  the  first  place  the  word  avefjrXripwOfjy 
so  far  as  concerns  the  size  of  the  thing  filled,  is  colour* 
less.  Only  the  context  can  determine  whether  the  size 
of  the  thing  filled  remained  the  same  or  not.  And  here 
the  context  is  distinctly  in  favour  of  an  increase  in 
the  size  of  the  thing  filled — indeed,  excludes  the  other 
possibility.  Secondly,  if  we  understand  that  the  weight 
of  the  mina  was  retained,  and  the  weight  of  the  drachm 
lowered,  we  must  understand  17  fiva  to  refer  to  some  other 
mina  than  the  Pheidonian.  Here  the  passage  of  Androtion, 
to  which  we  shall  come  later,  has  misled  some  critics  into 
supposing  that  17  fiva  was  the  Attic  mina  of  436*6  grms., 
although  this  was  not  in  use  before  Solon's  time.  As  the 
Pheidonian  mina  is  the  only  one  that  can  be  meant  here, 
and  as  that  already  weighed  100  (Pheidonian)  drachms, 
it  only  remains  to  admit  that  the  sense  must  be  : 

*'  The  mina  was  increased  until  its  drachm  (or  j^  part) 
was  equivalent  to  -f^  of  the  Pheidonian  mina  previously 
in  use." 
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Next  follows  :  "  The  stamped  coin  in  old  times  was  a 
didrachm." 

Here  again  a  corruption  has  been  suspected.  The  word 
lilpayjiop^  it  is  objected,  is  a  denomination  of  value ;  the 
word  xapatcTiip  refers  rather  to  the  type  impressed  on  the 
coin.  The  use  of  the  word  is  certainly  curious,  but  I 
think  it  may  be  defended  in  the  light  of  the  weU-known 
legend  on  the  coin  of  the  Thracian  Cotys.  "  The  curious 
legend  KOTYOC  XAPAKTHP,  '  the  striking  of  Cotys/ 
finds  its  counterpart  on  the  early  coins  reading  FOPTY- 
NOZ  TO  PAIMA  and  ZEYSA  KOMMA  '^  These 
words,  which  are  explained  by  another  legend  of  Seuthes 
(ZEYOA  APrVPION),  mean  "struck  ^oin,''  pecimia 
cusa.  The  writer  of  the  'AOfiualwi/  UoXniia  uses 
yapatrrrip  ^^^^  in  opposition  to  the  mina,  and  wishes 
simply  to  point  out  that  the  largest  struck  piece  was  not 
a  tetradrachm,  as  in  his  own  day,  but  a  didrachm.^  That 
is  to  say,  as  M.  Six  has  already  pointed  out,^  the  drachm 
after  Solon's  reform  weighed  double  as  much  as  it 
weighed  later;  and  the  stater  or  didrachm  had  the 
weight  of  the  tetradrachm  of  later  days.  That  weight 
was,  as  we  know,  17  46  grms.  The  weight  of  the  new 
Solonian  drachm,  according  to  our  calculation  on  the 
basis  of  the  (not  very  accurately  ascertained)  Phei- 
donian  drachm,  was  between  8' 54  and  8*66  grms. ;  the 
didrachm,  therefore,  between  17' 08  and  17*32  grms. 
The  correspondence  is  sufficiently  close.  We  may  observe 
in  passing,  that  we  may  now  calculate  backwards  from

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our  new  fixed  point  (mina  of  873*2  grms.)  to  the  Phei- 
donian  mina  (which  works  out  at  611*24  grms.). 

But  to  the  evidence  thus  obtained  must  be  added  that 
of  certain  archaic  Attic  weights^  the  quotation  of  which  in 
this  connection  is  again  due  to  M.  Six.''  The  style  of  the 
inscriptions  on  these  weights  enables  us  to  date  them  to 
about  the  period  with  which  we  are  concerned.  They 
are: — 

(1)  ^fiiirv  icpov  ^fiAaiov  'AOnyeuoiv  weighing  426*6  grms. 

yielding  a  mina  of  858*26  grms., 
and  a  drachm  of  8*58  grms. 

(2)  StKafrrdnipov  weighing  177*52  grms., 

yielding  a  mina  of  887*60  grms., 
and  a  c^achm  of  8*87  grms. 

The  third  and  fourth  weights  described  by  Pernice 
under  this  class  may,  perhaps,  be  disregarded,  as  they 
bear  no  inscription,  and  their  date  is  only  determined 
by  the  fact  of  their  having  been  found  in  the  Perser- 
schuti. 

The  drachm  of  8*87  to  8*53  grammes,  the  existence  of 
which  is  proved  by  these  two  weights,  is  evidently  the 
new  Solonian  drachm,  about  equivalent  in  weight  to  the 
later  didrachm. 

We  now  pass  to  the  last  stage  of  the  description. 
*'  Solon  also  made  (trade)  weights,  on  the  basis  of  the 
coinage,  on  a  scale  in  which  the  talent  was  equal  in 
weight  to  three-and-sixty  of  the  (coinage)  minae.  And 
these  (three  extra)  minae  were  spread  over  the  stater  and 
the  other  divisions." 

Objection  has  almost  universally  been  raised  to  rpa^

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k'cu  on  the  ground  that  no  one  ever  heard  of  a  talent  of 
63  minae.  Curiously  enough,  the  equally  valid  (or  in- 
valid) objection,  that  no  one  ever  heard  of  a  mina  of  about 
70  drachms,  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to  any  one  in 
connection  with  the  earlier  passage.  The  writer,  as  Prof. 
Ridgeway  has  explained,®  is  of  course  simply  stating  the 
weight  of  the  trade-talent  in  terms  of  the  coinage-mina, 
which,  having  calculated  it,  we  already  know.  To  omit 
the  words  rpu^  koi  would  put  into  the  writer's  mouth  a 
pointless  truism.  Of  course,  the  talent  included  60  minae 
(of  its  own  system). 

A  talent  weighing  63  of  the  Solonian  coin  minae  would 
weigh  between  54558  and  53802  grms. ;  or,  if  we  calculate 
from  the  normal  weight  of  the  Solonian  mina  of  873*2 
grms.,*  we  obtain  the  weight  55011-6  grms.  The  weights 
in  grammes  of  the  new  scale  of  araOfia  are,  therefore : —

The  weight  for  the  trade-mina  thus  arrived  at  is  again 
satisfactorily  confirmed  by  a  series  of  Attic  weights,  bear- 
ing as  a  symbol  an  astragalos.  These  are  called  ffTari/pe? 
(of  course,  not  in  the  monetary  sense,  but  as  trade-minae), 
and  weigh  from  924'91  down  to  883*02  grammes.^**

The  trade-weights  were>  in  brief^  the  coin- weights  in- 
creased by  five  per  cent. 

The  results  of  this  investigation  are  collected  in  the 
following  table : 
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According  to  the  well-known  passage  of  Androtion 
(Pint.  Solon,  c.  xv.)  Solon's  monetary  reform  took  the 
shape  of  a  trick  by  which  debtors  were  empowered  to  pay 
back  in  small  drachms  debts  which  had  been  incurred  in 
larger  drachms.  The  majority  of  writers,  both  ancient 
and  modem,  are  however  agreed  that  the  relief  of  the 
debtors  took  the  form  of  simply  writing  off  their  debts 
{aTTOicoTrrf  ')(pewv). 

This  aeuraxO^ui  and  the  change  in  the  weights  and 
measures  had,  in  fact,  nothing  to  do  with  each  other. 
Androtion's  statement  had  more  weight  before  the  dis- 
covery of  the  new  treatise  than  it  has  now,  when  we  know 
that  the  weight  of  the  drachm  was  increased,  not  lowered. 
He  works  on  the  basis  of  the  drachm  of  his  own  time 
instead  of  on  that  of  the  doubly  heavy  drachm  introduced 
by  Solon.  His  calculations  are  none  the  less  valuable  as 
enabling  us  to  fix  approximately  the  weight  of  the  pre- 
Solonian  mina. 

The  change  of  standard,  by  which  the  drachm  was 
lowered  to  half  its  former  weight,  and  the  other  denomi- 
nations altered  accordingly,  has  been  attributed  by  M. 
Six^^  to  Hippias,  on  the  strength  of  the  pseudo- Aristotelian 
Second  Book  of  the  Oeeonomiea,  where  we  are  told  (ii.  4) 
that  Hippias  called  in  the  Athenian  coinage,  and  then 
instead  of  issuing,  as  was  expected,  a  different  x^nLpourri^py 
gave  the  Athenians  back  to  avro  apyvpiov.  The  change 
introduced  by  Hippias  was  merely  one  of  nomenclature, 
but  it  was  at  the  same  time  a  change  which  meant  that 
Hippias  only  paid  back  50  per  cent,  of  what  he  had 
received.

On  November  7th,  1893,  a  small  find  of  coins  and  anti- 
quities was  made  at  Honley,  near  Huddersfield.  Honley 
is  about  two  miles  from  Castle  Hill,  and  about  four  miles 
across  country  from  Slack.  Castle  Hill  is  said  to  have 
been  occupied  by  the  British  before  the  Romans,  and 
Slack  is  the  most  probable  of  the  many  places  which  have 
been  identified  with  the  ancient  Cambodunum. 

The  objects  in  question  were  concealed  in  a  cavity 
behind  a  piece  of  rock,  and  were  discovered  by  workmen 
who  were  breaking  away  the  rock.  The  greater  part,  if 
not  all,  of  the  coins  and  metal  objects  are  said  to  have 
been  contained  in  the  hollow  bone  (No.  I.),  but  as  to  this 
point  there  seems  to  be  some  uncertainty.  However,  that 
all  the  objects  formed  a  single  deposit  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  William  Brooke,  of  Northgate 
Mount,  Honley,  on  whose  estate  the  find  occurred,  and 
who  has  generously  presented  to  the  British  Museimi 
the  five  British  coins  which  lend  the  hoard  its  chief  in- 
terest, I  am  able  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  all  the 
objects  found.     They  were  :  — 

I.  A  hollow  bone,  probably  of  an  ox,  measuring,  in  its 
present  much  decayed  and  broken  condition,  15  cm.  in 
length.  It  was  originally,  doubtless,  quite  large  enough 
to  accommodate  all  the  articles  following. 

II.  A  small  bronze  box  with  hinged  lid  (PI.  xv.  7-9),

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seem  to  be  absolutely  certain.  A  number  may  be  seen 
in  the  British  Museum  ("Anglo-Roman"  Room,  Table- 
Case  B,  and  Bronze  Room,  Table-Case  D).  Illustrations  of 
similar  objects  may  also  be  found  in  J.  Battely's  Antiq. 
Butupinae  (1745  ed.  in  Opera  Posfkuma),  p.  129  ;  Roach 
Smithy  Antiquities  of  Eichborough,  &c.,  p.  84,  and  PI.  vii. ; 
Roman  London^  PL  xxxiii.  14, 15  ;  Archceologia,  xxxix. 
p.  508 ;  J.  E.  Price,  Roman  Antiqfdties,  Mansion  House^ 
1873,  PL  viii.  16,  17 ;  Jacobi,  das  Bdmerkastell  Saalbtirg^ 
PL  LXix.  10,  11 ;  1  Friederichs,  EMner$  Kunst,  569-579  ; 
and  Jahrbiieher  des  Vereins  vonAlterthumsfreunden  im  Rhein- 
lande,  xv.  (1850),  PL  iv.,  Nos.  2, 2a,  2b.  These  boxes  are  of 
various  shapes,  square,  oval,  lozenge-shaped,  heart-shaped, 
or  rather  bellows-shaped,  and,  like  the  present  specimen, 
circular.  Most  of  them  are  pierced  at  the  bottom 
with  three  circular  holes,  and  in  the  side  with  two 
square  openings.  On  the  lid  they  are  frequently 
enamelled.  The  present  specimen  has  a  thin  plate  of 
silver,  pierced  with  a  very  graceful  design,  laid  on  the 
lid.  The  lids  of  two  specimens  (of  an  oval  shape,  and  of 
bronze)  in  the  British  Museum  Bronze  Room  are  decorated 
in  relief  with  the  heads  of  Domitian  and  Domitia  respec- 
tively. One  of  the  three  specimens  described  in  the 
Jahrbiieher  des  Rheinland.  Vereins  cited  above  (No.  2b, 
circular  and  gilded)  bears  the  heads,  confronted,  of 
Domitian  and  Domitia.  No.  2  in  the  same  publication 
(circular,  and  plated  with  silver)  is  decorated  with  an 
eagle,  the  wings  of  which  are  displayed.  These  are  all 
distinctively  Roman  types,  but  it  by  no  means  follows 
that  the  boxes  served  some  official  purpose. 

'  For  these  references,  and  for  much  other  information  in 
eonnection  wit>>  tbU  paper,  I  have  to  thank  Mr.  C.  H.  Bead. 
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One  view  as  to  the  use  of  these  boxes  is  that  they  were 
meant  to  contain  perfumes.^  If  so^  it  is  difficult  to  see 
the  object  of  the  two  lateral  openings.  Some  of  them, 
it  is  said,  have  been  found  containing  clay.  This  fact, 
unless  the  boxes  were  buried  in  a  clay  soil,  would  seem 
in  favour  of  the  rival  theory,  that  we  have  to  do  with 
seal-boxes.  The  linum  on  which  the  seal  was  impressed 
would  pass  through  the  two  lateral  apertures.  The  three 
holes  in  the  bottom  of  the  box  are  difficult  to  explain  on 
this  hypothesis.  Mr.  A.  H.  Smith  suggests  that  another 
cord  attached  to  the  document  passed  through  these 
holes,  to  relieve  the  strain  on  the  linum  proper. 

If  these  are  seal-boxes — ^and  this  is  by  no  means  certain 
— the  seals  contained  in  them  must  have  hung  free.  The 
documents  sealed  cannot  therefore  have  been  tabukBf 
which  were  fastened  by  a  cord  lying  along  a  groove  in 
the  outer  face  of  the  tablet,  the  seals  being  placed  in  a 
row  in  this  groove,  so  as  to  keep  down  the  cord.*  We 
have  rather  to  imagine  clay  or  wax  seals  similar  to  the 
Byzantine  leaden  bullae. 

On  the  whole,  the  absence  of  literary  evidence  as  to  the 
use  of  hanging  seals  at  this  period,  the  small  average  size 
of  the  boxes,  their  various  shapes,  and  the  existence  of  the 
three  holes  in  the  bottom,  reminding  one  of  the  modern 
vinaigrette,  make  it  not  improbable  that  the  old-fashioned 
theory  of  perfume-boxes  may  be  after  all  the  right  one. 
The  existence  of  two  latoral  holes,  however,  forms  a  dis- 
tinct objection  to  this  view.  They  can  hardly  have  served 
for  suspension. 

The  decoration  of  rings  round  the  edge  is,  I  believe,

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peculiar  to  this  specimen.  The  condition  of  the  box  is 
not  quite  so  good  as  the  photograph  (executed  from  Mr. 
Anderson's  drawings)  might  lead  one  to  suppose ;  but  no 
unjustifiable  restoration  has  been  made. 

m.  A  bronze  fibula  (PL  xv.  6 )  of  the  usual  type  of 
the  first  century  a.d.,  still  retaining  the  ring  to  which 
the  chain  was  attached.  For  the  method  of  wearing  these

lY.  Two  small  bronze  rings  (PI.  xv.  10),  miniatures 
of  the  t3rpe  of  the  large  rings  from  Polden  Hill,  Somer- 
setshire [Arc/usologia,  xiv.,  PI.  xxi.,  No.  5).  These 
rings  were  probably  sewn  on  to  a  strap  or  garment,  a 
loop  coming  over  the  shorter  part  of  the  circumference 
contained  between  the  two  projections,  and  keeping  the 
ring  in  position.  The  larger  rings  of  this  sort  were 
probably  used  for  horse-trappings.

YI.  The  five  British  coins  are  all  of  the  same  scyphate 
&biio;  the  obverse  (conyex  side)  bears  the  legend 
VOLISIOS  in  two  rows,  marked  by  three  parallel  lines. 
Outside  these  lines  are  traces  of  the  wreath-ornament 
which  is  characteristic  of  British  coins.  This  is  especially 
clear  on  No.  5.  On  the  reverse  is  a  rudely-fashioned 
long-necked  horse  to  the  right.

The  legend  occupies  the  space  above^  in 
front  of,  and  below  the  animal.

As  might  be  expected  from  tlie  place  where  these  coins 
were  found,  which  is  in  the  district  of  the  Brigantes, 
they  belong  to  this  tribe.  Hitherto,  however,  none 
but  gold  coins  of  the  Brigantes  have  come  to  light; 
nor  have  any  been  found  with  Roman  coins  of  later  date 
than  A.D.  40.  I  quote  from  pp.  406,  407  of  Sir  John 
Evans^  Coins  of  the  Ancient  Britons — "  As  ...  we  do  not 
find  any  names  upon  these  coins  which  can  in  any  way 
be  identified  with  those  of  Cartismandua  or  Yenusius,  and 
as  the  Boman  coins  found  with  the  British  are,  as  far  as 
we  know,  of  no  later  date  than  a.d.  40,  it  seems  probable 
that  the  coinage  of  the  Brigantes  had  ceased  before 
A.D.  50,  in  which  year  Ostorius  put  down  an  insurrection 
among  them.''  Now,  however,  the  date  of  the  deposit  of 
the  hoard  (after,  but  not  long  after,  a.d.  72  or  73),  and 
the  legend  CABT  or  CARTI  of  No.  5,  enable  us  to  say 
without  hesitation  that  the  coinage  of  the  Brigantes 
continued  to  the  time  of  Cartimandua.     As  usual,  the 
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increase  of  Roman  influence  caused  the  coinage  of  this 
tribe  to  be  restricted  to  silver.* 

As  to  the  legend  of  the  obverse  (which  entirely  bears 
out  Sir  John  Evans  in  his  reading  VOLISIOS  on  the 
gold  coins),  and  that  of  the  reverses  of  Nos.  1 — 4,  it  can 
only  be  said  that  these  must  await  their  explanation  in 
company  with  the  legends  previously  known.  The  DVM, 
DVMN,  DVMNOCO,  DVMNOVE  of  the  new  coins  are 
clearly  the  same  word  or  wordd  as  those  on  the  coins  en- 
graved in  Evans,  PL  xvii.,  Nos.  1  S.  The  way  in  which 
the  monogrammatic  writing  of  VE  persists  through  all 
varieties  is  noticeable.  The  fact  that  while  some  coins 
read  DVMNOVERO[S]  others  have  DVMNOCO VEROS 
seems  to  show  that  a  new  word  begins  with  the  letter  Y. 
One  is  tempted  to  suggest  Venutius  or  even  Vellocatus, 
but  the  forms  VEP  and  VEROS  forbid  this. 

The  history  of  Cartimandua  is  well  known,  but  now 
that  she  is  represented  by  a  coin  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
recall  the  main  facts  of  her  romantic  career.  This  queen 
enjoyed  a  position  of  great  power,  which  was  due  partly 
to  her  noble  birth  and  her  character,  but  partly  also  to 
the  favour  in  which  she  was  held  by  the  Romans.  Her 
husband  Yenutius  seems  to  have  occupied  a  decidedly 
subordinate  position.  Cartimandua  first  appears  on  the 
scene  in  a.d.  51,  when  she  treacherously  handed  over  to 
the  Romans  the  defeated  Caratacus,  who  had  fled  to  her 
for  refuge.*  She  was  well  rewarded  by  her  friends,  and, 
corrupted  still  further  by  the  wealth  and  luxury  which

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now  surrounded  her,  stooped  to  an  intrigue  with  her 
husband's  armour-bearer,  Vellocatus.  In  69  a.d.  she 
openly  married  this  man,  and  elevated  him  to  the  throne. 
Her  audacity  raised  a  storm.  Yenutius,  to  whose  natur- 
aUy  warlike  spirit  and  hatred  of  the  Roman  name  a  more 
personal  stimulus  was  now  applied  by  the  adultery  of  his 
queen,  stirred  up  the  Britons  to  revolt ;  and  the  defection 
of  the  Brigantes  placed  Gartimandua  in  extreme  peril. 
She  called  in  the  Bomans,  who,  after  a  series  of  battles, 
succeeded  in  e£fecting  her  rescue,  although  they  were 
obliged  to  leave  Yenutius  in  possession  of  the  throne.^  It 
was  not  until  71  a.d.  that  the  settlement  of  the  Batavian 
revolt  allowed  the  legate  Petilius  Cerealis'^  to  give  his 
attention  to  British  affairs.  He  attacked  the  capital  of 
the  Brigantes,  and  reduced  a  great  part  of  the  district. 
In  74  A.D.  he  quitted  Britain,  leaving  behind  him  a  pro- 
curator vice  prcBsidky  but,  as  his  successors  Sex.  Julius 
Frontinus  and  Agricola  afterwards  foimd,  without  having 
settled  the  country.  Nothing  is  heard  of  Cartimandua 
after  her  rescue  by  the  Romans.  Tacitus  makes  the 
Caledonian  Galgacus  in  84  a.d.  allude  to  the  exploits  of  a 
female  leader  of  the  Brigantes ;  but  there  seems  little 
doubt  that  he  means  Boadicea,  and  that  the  name  Brigantes 
is  due  to  a  slip  of  the  historian's  pen.^ 

The  date  of  the  deposit  is  fixed  at  a  few  years  subse* 
quent  to  73  a.d.  by  the  fact  that  the  four  coins  of  Yespa- 
sian  are  only  slightly  worn,  although  they  have  suffered 
considerably  from  corrosion.  The  British  coins  are  in 
fresh  condition,  and  cannot  have  been  in  circulation  very 
long.     The  hoard  was,  therefore,  probably  hidden  during

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the  Britiah  wars  against  Frontinus  or  Agrioola.  The  re- 
publican denarii  are  naturally  in  Tery  poor  condition. 
A  minor  interest  of  the  hoard  is  that  it  bears  out,  while 
extending  their  application^  the  words  of  Tacitus'  re- 
garding the  Germans :  **  pecuniam  probant  veterem  et 
din  notam,  serratos  bigatosque." 

Note.— In  the  supplement  to  his  work  (p.  588)>  Sir 
John  Evans  is  inclined  to  doubt  the  possibility  of  at- 
tributing the  coins  of  the  class  in  question  to  the  Brig- 
antes.  ''  The  coins  seem  to  be  confined  to  the  southern  and 
south-eastern  part  of  Yorkshire,  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
having  been  found  farther  north  than  Pickering,  which  is 
about  eighteen  miles  S.S.W.  of  Whitby.  The  coins,  more- 
over, seem  to  occur  quite  as  frequently  in  Lincolnshire  as  in 
Yorkshire.'^  The  southern  limit  of  the  Brigantes  must  be 
Bet)  as  Mr.  Haverfield  kindly  informs  me,  south  of  Leeds 
and  Huddersfield  (see  Carpm  Inscr.  Lat.  YII.,  200,  203)> 
and  possibly  well  south  of  that  line,  if  the  inscribed  pig 
of  lead  (C.  I.  i.,  VIL,  1207)  is  of  Derbyshire  origin.  Of 
their  territory,  the  southern  was  the  more  important 
part,  the  northern  uncivilized,  and»  perhaps,  half  unin- 
habited. Everything  falls  into  its  place  if  we  suppose 
Cartimandua^s  kingdom  to  have  been  centred  in  South 
Yorkshire.  Mr.  Haverfield  also  notes  that  very  few 
Celtic  names  begin  with  the  syllable  CART.  The  prob- 
ability of  the  identification  with  Oartimandua  is  thus 
slightly  increased.  It  seems,  at  any  rate,  to  be  perfectly 
fair,  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge,  to  class  the 
South  Yorkshire  coins  to  the  Brigantes  (an  extremely 
important  tribe,  which  would  otherwise  be  left  without 
coins),  and  this  particular  piece  to  Queen  Oartimandua.

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ON  THE  MINT  OP  BARNSTAPLE. 

Among  the  list  of  hitherto  uncertain  mint  names  occurs 
that  of  BEBDEST.  The  coin  which  bears  it  is  one  of 
Edward  the  Confessor's  pennies,  a  well-struck  piece  on 
which  there  is  no  blunder.  The  coin  is  of  the  type 
figured  by  Hawkins,  in  his  Silver  Coins  of  England, 
as  No.  222 ;  and  by  Hildebrand,  in  his  Catalogue,  as 
Type  G.  The  second  volume  of  the  British  Museum 
Catalogue  of  Saxon  Coins  also  gives  the  type  as  No.  X. 
On  the  obverse  is  the  King's  bust  to  r.  crowned,  sceptre 
in  front,  and  on  the  reverse  a  short  cross  voided,  each 
limb  terminating  in  an  incurved  segment  of  a  circle; 
pellet  in  centre.  The  type  is  one  of  the  common- 
est,  if  not  the  commonest,  of  Edward  the  Confessor's 
coinage.  The  piece  I  saw  some  years  ago  was  in  the 
possession  of  a  gentleman  whose  mother,  he  believed, 
had  obtained  it  in  Devonshire ;  so  possibly  it  might  have 
been  foimd  in  that  county.  The  late  Mr.  Montagu  had  a 
piece  of  the  same  description.  The  reverse  inscription  on 
both  was  -SJLFBIE  ON  BEBDEST.  Ruding  gives  the  name, 
but  was  unable  to  attribute  it  to  any  place,  and  since  then 
an  attempt  to  locate  the  place  as  Bardney  or  Bardsey  was 
tried.  In  the  Sale  Catalogue  of  the  fifth  portion  of  Mr. 
Montagu's  coins,  a  penny  of  Henry  I.  occurred  of  the 
type   figured   by    Hawkins    as    265,    with    the    legend 
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OTEB  ON  BBED[B]ST7V.  The  Catalogue  gives  it  a« 
BETSSDJEffTK,  but  the  first  TV  was  certainly  not  present, 
and  the  letter  following  D,  although  probably  E  was 
quite  illegible.  Having  had  occasion  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
Public  Becord  Office,  I  took  the  opportunity  of  asking  Mr. 
Trice  Martin^  who  is  an  authority  on  topographical  names, 
if  he  could  tell  me  where  BEBDEST  was,  and  he  at  once 
replied  Barnstaple,  and  turned  up  a  reference  for  me  to 
an  early  piperoU  of  Henry  II. 

In  these  rolls  the  name  occurs  under  Devonshire  as 
Berdestapla,  Beardestapla/  Bamestapla,  and  it  is  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  Braunton,  the  hundred  in 
which  Barnstaple  is  situated.  Leland^  also  mentions 
the  place  as  Berdenestapla.  In  Lyson's  Magna  Britannia 
there  is  a  short  account  of  the  town.  King  Athelstan 
took  considerable  interest  in  the  place  and  in  the  monas- 
tery connected  with  it,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  a  fairly 
flourishing  town.  King  Henry  I.  is  said  to  have  incor- 
porated it.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  go  into  the  subsequent 
history  of  the  town,  my  object  being  to  show  that  Berdest 
means  Barnstaple,  and  that  the  reference  in  the  piperolls 
is  to  that  town  in  Devonshire.  This  is  shown  by  the  men- 
tion of  Braimton.  But  I  think  a  careful  consideration  of 
the  coins  themselves  will  show  that  the  Devonshire  town 
is  really  their  place  of  mintage.  In  considering  BEBDEST

be  noted  that  Berwick  is  similarly  abbreviated  from  Aberwick 
by  the  removal  of  the  initial  A. 
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I  must  also  take  notice  of  those  coins  reading  BABD, 
BE7VBD,  BEAB,  BABBI,  &o.y  all  of  whicli  have  previously 
been  attributed  to  Bardney^  in  Lincolnshire.

There  is,  therefore,  a  fairly  large  and  varied  iasue  from 
the  mint  or  mints  BAB  to  BBEDE8TA.  ,  Under  .ffithelred 
II  there  are  five  distinct  moneyers  and  some  yariations  in 
spelling.  Cnut  accounts  for  three  moneyers,  and  each 
of  the  other  kings  for  one.  The  coins  with  a  letter  S 
in  the  mint-name  cannot  possibly  be  attributed  to 
Bardney,  the  old  name  for  which  was  "  Berdeniga."  *  We 
may,  therefore,  I  think,  at  once  remove  these  from  the 
Lincolnshire  mint,  and  attribute  them  to  Barnstaple. 
This  will  dispose  of  Cnut's  ATA  ON  BEAEDAS,  the 
Confessor's  coin  of  .SILFRII]  ON  BESDEST,  and  the 
penny  of  Henry  I.  struck  by  OTEE.  Another  conclusion 
follows  this,  viz.:  that  Ata,  ^Ifric,  and  Oter  were 
Barnstaple  moneyers.  Ata  seems  only  to  have  struck  at 
one  place,  so  that  we  may  consider  all  his.  coins  as  of 
Barnstaple.  ^Ifiic,  in  the  Confessor's  time,  struck 
coins  in  London,  Lydford,  Bristol,  Canterbury,  Exeter, 
Gloucester,  Ghiildf ord,  Chester,  Southwark,  Stafford,  and 
Thetf ord.  The  name  seems  to  have  been  a  common  one, 
bat  the  presence  of  Bristol,  Exeter,  and  Lydford  show 
clearly  that  a  moneyer  of  this  name  was  striking  in  the 
south-west  district  of  England.  As  we  place  BEBDEST 
to  Barnstaple,  it  seems  reasonable  to  place  BEABD  by  the 

'  It  was  also  varionsly  spelt  Bardanig,  Bardanie,  BeardsBnig, 
Beardenie,  &e. 
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same  moneyer  to  the  same  place.  Oter^.  in  the  time  t>f 
the  Williams,  was  a  Dorchester  moneyer. 

We  must  now  pass  to  moneyers  who  did  not  place  S  in 
the  mint-name.  The  first  is  ^thelred's  ^Ifelm.  He 
spells  his  mint  BEAEDA.  He  coined  at  Ilchester,  Win- 
chelcombe  (P),  and  Winchester.  BEABDA,  therefore,  would 
be  more  satisfactorily  placed  to  Barnstaple  than  to  Bard* 
ney.  The  second  moneyer,  who  spells  the  name  BEABDA, 
is  Byrhsige.  He,  like  iBlfelm,  only  struck  at  places  in 
the  west  and  south-west  of  England,  if  London  be  left 
out ;  and  I  think  we  may  do  this,  as  London  then,  as 
now,  must  have  contained  pretty  well  aU  the  provincial 
names.  At  any  rate,  Byrhsige  did  not  strike  at  any 
northern  town.  Besides  spelling  his  mint  as  BEABDA,  he 
uses  many  other  yariations,  both  under  iEthelred  and 
Gnut.  We  must,  however,  consider  all  these  as  referring 
to  Barnstaple. 

The  moneyers  left  to  which  reference  must  now  be 
made  are  ^thelred's  ^Ifsige,  Hunia,  Hunica,  probably 
the  same  name,  and  Pulfinaer;  Cnut's  and  Harold's 
iBlfgar,  and  also  the  William  moneyer,  Sepord, 
Hunia,  and  Hunica  only  struck  at  the  one  place,  BABD 
or  BAEDA;  but  a  moneyer  named  Hunna  struck  at 
Malmesbury.  If,  therefore,  we  had  to  choose  between 
the  two  places,  probably  Barnstaple  would  be  the  correct 
place  of  mintage  of  Hunioa's  coins. 

iBlfsige  struck  at  Ilchester,  Lincoln,  London,  Ware* 
ham,  Wilton,  and  Winchester.  The  majority  of  places 
are  situated  in  the  south-west  counties.  Lincoln,  how- 
ever, is  very  near  Bardney.  Coins  with  the  name  of 
..Mfsige  may  have  been  struck  at  both  mints.  iBlfgar, 
however,  is  not  credited  with  any  mintage  in  the  north 
country,  though  London  and  Southwark  occur,  but  as  a 
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set-off  against  these,  we  have  Wareham.  In  ^thelred's 
reign,  however,  where  no  coins  of  BABD  are  known  by  this 
moneyer,  we  find  him  striking  in  Aylesbury,  if  ^GLS 
stands  for  this  place ;  also  at  Stamford,  Lewes,  Winchel- 
combe,  Winchester,  Tamworth,  Wai^ham,  and  London. 
Coins  bearing  this  name,  therefore,  may  also  have  been 
struck  at  two  mints. 

Seword,  in  William's  time,  was  a  moneyer  at  Win- 
chester and  Malmesbury,  both  towns  in  the  south-west  of 
England.  Oter  was  the  Dorchester  moneyer,  and  struck 
**Paxs*'  coins  for  William.  In  Henry  I.'s  reign  the 
coin  of  BEBDE8TA,  and  another  type  of  Hawkins,  255, 
reading  OTEB  ON  .  BPIC,  are  the  only  coins  I  can  hear 
of  bearing  this  moneyer's  name. 

From  the  foregoing  one  fkGt  is  very  clear,  vis. :  that  all 
the  moneyers  who  struck  the  coins  referred  to  here  also 
struck  at  towns  in  the  south-west.  Three  moneyers, 
JS3£rio,  ^Ifsige,  and  ^Ifgar,  struck  at  one  town  each 
in  the  east  or  north-east  of  England,  but  one  out  of  the 
three  did  not  strike  at  BABD  during  the  reign  in  which 
he  coined  at  the  eastern  town.  I  think,  therefore,  we 
have  sufficient  grounds  for  assigning  a  fairly  considerable 
coinage  to  Barnstaple,  beginning,  as  far  as  we  know, 
in  ^thelred  II.*s  time,  and  ending  with  Henry  I.  If 
this  be  the  case,  we  must  then  remove  the  mint  from 
Bardney,  unless  we  admit  the  two  moneyers,  ^Ifgar  and 
^Ifsige  as  having  coined  at  both  places,  an  unlikely  pro- 
ceeding. I  do  not  know  why  Bardney  was  chosen  as  a 
mint  town,  unless  it  was  due  to  the  similarity  of  the 
names.  We  should  often  be  in  error,  and  I  suspect 
frequently  are  in  this  connection.  That  QBANT  does  not 
refer  to  Grantham,  but  to  Cambridge,  we  do  know ;  bat 
if  a  careful  survey  were  made  of  the  moneyers  and  mints 
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at  wUeli  they  struck,  as  given  in  Hildebrand  and  the 
Museum  Catalogue,  we  might  find  some  yery  curious 
attributions.  I  belieTe^  we  should,  as  a  rule,  be  much 
more  certain  of  our  attributions  of  mints  to  towns,  if  we 
studied  the  moneyers  more  in  detail  and  in  connection 
with  their  mints.  These  men  seem  only  to  have  been 
concerned  in  striking  the  coin,  and  it  is  probable  that 
the  mints  were  situated  in  the  towns  referred  to  on  the 
coins.  The  moneyers  would  therefore  be  more  or  less 
resident,  and  it  is  quite  likely,  or  more  than  likely,  that 
well-known  local  men  would  be  chosen  for  these  posts. 
Such  men  as  YLF,  at  Lincoln  ;  OYDGBIM,  at  York ;  and 
AIMKB  or  FILAIMEB,  of  London,  were  local  men  work- 
ing in  their  own  homes.  So,  probably,  were  the  host  of 
Oodwins  and  later  Willelms;  but  we  can  only  indi- 
vidualise these  by  a  knowledge  of  where  they  were 
at  work.  Thus,  for  instance,  a  Lincoln  and  Bardney 
moneyer  of  the  same  name  and  date  would  in  all  proba- 
bility be  the  same  man,  whereas  it  is  very  unlikely  that 
the  same  individual  would  have  struck  coins  at  Lincoln 
and  Barnstaple.  My  conclusion,  therefore,  is  that  Barn- 
staple, and  not  Bardney,  was  the  place  of  mintage  of  all  the 
coins  reading  BAB  to  BEBDESTA,  and  that  the  moneyers 
who  struck  at  this  place  were  not  the  same  men  who  were 
minting  at  the  same  time  in  northern  and  eastern  towma^ 
but  men  with  a  common  name.

MEDALS   OF  CENTENARIANS. 

Since  compiling  the  description  of  Medals  of  Centen- 
arians for  the  Numismatic  Chronicle^  1895  (p.  301),  the 
following  additional  ones  have  come  to  my  notice.  They 
form  by  no  means  the  least  interesting  of  the  series,  and 
specimens  of  each  of  them  are  in  my  own  collection.

This  is  one  of  the  medals  of  Titon  du  Tillet's  Pamasse 
Francois  series,  but  is  a  variety  of  that  engraved  in  his 
book,  Le  Pamasse  Frangois  (Paris,  1732,  folio,  PL  x), 
and  bears  the  artist's  signature.  Simon  Cur6,  who  died 
in  1734,  was  an  engraver  and  jeweller ;  he  executed  the 
Pamasse  Frangois  series  of  medals  after  models  by  the 
sculptor  Louis  Gamier.    On  a  cast  bronze  portrait  medal- 
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lion  of  the  poet,  Voiture,  in  my  collection,  modelled  in 
similar  style  to  that  of  the  Panume  Franfois  medals,  Hie 
signature,  L.  OABNIER.  F.,  occurs  on  the  trancation.

Bev, — Within  a  wreath  of  roses,  thistles,  shamrock,  palm, 
oak,  and  oUve,  are  Hebrew  insoriptions signifying : 
"  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  when  Moses 
was  grown,  that  he  went  out  unto  his  brethren, 
and  looked  on  their  burdens "  [Exodus,  chap.  2, 
verse  11].  "  And  they  that  be  wise  shall  shine 
as  the  brightness  of  the  firmament;  and  they 
that  turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the  stars  for 
ever  and  ever  **  [Da/niel,  cbap.  12,  verse  8].  On 
the  ribbon  which  binds  the  wreath  are  the  follow- 
ing inscriptions  in  Hebrew  letters  : — "  Jerusa- 
lem,*' **  DamasoQB  6600  [=  a.d.  1840],"  "  Russia, 
5606  [=  A.D.  1846],"  **  Rome,  6618  [=  a.d.

The  dates  after  the  names  of  places  on  the  reverse  of 
this  medal  are  those  of  the  years  when  Sir  Moses  Monte- 
fiore  visited  them  for  his  philanthropic  purposes.  The 
medal  was  struck  after  his  return  from  Morocco  in  1864. 

For  the  translation  of  the  inscriptions  on  the  medal  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Bev.  Dr.  H.  Adler. 


Louis  VicrroB  Baillot,  the  last  French  survivor  of  the 
battle  of  Waterloo.  He  was  bom  at  Percey,  in 
the  Department  of  Yonne,  on  9th  April,  1793.  As  a 
young  man  he  is  said  to  have  appeared  almost  too 
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delicate  for  a  soldier's  life,  but  owing  to  the  need  for 
more  soldiers,  he  was  enrolled  for  military  seryice,  at 
eighteen  years  of  age,  25th  November,  1812  (105th 
regiment  of  the  line).  After  Waterloo,  he  was  kept 
for  a  short  time  prisoner  at  Plymouth,  and  when  he 
came  back  receiyed  his  discharge  on  account  of 
(supposed)  phthisis  of  the  second  degree  (discharge 
signed  at  Auxerre,  5th  November,  1816).  He  is 
now  living  at  Carisey,  a  small  town  not  far  from  his 
birthplace,  and  likewise  in  the  Department  of  Yonne. 
Like  other  veterans,  he  obtained  the  St.  Helena 
medal  when  it  was  issued  by  Napoleon  III.  (in  1858), 
and  on  29th  February,  1896  when  nearly  103  years 
of  age,  was  decorated  by  the  President  of  the  French 
Bepublic  with  the  Cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honour. 
The  following  medal  is  by  M.  Paul  Seville,  a  pupil 
of  the  sculptor  Chapu.

Babtholomsw  Johnson,  of  Scarborough.  I  am  indebted 
to  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  E.  T.  Graham,  Town  Clerk 
of  Scarborough,  for  the  following  note  on  this  cente- 
narian. He  was  bom  at  Wykeham,  near  Scar* 
borough,  on  October  3rd,  1710.     Mr.  Graham  sup- 
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poses  that  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  barber,  but  is  not 
certain  whether  he  continued  in  that  bnsiness.  He 
resided  in  Scarborough  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  took  place  on  February  7th,  1814,  in  his 
104th  year.  A  tombstone  in  the  churchyard  at 
Wykeham,  where  he  was  buried,  bears  a  long  in- 
scription to  his  memory.  Lord  Mulgrave  com- 
missioned the  artist,  J.  Jackson,  R.A.,  to  paint  a 
portrait  of  Mr.  Bartholomew  Johnson,  and  presented 
it  to  the  Corporation  of  Scarborough ;  this  portrait, 
which  was  painted  from  life,  now  hangs  in  the 
Council  Chamber  of  the  town.  Mr.  Johnson  was  an 
excellent  player  on  the  violoncello,  and  on  October 
7th,  1811,  when  he  entered  on  his  102nd  year,  he 
was  entertained  at  a  dinner  by  the  Freemasons,  at 
the  Freemasons'  Lodge,  Scarborough.  On  this  occa- 
sion he  took  part  in  a  quartette,  playing  on  the 
violoncello  the  bass  of  a  minuet  he  had  composed 
some  years  before;  the  other  instrumental  parts  of 
which  were  written  for  the  occasion  by  the  composer 
W.  Shield.  Mr.  Graham  was  not  aware  that  any 
medal  of  Johnson  existed.

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The  British  Museum  likewise  possesses  an  example, 
similar  but  in  copper  bronzed.  These  medals  were  pro- 
bably struck,  after  his  death  in  1814,  by  one  of  the  better 
Birmingham  medallists  of  the  time.  The  piece  is  doubt- 
less dedicated  to  the  Corporation  of  Scarborough,  because 
the  portrait  has  been  taken  by  the  medallist  from  the 
painting  belonging  to  the  Corporation.

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ATTRIBUTION  OP  MEDALS  OP  PRIAM,  AUGUSTUS, 
AND  ALEXANDER  THE  GREAT,  TO  A  MEDALLIST 
OF  POPE  PAUL  m.,  POSSIBLY  ALESSANDRO 
CESATL 

The  term  "  Paduans''  is  still  used  to  include  nearly  all 
medals  commemorating  persons  and  events  of  ancient 
history,  but  fabricated  in  Italy  during  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury. These  were  certainly  not  all  the  work  of  Giovanni 
Cavino,  the  Paduan.  It  is  already  supposed  that  some 
pieces  are  the  work  of  Andrea  Briosco,  called  Riccio, 
a  predecessor  of  Cavino  at  Padua.  It  is  my  intention 
to  show  that  the  three  following  pieces  in  my  collection 
are  the  work  of  a  medallist,  employed  by  Pope  Paul  III.| 
possibly  Alessandro  Cesati,  called  II  Ghrechetto.

My  two  main  reasons  for  attributing  these  pieces  to 
Grechetto,  or  at  least  to  a  medallist  of  Pope  Paul  III, 
are  the  following:  (a)  The  reverse  of  No.  2  is  almost 
identical  with  that  of  two  medals  of  Pope  Paul  III,  de* 
scribed  by  A.  Armand  [Les  MSdailleurs  Italiens,  2nd 
edition,  vol.  i.,  p.  172,  No.  8,  and  vol.  ii.,  p.  168,  No.  21), 
one  of  which  is  attributed  by  Cicognara  to  Grechetto :  (b) 
the  reverse  of  No.  1  has  a  view  of  a  city  (Troy),  which 
recalls  the  views  of  Borne  and  of  Tusculum  on  medals  of 
Pope  Paul  III.  (Armand,  op.  ciL,  vol.  ii.,  p.  168,  Nos.  17 
&  19.)  That  with  the  view  of  Rome  is  attributed  to 
Grechetto  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Keary  in  his  Guide  to  the  Italian 
Medals,  exhibited  in  the  British  Museum  (1st  edition, 
p.  40,  No.  94). 

In  favour  of  my  attribution  of  No.  3  there  is  less  to  be 
said,  but  the  arrangement  of  the  exergue  legend  on  the 
reverse  and  the  ornamentation  of  the  triumphal  car  and 
arch  remind  me  very  much  of  the  work  on  the  reverse  of 
No.  2.  A  small  point  is  that  the  figure  of  Alexander  on 
the  triumphal  car  resembles  the  figure  of  Alexander  on 
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(Jrechetto's  only  signed  medal  of  Pope  Paul  III.  (Armando 
op.  cU.,  vol.  i.,  p.  171,  No.  4). 

Aleasandro  Cesati  ("II  Ghreco"  or  "II  Grechetto '*), 
the  gem-engraver  and  medallist,  was  a  native  of  Cyprus. 
Yasari  wrote  of  him  in  terms  of  the  highest  commenda- 
tion, and  so  did  CelUni,  but  it  is  difficult  to  believe  the 
story  of  Michel- Angelo's  exaggerated  praise,  as  recorded 
by  Yasari.  On  seeing  Grechetto*s  signed  medal  of  Pope 
Paul  III,  a  specimen  of  which  is  described  by  Mr.  C.  F. 
Eeary^  in  the  Brit.  Mus.  Cruide  to  the  Italian  Medah, 
No.  93,  Michel- Angelo  is  said  to  have  declared  that  the 
hour  for  the  death  of  art  had  arrived,  since  it  was  not 
possible  that  a  better  work  could  be  seen.  It  is  possible 
that  these  medals  of  Priam,  &c.,  may  have  been  executed 

by  Grechetto  for  Pope  Paul  III.

My  second  medal  may  be  like  that  which,  according  to  Dr. 
Frazer,  Mossop  evidently  intended  making;  in  that  case  he 
actually  did  m^e  it. 

I  am  not  sure  that  Dr.  Frazer  is  right  in  considering  the 
French  royalist  medals  by  Mossop  as  of  extreme  rarity.  His 
third  medal  (that  of  the  Dauphin)  was  evidently  sold  with  a

The  existence  of  such  a  printed  explanation  suggests  that 
these  medals  were  sold  in  considerable  numbers.  The  fact  that 
they  were,  most  of  them,  if  not  all  of  them,  struck  in  white 
metal,  confirms  the  view  that  they  were  struck  as  "  popular  " 
medals.  The  events  which  these  medals  commemorate  were 
of  general  and  absorbing  interest,  and  occurred  at  a  time  when 
cheap  medalets  still,  to  some  extent,  occupied  the  place  now 
held  by  illustrated  newspapers.  I  may  mention  that  I  likewise 
possess  an  example  in  white  metal  of  Dr.  Frazer's  first  medal, 
that  of  Louis  XYI,  copied  by  Mossop  from  Loos'  original. 

The  French  royalist  medals  of  the  time  were  naturally  mostly 
issued  in  foreign  countries.  I  need  only  refer  to  the  well- 
known  ones  by  Eiichler  from  the  Soho  Mint  at  Birmingham, 
and  the  equally  well-known  medalets  by  Loos  and  by  Stierle 
issued  in  Berlin.

Medallion  in  Plabteb  or  tbb  Bight  Hon.  John  Beresfobd 
ANB  HIS  Wife,  Babbaba.  Bt  W.  Mossop. — ^This  plaster  impres- 
sion of  a  Medallion,  one  of  W.  Mossop's  best  works,  represents 
the  busts  superimposed  of  the  Right  Honourable  John  Beresford, 
and  his  second  wife,  Barbara,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Mont- 
gomery, a  celebrated  Lish  beauty,  popularly  known  as  the 
''Arabian  Filly.*'  Why,  I  know  not.  Her  husband,  after 
whom  Beresford  Place^  in  Dublin,  is  named,  was  second  son  of 
the  Earl  of  Tyrone.  He  represented  Waterford  in  the  Irish 
Parliament  for  forty-four  years,  and  died  in  1805.  During  the 
greater  part  of  that  time  he  was  practically  Buler  of  the  King- 
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dom  of  Ireland  nnder  snocessive  Viceroys,  His  wife  and  her 
sisters,  Lady  Moim^oy  and  ihe  Marchioness  of  Townshend, 
were  painted  as  the  "  Three  Graces  **  hy  Sir  Joshua  Beynolds, 
and  I  possess  a  lovely  mezzotint  portrait  of  her,  taken  after  a 
painting  hy  Romney,  which  was  engraved  in  the  year  1788  by 
John  Jones.  This  is  a  fine  example  of  the  best  class  of  mezzo- 
tint engraving,  a  style  mach  practised  by  Irish  artists.  There 
is  also  in  my  cabinet  a  good  mezzo  portrait  of  Beresford  him- 
self, taken  from  *  a  painting  by  G.  G.  Btoart,  and  engraved  in 
1790  by  H.  C.  Hodges. 

I  cannot  ascertain  whether  the  original  Medallion  is  still 
preserved,  or  in  whose  possession  it  is.  It  was  made  slightly 
curved,  for  the  purpose  of  being  inserted  on  the  side  of  a  silver 
tankard,  which  was  presented  to  the  Beresfords  by  a  '*  Doctor 
Achmet,"  in  acknowledgment  of  money  grants  conferred  on  him 
by  the  Irish  Parliament  in  support  of  his  «*  Turkish  Baths," 
through  the  influence  of  John  Beresford.  Achmet,  who  was  the 
son  of  a  Dublin  tradesman  named  Keams,  after  some  years'  ab- 
sence, returned  in  Turkish  costume,  and  succeeded  in  assuming 
the  character  of  a  Turk  for  a  time,  until  he  proposed  for  marriage, 
and,  being  refused  on  account  of  his  being  a  Mohammedan* 
asserted  he  was  as  good  an  Irishman  as  any  in  the  kingdom, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  obtained  his  wife.  An  amusing  account 
of  his  baths  and  adventures  is  recorded  in  '*Madden*B 
Periodical  Literature,"  Vol.  H.,  p.  209. 

There  is  a  bronze  impression  of  this  medallion  in  the  Collection 
of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  the  only  example  known  to  me. 
From  this  or  from  the  original  silver  one,  a  sealing-wax  impres- 
sion was  probably  made,  and  the  plaster  cast  taken  from  it, 
for  it  has  some  traces  remaining  of  the  wax,  as  it  reached  my 
cabinet  with  several  other  works  of  Mossop  and  of  his  sons. 
I  consider  it  was  made  by  him  for  his  own  use.  The  die  has 
been  lost  or  destroyed,  hence  the  plaster  cast  has  special 
interest.

Mr.  H.  W.  Thorbum  was  elected  and  Col.  W.  J.  Massey  and 
Mr.  H.  Thompson  were  proposed  as  members. 

The  President  exhibited  a  castof  a  rare  bronze  coin  of  Yerulaniy 
of  the  type  of  Evans,  **  Coins  of  the  Ancient  Britons,*'  Suppl., 
pi.  xxi.  7,  of  the  time  of  Tasoiovanus,  lately  picked  up  on  the 
seashore  at  Ostend,  and  now  in  the  Royal  Cabinet  of  Medals 
at  Brussels. 
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Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrenee  exhibited  pennies  of  Aeihelstan,  of  East 
An^iB^f  with  ANG  in  monogram  on  the  obverse,  and  of 
Henry  L  (type  as  Hawkins  266)  reading  THYBED  ON 
LVNDONE. 

Dr.  Godrington  exhibited  a  dollar  of  the  Mahdi,  Mnhammad 
Ahmad,  struck  in  1884,  and  three  silver  coins  of  Sayid 
AbdoUah,  the  Khalif  of  the  Mahdi,  struck  between  1886  and 
1890  at  Omdurman.  The  first  dollars  struck  by  the  Mahdi 
c<Hitained,  according  to  Slatin  Pasha,  seven  parts  of  silver  to  one 
of  copper,  whereas  the  last  dollar  coined  by  the  Ehalif  about 
a  year  ago  is  composed  of  two  parts  of  silver  to  five  of  copper. 

Mr.  Prevost  exhibited  a  bronze  medal  commemorating  the 
foundation  of  the  Mpsee  Fabre  at  Montpellier. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Seltmann  contributed  a  paper  on  supposed  marks 
of  value  on  early  coins  of  Himera.  The  letters  V  V,  which  are 
frequently  met  with  on  archaic  drachms  of  Himera  of  ^ginetic 
weight,  and  which  Signer  Gabrici  has  recently  interpreted  as  5 
litriB,  Mr.  Seltmann  thought  bore  an  entirely  different  meaning. 
He  proposed  to  read  them  as  the  initial  letters  of  the  word 
Avrpov  signifying  a  price  paid,  or  expiatory  offering.  (See 
Num,  Chron.,  vol  xvii,  p.  1). 

Pr.  B.  Y.  Head  concurred  with  Mr.  Seltmann  in  rejecting 
(mainly  on  metrological  grounds)  Gabrici*s  explanation,  and  Sir 
J.  Evans  pointed  out  the  chief  objections  to  the  acceptance  of 
Mr.  Seltmann's  hypothesis.

Lieui-GoL  W.  J.  Massey  and  Mr.  H.  Thompson  were  elected 
Members. 

The  President  exhibited  a  bronze  medallion  of  the  fourth 
century,  having  within  a  wreath  a  male  and  a  female  bust,  face 
to  face,  possibly  of  a  Roman  Emperor  and  Empress ;  around 
was  inscribed  YIYATIB.  The  President  also  exhibited  a  millen- 
nium krone  of  Hungary. 

Mr.  Prevost  exhibited  a  bronze  medal  struck  on  the  visit  of 
Queen  Victoria  and  Prince  Albert  to  Paris  in  1855. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Hill  read  a  paper  **  On  Oinoanda,  a  New  Greek 
Mint/'  describing  a  unique  silver  stater  of  about  b.o.  200,  bear- 
ing the  head  of  Zeus  with  a  sceptre  on  the  obverse  and  an 
eagle  on  a  thunderbolt  on  the  reverse.  On  the  evidence  of  this 
coin  a  series  of  bronze  pieces,  formerly  attributed  to  Termessos 
in  Pisidia,  may  now  with  much  probability  be  transferred  to 
Termessos  Minor  in  Lycia,  to  which  some  coins  have  already 
been  attributed  by  Dr.  Imhoof-Blumer.  See  Num.  Chron.  vol. 
xvii,  p.  26. 

Mr.  (^rueber  gave  an  account  of  a  large  hoard  of  silver  coins 
found  in  July  of  last  year  at  East  Worlington,  North  Devon. 
The  coins,  which  numbered  in  all  5,896,  consisted  of  shillings 
and  sixpences  of  Edward  VI,  Elizabeth,  James  I,  and  Charles  I, 
and  also  one  crown  and  many  half-crowns  of  the  last  king. 
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The  only  local  mints  of  Charles  I  represented  in  the  hoard 
were  those  of  Aberystwith  and  Exeter.  Mr.  Graeber  placed 
the  bnrial  of  the  hoard  at  early  in  1646.  The  paper  is  printed 
in  the  Num.  Chron.,  vol.  zvii.  p.  145.

Mr.  B.  A.  Hoblyn  exhibited  a  Wolsey  groat  of  the  second 
coinage  of  Henry  Yin,  with  the  cardinal's  hat,  but  without 
the  initials  **  T.  W."  ;  and  also  a  groat  of  fine  silver  of  Mary, 
conntermarked  with  a  portcullis. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  read  a  paper  on  some  supposed  forgeries 
of  coins  of  Harold  EL  and  William  I  and  II.  The  coins  in 
question  bear  the  mint-names  of  Lewes,  Lincoln,  and  Win- 
chester, and  from  their  types  show  an  interchange  of  dies. 
From  this  circumstance,  and  also  on  accoimt  of  certain  pecu- 
liarities as  to  spelling  of  the  moneyers'  names,  Mr.  Lawrence 
argued  that  all  the  coins  were  forgeries.

The  Bev.  B.  Baron  von  Hube  exhibited  two  gold  and  one 
silver  British  coins  attributed  to  the  Bemi  and  the  Iceni,  and 
also  a  two-third  ryal  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  dated  1567,  and 
counterstruck  with  a  thistle. 

Mr.  J.  £.  Pritchard  exhibited  a  Dutch  (?)  medalet^  having  on 
one  side  a  bishop  enthroned  and  the  legend,  '*  £[oc  opus  est 
Dei,'*  followed  by  a  harp,  and  on  the  other  the  inscription, 
"  Annuciatio  {sie)  Beatie  Yirginis,  1640.** 

Mr.  T.  Beady  exhibited  a  copper  coin  of  Mallus,  in  Cilicia, 
having  on  the  reverse  a  seated  figure  of  the  city,  with  river- 
gods  at  her  feet;   the  legend  was  MAA   lEP   TOY  8E0Y 
AM^IAOXOY,  and  the  date  ET.  AHC  (=281). 

Mr.  B*  A.  Hoblyn  exhibited  a  new  rupee  struck  for  Bikanir. 

Mr.  F.  Latchmore  gave  an  account  of  four  coins  of  Bnrgred, 
recently  found  near  Hitohin,  and  also  described  two  silver 
sceattas  and  two  pennies  of  Offa  and  Alfred  which  had  been 
unearthed  some  little  time  ago  in  the  same  locality.  Num, 
Chran,,  vol  xvii,  p.  248. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  read  a  paper  on  a  hoard  of  short-crosB 
pennies  of  Henry  II,  Bichard  I,  John,  and  Henry  III,  found 
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in  Franca  Though  the  coins  presented  no  new  vurieties, 
except  one,  struck  at  Canterbury,  bearing  the  moneyer's  name, 
"  BOBEBT  VI,"  yet  the  hoard  was  of  considerable  importance,  as 
it  conformed  in  every  respect  to  the  classification  of  the  coins 
of  those  reigns  which  had  been  proposed  in  1866  by  Sir  John 
Evans.     See  Num.  Chron,,  vol.  xvii.,  p.  245. 

Mr.  Grueber  read  a  paper  on  the  recent  find  of  coins  made  at 
Grediton,  in  Devonshire.  The  coins,  which  were  found  in  the 
ceiling  of  a  room  above  the  vestry  of  Crediton  Church,  were 
1,885  in  number,  and  consisted  of  shillings  and  sixpences  of 
Edward  VI,  Philip  and  Mary,  and  Elizabeth,  half-crowns, 
shiUings,  and  sixpences  of  James  I  and  Charles  I,  and  similar 
coins,  including  some  crowns  of  Charles  II.  The  coins  were 
all  much  worn,  except  quite  the  later  pieces,  and  presented 
no  new  varieties  of  those  described  in  Hawkins's  "  SUver 
Coinage.''  Amongst  the  coins  of  provincial  mints  struck  during 
the  reign  of  Charles  I,  there  were  some  interesting  pieces  of 
Bristol,  Oxford,  Shrewsbury,  and  Weymouth.  The  conceal- 
ment of  the  hoard  must  have  taken  place  about  1685,  as  the 
latest  piece — a  shilling  of  Charles  II — is  dated  1688,  and  its 
fine  condition  proved  that  it  had  been  but  little  in  circulation.

Mr.  H.  W.  Lawrence,  Mr.  F.  Bowcher,  and  Mr.  A.  Trice 
Martin  were  elected  Members. 

Mr.  R.  Day,  F.S.A.,  exhibited  a  silver-gilt  oval  badge  of 
Prince  Charles  Edward,  with  his  bust  three-quarters  to  left. 
This  badge  appears  to  be  a  cast  reproduction  of  a  reponss6e 
plaque. 

Mr.  T.  Ready  exhibited  a  plaster  cast  of  a  quarter-stater  of 
Cyzicus  in  the  Biblioth^que  Nationale,  Paris,  similar  in  type 
to  that  exhibited  by  him  on  November  19th  last,  the  authen- 
ticity of  which  had  been  questioned.  Mr.  Ready  was  of 
opinion  that  the  Paris  coin  proved  the  genuineness  of  his  coin. 
He  also  exhibited  an  unpublished  bronze  coin  of  the  Empress 
Tranquillina  struck  at.  Tarsus,  with  the  name  of  the  city  on  the 
reverse,  and  a  representation  of  the  Cabin  standing  on  a 
galley  and  holding  up  a  sort  of  arch,  beneath  which  is  a 
pyramidal  building  enclosing  a  figure  of  the  god  Sandan  stand- 
ing on  a  lion. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  exhibited  a  plated  half-crown  of 
James  I,  and  a  copper  penny  of  the  Transvaal  Republic  bearing 
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the  bast  of  President  Kriiger,  of  which  only  forty  specimens 
ure  said  to  have  been  strnck. 

Mr.  A.  Prevost  exhibited  two  vaccination  medals :  one  Datoh, 
dated  1809,  was  strnck  for  presentation  to  local  doctors  ;  the 
other,  French,  dated  1814,  for  presentation  to  Chefs  de  Service 
of  the  Paris  hospitals. 

Lord  Grantley  read  a  paper  *^  On  the  Styca  Coinage  of  North- 
umbria,  from  a.d.  768  to  a.d.  808."  Besides  giving  a  general 
view  of  the  coinage  of  that  period,  he  oalled  special  attention 
to  a  few  coins,  most  of  which  were  nnpablished.  Amongst 
these  was  a  styca  of  Elfwald  I,  with  the  name  of  the  moneyer 
instead  of  an  animal  on  the  reverse.  This  coin  is  of  consider- 
able importance,  as  it  shows  the  earliest  occurrence  of  a 
moneyer*s  name  in  the  Northnmbrian  series.  He  also  described 
several  nnpnblished  stycas  of  Elfwald  IT,  formerly  in  the  Bate- 
man  Collection,  with  the  moneyer's  name,  Eadwine.  The 
paper  will  be  found  in  Num,  Chron,  vol.  xvii,  p.  184.

Mr.  H.  0.  0*Hagan  and  Mr.  W.  8.  Talbot  were  elected 
Members. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Beady  exhibited  a  very  rare  archaic  drachm  of 
the  town  of  Salybria,  on  the  European  coast  of  the  Propontis ; 
also  a  counter,  dated  1648,  struck  in  the  name  of  Charles  II, 
and  consequently  within  two  months  after  the  execution  of  his 
father;  obv.  ADMITT  .  NOB  .  PARTNERS  .  1648;  three 
crowns ;  C.  R.  U.  beneath.  Rev.  PERFECI  .  1648 ;  Cupid 
holding  wreath  and  bow;  in  field  to  left,  tree  stump  with 
offshoot ;  to  right  a  shrub,  from  which  hangs  a  quiver. 

Mr.  K  A.  Hoblyn  exhibited  a  series  of  the  '<  Voce  Popoli" 
halfpennies  and  farthings  coined  in  Ireland  shortly  before 
1760. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Caldecott  exhibited  illustrations  of  the  Isle  of  Man 
coinage  as  follows :  specimens  of  the  pattern  penny  of  1728, 
without  initials  or  value  on  reverse,  struck  in  silver  and  copper; 
specimens  of  the  pattern  halfpenny  of  the  same  issue,  struck  in 
silver  on  thick  and  thin /an«  and  on  a  thick  flan  in  copper;  the 
pattern  penny  of  1782,  with  the  date  divided  by  the  Derby 
crest  (the  child  on  this  piece  is  in  a  cradle,  from  which  a  sprig 
issues),  with  I.  D.  and  value  on  reverse,  struck  in  bronzed 
copper;  two  copper  proofs  of  the  ordinary  issue  of  1788  sho^wii 
for  reference. 

Dr.  Frazer  exhibited  three  medals  of  Louis  XYI,  Marie 
Antoinette,  and  the  Dauphin,  being  copies  by  the  Irish  medal- 
list William  Mossop  of  similar  pieces  made  by  Ferdinand  and 
Daniel  Loos,  of  Berlin.  He  also  exhibited  a  pewter  impression 
of  a  plaque  by  the  same  artist,  bearing  the  portraits  of  Lord 
John  Beresford  and  his  wife,  Barbara  Montgomery,  the  origin&l 
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of  which  onee  formed  the  central  ornament  of  a  silver  tankard. 
See  Num.  Chron.  vol.  xvii,  pp.  90,  819. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Boyd  exhibited  a  bronze  medal  by  F.  Halliday, 
1889,  probably  straok  for  a  Mr.  Walter  Hawkins,  of  Kensington, 
for  presentation  to  young  men  starting  in  life.  It  was  intended 
to  encourage  the  practice  of  industry,  courtesy,  and  integrity. 
The  obverse  represents  the  stranger  looking  for  a  seat  in  a 
Greek  theatre,  and  the  Athenians  keeping  their  seats  while  the 
Spartans  in  a  body  rise  to  make  room  for  him,  the  incident 
being  taken  as  typical  of  courtesy.  Below,  to  the  left,  is 
Socrates  receiving  the  cup  of  hemlock,  representing  integrity, 
whilst  on  the  right  is  Demosthenes  speaking  on  the  seashore, 
emblematic  of  industry. 

Mr.  E.  Whymper  gave  an  account  of  a  find,  in  1895,  of  forty- 
two  Roman  copper  coins  on  the  summit  of  the  Theodule  Pass. 
The  coins  belonged  to  a.d.  270 — 868.  The  paper  is  printed  in 
voL  zvii,  p.  127. 

Mr.  Grueber  communicated  a  paper  by  the  late  Mr.  H.  Mon- 
tagu on  some  Roman  gold  coins  in  his  collection.  See  vol.  xvii., 
p.  85. 

Sir  H.  Howorth  made  remarks  on  the  coins  of  Peada  and 
£thelred,  which  have  hitherto  been  attributed  to  the  kingdom 
of  Mercia,  but  which  he  proposed  to  transfer  to  East  Anglia, 
and  to  the  interval  between  the  reigns  of  Beom  or  Beonna, 
eire.  a.d.  760,  and  of  ^thelberht,  who  was  murdered  by  Offit,, 
King  of  Mercia,  a.d.  794.  Sir  H.  Howorth  was  of  opinion 
that  there  could  hardly  have  been  any  Mercian  coinage  before 
the  reign  of  Offn.

Major-General  M.  W.  £•  Gosset  exhibited  a  gold  coin  of  Naair- 
ed-din  Ehusru  Shah,  King  of  Delhi,  who  usurped  the  throne 
for  four  or  five  months  in  a.d.  1820.  His  coins  are  of  extreme 
rarity,  three  only  being  known,  one  in  the  British  Museum  and 
one  in  the  Berlin  Museum ;  this  specimen,  brought  from 
Afghanistan  in  1878,  being  the  third.     See  Yol  xvii,  p.  249. 

Dr.  0.  Codrington  exhibited  a  gold  amulet  inscribed  in  the 
Arabic  character  with  the  ninety-nine  epithets  of  the  Deity. 

Mr.  Ready  exhibited  an  unpublished  variety  of  the  common 
Porto  Bello  medal,  distinguished  by  the  initials  i.  k.  and  the 
word  DUBLIN  in  the  exergue  ;  also  an  unpublished  medal  com- 
memorating the  victories  of  Frederick  the  Great  in  1757. 
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Mr.  W.  C.  Boyd  read  a  paper  on  a  find  of  Roman  denarii  at 
Cambridge,  oonsisiing  of  198  coins  ranging  from  ike  time  of 
Gommodos  to  that  of  Philip,  a.d.  248.  N.C.,  vol  xvii,  pp. 
119  and  261. 

Mr.  Warwick  Wroth  read  a  paper  on  the  Greek  coins  acquired 
by  the  British  Museum  in  1896,  chiefly  from  the  fftmons 
Montagu  and  Bnnbnry  cabinets.

It  has 
on  the  obverse  a  portrait  of  Jacques  Auguste  de  Thou,  and  on 
the  reverse  a  view  of  the  interior  of  a  library. 

Mr.  B.  Day,  F.S.A.,  exhibited  a  gold  badge  of  the  Jamaica 
Boyal  Military  Club,  founded  on  August  21st,  1788,  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  birthday  of  its  patron  William,  Duke  of  Clarence, 
afterwards  William  IV. 

Dr.  F.  P.  Weber  exhibited  three  medals  with  portraits  of 
Priam,  Alexander  the  Great,  and  Gotavius,  which,  though 
unsigned,  he  attributed  to  the  Italian  medallist,  Alessandro 
Cesati,  called  **  H  Grechetto."  See  vol.  xvii.,  p.  814. 

Ml.  L.  A.  Lawrence  showed  a  rare  penny  of  William  I,  and 
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others  of  ^thelstan  and  Eadmnnd  of  East  Anglia  in  very  fine 
condition. 

Mr.  Beady  exhibited  a  rare  penny  of  Henry  I.,  and  Mr*  A. 
E.  Gopp  a  medalet  with  the  portrait  of  James  Blomfield  Boshy 
who  was  ezecated  at  Norwich  for  mnrder  in  1849. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Seltmann  contributed  a  paper  on  the  type  known  as 
''the  Demos"  on  coins  of  Bheginm.  After  describing  the 
representations  of  the  figure  of  Demos  on  coins  of  late  date^ 
and  also  citing  the  earliest  representations  of  this  personification 
in  sculpture  and  painting,  the  author  was  of  opinion  that  the 
seated  figure  found  on  the  reverse  of  the  early  coins  of  Bheginm 
was  not  that  of  the  Demos,  but  of  Aristaeus,  the  protector  of  flocks 
and  shepherds,  of  vines  and  olive  plantations,  the  instructor  in 
the  art  of  cultivating  bees,  the  averter  of  the  burning  heat  of 
the  Dog-star,  &c.  The  various  symbols  and  figures  which  are 
to  be  found  below  the  chair  on  which  the  figure  is  seated 
appeared  to  Mr.  Seltmann  to  be  also  connected  with  the  nature 
and  functions  of  Aristaeus  in  his  various  phases.  Bee  vol.

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After  the  Report  of  the  Gooncil  had  been  read,  the  Presideni 
addressed  Mr.  Head  as  follows : — 

Mr.  Head,— 
I  have  the  pleasure  of  placing  in  your  hands  the  medal 
which  has  been  awarded  to  Dr.  von  Ballet'  by  the  Oonnoil  of 
this  Society,  in  recognition  of  the  important  and  long-continued 
services  that  he  has  rendered  to  numismatics.  Twenty-four 
years  ago  we  showed  opr  appreciation  of  those  seryices  by 
eleotmg  him  as  an  Honorary  Member  of  our  Society,  and  since 
that  time  there  have  appeared  under  his  immediate  editorship 
no  less  than  twenty  volumes  of  the  Zeitschrift  Jut  Numismatik, 
which  he  originally  founded,  and  in  which  such  a  wealth  of 
numismatic  information  is  contained.  His  own  contributions  to 
this  periodical  have  been  mainly  in  the  department  of  Greek 
coins,  and  testify  to  his  wide  acquaintance  with  that  series, 
and  to  the  suggestive  powers  of  his  mind.  The  additional 
interest  given  to  the  noble  collections  at  Berlin  by  the  sucoes- 
sive  volumes  of  descriptions  of  different  series  is  also  due  to 
his  origination,  and  the  details  concerning  the  coinage  of  the 
Tauric  Chersonesus,  Sarmatia,  Dacia,  Thrace,  Macedon,  and 
some  other  countries  of  European  Greece,  have  been  mainly 
contributed  by  his  pen.  On  the  magnificent  additions  that 
have  been  made  to  the  Berlin  royal  cabinet  since  it  was  under 
Dr.  Alfred  von  Ballet's  charge  it  is  needless  to  dilate.  May  he 
long  continue  to  preside  over  an  institution  for  which  he  has 
done  so  much.

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  this  evening  to  act  as  an  intermediary 
between  this  Society  and  such  an  eminent  scholar  and  numis- 
matist as  my  colleague  of  the  Berlin  Museum.

YOU  Sallet  was  informed  of  the  award  of  oar  medal  to  him  he 
sent  me  a  letter  regretting  his  inability  to  receive  it  in  person, 
and  asking  me  to  convey  to  the  President  and  Coancil  his 
warmest  thanks  for  the  honour  which  they  have  conferred 
upon  him. 

For  my  own  part  I  heartily  congratulate  not  only  Dr.  von 
8allety  but  also  the  Society,  on  the  choice  they  have  made,  for 
when  I  look  back  over  the  space  of  no  lass  than  thirty  years  dur- 
ing which  Dr.  von  Sallet  has  been  diligent  in  working  and  writing 
on  various  branches  of  numismatics,  I  am  simply  amazed  at 
the  enormous  number  of  his  works  both  great  and  small. 

I  have  turned  over  the  pages  of  the  very  valuable  Bibliography 
of  NumismaticB  lately  compiled  with  great  care  by  one  of  our 
Members,  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Minton,  and  I  there  find  that  under 
the  name  of  Yon  Sallet  there  are  no  less  than  five  closely 
written  folio  pages,  each  of  which  is  crammed  with  the  mere 
titles  of  the  numismatic  treatises  which  Dr.  von  Sallet  has 
vmtten.  The  subjects  which  he  has  so  ably  discussed  in  these 
papers  include  all  the  more  important  branches  of  the  science — 
Greek,  Roman,  Oriental,  and  Mediaeval  coins,  and  medals  of 
the  Renaissance  and  later  periods. 

There  are  few,  I  imagine,  who  are  in  a  better  position  than 
I  am  to  appreciate  the  value  of  many  of  Dr.  von  Sallet's  most 
modest-looking  papers.  Every  student  who  has  made  any  use 
of  my  Historic  Numorum  cannot  fail  to  have  remarked  the 
numerous  references  to  his  works  on  almost  every  page.  One 
admirable  quality  of  all  Yon  Sallet's  writing  is  the  brevity  and 
directness  with  which  he  places  before  his  readers  the  essence 
of  the  subject-matter  under  discussion.  The  growth  of  numis- 
matic literature  during  the  last  thirty  years  has  been  so  rapid 
that  it  has  become  a  hopeless  task  to  keep  up  with  it  except  in 
small  special  branches.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  the 
avoidance  of  all  mere  coigectaral  writing  and  of  prolix  discus* 
sions  is  year  by  year  becoming  more  and  more  imperative. 
The  quality  of  reticence  is  one  which  cannot  be  too  strongly 
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insisted  npon,  and  it  is  one  that  especiaUy  characterises  Dr. 
Yon  Sallet's  works. 

Odcc  more  I  most  heartily  congratulate  the  Society  on  their 
jndioions  choice  of  so  eminent  a  numismatist  upon  whom  to 
bestow  their  medal. 

The  President  then  delivered  the  following  address : — 

In  addressing  this  Society  on  the  occasion  of  another  Anni* 
versary  Meeting,  I  may  again  congratulate  it  on  the  satisfactory 
condition  of  its  finances  and  of  its  List  of  Members.  Although 
through  death  and  resignation  of  membership  we  have  lost 
thirteen  of  our  Ordinary  Members/we  have  elected  fourteen  new 
Members,  so  that  our  numbers  have  increased  by  one.  The  list 
of  our  Honorary  Members  has  been  reduced  by  one,  so  that  in 
all  our  number  remains  unchanged.  Our  finances,  as  you  will 
have  heard  from  our  Treasurer's  report,  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  Our  balance  is  reduced,  but  not  to  the  extent  of  the 
investments  made.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  capital  of  the 
Society  has  been  transferred  from  Consols  to  London  and  N<Mrth- 
Western  Railway  Preference  Stock  within  the  year. 

The  medal  of  the  Society  has,  as  you  know,  been  awarded  by 
the  Council  to  Dr.  Alfred  von  SaUet,  in  recognition  of  his  long- 
continued  services  to  the  science  of  Numismatics,  and  in  this 
award  of  the  Council  I  am  sure  that  the  Society  at  large  will 
cordially  concur. 

Our  losses  by  death  have,  I  regret  to  say,  been  rather  above 
the  average,  and  among  our  deceased  members  are  several 
highly  distiuguished  men  about  whose  career  it  seems  incumbent 
upon  me  to  say  a  few  words. 

From  the  list  of  our  foreign  Honorary  Members  we  have  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  the  veteran  Professor  J.  G.  Stickel  of  Jena, 
who  for  sixty-seven  continuous  years  occupied  a  Professorial 
chair  in  that  University.  Johann  Gustav  Stickel  was  bom  at 
Eisenach,  on  the  18th  July,  1805,  and  died  on  the  2l8t 
January,  1896,  in  the  ninety-first  year  of  his  age.     His  early 
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•ndeaTonrB  were  in  the  direotion  of  Theology  and  Philology^ 
but  he  soon  devoted  himself  to  Oriental  studies,  which  led  him 
for  some  time  to  reside  in  Paris.  He  returned,  however,  to  Jena 
in  1880,  and  ten  years  later  induced  the  Grand  Duke 
Frederick  of  Weimar  to  purchase  the  Zwick  coUection  of 
Oriental  coins.  Under  his  auspices  there  gradually  accumulated 
around  this  nucleus  a  collection  which  now  numbers  in  all 
upwards  of  20,000  coins.  Among  these  are  many  of  the  rarest 
and  most  important  of  the  early  Mohammedan  coins,  which 
with  other  allied  relics  have  furnished  materials  for  upwards  of 
sixty  treatises  on  Oriental  Numismatics  and  Sphragistics, 
published  by  Stickel.  A  medal  was  struck  to  commemorate  the 
Jubilee  of  his  Professorship  in  1889,  and  in  1892  he  had  the 
dignity  of  Privy  Councillor  conferred  upon  him.  His  energies 
remained  unimpaired  to  the  last,  and  papers  from  his  pen  were 
published  up  to  within  a  short  time  of  his  decease. 

Among  our  home  Members,  there  is  no  one  whose  loss  is 
more  deeply  and  universally  deplored  than  my  life-long  friend 
and  in  several  capacities  colleague  Sir  Augustus  Wollaston 
Franks,  the  President  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries.  Although 
a  rare  attendant  at  our  meetings,  and  the  author  of  but  one 
communication  to  the  Chronicle,  he  was  an  active  and  warm 
supporter  of  the  study  of  numismatics.  The  paper  I  have 
mentioned  added  nearly  250  new  varieties  to  the  London 
Tradesmen's  Tokens  of  the  sixteenth  century ;  but  the  important 
share  that  he  took  in  preparing  the  MedaJlic  Illustrations  of 
British  History  for  the  press  has  a  far  higher  claim  upon  our 
gratitude.  In  this  exhaustive  work  he  was  assisted  by  our 
Secretary,  Mr.  Grueber.  The  Society  will  remember  the 
account  of  a  remarkable  hoard  of  about  240  Anglo-Saxon  coins 
from  the  time  of  0£fa  to  that  of  uEthelwulf,  communicated  to 
us  in  1894.  The  whole  of  this  hoard  was,  with  his  accustomed 
liberality,  added  to  the  National  Collection  by  Sir  Wollaston 
Franks,  but  this  is  a  mere  trifle  when  compared  with  the 
marvellous  treasures  which  he  from  time  to  time  presented  to 
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the  Maeenm  and  those  which  he  has  bequeathed  to  it.  This  is 
not  the  place  to  dilate  apon  his  wondeifol  stores  of  knowledge, 
ever  at  the  disposal  of  students,  of  his  critical  acomen  and  his 
powers  of  organization.  Far  less  can  I  speak  of  his  devoted 
friendship  and  the  kindliness  of  his  disposition*  To  many 
besides  me  his  loss  is  incalculable  and  irreparable.  For  forty- 
five  years  he  devoted  the  whole  of  his  time  and  the  bulk  of  his 
income  to  forwarding  the  interests  of  the  British  Museum  and 
improving  its  archsBological  collections,  and  his  services  to  the 
Society  of  Antiquaries  have  also  been  unbounded.  I  may  men- 
tion that  in  1884  he  had  a  medalet  struck,  with  his  crest  and 
motto  on  the  obverse  and  his  name  and  familyarms  on  the  reverse, 
which  he  gave  to  his  more  intimate  friends  as  a  kind  of  numis- 
matic memorial,  which  wOl  now  be  doubly  treasured.  On  it 
his  university  degree  is  recorded  as  M.A.,  but  Cambridge,  his 
alma  mater,  subsequently  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of 
Litt.D.,  and  Oxford  that  of  D.O.L.  He  was  bom  on  March 
20th,  1826,  and  died  on  May  2l8t,  1897,  having  been  for 
thirty-six  years  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  for  forty-four 
years  a  fellow  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Cochran  Patrick,  F.S.A.,  of  Beith,  in  Ayr- 
shire, was  an  old  Member  of  the  Society,  having  been  elected 
in  1871,  and  was  among  the  most  distinguished  Scottish  numis- 
matists of  this  century.  His  Records  of  the  Coinage  of  Scot- 
land, published  in  two  volumes  in  1876,  was  soon  foUowed  by 
Records  of  Mining  in  Scotland,  which  appeared  in  1878,  and 
the  Catalogue  of  the  Medals  of  Scotland,  published  in  1884. 
These  four  handsome  quarto  volumes  are  monuments  of  his 
learning,  zeal,  and  industry ;  but  besides  producing  these  inde- 
pendent standard  works,  he  was  for  many  years  a  constant 
contributor  to  the  pages  of  the  Numismatic  Chronicle, 

In  the  New  Series  there  are  no  less  than  eighteen  papers  from 
his  pen,  all  relating  to  the  Scottish  coinage,  and  several  of  them 
giving  accounts  of  unpublished  varieties.  Of  late  years  his 
communications  have  been  fewer  in  number,  but  the  last  of 
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ihese,  pablishedin  1888,  oonstitated  an  important  supplement 
to  his  work  on  Scottish  medals.  Besides  being  a  first-rate 
numismatist  and  a  good  antiquary,  Mr.  Cochran  Patrick  played 
a  not  nnimportant  part  in  politics.  In  the  days  when  Scottish 
Conservative  M.P.B  were  fiur  scarcer  than  at  present,  he  sat  for 
North  Ayrshire,  from  1880  to  1885.  From  1887  to  1892  he 
was  Under-Secretary  for  Scotland,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  was  sudden,  on  the  15th  of  March,  1897,  he  was  Deputy- 
Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Fishery  Board.  He  took  an  active 
part  in  all  matters  relating  to  his  native  county  of  Ayrshire,  as 
well  as  in  all  that  concerned  Scottish  antiquities,  and  at 
different  times  held  the  offices  of  Secretary  and  Vice-President 
of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Scotland.  He  died  deeply 
regretted  by  many  personal  finends  at  the  comparatively  early 
age  of  fifty-five. 

M.  H.  Hofimann,  of  Paris,  had  been  a  Member  of  our  Society 
since  1876,  and  for  many  years  occupied  a  foremost  place 
among  the  dealers  and  experts  of  France.  He  had  consider- 
able literary  ability,  and  contributed  various  papers  to  Le  Nu- 
mitmaUy  which  was  published  under  his  auspices.  His  most 
important  work  was  on  Les  Monnaies  Boyales  de  France^  which 
was  published  in  4to,  with  118  Plates,  in  1878.  M.  Hoffmann 
was  a  bom  collector,  with  a  keen  appreciation  of  all  that  was 
fine  in  art  or  of  rare  historical  interest,  whether  in  classical, 
medifeval,  or  modem  coins,  or  in  objects  of  Roman,  Greek,  or 
Egyptian  antiquity.  Long  after  he  had  retired  from  business 
he  could  not  abstain  from  attending  the  principal  sales  of  coins 
and  antiquities,  and  from  time  to  time  securing  for  his  own 
enjoyment  some  of  the  most  attractive  objects  brought  to  the 
hammer.  His  private  house,  indeed,  always  partook  of  the 
nature  of  a  museum,  of  which  he  was  the  intelligent  conserv- 
ator. He  died  in  Paris  on  the  80th  April  last,  in  the  seventy- 
fourth  year  of  his  age. 

Mr.  Alexander  Durlacher  had  been  a  Member  of  the  Society 
since  1879,  and  exhibited  his  interest  in  numismatics  by  being. 
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a  constant  attendant  at  oar  meetmgB,  to  which  he  occasionally 
brought  objects  of  interest.  He  was,  however,  better  known 
from  his  devotion  to  mnsic,  haviag  been  an  early  member  and 
a  tmstee  of  the  Sacred  Harmonic  Society,  and  having  for  some 
years  taken  an  active  part  in  organizing  the  Handel  Festivals 
at  the  Crystal  Palace,  and  the  choral  arrangements  at  the 
State  GoDcerts  given  in  Buckingham  Palace.  He  died  on 
20th  November,  1896,  at  the  age  of  seventy-four. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Pearce  joined  the  Society  in  1870,  Mr.  W.  R. 
Baker  in  1872,  Mr.  T.  B.  Barrett  in  1876,  and  Mr.  P.  B.  Beed 
in  1881.  They  were,  therefore,  all  old  Members  of  oar  body  ; 
ihoagh  none  of  them  commanicated  any  paper  to  our  publica- 
tions, they  belonged  to  a  class  of  men  to  whom  our  Society  is 
often  deeply  indebted — ^gentlemen  residing  in  different  parts 
of  the  country,  taking  an  interest  in  all  the  discoveries  made  in 
their  districts,  coUecting  and  preserving  coins,  and  disseminat- 
ing a  taste  for  numismatic  studies. 

Turning  now  to  the  various  contributions  to  our  knowledge 
that  have  been  made  during  the  last  year,  I  find  them  to  have 
extended  as  usual  over  a  wide  field,  and  to  have  embraced 
subjects  relating  to  Greek,  Boman,  Saxon,  English,  and  Ori- 
ental numismatics. 

In  the  Greek  department  we  have  had  more  than  one  paper 
of  much  interest.  Owing  to  the  dispersion  of  the  Montagu 
and  Bunbury  cabinets,  and  to  a  grant  liberally  made  by  the 
Treasury,  the  opportunities  of  the  British  Museum  for  making 
additions  to  the  National  Collection  have  been  greater  than 
usual.  Mr.  Wroth  has  again  favoured  us  with  a  communica- 
tion, calling  attention  to  the  more  remarkable  of  these  additions. 
In  his  paper  recording  the  acquisitions  of  1895,  which  from 
some  inadvertence  I  omitted  to  notice  in  my  Address  of  last 
year,  he  called  attention  to  a  remarkable  tetradrachm  of  Eryx, 
a  rare  drachma  of  Istrus,  in  Moesia,  an  unpublished  coin  of 
Pheneus  in  Arcadia,  an  early  coin  of  Neandria  in  the  Troad,  a 
bronze  coin  of  Hydisus  in  Oaria,  the  first  ever  attributed  to 
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that  eity»  and  several  other  important  pieces.  The  acquisi- 
tions of  the  Moseam  in  1896  comprised  in  the  Greek  series  no 
fewer  than  50  gold  and  428  silver  coins,  or  from  two  to  three 
times  as  many  as  the  average  of  the  previoos  nine  years.  The 
bronze  coins,  on  the  other  hand,  fell  somewhat  bebw  the 
average. 

I  mast  content  myself  by  mentioning  a  few  only  of  the  mor6 
important  pieces.  First  comes  a  grand  specimen  of  the  Italian 
qnincassis,  with  the  type  of  a  bnll  walking,  and  of  the  weight 
of  nearly  fonr  ponnds  avoirdapois,  which  came  from  the  Pem- 
broke Cabinet,  and  was  bequeathed  to  the  Museum  by  the  late 
Sir  Edward  Bunbury.  It  probably  dates  from  the  latter  half 
of  the  fourth  century  b.o.  A  gold  quarter-stater  of  Tarentum 
is  another  rarity,  as  is  a  tetradrachm  of  Odessus  in  Thrace 
with  the  OEO^  MEFA^  of  the  place,  whoever  he  may  be, 
both  in  full  on  the  reverse,  and  showing  his  head  only  on  the 
obverse.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  coins  is  the 
tetradrachm  of  Nabis,  King  of  Lacedsemon,  about  b.o.  207  to 
192.  It  would  be  strange  if  this  and  another  unique  tetra- 
drachm  inscribed  NABIO^  constituted  the  whole  remains  of 
his  currency,  which  extended  over  a  period  of  fifteen  years,  but 
possibly  his  smaller  coins  bore  merely  an  indication  to  show 
that  they  were  issued  by  the  State  of  Laced»mon.  A  fine  tetra* 
drachm  of  Tenedos,  and  a  unique  stater  of  Alexander  II 
(Zebina),  already  described  in  the  pages  of  the  Chranielef  and 
both  from  the  Montagu  Collection,  must  close  my  list  of 
selected  examples. 

Mr.  George  Macdonald,  who  has  unusual  opportunities  of 
carefully  examining  the  Hunter  OoUection  of  Coins  at  Glas- 
gow, has  supplied  us  with  some  valuable  notes  on  Combe's 
Catalogue  of  the  Collection.  Not  only  have  numerous  coins 
been  more  or  less  misread  and  misattributed,  but  a  certain 
number  of  them  can  now  no  longer  be  accepted  as  undoubtedly 
genuine.  In  such  an  extensive  collection,  formed,  as  it  was, 
during  the  last  century  by  one  whose  principal  scientific  oecu- 
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pation  was  not  the  stady  of  ntuniBmatios,  it  is  fortunate  that 
there  are  not  more  speoimens  that  will  not  bear  the  light  of 
modem  methods  of  examination*  I  fear  that  when  the  series 
of  Boman  gold  coins  comes  under  review,  a  few  of  them  will 
have  to  join  the  ranks  of  **  doubtful  authenticity." 

Mr.  Macdonald  has  also  called  our  attention  to  a  find  made 
in  the  Lipari  Islands,  including  an  unpublished  coin  of  Bheginm. 
The  most  numerous  in  the  hoard  of  68  coins,  are  **  Horsemen 
of  Tarentum,*'  but  there  are  in  it  17  coins  of  NeapoHs  in  Cam- 
pania, as  well  as  specimens  from  the  mints  of  Yelia  and  Gales. 
The  most  important  is  that  of  Bhegium,  apparently  a  silver  piece 
of  two  litne,  with  the  head  of  Apollo  to  the  left  on  the  obverse, 
and  the  lion's  head  facing  on  the  reverse.  The  deposit  probably 
took  place  towards  the  beginning  of  the  First  Punic  War. 

A  paper  by  Mr.  Seltmann,  to  be  subsequently  mentioned,  is 
also  illustrative  of  the  coinage  of  Bhegium. 

Mr.  Seltmann,  in  a  paper  on  supposed  signs  of  value  on  early 
coins  of  Himera,  has  suggested  a  new  interpretation  of  the 
peculiar  symbols  VV,  which,  with  numerous  variations,  occur 
on  these  pieces.  The  first  mark  has  been  regarded  as  the 
initial  letter  of  VITRA,  and  the  second  as  indicating  the 
numeral  five.  The  author  suggests  that  the  symbols  stand  for 
the  two  first  letters  of  the  word  AYTPON,  an  expiatory 
ofiering  or  atonement.  The  suggestion  is  ingenious,  and  the 
reasons  shown  for  disconnecting  the  symbols  with  five  litraa 
cogent ;  but  so  far  as  I  am  individuaUy  concerned,  the  inter- 
pretation as  AVTPON  does  not  commend  itself  to  me,  and 
the  mystery  attaching  to  the  symbols  remains  unsolved.  Mr. 
Seltmann's  paper  is  suggestive  in  several  other  respects,  and 
deserves  to  be  attentively  studied. 

The  same  author  has  favoured  us  with  an  essay  on  the  type 
known  as  the  **  Demos  "  on  the  coins  of  Bhegium,  and  has 
shown  cause  for  regarding  this  seated  figure  as  rather  repre- 
senting Aristaeus,  or  some  local  agricultural  divinity,  than  as 
impersonating  the  inhabitants  of  the  city.    He  regards  the  staff 
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tnd  other  aiiribntes  connected  with  the  figure  as  being  qnite  in 
keeping  with  its  beingTintended  for  Axistaens,  the  protector  of 
flocks  and  shepherds,  of  vineyards  and  oliveyards,  the  intro- 
dacer  of  agriooltare  and  the  guardian  against  the  pernicious 
inflnences  of  the  Dog-star.  Like  the  paper  abready  mentioned, 
that  on  the  Rhegian  type  cannot  be  dismissed  without  very  full 
consideration. 

Mr.  Hill  has  had  the  good  fortune  to  publish  a  didrachm 
fitmck  at  the  hitherto  unknown  mint  of  Oinoanda,  a  town  of 
Lyda,  not  Isa  from  Little  Termessus,  the  coins  of  which  place 
present  analogous  types ;  and  Mr.  Lambros  has  shown  cause 
for  transferring  a  bronze  coin,  attributed  by  M.  Svoronos  to 
Pannona,  in  Crete,  to  Hierapytna,  or  Hierapetra,  in  the  same 
island.  He  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  Pannona  must,  for  the 
present  at  least,  be  excluded  from  Cretan  numismatics.  We 
may,  perhaps,  hear  more  on  the  subject  from  M.  Svoronos. 
An  argument  against  the  view  of  M.  Lambros  seems  to  be 
afforded  by  the  fact  that  on  the  known  coins  of  Hierapytna  the 
name  is  spelt  IEPA»  and  not  I APA,  as  seems  necessary  if  the 
new  attribution  is  to  be  accepted. 

The  principal  paper  that  we  have  had  on  Roman  numis- 
matics has  a  melancholy  interest  about  it.  It  is  the  first  part 
of  an  account  by  the  late  Mr.  Montagu  of  the  rare  and  unpub- 
lished Roman  gold  coins  in  his  magnificent  collection,  now 
unfortunately  dispersed.  The  coins  described  are  189  in 
number,  and  extend  to  the  days  of  Salonlnus,  the  son  of  Gallie- 
nus,  and  though  at  the  time  when  he  was  engaged  in  writing 
this  account,  Mr.  Montagu  had  only  got  through  one-half  of  his 
task  when  he  was  stricken  down  vrith  the  illness  that  carried 
him  off  from  among  us,  perhaps  this  first  half  comprises  the 
most  interesting  coins,  even  if  there  were  a  greater  number  of 
unpublished  pieces  in  the  second.  It  would  be  superfluous  to 
enter  into  details,  especially  as  the  Sale  Catalogue  of  the  collec- 
tion may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  handbooks  of  Roman 
gold  coins  ever  published ;  but  I  may  name  a  few  of  the  more 
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important  pieces,  several  of  which  are  now  in  the  National 
Collection :  Mark  Antony  and  Octavia,  the  same  and  his  boh, 
Titns  and  Julia,  Pescennios  Niger,  Diadamenianns,  and  Ura- 
nins  Antoninns,  of  whom  there  were  four  coins  in  the  collection. 
The  prices  obtained  for  these  afford  a  strong  argument  in  hvour 
of  doubting  the  verdict  pronounced  upon  them  by  Sign.  Gnec- 
chi,  of  Milan,  who  has  regarded  all  the  gold  coins  of  Uranina 
as  fiftlse.  The  Diadumenianus,  which  cost  Mr.  Montagu  so 
many  days*  study,  is  now  in  my  collection.  The  publication  of 
this  valuable  contribution  to  our  knowledge  sadly  recalls  to 
mind  the  great  loss  that  this  Society  has  sustained  by  the 
death  of  the  author. 

Mr.  E.  Whymper,  who  has  come  across  some  Roman  coins 
found  in  the  Th^odule  Pass,  which  lies  between  the  Mattorhom 
and  Monte  Rosa  on  the  Southern  border  of  Switzerland,  has 
kindly  called  our  attention  to  them.  The  coins  are  of  various 
dates,  and  though  upwards  of  forty  were  found  together,  aboat  a 
quarter  belong  to  the  time  of  Aurelian  and  Probus,  and  three- 
fourths  to  the  period  between  Oonstantme  II  and  Decentius.  A 
second  series  of  coins  obtained  from  the  same  locality  by  If. 
Seidler  extends  from  Gtaulish  times  to  the  days  of  Theodosins. 
The  general  inference  to  be  drawn  is  this,  that  the  Th^odnle 
Pass  has  been  frequented,  at  all  events  at  intervals,  for  a  period 
of  2,000  years. 

Mr.  Boyd  has  described  a  hoard  of  nearly  two  hundred 
Roman  denarii  found  near  Cambridge  and  ranging  in  date  from 
the  time  of  Clodius  Albinus  to  that  of  Philip  the  Arabian  and 
his  family.  Though  the  deposit  contains  no  coins  of  very 
remarkable  types  or  great  rarity,  it  is  satisfactory  to  have  such 
a  complete  and  carefully  compiled  list  of  them  placed  on  record. 
A  principal  feature  of  interest  in  the  hoard  is  its  close 
correspondence  with  that  found  at  Brickendonbury,  near 
Hertford,  in  1895,  of  which  I  furnished  a  description  to  the 
Society.  It  must  have  been  deposited  in  the  ground  at  approxi- 
mately the  same  time,  at  all  events  within  about  a  couple  of 
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yean,  and  it  appears  to  afford  fresh  testimony  to  the  disturbed 
state  of  Britain  about  the  year  250,  when  the  troubled  condition 
of  the  Boman  Empire  in  the  East  seems  to  have  diverted  the 
attention  of  the  government  in  the  West  and  to  have  led  to  a 
feeling  of  insecurity,  shown  by  the  possessors  of  money  burying 
it  in  the  soil  for  security. 

The  smaller  series  of  third-brass  coins  found  near  Cadbury 
Camp,  Somerset,  and  described  by  Mr.  Fritchard,  belong  to  a 
later  date  and  range  from  Gallienus  to  Constantius  Ghlorus. 
Coins  of  DiocletianuB,  Maximianus,  and  Oarausius,  all  struck 
ander  the  authority  of  the  hst,  with  PAX  AVGGG.  M.L.XXI 
on  the  reverse,  add  an  interest  to  the  find. 

Passing  on  to  the  Saxon  coinage  we  find  Lord  Grantley 
attempting  to  elucidate  the  numismatic  history  of  Northumbria 
during  the  obscure  period  between  the  resignation  of  Eadbert, 
in  A^.  758  and  the  days  of  Eanred,  a.d.  808,  when  the  styca 
coinage  became  abundant.  Leaving  the  coins  of  Moll  Ethel- 
wald  and  Oswulf,  the  author  cites  from  his  own  collection  two 
eoins  struck  by  Alchred,  in  conjunction  with  Archbishop  Ecg- 
berht  of  York,  one  of  Aethelred  I,  which  he  has  akeady 
described  to  the  Society,  and  two  sceattas  of  Aelfvald  I,  one 
of  them  apparently  with  the  name  of  a  moneyer.  He  goes  on 
to  describe  some  stycas  attributed  to  Aelfvald  II,  and  con- 
cludes with  those  which  there  seems  reason  to  attribute  to 
Eardnll  The  paper  is  full  of  facts  relating  to  the  Northum- 
brian coinage,  and  will  have  to  be  carefully  studied  by  future 
writers  on  the  subject. 

Lord  Grantley  has  also  described  a  penny  of  Offa  of  Mercia, 
with  a  new  type  of  reverse  struck  by  the  well-known  moneyer 
DYB.  The  fertility  of  design  exhibited  on  the  coinage  of 
Oi&  is  surprising,  and  the  varieties  seem  almost  inexhaustible. 
This  would  be  none  the  less  remarkable  should  Sir  Henry 
Howorth's  opinion,  that  there  was  no  Mercian  coinage  before 
the  days  of  Offa,  be  substantiated.  Hb  proposed  transference 
of  the  coins  attributed  to  Peada  and  Aethehred  from  Mercia  to 
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East  Anglia,  may  find  some  support  firom  the  small  hoard  of 
sceattas  found  near  Cambridge,  of  which  I  published  an 
aceount  some  three  or  four  years  ago.  It  is  a  case  in  which 
Mary's  motto  will  hold  good :  **  Veritas  temporis  filia.'* 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence,  dealing  with  coins  of  a  somewhat  later 
date,  has  touched  upon  some  difficult  points  in  questioning  the 
authenticity  of  certain  coins  of  Harold  11,  William  the  Con- 
queror, and  Bufus.  Unfortunately  I  was  not  able  to  be  present 
when  the  paper  was  read,  and  I  was,  therefore,  deprived  of  the 
advantage  of  hearing  the  discussion  upon  it.  I  must,  however, 
confess  that  the  identity  of  the  dies  from  which  several  of  the 
coins  were  struck  can,  in  my  opinion,  hardly  be  accounted  for 
by  any  interchange  of  such  instruments  at  places  so  hi  distant 
from  each  other  as  Lincoln,  Lewes,  and  Winchester,  even  assum- 
ing them  to  have  been  issued  from  one  central  office  in  Lon- 
don. If  I  am  not  mistaken  there  is  another  circumstance  in 
the  case  which,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  is  of  a  highly  suspicious 
character,  viz.,  that  one  of  the  coins  impugned  instead  of 
having  been  struck  on  an  ordinary  plain  blank,  is  a  penny  of  the 
common  Paxs  type,  restruck  as  a  rarer  coin.  Mr.  Lawrence 
has  also  given  us  an  account  of  a  hoard  of  short-cross  pennies 
found  in  France,  an  examination  of  which  confirms  the  classifi- 
cation of  these  coins  now  generally  adopted.  The  name  of  one 
Canterbury  moneyer  B0B6CBT  .  YI :  is  new. 

For  a  discussion  of  the  attribution  of  a  Baronial  coin  of  the 
time  of  Stephen  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Samuel  Page. 

Advancing  to  still  more  recent  days,  Mr.  Grueber  has  favoured 
us  with  accounts  of  two  extensive  hoards  of  English  silver 
coins,  which,  having  been  surrendered  to  the  Treasury,  have 
passed  under  examination  at  the  British  Museum. 

The  first  of  these,  found  on  a  farm  at  East  Worlington, 
North  Devon,  consisted  of  nearly  5,200  pieces,  mainly  shillings 
and  sixpences^  from  the  reign  of  Edward  YI  to  that  of 
Charles  I,  but  including  some  half-crowns  of  the  last-named 
king.    A  few  new  varieties,  not  mentioned  by  Hawkins,  were

among  them,  and  some  coins  from  the  local  mints  of  Aberyst- 
with  and  Exeter.  The  hoard  mast  have  been  deposited  in 
the  year  1646,  when  the  civil  war  was  raging,  and  when  the 
final  conflict  in  the  West  of  England  between  the  two  opposing 
parties  took  place. 

The  other  hoard  is  of  a  later  date,  and  was  foond  under 
the  floor  of  a  building  attached  to  the  chnrch  at  Grediton,  in 
the  same  county.  There  were  1,884  coins  in  it,  ranging 
from  those  of  Edward  VI  down  to  the  milled  coins  of 
Charles  IE,  the  latest  in  date  being  of  1688.  No  coins  of 
the  Conunonwealth  were  present  in  the  hoard,  and  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  it  was  accumulated  and  deposited  are 
obscure.  If  the  constituent  coins  were  brought  together  at  a 
date  near  1688,  it  is  strange  that  nearly  half  the  coins  were 
struck  before  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  more 
than  half  before  that  of  the  reign  of  James  I.  It  may  be 
that  the  hoard  was  the  accumulation  of  a  lifetime.  A  few 
interesting  local  coins  were  present,  including  a  half-crown  from 
the  Weymouth  mint,  and  one  of  some  rarity  from  Shrewsbury. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Grueber  for  some  notes 
on  the  rare  Phoenix  medalet  of  Elizabeth,  and  on  a  curious 
satirical  medal  on  the  state  of  France  about  1708-9  under 
Louis  XIY. 

In  addition  to  a  considerable  number  of  medals  that  have 
been  exhibited  at  our  meetings,  that  in  gold  presented  in 
1804  to  Dr.  Edward  Jenner  by  the  Medical  Society  of  London 
has  been  fully  described  by  Dr.  Parkes  Weber.  He  has  also 
given  us  an  interesting  paper  on  the  curious  "  Perkins  School 
Tokens "  of  the  seventeenth  century,  of  which  a  certain 
number  have  been  published  in  Williamson's  edition  of  Boyne, 
which  afford  a  curious  insight  into  the  school  customs  of  the 
period. 

Dr.  Parkes  Weber  has  also  called  our  attention  to  certain 
Renaissance  medals  bearing  the  presumed  portraits  of  Priam, 
Alexander  the  Great,  and    Octavius,  with   fanciful  reverses. 
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From  internal  evidence  he  assigns  their  production  to  an  en- 
graver, who  flonrished  under  Pope  Paul  in,  Alessandro  Cesati 
by  name ;  who  was,  however,  fiEimiliarly  called  ''  H  Grechetto." 

Dr.  Frazer  of  Dublin  has  called  our  attention  to  some 
medals  struck  by  W.  Mossop,  a  jeweller  and  die-sinker  of 
that  city  at  the  end  of  the  last  century,  and  an  artist  of  no 
mean  ability. 

A  very  large  number  of  other  interesting  coins  and  medals 
have  been  exhibited  to  the  Society  at  our  meetings. 

In  the  department  of  Oriental  Numismatics  Mr.  L.  White 
King  and  Mr.  William  Yost  have  communicated  to  the  Chronicle 
a  paper  on  some  novelties  in  Moghal  coins,  in  which  a  con- 
siderable number  of  new  mints  are  added  to  those  already- 
known  of  Akbar,  Jahangir,  Aurangzib  and  others.  A  coin  of 
Humayun  and  Eamran  coiijointly  seems  to  be  of  especial 
interest. 

Another  communication  from  Mr.  White  King  is  on  the 
«<  History  and  Coinage  of  the  Baraksai  Dynasty  of  Afghani- 
stan." Though  relating  to  comparatively  modem  times,  it  is 
of  considerable  interest  to  the  student  of  the  history  of  the 
English  in  India.  The  names  of  Dost  Mahommed,  Akbar 
Ehan,  Sher  Ali,  and  Abd  ur  Bahman,  are  not  unfamiliar  even 
to  the  general  public,  and  the  series  of  Afghan  coins,  many  of 
which  bear  poetical  couplets  upon  them,  seems  to  be  of  more 
interest  than  many  of  the  native  coins  of  India. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Bodgers  has  described  two  new  coins  from  the 
Punjab,  one  of  them  bearing  the  name  of  Polyxenos,  and  be- 
longing to  much  the  same  date  as  Strabo  I  and  Menander. 
Mr.  Bapson,  in  a  paper  on  the  attribution  of  certain  silver  coins 
of  Sassanian  fabric,  has  placed  on  record  some  of  the  views  of 
the  late  Sir  A.  Cunningham  with  regard  to  these  puzzling  coins 
which  that  lamented  archaeologist  had  intended  to  incorporate 
in  a  note  to  be  appended  to  his  article  on  the  ^'  Coinage  of  the 
White  Huns."  The  coins  were  by  him  regarded  as  Ephthalite, 
probably  of  the  seventh  century  a.d.  ;   whereas  M.  Markoff 
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considers  them  to  have  been  struok  by  the  Tornska  Indo- 
Scyths  in  the  third  or  fourth  century.  There  is,  therefore, 
room  for  controversy. 

The  past  year,  like  the  one  before  it,  has  been  distingoished  by 
important  sales  in  London,  both  of  coins  and  medals,  the  Bon- 
bnry  Collection  of  Greek  coins,  and  part  of  the  Montaga  Collec- 
tion, indading  the  whole  of  the  medals,  having  been  disposed 
of  by  auction.  The  prices  realised  seemed  to  prove  that  the 
interest  in  medallic  illustrations  of  the  past  has  by  no  means 
diminished.  Among  numismatic  publications  I  may  call  atten* 
tion  to  the  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  Caria  and  the  Islands, 
prepared  by  Mr.  Head,  and  published  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
British  Museum.  An  important  innovation  in  it  is  the  addition 
of  a  map  showing  the  physical  features  of  the  country  and 
the  geographical  position  of  the  towns  at  which  mints  were 
situated,  thus  adding  materially  to  the  value  of  the  worL 
Another  feature  is  presented  by  the  addition  of  a  Plate  of  coins 
belonging  to  the  series  described,  but  of  which  there  are  as  yet 
no  examples  in  the  National  CoUeetion.  The  Catalogue  is  thus 
raised  to  the  dignity  of  a  Handbook.  The  Introduction  is 
exhaustive  and  complete,  and  not  the  least  interesting  part  of 
it  is  that  which  relates  to  the  re-issue  of  gold  Philippi  in  the 
second  century  b.o. 

Another  of  the  British  Museum  Catalogues  that  has  just 
appeared  relates  to  the  coins  of  Lycia,  Pamphylia,  and  Pisidia. 
It  is  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Hill,  and  forms  the  nineteenth  volume  of  this 
magnificent  work.  A  noticeable  improvement  in  this  volume 
upon  its  predecessors  is  the  insertion  in  the  text,  where  possible, 
of  the  find-spot  of  interesting  coins,  and  of  the  names  of  the 
coUections  from  which  difierent  specimens  passed  to  their  final 
reeting-place  in  the  Museum. 

I  may  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  attention  to  the  fine 
series  of  English  coins  and  medals,  partly  originals  and  partly 
electrotypes,  that  is  now  exhibited  in  the  corridor  attached  to 
the  Medal  Boom  of  the  Museum.    Students  will  there  find  fad- 
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lilies  for  stadying  a  fine  and  complete  series  of  oor  coins  and  a 
magnificent  display  of  medals. 

Students  of  Greek  numismatics  will  be  gratified  to  learn 
that,  thanks  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Stevenson,  of  Glasgow,  a 
new  Gatalogae  of  the  Hunter  Collection  of  coins  of  cities  and 
princes  is  in  course  of  preparation  and  will  probably  soon  be 
completed.  The  old  Catalogue  by  Combe  is,  as  we  know 
from  Mr.  Macdonald's  paper,  by  no  means  free  from  errors,  and 
moreover,  some  of  the  coins  are  of  but  questionable  authenti- 
city. The  new  Catalogue  will  doubtless  be  completed  in  a  more 
critical  manner  than  was  the  former,  which  it  is  destined  to 
supersede. 

All  that  now  remains  for  me  to  say  is  to  express  my  thanks 
to  tibis  meeting  for  the  patience  with  which  it  has  listened  to 
me,  and  to  exhort  all  members  of  the  Society  who  have  any  rare 
or  unpublished  coins  on  which  to  comment,  or  any  new  views 
on  numismatic  subjects  that  they  wish  to  ventilate,  at  once  to 
communicate  with  the  Secretaries.  If  any  one  has  friends  with 
numismatic  tastes,  let  him  lay  before  them  the  advantages  of 
joining  the  Society.  In  doing  so  let  them  call  to  mind  that 
this  is  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  Numismatic  Society,  as  well 
as  that  of  our  beloved  Sovereign,  and  while  praying  for  long  and 
continued  prosperity  to  her  reign,  let  them  do  all  in  their 
power  to  maintain  the  Society  on  a  firm  and  satisfactory  basis. 
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The  Meeting  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  Cooncil  and 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  when  the  following  gentlemen

Kous  sayons  maintenant  que  Nabis  n'^tait  pas  un  soldat 
de  fortune,  un  condoUiere  jy&  n'importe  oii,  qui  se  trouva 
nn  jour  maitre  de  Sparte,  mais  un  Laced^monien,  vrai- 
flemblablement  de  sang  Heraclide ;  qu'il  ^tait  fils  d'un 
D^marate,  et  descendant  probable  de  ce  roi  D^marate 
qui  avait  cbercli^  un  refuge  k  la  cour  de  Suze,  au  temps 
des  guerres  mMiques ;  qu'il  devait  par  cons^uent  avoir

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THE  BALCOMBE   FIND. 

(See  Plates  I.— V.) 

On  May  23rd,  1897,  as  a  labourer  in  the  employment  of 
Mr.  Francis  Pierce,  of  Forest  View,  Balcombe,  Sussex,  was 
engaged  in  levelling  a  field  called  Stockcroft,  opposite  to 
the  Bectory  gate,  his  grafter  struck  a  vessel,  which  was 
buried  about  eight  inches  below  the  surface.  The  vessel, 
which  was  of  iron,  was  an  ordinary  household  water-jug 
of  the  fourteenth  century,  resembling  in  shape  a  modem 
coffee-pot  with  a  long  spout  and  handle,  and  having  had 
originally  three  short  legs  or  feet.  One  of  the  legs  had  been 
broken  off,  and  could  not  be  found.  It  must  therefore 
have  been  removed  by  an  ancient  fracture,  which  occurred 
before  the  pot  was  buried.  The  vessel  was  foimd  to  contain 
12  gold  and  742  silver  coins,  which  were  wrapped  up  in  a 
small  piece  of  rough  canvas.  An  inquest  having  been  held 
by  the  Coroner  for  East  Sussex,  the  coins  were  pronounced 
to  be  Treasure  trove;  and  having  been  transmitted  to 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  they  were  in  due  course  for- 
warded to  the  British  Museum  for  examination  and 
selection. 

The  simple  manner  in  which  the  treasure  was  concealed, 
and  the  use  of  an  ordinary  household  utensil  for  its 
reception,  show  that  no  special  circumstances  coidd  have 
been  connected  with  its  burial.  It  was  simply  the  hoard- 
ings of  a  private  individual,  who,  like  so  many  others 
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before  and  after  his  time,  buried  his  treasure,  and,  from  some 
unforeseen  circumstances,  did  not  unearth  it  again.  If 
we  take  into  account  the  value  of  money  in  the  middle 
ages,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  present  day,  the  hoard 
must  haye  represented  no  small  sum. 
A  sunmiary  of  the  hoard  is  as  follows :—

From  the  above  list  it  will  be  seen  that  this  is  one 
of  the  most  important  finds  of  silyer  coins,  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  reign  of  Edward  III,  that  has  taken  place 
in  recent  times  in  England.  The  series  of  groats  and 
half-groats  of  that  reign  are  very  extensive,  especially 
those  which  belong  to  the  first  issue;  and  varieties  of 
legend  and  type  enable  us  to  divide  them  up  into  seyeral 
classes,  showing  some  chronological  sequence.  The  pre- 
servation of  these  coins  is,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory, 
some  pieces  even  being  in  a  fine  state.  The  pennies  of 
Edward  I,  II,  and  III,  are  equally  numerous ;  but  un- 
fortunately the  worn  condition  of  many  of  them  rendered 
their  classification  in  some  instances  a  matter  of  some 
difficulty. 

The  evidence  afforded  by  this  find  presents  another 
opportunity  for  discussing  generally  that  long-mooted 
question  of  the  classification  of  the  smaller  pieces  of  the

three  Edwards.  With  the  gloats  and  half-groats  no  such 
difficulty  occurs.  All  the  early  pieces  of  these  denomina- 
tions bearing  the  name  of  Edward  belong  to  the  third 
king  of  that  name ;  and  all  that  has  to  be  done  is  to 
place  them  in  some  chronological  sequence  within  the  well- 
defined  periods  into  which  they  have  been  already  sepa- 
rated. In  the  case  of  the  earlier  groats  this  find  enables 
us  to  form  several  groups  which  had  not  been  noticed  by 
Hawkins  nor  by  previous  writers,  but  which  had  been 
hinted  at  in  a  paper  recently  published  in  the  Numkmatic 
Chronicle.^  With  the  early  pennies,  halfpennies,  and 
farthings  bearing  the  name  of  Edward,  the  case  is  entirely 
different,  since  we  know  that  pieces  of  all  three  denomi- 
nations were  struck  in  each  of  the  reigns  of  Edward  I, 
II,  and  III.  Their  division  has,  however,  up  to  the 
present,  almost  baffled  the  ingenuity  of  numismatists, 
and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  discussion  of  their  classifica- 
tion in  the  following  pages,  it  has  been  cohsidered  advis- 
able to  group  them  togetiier  in  the  descriptions.  The 
coins  of  the  Edwards  are  therefore  given,  firstly  in  the 
order  of  metals,  gold  and  silver,  and  secondly  according 
to  the  denomlnatioDS.  As  the  classification  of  the  smaller 
pieces  is  based  chiefly  on  small  differences  of  type  and 
on  styles  of  lettering,  numerous  illustrations  are  a  neces- 
sity ;  and  as  many  of  the  specimens  in  the  hoard  were  too 
much  worn  to  be  of  use  for  such  a  purpose,  a  few  illustra- 
tions have  been  supplemented  from  examples  either  in  the 
National  Collection  or  in  Mr.  Lawrence's  cabinet;  and  in 
some  instances,  of  coins  examples  of  which  did  not  occur 
in  the  hoanL  These  are  included  to  support  theories 
adduced.    Such  pieces  will  be  specially  noted.

From  the  descriptions  given  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
only  gold  coins  in  the  hoard  are  nobles  of  Edward  III, 
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which  belong  to  the  third  and  fourth  coinages  of  that  reign. 
Of  the  third  coinage  (1346)  there  is  but  one  specimen 
[PI.  I.,  1].  It  varies  somewhat  from  any  example  hitherto 
published  in  reading  on  the  obverse  legend  I^B  for  I^YB,  and 
in  having  the  letter  in  the  central  compartment  of  the 
cross  on  the  reverse  unusually  large  and  somewhat  differ- 
ently shaped  from  that  illustrated  in  Ruding,  PL  II.,  No.  2, 
which  is  like  another  coin  in  the  Museum,  and  also  similar 
to  that  recently  sold  in  the  Montagu  Collection  (Lot  409, 
second  sale).  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  this  coin,  any 
small  varieties  are  worth  noticing.  The  weight  of  the 
coin  in  the  hoard  is  only  3*3  grains  under  the  full 
standard  weight,  being  126'7  grains  as  against  130  grains. 

Besides  the  weight,  it  should  be  noticed  that  this  noble 
differs  from  those  in  the  hoard  of  the  next  issue  in  having 
English  n's  in  the  legends  and  by  the  stops  being 
saltires. 

The  nobles  of  the  fourth  coinage,  eleven  in  number,  in- 
clude specimens  of  all  the  three  periods  into  which  that 
issue  has  been  divided,  viz.,  (1)  from  1351-1360,  when 
the  title  of  King  of  France  appears  in  the  obverse 
legead;  (2)  from  1360-1369,  when,  in  accordance  with 
the  treaty  of  Bretigny,  the  title  of  France  is  omitted,  and 
that  of  Lord  of  Aquitaine  substituted;  and  (3)  from 
1369-1377,  when,  the  treaty  of  Bretigny  having  been 
violated,  both  titles  were  used. 

The  four  nobles  of  the  first  period  all  differ  from 
Kenyon.  Nos.  2  and  3  are  similar  to  Kenyon  9,  with 
three  ropes  from  the  prow  and  stern  of  the  ship,  but  vary 
in  reading  l^IB  for  l^YB  (No.  3),  and  Itia  for  II^GCS,  and 
maDlVSR  for  snaDIV  on  both  specimens.  The  letter  N 
is  barred  in  the  obverse  legend,  but  not  barred  in  the 
reverse  one,  of  No.  2 ;  but  on  No.  3  it  is  not  barred  on 
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either  side.  Tliis  peculiarity^  though  a  small  one,  ia 
noted,  as  it  is  found  on  a  large  series  of  groats  and  half- 
groats  which  occurred  in  this  hoard,  and  which  will  be 
described  below.  Both  these  coins  have  annulets  as  stops 
between  the  words,  which  also  show  that  they  belong 
to  an  early  period  of  this  coinage.  Nos.  4  and  5  are 
simOar  to  Kenyon  2,  except  that  there  is  only  one  rope 
at  the  prow,  the  French  arms  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
shield  are  sem6  de  lis,  and  not  three  lis  only,  and  there  is 
but  one  lis  before  and  after  and  between  the  lions  on  the 
side  of  the  ship.  The  N's  in  both  obverse  and  reverse 
legends  are  not  barred,  and  the  stops  are  saltires.  The 
two  coins,  though  very  similar  in  type  and  legends,  are, 
however,  from  different  dies. 

The  transition  in  type  between  the  3rd  and  4th  coinages 
in  gold  was  a  gradual  one.  The  distinctive  marks  of  the 
general  gold  coinage  of  1351-1360  consist  in  the  use  of 
Boman  N's,  barred  or  unbarred,  and  of  annulets  for 
stops  between  the  words  of  the  legends.  There  are,  how- 
ever, certain  pieces  which  must  be  assigned  to  the  earliest 
period  of  this  issue.  These  have  annulets  for  stops  on  the 
obverse,  and  like  the  nobles  of  1346,  two  saltires  for  stops 
on  the  reverse.  In  the  obverse  legend  the  N's  are  Roman, 
but  on  the  reverse  they  are  English  (n).  In  some  instances 
too  they  are  without  the  word  SVTGCSn  in  the  reverse 
legend,  as  in  the  coinage  of  1346.  These  pieces  can  also 
be  easily  identified  by  their  extreme  neatness  of  work  and 
by  the  letters  of  the  legends  being  well-formed  and  small 
in  comparison  with  those  of  the  later  coins.  Of  the  same 
style  of  work  are  those  nobles  which  have  throughout 
annulets  for  stops,  but  Roman  N*s  and  M's  in  the  legend. 
Another  point  of  connection  is  the  use  of  open  £'s  and  G's. 
These  nobles  with  Roman  M's  have  their  counterpart  in 
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the  groats  and  half-groats  described  below  [see  under  series 
A  of  the  early  groats  and  half -groats) ;  but  of  the  other 
varieties  no  similar  silver  coins  except  pennies  have  been 
met  with.  It  is  therefore  not  improbable  that  the  issue 
of  groats  and  half- groats  did  not  commence  immediately 
on  the  change  of  the  gold  coinage  in  1351,  but  that  there 
may  have  been  a  lapse  of  a  few  months. 

These  early  nobles  with  the  saltire  stops  must  not  be 
confused  with  the  two  pieces  (Nos.  4  and  5)  described  above. 
The  fabric  of  these  two  gold  coins  shows  that  they  cannot  be 
placed  very  early  in  the  series.  They  must  therefore  be  con- 
sidered as  an  exception,  and  as  intervening  between  the 
issues  with  the  annulet  stops.  They  have  their  counter- 
part in  the  groats  Nos.  12*  and  13,  which,  possessing 
peculiarities  similar  to  those  of  the  groats  with  the  crown 
m.m.,  caxmot  be  placed  very  early  in  the  series.  Half- 
groats  are  also  known  of  this  type. 

Of  the  nobles  struck  between  1360-69,  the  second 
period,  there  are  six  specimens  in  the  find.  They  all 
bear  the  Aquitaine  title  and  not  that  of  France,  and 
throughout  in  the  legends  the  English  U,  and  not  the 
Roman  N,  occurs,  and  the  stops  are  saltires.  One  ex- 
ample in  this  group  (No.  6)  is  an  unpublished  variety 
as  having  a  single  pellet  instead  of  three,  or  an  annulet, 
at  each  angle  of  the  compartment  in  the  centre  of  the  cross 
on  the  reverse  [PL  1. 2],  The  quarter-noble  of  this  variety 
is  fairly  common,  but  no  specimen  of  the  half-noble  has,  so 
far  as  we  are  aware,  ever  been  met  with,  at  least  it  has  not 
been  published.  Nos.  7  and  11  are  slightly  varied  from 
Kenyon  23,  but  Nos.  8-10  appear  to  be  identical  with 
Eenyon  24. 

Of  the  period  1369-1377,  when  both  the  French  and 
Aquitaine  titles  are  found  in  the  obverse  legend,  there  is 
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but  one  noble.  Like  those  of  the  preyious  period,  the 
letter  R  is  of  the  English  form,  and  the  stops  are  saltires. 
It  varies  only  slightly  from  Kenyon  30  in  reading  XQVT 
for  SQT,  and  in  haying  no  saltire  after  IBST. 

All  the  gold  coins  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  in 
consequence  they  are  of  nearly  full  weight.  This  small 
find  does  not  affect  the  chronological  classification  of  the 
nobles  of  Edward  III,  as  generally  accepted. 

The  series  of  groats  and  half-'groats  of  Edward  III  are 
perhaps  the  largest  that  have  eyer  occurred  in  a  single 
hoard.  By  far  the  greater  number  belong  to  the  first 
coinage,  that  is,  from  1351-1360,  and  they  supply  nume- 
rous yarieties  hitherto  unpublished.  Hawkins,  or  rather 
Eenyon,  3rd  edition,  though  mentioning  several  yarieties 
as  regards  the  type,  yet  only  gives  one  form  of  obverse 
legend,  as  occurring  during  this  period  :  SDWSBD  .  D  .  6 . 
EGCX  TlUQL  .  Z  .  FEXna  .  D  ,  HYB.  The  coins  in  the 
hoard  furnish  four  different  readings  or  abbreviations  of 
the  legend  ''  Dei  Gratia.'*  On  the  earliest  pieces  it  is 
abbreviated  into  D  .  6RX,  and  on  the  later  pieces  into 
D  .  6.,  DI  «  6.,  or  DSI  .  6«,  this  being  the  possible 
sequence  in  which  they  occurred  on  the  coins.  The  minor 
differences  in  the  abbreviation  of  other  words  of  the 
legends,  in  the  forms  of  the  letters,  whether  Roman  or 
English,  in  the  shape  of  the  bust  and  in  the  position  of  the 
stops,  whether  annulets  or  saltires,  are  very  numerous,  and 
show  that  the  output  of  the  coins  during  the  period  of 
1351-1860  must  have  been  very  extensive.  Out  ol  about 
203  groats  no  less  than  120  were  selected  for  the  National 
G>llection,  all  varying  in  some  detail  of  more  or  less 
importance.  There  were  also  varieties  of  specimens 
already  existing  in  the  Museum.  Besides  that,  there 
were  many  small  differences  too  insignificant  to  make  the

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coins  of  sufficient  importance  for  selection.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  calculated  that  upwards  of  150  different 
pairs  of  dies  or  single  dies  have  been  used  to  strike  the 
groats  alone  which  were  contained  in  the  hoard,  and  that 
they  were  issued  between  1351  and  1360,  a  period  of  nine 
years  only. 

The  early  groats  of  1351-1360  may  be  easily  distin- 
guished from  those  of  later  issues  of  this  reign  in  having 
throughout  Roman  N's  in  the  legends,  by  the  stops  be- 
tween the  words  being  annulets,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  pieces,  which  have  saltires,  and  by  the  obverse 
legend  containing  the  French  as  well  as  the  Irish  title, 
FBANa  .  DNS  .  tiYB  .,  and  not  that  of  Aquitaine.  The 
French  title  had  been  assumed  by  Edward  III  in  1338. 
The  groats  of  this  period  which  were  present  in  the 
hoard  are  divided  into  five  classes  (A  to  E),  each 
varying  somewhat  from  the  other  either  in  style,  fabric, 
or  lettering. 

Series  A  comprises  those  pieces  which  are  of  extremely 
neat  work  and  smaU  lettering.  The  first  coin  classed  to 
this  series  has  Roman  M's  in  the  legend  on  the  reverse,  and 
open  8*8  throughout  [PL  I.  3.]  This  form  of  M  appears  to 
have  lasted  but  a  short  time,  as  specimens  are  of  extreme 
rarity,  and  to  have  been  quickly  followed  by  others  of  the 
same  style,  but  with  English  SXl's,  and  with  the  letter  £ 
either  open  (e)  or  closed  (GC).^  The  title,  "  Dei  Gratia  '' 
is  abbreviated  to  D  .  6B2(,  and  this  particular  form  does 
not  again  occur  on  any  later  groats  of  this  reign.  It 
is,  however,  found  on  the  so-called  pattern  groat  of 
Edward  I,  which  in  style  strongly  resembles  the  early 
groats  of  Edward  III.     It  may  therefore  be  possible  that

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this  pattern  groat  was  not  after  all  struck  by  Edward  I, 
but  by  Edward  III^  and  that  it  was  intended  for  a  coinage 
previous  to  1351.'  A  comparison  of  these  early  groats 
with  the  nobles  of  similar  style  leaves  no  doubt  as  to  the 
position  they  should  occupy  chronologically. 

Whether  series  B  should  precede  series  C,  or  imme- 
diately follow  it,  may  be  lefb  an  open  question.  The  chief 
difference  is  that  in  one  case  the  letter  N  is  not  barred, 
and  in  the  other  it  is  barred.  Both  show  early  and  later 
styles  of  work,  and  appear  to  be  nearly  contemporaneous. 
In  order,  however,  not  to  divide  the  groats  with  the 
barred  N's,  as  this  is  a  characteristic  of  later  issues,  we 
have  in  the  list  placed  the  coins  with  the  unbarred  N's 
first 

The  early  pieces  of  series  B  resemble  those  of  class  A, 
whilst  those  of  later  style  are  similar  in  fabric  to  subse- 
quent issues.  They  all  read  D  .  6  .,  and,  with  few  excep- 
tions, have  annulets  for  stops  between  the  words.  The 
exceptions  are  those  which  have  annulets  and  saltires  as 
stops,  or  saltires  only.  Some  have  a  single  annulet  after 
each  word  [PL  I.  4];  others  have  two  annulets;  whilst 
others  have  an  annulet  surmounted  by  a  mark  of  abbre- 
viation. To  the  series  with  the  imbarred  N's  belong  those 
pieces  which  have  a  lis  on  the  King's  breast,  and  also  those 
with  the  mint-mark  a  crown  instead  of  a  cross.  The  crown 
mint-mark  is  also  found  on  the  nobles,  and  also  the  lis, 
but  the  latter  is  placed  in  one  angle  of  the  cross  on  . 
the  reverse,  and  generally  above  the  lion^s  head.  With 
only  a  few  exceptions,  the  arches  above  the  crown  on  the 
obverse  are  not  fleured.  The  following  are  the  more 
special  varieties  which  are  found  in  this  series  of  groats : 

'  For  further  discussion  of  this  question  see  p.  Ql. 
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— (1)  No,  8,  has  four  pellets  in  the  fourth  angle  of  the 
cross ;  (2)  No,  9,  a  small  cross  between  the  pellets  in  the 
first  angle  of  the  cross ;  (3)  No.  10,  an  annulet  within  the 
pellets  in  the  first  angle  [PI.  1. 5] ;  (4)  No,  11,  same  as  No. 
10,  but  with  a  pellet  on  either  side  of  Ji  in  dlYITSS.  This 
last  variety  is  also  to  be  found  on  the  half-groats  and 
pennies ;  thus  marking  a  simultaneous  issue  in  all  three 
denominations.  On  a  few  specimens  (No.  12*)  the  arches 
above  the  crown  are  fleured,  and  as  these  have  often 
saltires  for  stops,  they  appear  to  be  of  somewhat  later 
issue  than  the  non^fleured  pieces.  They  are  connected 
with  No,  11  in  having  a  pellet  on  either  side  of  X  in 
aiyiT?[S.  To  an  early  period,  also,  should  be  ascribed 
those  coins  which  have  the  crown  mint-mark,  as  they  are 
of  early  style,  and  have  always  annulets  for  stops.  With 
these  are  also  connected  the  nobles  with  the  same  mint- 
mark.  The  variety  (No.  17)  with  mint-mark  a  crown,  and 
reading  LOHBOMi  also  occurs  on  the  penny. 

The  groats  of  series  C  are  very  uniform  in  type.  They 
all  have,  as  above  mentioned,  the  barred  N;  the  bar 
which  joins  the  two  outer  strokes  running  from  right  to 
left,  and  not  in  the  usual  way,  from  left  to  right.  These 
groats  are  of  two  main  varieties,  one  of  which  was  notice* 
able  on  only  a  few  with  the  unbarred  N's,  These  varie- 
ties consist  in  the  non-fleuring  or  flouring  of  the  arches 
above  the  king's  crown.  According  to  the  evidence  of 
this  hoard  the  latter  type  appears  to  have  been  the 
prevailing  one.  However,  we  cannot  attach  any  import* 
ance  to  this  point,  as  these  varieties  occur  in  a  more 
or  less  degree  in  the  subsequent  classes  of  this  issue. 
This  class  shows  a  few  varieties  similar  to  those  of  class  B. 
No.  22  has  an  annulet  in  one  angle  of  the  cross  on  the 
reverse,  and  there  is  one  sometimes  below  the  bust  (No. 
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24);  and  No.  23  has  a  pellet  on  either  side  of  A  in 
UiyitSS,  a  variety  already  remarked  in  class  B. 

Series  D  and  E  only  yary  from  series  C  in  reading 
DI .  6  or  D€[I .  £  respectively,  instead  of  D  .  €•  Like 
series  0,  they  are  of  two  varieties^  viz.,  with  the  arches 
above  the  crown  either  non-fleured  or  fleured.  The  stops 
throughout  are  annulets,  and  the  letter  N  is  always 
barred  from  right  to  left.  A  slight  change  is  perceptible 
in  the  general  aspect  of  the  bust ;  the  face  is  a  little 
larger  and  older,  and  the  shoulders  are,  as  a  rule,  more 
square,  and  show  more  careful  modelling.  The  work 
generally  is  neat  and  sharp,  and  approaches  in  character 
that  of  the  coins  of  the  next  period. 

The  groats  of  York  in  the  hoard  are  all  of  the  early 
style,  and  must  be  classed  with  those  struck  at  London, 
which  are  included  in  series  B.  They  all  read  D  .  6,  have 
the  letter  N  not  barred,  the  arches  above  the  crown  not 
fleured,  and  the  stops  are  annulets  [PL  II.  1].  As  Hawkins 
mentions  only  this  type  of  York  groats,  and  as  none  of 
later  work  were  met  with  in  this  find,  we  may  conclude 
that  g^ats,  as  well  as  half-groats  (see  below)  of  this  mint 
belong  only  to  the  early  part  of  the  period  1351-1360. 

Out  of  230  groats  of  Edward  III  which  occurred  in 
the  hoard,  203  belong  to  the  period  of  1351-1360  alone. 

Throughout  the  whole  series  the  weight  of  the  groat 
shows  great  uniformity,  the  better  specimens  varying 
from  71*5  grs.  to  70  grs.,  and  the  rubbed  ones  from  68 
grs.  to  60  grs. 

If  we  compare  these  early  groats  with  the  nobles  of  the 
corresponding  period,  it  will  at  once  be  seen  that  the 
same  characteristics  are  to  be  found  in  each  class,  each 
issue  of  gold  finding  a  parallel  in  the  silver,  and  vice  versd. 
First  there  is  the  occurrence  of  the  Roman  M's  and  the 
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open  G'b  in  the  legends ;  the  two  series  with  the  unbarred 
and  barred  Ws  ;  the  mark  of  the  lis  on  the  reyerse ;  the 
crown  mint-mark  with  the  earlier  type  of  lettering,  and  the 
temporary  introduction  of  the  cross  saltire  as  a  stop  instead 
of  the  annulet;  first  on  one  face  and  then  on  both.  In 
addition,  the  same  style  of  work  characterises  each  issue. 

The  groats  issued  between  1360  and  1369,  when  the  title 
of  France  was  omitted  in  the  obyerse  legend,  and  that  of 
Aquitaine  substituted,  which  were  present  in  the  hoard, 
do  not  supply  any  yarieties  of  importance.  In  the 
inscription,  except  in  the  word  **  London,"  English  TVb 
only  are  used,  the  stops  are  annulets,  single  or  double  on 
the  obyerse,  and  saltires  on  the  reverse,  and  all  the  arches 
are  floured.  There  are  groats  of  this  class  which  have 
the  saltire  stops  on  both  sides  (see  PL  I.  7),  but  none  were 
in  the  hoard.  Farther,  these  coins  can  easily  be  distin- 
guished from  those  of  the  preceding  period  in  being  of 
extremely  neat  work,  the  hoe  of  the  king  being  larger, 
and  the  shoulders  being  carefully  modelled.  The  fleurs 
to  the  arches  are  well  formed,  and  the  centre  one  in  the 
crown  of  the  king  is  somewhat  smaller  than  previously. 
There  are  also  two  varieties  of  the  bust ;  one  has  broad 
shoulders  and  shows  a  distinct  line  of  drapery,  the  other 
is  narrow  with  sloping  shoulders,  and  has  but  very  slight 
traces  of  drapery. 

The  gold  coins  of  this  period  do  not  tally  so  much  with 
those  in  silver  as  during  the  previous  one;  and  we  do 
not  meet  with  so  many  corresponding  varieties.  The 
legends  are,  however,  similar  so  far  as  the  king's  titles 
are  concerned,  and  the  R's  are  always  English.  The 
stops^  which  form  a  distinctive  mark  in  the  last  period, 
are,  on  the  gold  pieces,  always  saltires,  whereas  on  the 
groats  and  half-groats  we  have  a  mixture  of  annulets

and  saltires.  We  do  not  know  of  any  gold  pieces  of  this 
period  with  annulet  stops.  There  is,  however,  in  the 
general  work  of  the  two  series  some  traceable  similarity. 

The  groats  of  the  third  period  (1369-1377)  mark  the 
last  issue  of  this  reign.  The  only  specimen  of  this  class 
described  by  ELawkins  has  the  French,  Irish,  and  Aquitaine 
titles,  as  have  also  the  gold  coins  of  this  time,  €[DW7CBD . 
DI .  6  .  EGCX  .  T^nCL  .  Z .  P .  DRS  .  IjYB .  Z .  7^ . ;  but  those 
in  the  hoard  have  the  French  title  only  [PI.  II.  2].  This 
particular  variety  has,  however,  been  described  in  the 
Numismatic  Chroniclfi.^  Owing  to  the  close  resemblance  of 
these  groats  to  those  of  Richard  II,  no  doubt  can  exist  as 
to  what  period  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III  they  belong. 
Comparing  them  with  Richard's  coins,  we  notice  the 
same  neat  style  of  work,  the  convexity  of  the  obverse 
type,  the  similarity  of  bust  with  but  faint  traces  of 
drapery,  sometimes  almost  imperceptible,  and  the  use  of 
saltires  only  as  stops.  The  groats  of  this  type  in  the 
hoard  differ  from  each  other  only  in  the  more  or  less 
abbreviated  form  of  the  word  FB^I^naieC,  and  in  the 
position  of  the  stops  between  the  words  of  the  legends. 

Referring  again  to  the  gold  coins,  it  will  be  seen  that  in 
this  period  there  is  a  strong  similarity  between  them  and 
the  silver.  There  exists  the  same  neatness  of  work,  the 
exclusive  use  of  saltires  as  stops,  and  of  English  n's,  and 
also  a  strong  resemblance  in  the  portrait  of  the  king. 
There  is,  however,  one  peculiarity  in  the  nobles  which, 
so  far  as  we  are  aware,  does  not  occur  on  the  half  and 
quarter  nobles,  nor  on  any  of  the  silver  coins.  This  is  in 
the  form  of  the  letter  A,  which  in  one  and  the  same  legend 
occurs  as  TV,  'R,  and  "K.     The  recurrence  of  the  Y-shaped

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ligature  of  the  A  is  remarkable,  as  the  only  series  of  this 
reign  where  it  is  found  again  is  on  the  nobles  of  1344, 
and  nobles  and  half-nobles  of  1345. 

Throughout  this  and  the  previous  period  the  weight  of 
the  groat  is  well  maintained,  rising  sometimes  to  quite 
72  grs.,  the  maximum  weight  It  is  probable  that  the 
output  of  coins  during  the  last  two  periods  was  small  as 
compared  with  that  of  the  first  one,  seeing  that  in  the 
hoard  there  were  only  19  groats  of  the  second  and  8  of  the 
third,  as  against  203  of  the  first. 

Turning  to  the  half-groats,  we  see  that  those  of  the 
early  period,  1351-1360,  fall  fairly  well  into  the  same 
groups  as  the  groats.  Those  of  series  A  correspond  yery 
closely  in  style  of  work  and  lettering  with  the  same  series 
of  groats  [PI.  II.  3  and  4];  whilst  the  unbarred  N 
series  (B)  bears  the  same  peculiarities  as  the  groats  of 
the  same  type.  The  crown  mint*mark  also  occurs  in  the 
series  of  half-groats  with  the  unbarred  N's.  Series  G 
appears  to  offer  an  intermediate  type,  having  barred  "S'b 
on  the  obverse  and  N's  not  barred  on  the  reverse.  It 
includes  those  pieces  which  have  an  annulet  under  the 
king's  bust  and  in  one  angle  of  the  cross  on  the  reverse. 
[PL  II.  6].  Gh*oats  of  this  variety  are  known,  but  none 
were  met  with  in  the  board.  Series  D  corresponds  witli  the 
later  issues  of  the  groats  (D  and  E)  with  barred  N's  on 
both  sides ;  but  the  absence  of  the  words  '^  Dei  Gratia'* 
in  the  legend  prevents  our  dividing  them  into  precisely 
similar  groups.  We  have  merely  arranged  them  accord- 
ing to  the  more  or  less  abbreviated  form  of  the  title, 
FBSNOCia,  which  appears  to  be  less  shortened  on  the 
pieces  of  later  style.  The  same  variation  in  the  bust  is 
also  noticeable  as  in  the  later  groats ;  the  arches  above  the 
king's  crown  are  either  floured  or  not  floured,  and  the  stops 
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throughout  are  annulets,  and  vary  in  number  and  posi* 
tion.  The  general  workmanship  is  also  neat  and  sharp, 
and  approaches  in  style  that  of  the  next  period. 

Like  the  groats,  the  half-groats  of  York  all  belong  to 
the  early  period  of  1351-1360.  They  have  the  unbarred 
N*s,  and  annulets  as  stops.  The  specimens  in  the 
hoard  do  not  furnish  any  new  yarietieSy  and  it  need 
scarcely  be  mentioned  that  throughout  only  the  French 
title  occurs. 

The  half-groats  of  the  second  period  (1360-1369)  are 
marked  by  the  same  neatness  of  style  and  workmanship 
as  the  groats  of  the  same  date.  They  likewise  correspond 
in.  haying  annulets  as  stops  on  the  obyerse  and  saltires  on 
the  reyerse,  and  also  in  haying  English  R*s  in  the  legends, 
except  in  the  name  of  the  mint.  Throughout,  howeyer, 
the  Aquitaine  title  is  wanting,  and  only  that  of  Ireland 
occurs  in  the  obyerse  legend.  In  addition  to  the  aboye 
there  were  in  the  hoard  two  half-groats,  which  are  of  an 
exceptional  yariety.  They  haye  the  arch  on  either  side  of 
the  head  terminating  in  an  annulet  instead  of  being  fleured, 
and  the  mint  name  of  London  has  English  R's.  [PI.  IL  8.] 
A  groat  of  the  same  type,  but  not  in  the  hoard,  is  figured 
in  PL  I,  "So.  8.  Were  it  not  that  these  groats  haye 
only  the  Aquitaine  title  and  not  that  of  France,  one 
might  haye  been  disposed  to  assign  them  to  a  date  later 
than  1369.  At  all  eyents,  they  must  be  assigned  to  quite 
the  end  of  the  second  period^  and  may  be  considered 
almost  as  a  transitional  type  between  this  and  the  third 
period.  The  pennies  which  haye  two  annulets  at  the  side 
of  the  mint-mark  appear  to  belcmg  to  this  issue  (see 
Pennies  of  London,  No.  51). 

There  are  no  half-groats  in  the  hoard  which  can  be 
ascribed  with  certainty  to  the  third  period  (1369-1377). 

yOL.  XVIII.  THIRD  SERIES.  H 
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Three  specimens,  as  illustrating  this  series,  are  figured  on 
PL  II.  Nos.  9,  10,  and  11.  These  it  will  be  seen  are  of 
the  same  fabric  and  style  as  the  early  half-groats  of 
Richard  II,  and,  like  the  groats  of  this  issue  in  the  hoard, 
have  only  the  French  title  and  not  that  of  Aquitaine. 

Many  of  the  half- groats  are  of  nearly  full  standard 
weight,  the  better-preserred  specimens  ayeraging  from 
35-5  to  36  grs. 

The  groats  and  half- groats  of  Richard  II  do  not  present 
any  yarieties  not  already  described  by  Hawkins.  The 
groats  resemble  in  style  and  fabric  the  last  issue  of  the 
previous  reign,  and  the  first  two  pieces  noticed  in  the  list 
have  the  portrait  very  similar  to  that  of  Edward  HI. 
The  next  two  have  what  may  be  termed  the  intermediate 
bust.  The  two  portraits  differ  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
hair  and  the  shape  of  the  bust ;  the  latter  presenting  a 
more  juvenile  appearance. 

The  two  half-groats,  the  only  ones  in  the  hoard,  are 
from  the  same  dies. 

The  groats  weigh  from  72  grs.  to  71  grs.,  and  the  half- 
groats  36*6  grs.  and  35  grs.  respectively. 

Although  the  gold  and  the  larger  silver  coins  give 
considerable  importance  to  this  find,  on  account  of  their 
number  and  varieties,  yet  the  pence  possess  a  much 
fuller  interest,  as  they  present  a  much  longer  and  much 
more  complete  series  than  do  the  larger  coins. 

There  were  50  specimens  of  pence  usually  attributed  to 
Edward  I,  and  reading,  €[DW ;  64  pence  of  Edward  II, 
reading  €[DW7^,  €[DW7kB,  and  CCDW7CBD ;  and  253  pen- 
nies attributable  to  the  time  of  Edward  III,  and  32  half- 
pennies probably  belonging  to  the  same  monarch.  Of 
Richard  II  there  were  ten  York  pence  and  3  London 
halfjpence. 
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Of  the  three  classes  into  which  Hawkins  divides  the 
coins  of  Edward  I,  only  one,  Class  III.,  appears  to  form  a 
single  group  by  itself.  The  two  earlier  classes  may  be 
equally  subdivided,  and  many  varieties  of  bust  and  let- 
tering are  observable,  but  in  the  third  class  all  the  coins 
seem  to  fall  closely  together.  They  are  uniformly 
smaller  in  size  than  the  other  coins.  They  present 
closed  eC's  and  very  peculiar  N's.  This  letter  con* 
sists  of  two  strokes  without  a  cross  bar  or  connecting 
link.  It  looks  somewhat  like  two  small  modem  I's,  of 
course  without  the  dots.  We  mention  this  type  particu- 
larly, as  it  is  most  characteristic  of  the  group,  and  we 
have  not  found  it  on  any  other  coin. 

Among  the  pence  of  Edward  I  only  one  piece  is  worth 
more  than  the  passing  notice  given  it  in  the  list,  viz.,  the 
very  rare  coin  of  London  with  a  rose  on  the  breast 
[PI.  III.  1].  This  is  quite  a  different  object  from  the  star 
of  Class  III.  The  h's  are  double-barred  and  the  €['b  are 
closed.  The  variety  occurs  only  at  London  and  Canterbury 
[PI.  III.  2] ;  the  coin  from  the  latter  mint  not  being 
represented  in  the  find. 

The  coins  of  Edward  II  bearing  the  longer  readings  of 
the  king's  name  also  call  for  but  little  mention.  The  two 
reading  Edward — one  of  London,  the  other  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds— are  of  precisely  similar  workmanship,  and 
indeed  all  the  coins  bearing  this  name,  and  not  attril^u- 
table  to  Edward  UI,  belong  to  this  group.  One  Can- 
terbury coin  (No.  28)  may  be  noticed  in  the  list  as  reading 
€LDWB  B.  Possibly  the  moneyer  may  have  left  out  the 
7Z.  The  coin  itself  is  of  later  workmanship  than  the  eCDW 
coins.  All  the  pieces  referable  to  the  first  two  Edwards 
were  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  had  evidently  seen 
good  service  before  they  found  their  long  resting-place. 
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The  later  coins  were  in  better  condition,  though  none  of 
tlietn  were  really  fine.  Many  were  badly  struck,  and  the 
list  shows  clearly  the  absence  of  many  letters  and  stops, 
which  can  only  have  been  due  to  this  cause. 

Passing  from  the  earlier  kings  to  Edward  III,  we  most 
discuss  the  period  of  what  may  be  called  the  intermediate 
types.  The  first  coin  to  claim  attention  in  this  class  is  the 
penny  reading  Edw.  Rex  (No.  31).  Only  one  specimen  was 
present  in  the  find,  but  it  is  interesting  in  perhaps  helping 
the  attribution  of  the  whole  group  to  which  it  belongs.  It 
is  placed  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  Edward  III.  As  we 
propose  to  discuss  the  position  of  this  and  the  succeeding 
groups  at  some  length,  we  shall,  for  the  present,  confine 
ourselves  to  pointing  out  any  peculiarities  worthy  of 
notice  in  the  individual  coins  of  the  find. 

The  group  marked  A,  of  London,  Durham,  and  York, 
is  an  interesting  and  unusually  large  one.  The  three 
mints  all  show  the  same  workmanship,  though  there  are 
numerous  differences  in  detail.  The  earliest  coin  of  the 
group  is  perhaps  No.  34.  This  gives  a  head  almost  exactly 
like  that  on  some  of  the  early  halfpence  in  the  hoard,  and 
the  legend  in  letters  corresponding  with  those  on  the  florin. 
The  subsequent  coins,  in  addition  to  this  lettering,  also  give 
a  head  corresponding  with  that  on  the  gold  coins.  The 
king's  name  reads  Edw  and  Edwa,  though  the  latter  reading 
only  occurs  on  the  London  pence.  Variations  maybe  noticed 
in  the  formation  of  the  letter  N.  This  is  sometimes  Roman 
in  shape  and  barred  either  way,  and  sometimes  English. 
Annulets  will  also  be  noticed  on  some  as  stops.  It  should 
also  be  observed  that  the  coins,  even  if  only  in  fair  preserva* 
tion,  always  exhibit  some  traces  of  clothing  on  the  bust. 
There  were  17  London  coins  of  this  type,  1  of  Canterbury, 
3  of  Durham,  and  1  of  York.    The  two  pieces  of  Durham 
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reading  YILLT^  DVBBeC^n  are  of  considerable  importance, 
as  they  show  the  earlier  and  later  obverse  readings,  com- 
bined with  an  identical  reverse  from  the  same  die.  The 
earlier  obverse  inscription,  it  will  be  seen,  has  the  €CDW 
legend,  and  ends  YB ;  whereas  the  later  one  ends  EGCX 
ffN€. 

The  pennies  struck  at  the  three  mints  and  dating  from 
1351,  group  B,  agree  with  the  groats  and  half-groats,  and 
are  classified  on  the  same  principle.  We  have  representa- 
tives from  all  three  mints  of  each  period,  viz.,  before, 
during,  and  after  the  Treaty  of  Bretigny.  In  consequence 
however,  of  the  small  size  of  the  pence,  the  full  legend 
never  appears  upon  them.  **  Edwardus  Bex  Angli,  or 
Anglie,''  with  an  occasional  fi  following,  are  the  legends 
found  in  the  first  period  at  London  and  Durham.  The 
same  legends  characterise  the  contemporary  York  coins, 
but  in  one  instance  we  get  in  addition  "  Edward  Bex  Angl 
:P  Era  "  (No.  92).  In  group  0,  during  the  continuance  of 
the  treaty,  the  only  legend  is  '' Edward  Angl  B  Dns  Hyb." 
The  Durham  coins  retain  the  old  legend  with  the  new 
bust  and  new  lettering,  while  on  those  of  York  we  get 
both  legends. 

In  class  D,  which  consists  of  five  coins  only,  two  of  Lon- 
don and  three  of  Durham,  two  of  the  latter  being  from 
the  same  dies,  we  have  a  new  and  unpublished  group.  They 
have  been  careAilly  noted  in  the  list.  "  Ed  war,"  with  a 
mark  of  abbreviation  or  a  comma  above  the  B,  "  Anglie 
Dns  Hib,"  is  the  legend,  with  saltires  as  stops.  The 
cross  mint-mark  seems  to  have  two  small  annulets  just 
above  it.  The  bust  is  figured  on  Fl.  Y.  4,  and  resembles 
that  on  the  half -groat  on  PI.  II.  8.  The  obverse  type  of 
the  Durham  pieces  is  the  same  as  on  the  London  ones, 
and  the  legends  are  also  the  same.     The  reverse  gives  the 
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reading  ^'  Civitas  Dorelme."  The  pence,  therefore,  belong 
to  that  curioas  and  rare  coinage  of  Edward  III,  of  which 
the  groats,  none  of  which  were  discoyered  in  this  hoard,  and 
half-groats,  have  annulets  at  the  sides  of  the  head  [PL  I. 
8  and  II.  8].  The  legends  on  all  these  denominations  are 
unusual.  They  all  give  the  name  of  the  king  as  ^'Edwar/* 
Curiously  enough,  the  "  r  "  in  "  Edwar."  on  the  pennies 
must  serve  a  double  purpose,  unless  we  are  to  suppose  that 
the  English  title  of  ''  Bex  "  is  left  out.  The  two  Durham 
pence  are  from  the  same  dies  on  both  sides ;  and  there  is 
another  Durham  penny  with  the  usual  obverse,  which 
also  has  its  reverse  from  the  same  die  as  those  above 
described.  These  London  and  Durham  pence  of  group  D, 
besides  being  of  much  interest  intrinsically,  are  important 
as  showing  the  character  of  the  find*  Coins  struck  from 
the  same  dies,  or  mules  between  two  coinages,  must  always 
have  been  issued  within  short  intervals  of  each  other,  and 
we  may  therefore  conclude  that  finds  where  coins  of  this 
description  are  present,  probably  represent  mintages  of 
very  closely  allied  periods. 

In  the  last  class  of  Edward  Ill's  coins,  viz.,  group  E, 
the  most  interesting  as  the  least-known  of  the  reign, 
there  are  pieces  from  all  three  mints.  The  workman- 
ship on  all  is  identical,  and  is  very  much  better  than  the 
work  in  the  earlier  periods.  The  coins,  however,  are 
very  often  badly  struck.  The  London  coins  give  the 
legend  *^  Edwardus  Bex  Anglic,"  and  crosses  are  found 
as  stops.  On  the  king^s  breast  may  be  observed  a  cross  on 
some  pieces,  and  an  annulet  on  others.  The  Durham  coins 
present  the  same  legend,  and  in  one  case  the  legend  ends 
**  Angl.  Z  Fr.'  Both  these  varieties  are  found  on  the  York 
pieces  and  two  new  ones  in  addition,  ''Edwardus  Bex  Anglie 
Ef  and  ''Edward  Di  Qra^';  what  follows  is  probably 
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**  Rex  Anglie."  The  cross  and  annulet  are  found  on  the 
king's  breast^  and  also  the  lis.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  this  is  the  first  time  that  any  large  number  of  coins  of 
this  late  group  has  been  found,  and  although  reference  to 
such  a  group  was  made  in  the  Chroniek  for  1893,  yet 
this  is  the  first  opportunity  of  ascertaining  anything 
like  the  characteristics  of  the  group,  whether  groats  or 
pennies.  There  were  no  half-groats  or  little  coins  belong* 
ing  to  this  group  in  the  find.  The  halfpence  in  the  find 
are  all  to  be  attributed  to  the  third  Edward,  and  all  except 
one  to  the  period  before  1351.  There  are  no  halfpence 
resembling  the  coins  of  Groups  B,  D,  and  E,  and  only  one 
which  allies  itself  with  the  pence  of  Group  C,  the  treaty 
period.  It  is  No.  131  in  the  list,  where  its  characteristics 
speak  for  themselves.  Two  varieties  of  halfpence  appear 
in  the  earlier  groups,  one  with  stars  in  the  legend,  which 
form  a  group  by  themselves,  and  do  not  resemble  any 
other  coins  we  have  ever  seen.  The  other  with  a  short 
&t  head  and  pellets,  either  beside  it  or  in  the  reverse 
field,  or  in  both  situations,  greatly  resembles  the  coin 
struck  in  early  times.  They  are  Nos.  127-130,  in  the 
list. 

The  York  pence  of  Richard  II  call  for  but  the  most 
trifling  mention.  Those  of  the  London  mint  resemble 
most  minutely  the  coins  of  his  grandfather  of  Group  E. 

The  London  halfpence  in  the  same  way  conform  to 
Edward  Ill's  late  coins,  no  examples  of  which  were 
found  at  Balcombe. 

We  must  now  leave  the  find  as  such,  and  its  individual 
coins,  to  refer  to  a  much  larger  subject,  viz.,  the  whole 
silver  coinages  of  Edward  III.  We  shall  during  this 
discussion  refer  frequently  to  the  find,  also  to  papers  in 
the  Chroniek  and  elsewhere,  and  to  coins  derived  from 
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other  Bources  than  the  Balcombe  find.  Edward  III  came 
to  the  throne  in  1327,  and  for  a  short  time  at  least,  we 
must  suppose  that  coins  were  struck  from  dies  prepared 
for  and  used  by  Edward  II. 

Among  these  latter  coins  there  are  some  reading  '^Edwar. 
R.  Angl.  Dns,  Hyb./'  which  come  from  the  mintsof  London, 
Canterbury,  Durham,  York,  and  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  and 
which  differ  from  those  coins  of  Edward  II  of  the  same 
mints,  in  having  English  n's,  whereas  all  the  others  have 
Roman  N's  of  some  sort.  The  Canterbury  and  Bury  St. 
Edmunds'  coins  we  have  not  seen,  but  they  were  present  in 
the  Montraye  hoard,  and  are  described  by  Bums  in  his 
account  of  the  find  in  his  book  on  Scottish  coins.  The 
other  coins  of  London,  Durham,  and  York  are  represented 
in  private  collections,  and  those  of  Durham  and  York  are 
described  and  figured  by  Hawkins,  Nos.  302  and  303, 
Plate  XXIII.  The  n  of  DRS  on  figure  302,  a  coin  in  the 
British  Museum,  is  misdrawn,  a  better  specimen  from  the 
same  die  shows  the  letter  to  be  an  English  U.  On  the 
coins  of  this  type  which  we  have  seen  we  have  observed 
pellets  separating  the  words,  and  the  coins  from  these  mints 
are  all  of  the  same  general  type  and  workmanship.  The 
Durham  coin  is  probably  the  key  to  the  classification.  It 
bears  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse  a  small  crown,  and  it 
reads  DYnCCLMI.  The  Bishops  of  Durham  during  Ed- 
ward II's  reign  were  Bishop  Beck,  Bishop  Kellow,  and 
Bishop  Beaumont.  Bishop  Beck's  cross  moline,  both  in 
Edward  I's  and  Edward  II's  reigns,  satisfactorily  dis- 
tinguishes this  prelate's  coins.  Bishop  Kellow's  mark,  a 
bent  crozier,  may  also  be  said  to  be  satisfactory,  and 
certainly  the  lion  and  lis  of  Beaumont  on  the  Durham 
coins  must  mark  the  mintage  of  that  descendant  of  Eng- 
lish and  French  royalty,  Bishop  Beaumont.  There  seems, 
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then^  no  place  daring  the  reigns  of  Edward  I  and  II  for 
this  crown-marked  penny  of  Darham,  and  yet  it  is  of  the 
general  style  of  Edward  II.  It  appears,  therefore,  to  fit 
well  in  the  place  to  which  we  propose  to  assign  it^  yiz.,  to 
the  earliest  issue  of  Edward  III,  and  we  believe  it  to 
have  been  struck  by  Bishop  Beaumont  on  the  accession  of 
the  new  monarch  in  1327,  or  shortly  after.  The  crown 
in  the  centre  of  the  reverse  still  carries  out  the  idea  of 
royalty,  as  did  the  lion  and  lis  mint-mark.'*^  This  bishop 
died  in  1333.  Having  come  to  these  conclusions  as 
regards  this  Durham  coin,  our  next  step  was  to  follow  up 
the  clue  of  the  English  n  and  pellet  stops  on  coins,  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  given  to  Edward  II  on 
account  of  the  legend.  We  were  happily  lucky  enough  to 
find  the  London  and  York  pieces  both  of  them  bearing 
the  same  legend  and  peculiarities  of  lettering  and  stops. 
Then  the  description  of  the  Montrave  hoard  helped  us  to 
two  more  mints,  Canterbury,  which  we  suspected,  and  Bury 
St.  Edmunds,  which  on  first  sight  seemed  to  upset  our 
theory,  as  on  viewing  Edward  Ill's  mints,  we  had  never 
taken  coins  of  this  place  into  account.  Here,  however,  we 
were  again iBuccessful  in  finding  an  indenture  to  fit  the  coin 
exactly.  Buding  refers  to  a  riot  at  the  Abbey  of  Bury  St. 
Edmunds  in  1327,  Edward  Ill's  first  year.  During  the 
riot  an  accident  befell  the  dies,  and  the  king  ordered  a 
new  die  for  the  Abbey.  The  Montrave  coins  must  clearly 
have  been  struck  at  this  time,  as  they  agree  with  the 
Durham  pieces,  and  also  with  those  of  the  other  mints, 
and  thus,  from  the  coins  themselves,  and  from  the  inden- 
ture of  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  we  have  been  able  to  identify

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the  very  earliest  coinage  of  Edward  III.     These  pieces 
are  figured  on  PL  III.,  11,  12,  13. 

It  may  be  noticed  that  Reading  is  not  included  among 
these  mints.  At  this  early  time  we  should  not  expect  to 
find  coins  struck  at  Reading.  Edward  II  withdrew  the 
privilege  of  coinage  from  the  abbots,  and  it  was  not  until 
1338  that  Edward  III  restored  to  them  the  right  of 
coinage.  There  were  no  coins  of  this  mint  found  at 
Balcombe. 

The  next  class  of  coins  to  which  we  must  refer  is  the 
class  of  pence  bearing  the  legend  ''Edw.  Rex.,"  &c. 
These  are  only  found  of  the  London  mint.  They  form  a 
little  group  by  themselves,  and  differ  from  the  coins  of 
any  other  mint.  The  head  [PI.  III.  14,  16,  and  PI.  IV. 
1,  2],  is  a  short  compact  one,  with  a  flat  crown  and 
drapery  about  the  bust.  The  lettering  is  small  and 
compact,  and  considerable  care  has  been  shown  in  the 
workmanship.  The  6's  and  G's,  as  a  rule,  are  open, 
though  we  have  seen  coins  with  closed  €['s  and  Ct's. 
The  N's  are,  as  a  rule,  Roman,  but  here  also  we  can  point 
to  coins  of  this  type  with  English  n's.  The  letter  X 
is  very  curiously  represented  on  many,  as'  shown  in 
Plate  III.  No.  15.  It  consists  of  two  lines  crossed,  so 
as  to  form  a  letter  with  irregular  limbs.  This  X  does  not 
occur  on  all  the  pieces,  but  on  a  good  many.  Several  of 
these  pence  bear  pellets  between  the  words  as  stops.  The 
reverse  shows  the  same  careful,  neat  work  as  the  obverse, 
and  the  circles  on  both  sides  are  found  to  be  composed  of  a 
number  of  fine  diamond-shaped  dots,  placed  very  close 
together.  The  coins  at  present  are  attributed  to  Ed- 
ward I,  and  for  the  following  reasons: — 1,  they  read 
'^  Rex,"  as  the  last  coinage  of  Henry  III ;  2,  they  read 
'*  Edw.,"  as  other  coins  of  Edward  I ;  3,  they  have  a 
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bust  like  that  on  some  other  coins  attributed  to  Edward  I, 
chiefly  on  account  of  the  spelling  "  Edw."  ;  4,  they  are  of 
heavy  weight ;  and,  6,  they  have  been  found  with  coins 
of  Edward  I.  The  class  is  such  a  very  peculiar  one,  and 
one  bearing  so  little  resemblance  to  any  other,  that 
we  must  place  it  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  reign  of 
an  Edward.  Now  the  coins  of  Edward  I  and  II  are  so 
very  much  alike,  and  show  such  close  resemblance  to  each 
other  in  general  style  of  workmanship,  that  we  can  at 
once  eliminate  the  end  of  Edward  I  and  the  beginning 
of  Edward  II  as  possible  periods  to  which  to  assign  these 
pieces.  We  have  left,  the  beginning  of  Edward  I  and 
the  end  of  Edward  II  and  beginning  of  Edward  III. 
We  have  already  stated  the  reasons  which  have  been  given 
for  assigning  those  pieces  to  Edward  I.  When  we  come 
to  consider  that  if  coins  of  Edward  I  they  must  be  his 
earliest  issue,  we  are  met  by  a  number  of  quite  irreconcil- 
able facts.  1,  the  style  of  the  coins  is  not  in  the 
least  like  those  of  Henry  III.,  which  immediately  pre- 
ceded them — ^it  is,  indeed,  less  like  it  than  any  other  class  of 
Edward  I  penny ;  2,  the  lettering  is  equally  unlike  that 
on  Henry  Ill's  coinage.  It  has  been  stated  that  Henry 
Ill's  last  coinages  bear  occasionally  English  n's  which 
recur  on  some  of  these  pieces.  We  have  never  seen  an 
English  n  on  the  long-cross  coinage,  nor  anything  ap- 
proaching it.  We  have  seen  two  instances  of  an  1}  which 
may  have  been  mistaken  for  an  n  in  the  names  10^2",  and 
10}f  SONy  but  in  these  two  instances  the  mark  of  abbre- 
viation, as  well  as  the  form  of  the  letter,  at  once  shows 
it  to  be  t2  not  R.  AN  or  N  are  the  missing  letters.  We 
therefore  decline  to  admit  the  English  n  argument  in 
favour  of  these  being  Edward  I's  earliest  coinage,  but 
look  on   the  fact  as    negative  evidence.      The  legend 
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**  Edw.,"  the  heavy  weight,  and  the  reading  "  Rex/'  are 
all  argumente  which  may  be  used,  and  will  be  used,  by  us 
as  referring  these  coins  to  Edward  Ill's  very  early  years. 
One  farther  argument,  however,  is  worth  mentioning  as 
against  their  being  Edward  I's  initial  coinage.  The 
coins  are  only  known  of  the  London  mint.  Edward's 
first  indenture,  dated  1271,  provides  for  sterlings  to  be 
struck  in  London,  Canterbury,  Bristol,  and  York.  We 
know  fairly  well  that  the  die*engraving  was  all  done  in 
London,  thereby  securing  uniformity  of  issue.  We  have 
no  coins  of  the  country  mints  at  all  resembling  these 
Edw.  Bex.  coins,  though  there  are  many  London  coins 
quite  indistinguishable  from  the  country  mint  issues,  till 
the  name  on  the  reverse  is  noted. 

Having,  we  hope,  successfully  shown  that  this  group  of 
**  Edw.  Bex."  coins  cannot  belong  to  Edward  I,  we  pro- 
pose to  show,  equally  successfully  we  hope,  that  Edward 
III  was  accountable  for  the  issue.  The  weight  argument, 
and  these  coins  are  all  heavy  ones,  will  not  enter  much 
into  the  discussion,  as  it  was  not  until  Edward  Ill's 
eighteenth  year  that  it  was  altered,  so  that  a  penny  weigh- 
ing 22  grs.  might  have  been  issued  at  any  time  between 
1272  and  1345.  The  name  "Edw."  and  the  "Eex." 
legend  both  occur,  and  commonly,  on  Edward  Ill's  coin- 
ages. The  same  may  be  said  for  the  open  6  and  0  and 
the  English  R.  The  pellets  between  the  words,  a  sign, 
as  Mr.  A.  J.  Evans  ^  shows,  of  lengthening  the  legend  and, 
therefore,  of  the  lateness  of  the  coin,  point  also  in  the  same 
direction.  The  style  of  the  coin  also  approaches  to  that 
of  Edward  Ill's  coins  of  later  work ;  indeed,  it  is  in  many 
cases  difficult  to  distinguish  between  the  two  when  only 
the  reverse  is  looked  at.     As  regards  finds,  these  "  Edw.

Rex  "  coins  have  been  in  every  instance,  it  is  true,  found 
along  with  Edward  I's  coins,  but  in  every  case  except 
one  (that  of  Northampton),  coins  of  Edward  III  have 
formed  part. of  the  hoard  as  well.  In  the  Northampton 
hoard,  Mr.  Neck  tells  us  that  only  coins  reading  "  Edw." 
were  found,  but  he  does  not  particularise  these  minutely, 
and  in  the  days  of  that  find  coins  of  Edward  III  reading 
"Edw."  were  given  to  Edward  I,  so  that  even  in  this 
instance  we  may  have  had  present  late  Edward  coins. 

Though  these  **  Edw.  Rex "  pence  bear  a  much  closer 
resemblance  to  Edward  Ill's  pennies  than  to  the  pence  of 
any  other  monarch,  yet  there  is  still  another  group  of 
Edward  coins  to  which  they  bear  a  still  greater  resem- 
blance ;  we  refer  to  the  so-called  pattern  groats  of  Ed- 
ward I.  Between  these  and  the  "  Edw.  Rex.''  pennies 
there  is  a  resemblance  which  is  most  striking.  All  the 
pecuUar  letters,  6's,  O's,  R's,  and  X's  reappear  on  the  large 
coins.  The  presence  of  the  very  curious  X  is  a  point  well 
worthy  of  notice  as  showing  the  closeness  of  relationship 
between  the  two  groups.  The  H's  and  N's  in  conjunc- 
tion on  the  groats  unite  the  two  groups  of  pennies  where 
they  occur  separately.  The  pellet  stops  on  the  groats 
again,  usually  three  between  the  words,  are  reproduced 
on  some  of  the  pennies,  where,  however,  only  two  are 
used.  One  other  point  of  interest  is  the  comparison 
of  the  legend  t^IBneC  on  the  groats  with  the  word  t^IBn 
on  the  so-called  pattern  penny  of  Edward  III.  This  is 
of  the  same  type  and  workmanship  as  the  other  "  Edw. 
Rex  "  coins.  Why  the  two  known  examples  of  the  piece 
should  be  assigned  to  Edward  III  and  the  commoner  coins 
to  Edward  I  has  been  a  puzzle  to  us,  as  these  pence  differ  only 
in  the  obv*  legend.  The  last  point  of  connexion  between 
groats  and  pence  to  which  we  shall  refer,  is  the  similarity

of  busts — we  meet  with  the  same  head  on  both  series. 
Having  now  fairly  fully  discussed  the  connection  between 
these  two  classes  of  coins,  we  must  refer  in  a  little  more 
detail  to  the  larger  coins,  the  groats.  The  legend  seems  to 
be  nearly  always  the  same :  +eDWSRDVS  i  DI  \  6ES' 
Bex  :  ff RGL' :  :  DN'S  f^IBne  (or  liIBniff)  DVJft  ff QVT 
LORDOniff  •  OIVI.  The  head  is  in  the  centre  of  a  four- 
sided  tressure ;  the  breast  is  floured  with  a  rose  or  trefoil, 
or  perhaps  unomamented ;  at  each  side  of  the  head  is  a 
small  ornamental  flower,  cinquefoil  or  rose ;  this  also  is 
not  constant,  and  the  little  flowers  outside  the  tressures, 
four  in  number,  vary  in  different  specimens.  The  king's 
crown  also  presents  a  slight  variety  on  some  examples. 
The  tressure  again  is  generally  composed  of  three  lines, 
but  an  example  with  two  lines  is  known.  The  usual  cross 
and  pellets  appear  on  the  reverse.  The  cross  ends  are 
usually  ornamental,  and  the  ornaments  vary  on  different 
coins.  The  majority  of  these  coins  are  not  in  good  state, 
and  show  considerable  signs  of  wear.  A  considerable  pro- 
portion have  been  gilt.  The  weight  of  difierent  specimens 
varies  considerably. 

We  have  been  at  some  trouble  in  discussing  these  groats 
fully  because  we  believe  that  they  are  neither  patterns  nor 
that  they  belong  to  Edward  I's  time.  The  relationship  to 
the  pence  bears  out  the  latter  statement.  The  number  of 
variations  in  the  dies  and  the  worn  condition  of  many 
of  the  coins  negative  the  pattern  theory.  The  variation 
in  weight  must  not  be  laid  too  much  stress  on,  as  occa- 
sionally even  the  smaller  coins  are  considerably  in  excess 
of  their  proper  weight.  We  can  mention  a  Berwick 
penny  attributed  to  Edward  II  which  weighs  30  grains, 
about  8  grains  over  weight  although  worn ;  also  a  New- 
castle penny  preserved  in  the  National  Collection,  which 
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weighs  25  grains.  There  is  nothing  in  the  nature  of 
patterns  about  these  coins,  nor  is  there  really  about  the 
groats  or  "  Edw  Rex  "  pence. 

The  only  instance  of  finding  one  of  these  coins  that  we 
can  recall  is  that  described  in  Hawkins,  where  a  groat 
was  found  with  some  forty  common  groats  of  Edward  III 
and  Henry  V  and  VI  near  Drogheda. 

Leaving  this  most  interesting  group  we  must  now 
mention  another,  consisting  of  pennies  and  half-pennies 
with  very  marked  characteristics.  A  large  crowned  bust 
with  bushy  hair  is  represented  on  the  obverse  and  the 
usual  cross  and  pellets  on  the  reverse.  The  central  lis 
of  the  crown  is  proportionately  very  large.  The  letter- 
ing also  is  large  and  ornamental  and  very  well  executed. 
The  mints  from  which  these  pieces  were  issued  are 
London,  Canterbury,  York,  Durham,  and  Reading  [see 
PL  lY.  4-13].  The  first  and  last  mints  also  issued 
half-pence.  The  group  has  been  referred  to  many 
times  in  the  pages  of  the  Chronicle  and  in  vol.  xiii, 
third  series,  1893,  an  attempt  was  made  to  sum  up  the 
evidence  in  reference  to  these  coins.  It  was  there  shown 
that  all  Edward  Ill's  mints  were  represented  in  this 
type  of  coin,  and  that  no  others  so  far  had  been  discovered 
which  could  by  any  possibility  belong  to  another  king. 
The  weight  question  was  gone  into,  and  here  again  it  was 
shown  that  the  coins  of  this  type  were  heavier  both  indi- 
vidually and  collectively  than  the  ordinary  well-known 
coins  of  Edward  III.  Compared,  however,  with  coins  of 
Edward  I  and  II,  they  were  rather  lighter.  A  resem- 
blance between  coins  of  this  type,  both  for  bust,  lettering, 
and  general  work,  and  the  gold  florin  and  first  noble  was 
also  traced  out.  Finally  the  date  of  the  Reading  inden- 
ture, and  the  fact  that  the  half-pence  were  contemporary 
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with  the  pence,  were  used  to  show  approximately  the  date 
of  the  whole  issue.     The  conclusions  which  followed  were 
that  these  coins  were  issued  in  the  earlier  years  of  Edward 
III,  some  time  before  1338,  the  date  of  the  Reading 
indenture,  and  that  they  were  continued  till  about  1345, 
when  an  alteration  took  ^lace  in  the  gold  coinage.     The 
average  weight  of  about  21  grains  was  shown  to  ha^-e 
fitted  in  well  with  the  period  under  consideration.     Since 
the  date  of  .the  before-mentioned  article  nothing  haa 
happened  to  cause  any  alteration  in  the  attribution  of 
these  pieces.    The  Balcombe  hoard,  however,  has  thrown 
the  whole  gf  oup  into  prominence  by  the  number  of  speci- 
mens of  this  coinage  which  were  found  and  by  the  varie- 
ties connecting  it  with  the  later  coinage  of  Edward  III. 
Specimens  from  the  mints  of  London,  York,  Durham,  and 
Canterbury  were  present,  that  of  Canterbury  very  rare 
and  in  good  condition,  and  those  of   Durham,  though 
perhaps  not  quite  so  rare,  much  more  interesting.     Two 
pennies  of  this  mint  were  found,  the  reverses  from  the 
same  die,  reading  x  VILLT^  ;  DVEEGCJH,  with  an  annulet 
in  the  centre  of  the  cross  and  between  each  group  of 
pellets  in  its  angles  [see  Nos.  58  and  59,  and  PI.  lY. 
10].      The  obverses,  however,  are  from  different  dies. 
One  belongs  to  the  earlier  type  tind  the  obverse  legend 
ends    YB,   whereas    the    other    reads    B€[X    TZUG    and 
is  of    the  later  workmanship.     With   these    coins    be- 
fore us  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  other  attribution 
than  to   Edward  III,   and   therefore  we  may  feel  sure 
that  the  earlier  sages  in  numismatic  lore  were  correct 
in  their  opinion  when  they  gave  the  class  of  coins  which 
we  propose  to  call  the   Florin   type    to    Edward  III. 
It    is    to    be    noted    that    many    of    these  coins   bear 
annulets  as  stops  and  that  there  is  a  very  large  sprink- 
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ling  of  English  n's  mixed  with  examples  of  the  Roman  N 
variety. 

The  Durham  coins  above  referred  to  have  the  earliest 
form  of  reverse  which  was  used  on  the  later  pence  of 
Edward  III,  that  group  which  was  struck  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  1351  indenture.  These  coins 
have  an  annulet  between  the  pellets  in  each  quarter  of 
the  reverse,  they  also  have  crosses  as  stops,  so  that  both 
these  characteristics  may  be  expected  on  the  early  1351 
coinage.  In  the  Balcombe  find  there  were  pence  of 
London  and  York  and  Durham  of  the  1351  type  all 
with  crosses  as  stops.  London  also  issued  pence  with 
annulets  on  the  reverse ;  but,  so  far  as  we  know,  none 
exist  from  the  provincial  mints. 

The  coinage  of  1351  then  resembles  the  earlier  coinages 
in  general  type,  and  there  are  many  varieties  of  bust  which 
connect  these  coinages.  The  more  marked  characters  are 
that  the  bust  is  smaller  and  more  compact,  and  wears  a 
smaller  crown.  The  lettering  is  smaller  and  more  com- 
pact and  the  legend  is  longer.  Generally  it  reads 
ODWTVBDVS  EeCX  TQJTGLI  or  TINGLIGC,  and  occasionally  a 
Z  is  added.  In  one  or  two  rare  instances,  however,  the 
legend  eCDWTVBD  ESX  T^NGL  Z  PE7V  or  FE  has  been 
noted  on  pence  of  the  1351  type  minted  at  York  [Nos. 
92,  93].  As  a  rule  the  coinage  bears  a  single  annulet 
as  a  stop,  though  this  rule  is  broken  on  a  York  coin, 
where  there  are  two  annulets  dividing  the  words  and 
connecting  the  coinage  with  the  one  that  follows  it. 

The  reverse,  as  remarked  above,  bears  in  some  instances 
annulets  between  the  pellets  or  there  may  be  an  annulet 
only  in  one  quarter ;  and  we  have  also  noticed,  though  very 
rarely,  a  small  cross  between  the  pellets  in  one  quarter  (see 
Ghroat  No.  9  in  list).     The  N's  in  all  instances  except  one 
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are  Roman  and  are  barred  either  way  or  are  unbarred,  as 
on  the  groats  or  half-groats.  The  York  coin  before 
mentioned,  with  double  annulets  between  the  words,  has, 
however,  English  n'g,  which  again  connect  it  with  the 
coinage  of  1360.  The  Stt  when  it  does  occur,  and  this  is 
only  on  Durham  coins,  is,  with  two  exceptions  known  to 
us,  English,  thus  HI ;  in  the  two  cases,  however,  the  name 
is  spelt  DVEGCKeC.  One  of  these  coins  has  the  crown, 
the  other  the  cross  patt^  mint-mark,  so  that  if  a  mis- 
take, it  is  curious  that  it  should  have  taken  place  on  two 
different  coins.  The  crown  mint-mark  connects  it  with 
the  nobles  and  London  groats,  half-groats,  and  pennies. 
The  letter  X  is  the  only  other  letter  worth  men- 
tioning, and  the  only  reference  that  will  be  made  to 
it,  is  to  point  out  that  it  does  not  resemble  the  cross 
patt^e  mint-mark  placed  on  its  side,  but  is  a  genuine 
letter  X.  Occasionally  there  are  marks  found  on  the 
king's  breast  in  this  coinage.  We  have  noted  an  annulet 
on  the  London  and  Durham  coins  and  a  saltire  cross  on 
those  of  York.  Of  other  ornaments,  it  is  just  sufficient  to 
point  out  that  the  York  coins  in  nearly  all  cases  bear  a 
quatrefoil  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse,  its  absence  is  most 
imusual.  The  crozier,  too,  of  Durham  must  receive  a 
passing  notice.  It  is  of  the  rounded  variety  and  occurs 
turned  to  the  right  before  CIVI.  Two  coins  are  known 
of  Durham  with  a  half  annulet  over  each  shoulder  of  the 
king  [PI.  Y.  15].  The  name  on  the  Durham  coins  of 
of    1351—1360    is    written    DYBecmGC,    DVNGCLmi    or 

DVNaLmiec. 

In  1360  the  Treaty  of  Bretigny  was  concluded  with 
France,  and  one  provision  was  that  Edward  III  should 
no  longer  call  himself  King  of  France.  This  was  given 
effect  to  on  the  coins  by  the  omission  of  the   name  of 
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France  from  among  the  king's  titles.  Though  the  omis- 
sion was  general  and  for  all  types  of  coin,  both  gold  and 
silver,  the  filling  up  of  the  space  left  by  the  omission  was 
not  uniform.  On  the  large  coins  the  title  of  Duke  of 
Aquitaine  was  used,  and  this  we  get  on  the  nobles,  half- 
nobles,  and  groats.  On  the  half-groats  and  pence  and  half- 
pence, however,  only  the  Irish  title  was  used  to  replace  the 
French  where  it  occurred.  The  coins,  therefore,  which 
were  struck  while  the  treaty  was  in  force  between  1360 
and  1369,  read  eCDWT^ED  DI  or  DeCI  6E71  BOX 
TmCLieC  DRS  \iYB  Z  7VQT  for  the  larger  pieces,  eCDWTVBDVS 
B€[X  TVnCL  DnS  r^YB  for  the  half-groats  and  aBWTlRD' 
7in6L  £  DnS  HYB  for  the  pence.  Besides  the  change 
of  legend  the  bust  was  altered.  It  was  made  smaller  and 
more  compact,  and,  perhaps,  somewhat  older  looking. 
There  is  also  to  be  noticed  a  considerably  different  treat- 
ment of  the  various  features,  crown,  hair,  etc.  The 
legend  is  in  smaller  letters,  the  n's  are  invariably  English 
except  in  the  word  LONDON,  where  they  are  always 
Roman  on  the  groats,  nearly  always  on  the  half-groats, 
and  sometimes  on  the  pence,  and  very  rarely,  if  ever,  on 
the  half-pence. 

One  letter  of  the  legend  is  very  generally  a  typical  one, 
viz.,  the  letter  X.  This  is,  as  has  been  referred  to  before 
(see  p.  58),  almost  precisely  like  the  mint-mark  cross  patt^e 
turned  on  its  side.  It  occurs  on  all  the  coins  from  nobles 
to  half-pence,  and  seems  almost  entirely  to  have  replaced 
the  earlier  form  of  letter.  Stops  are  always  placed  between 
the  words,  and  the  rule  is  to  find  two  annulets  thus  §  on 
the  obverse.  Crosses  in  saltire  are  used  in  the  same  way 
as  stops  on  the  reverse. 

The  coins  of  this  period  were  struck  chiefly  in  London. 
At  Durham  and  York,  however,  there  were  pence  struck 
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during  this  time,  and  the  only  Calais  coinage  of  Edward's 
reign  was  struck  to  correspond  with  this  London  mintage. 
This  consists  of  nobles  and  half-nobles,  in  gold,  and 
groats,  half-groats,  pence,  and  half-pence  in  silver.  We 
know  of  no  quarter-noble,  and  confess  that  we  should  be 
at  a  loss  how  to  distinguish  it  from  the  London  coinage. 

The  above  description  applies  to  a  very  large  majority 
of  the  treaty  coins.  There  are  a  few,  however,  and  very 
few  indeed,  which  must  by  their  legends  take  their  place 
within  the  time  during  which  the  treaty  remained  in 
force,  and  which  yet  have  no  characters  in  common  with 
the  treaty  pieces.  The  coins  referred  to  are  groats,  half- 
groats,  and  pence,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  they  connect 
the  treaty  coins  with  the  coins  issued  after  the  abrogation 
of  the  agreement. 

In  general  type  the  coins  resemble  the  usual  coins 
of  Edward  III.  The  groat,  to  take  the  largest  first, 
gives  a  new  bust  of  the  king,  which  can  be  better  appre- 
ciated by  a  glance  at  its  picture  [PL  L,  No.  8.],  than  by 
any  words  of  description.  The  obv.  legend  is  6CDW7CB 
DGCI  6  EeCX  7U26L'  DRS  r^IBO  d?  T^ttQ,  or  \iYB  *  7^a. 
There  are  crosses  between  the  words,  sometimes  one,  and 
in  some  cases  two.  There  is  a  large  annulet  on  each  side 
of  the  crown,  which  occupies  the  point  of  the  treasure 
instead  of  the  lis.  The  reverse  does  not  vary  from  the 
coins  previously  described.  The  N's  in  London  are  Koman 
and  the  stops  are  crosses.  These  groats  are  extremely 
rare.  We  do  not  know  of  more  than  six  or  seven.  None 
were  found  at  Balcombe. 

The  half-groat  corresponding  with  this  groat  is  also 
known,  and  is  still  rarer  than  the  groat;  two  were 
found  at  Balcombe,  and  three  were  known  before.  A 
representation  is  given  of  it  on  PI.  II.,  No.  8.     The  annu- 
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lets  occupy  the  same  position  as  on  the  groats.  There  are 
only  seven  arches  to  the  tressure.  The  obv.  legend  is 
SDWTTBD  BGLK  TlRGLia  DOS  tjIB  with  crosses  between 
the  words.  The  reverse  is  the  usual  one,  but  the  N's  in 
liondon  are  English.  This  coin  is  mentioned  iniV'.  C, 
N.S.,  xi.,  p.  96,  in  a  foot-note.  Pence  corresponding  with 
these  larger  coins  were  unknown  until  the  Balcombe 
discovery,  when  two  London  and  two  Durham  coins  came 
to  light.  They  all  present  a  bust  very  like  that  on  the 
half-groat,  and  there  appears  to  be  an  annulet  on  each 
side  of  the  cross  mint-mark.  Little  crosses  are  used  as 
stops. 

The  legend  on  the  obverse  face  of  all  these  is  GiBWKR 
Aneua  DRS  I]IB.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  king's  title, 
B6CX,  is  omitted.  Since  the  Balcombe  find,  the  York 
penny  of  the  same  type  has  been  brought  to  our  notice. 
The  obverse  legend  begins  SDWT^BD,  thus  corresponding 
with  the  half-groats. 

Leaving  these  transitional  coins,  we  must  now  pass  to 
the  last  group  in  Edward  Ill's  reign,  and  these  coins 
have,  in  a  way,  prepared  us  for  expecting  some  consider- 
able differences.  The  Treaty  of  Bretigny  having  been 
broken  in  1369,  Edward  resumed  his  French  title,  and 
particular  care  seems  to  have  been  taken  that  it  should  be 
well  in  evidence  on  the  coins.  The  first  coin  we  must 
refer  to,  as  belonging  to  this  late  period,  is  the  groat  in 
the  National  Collection  bearing  all  four  titles  in  the 
obverse  legend,  €a)W7mD  DI  6  ESX  7m6L  Z  F  DRS 
({TB  Z  7Z.  This  has  crosses  between  the  words  on  both 
sides,  and  is  the  only  groat  mentioned  by  Hawkins  as 
belonging  to  the  late  period.  There  are,  however,  groats, 
half-groats,  and  pence  to  be  attributed  to  the  late  period 
quite  unknown  to  Hawkins,  and  it  is  to  these  that  the 
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Balcombe  hoard  owes  its  great  interest,  as  many  groats  and 
pence  were  found  there.  The  first  mention  of  this  coinage 
is  in  the  Paper  on  Edward  III,  N.C^  3rd  series,  vol.  xiii. 
p.  47.  All  the  coins  in  this  group  have  a  bust  closely 
resembling  that  used  on  Richard  II's  coinage.  The  stops 
are  nearly  always  crosses.  In  many  cases  marks  of  con- 
traction are  used  on  the  larger  coins,  and  in  several  we 
have  noticed  two  little  pellets  just  above  the  central  fleur 
of  the  crown.  The  obv.  legend  on  the  groats  is  eCDWTCED 
DI  6R71  EGLX:  TVRGL  Z  FBTmaiff  or  FBTina.  The 
usual  legend  is  found  on  the  reverse.  The  N's,  except  in 
London,  are  English,  in  this  word  they  are  Roman. 

The  half-groats  are  much  rarer  than  the  groats,  and 
present  the  same  general  characters.  That  described  in 
1893,  and  figured  here  in  PI.  IL,  No.  10,  reading  ffDWT^RD 
DI  6fi7V  BEX  7^n6L  Z  FB,  still  presents  a  unique  legend 
for  the  half-groats.  The  others  read  GCDWTTRDVS  BGCX 
TCnCL  Z  FBTVna  or  FBTCa,  and  are  shown  in  PI.  IL, 
Nos.  9  and  11.  These  half-groats  bear  a  most  marked 
resemblance  to  those  of  Richard  II  [see  PI.  Y.  17]. 
Indeed,  it  is  only  by  the  name  that  they  can  be  at  all 
distinguished. 

The  pence  of  this  coinage  were  struck  at  London,  York, 
and  Durham,  and  a  very  considerable  number  will  be 
noticed  in  the  list  of  the  Balcombe  find.  They  present 
the  same  features  as  the  larger  coins — ^the  Richard  bust, 
crosses  between  the  words,  and  the  common  addition  of 
the  French  title.  This  for  pennies  was  previously  very 
rare.  English  N's  in  the  legend,  and  generally  Roman 
N's  in  London,  are  found. 

The  London  pennies  give  the  legends : —

Coins  of  this  description  are  figured  in  PL  Y.,  Nos.  2,  3^ 
and  5. 

The  Durham  pieces  closely  resemble  the  London  ones 
in  type  and  legends.  We  have  not,  however,  met  with 
one  reading  FETIRCC,  though  FE  occurs. 

These  pennies  all  seem  to  read  DVnOLSH  or  DVKOLm, 
just  as  do  the  rare  Durham  pence  of  Richard  II.  They 
also  have  a  crozier  of  peculiar  form  to  the  left,  as  described 
by  Sir  John  Evans  in  his  account  of  the  Neville's  Cross 
hoard,  J\r.(7.,  3rd  series,  vol.  ix.  p.  316.  One  of  these  coins 
is  well  shown  in  N,C.y  series  iii.,  vol.  xiii.,  PI.  VI.,  No. 
14.  These  are  to  be  considered  the  latest  of  all  the  Dur- 
ham pennies  of  Edward  III,  and  were  struck  by  Bishop 
Hatfield. 

The  York  pieces  correspond  accurately  with  those  of 
London  and  Durham,  though  here  again  we  have  not  met 
with  the  full  reading  of  the  French  title.  A  lis  or  cross 
and  an  annulet  are  occasionally  found  on  the  king's 
breast.  Two  coins  of  this  period  are  very  interesting. 
One  reads  eCDWTTEB  DI  6E71  EaX  TtRGLia,  an  example 
of  which,  from  Balcombe,  is  shown  in  PI.  V.,  No.  10,  and 
the  other  ends  the  obverse  legend  with  ST  in  place  of 
the  usual  Z  (No.  112).  These  pieces  were  known  to  us 
before  the  Balcombe  discovery,  and  the  find  adds  one  of 
each  variety  to  the  previously  solitary  examples. 

We  must,  before  finishing  our  remarks  on  Edward  IIFs 
coins,  take  some  notice  of  the  little  pieces,  half-pence  and 
farthings.  These  were  probably  issued  to  correspond  with 
the  larger  pieces.  The  half-pence,  struck  before  1351, 
correspond  with  the  florin-type  pence  in  the  lettering  and 
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in  the  general  style  of  the  head.  There  are  also  coins 
which  may  be  attributed  to  the  treaty  period,  and  on 
which  the  peculiar  X  is  visible.  Moreover,  there  are  some 
half-pence  bearing  the  name  of  Edward,  which  closely 
resemble  Kichard  II's  coinage.  Having  thus  far  indicated 
the  possibilities  of  classification,  we  feel  that  we  cannot 
go  further,  as  the  half-pence  are,  as  a  rule,  very  ill  struck 
and  much  worn.  The  case  with  the  farthings  is  still 
worse.  They  are  rare,  and,  like  the  half-pence,  in  poor 
condition.  However,  all  three  Edwards  seem  to  have  used 
the  same  legend.  We  prefer,  therefore,  not  to  make 
remarks  on  these  little  coins  till  the  time  arrives,  when,  by 
fresh  discoveries,  these  pieces  can  be  satisfactorily  dis- 
cussed. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  notice  the  few  coins  in  the 
hoard  which  are  not  English.  These  are  the  Scottish 
pennies  and  the  deniers  esterlings  of  the  Low  Countries. 
The  occurrence  of  these  coins  in  finds  made  in  England 
is  not  uncommon.  The  few  Scottish  pieces  extend  over 
almost  the  whole  period  of  the  English  ones,  the  reigns  of 
Alexander  III  to  Robert  II  being  contemporaneous  with 
those  of  Edward  I  to  Bichard  II.  These  pennies  are  all 
of  the  ordinary  type.  The  deniers  esterlings.,  which  are 
only  copies  of  the  Edwardian  type,  are  of  Hainault  (Mau- 
beuge)  and  Luxembourg.  Those  of  John  the  Blind  are 
but  imitations  of  Edward  Ill's  pennies,  for  they  bear  the 
latter's  name  in  a  blundered  form.  These  two  coins  were 
probably  struck  before  John  became  king  of  Bohemia, 
and  it  is  possible  that  they  may  be  specimens  of  the 
money  called  lussheboumes,  which  Buding  (vol.  i.  p.  222) 
tells  us  merchants  brought  into  this  country.

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III. 

TICKETS  OP  VAUXHALL  GAEDENS. 
(See  Plates  VL— VIH.) 

The  metallic  tickets  of  Yauxhall  Gardens  are  not  the 
least  attractive,  and  are  certainly  among  the  rarest,  relics 
of  this  once-famous  resort  of  pleasure-seeking  Londoners. 

These  pieces  were  issued,  chiefly  during  the  eighteenth 
century,  as  season-tickets,  and  were  usually  struck  in  silver. 
A  small  series  was  engraved — ^but  badly  engraved — ^in 
1786  for  a  plate  in  Nichols's  Lambeth,  Another  selection 
was  published  in  1825,  in  a  plate  in  Robert  Wilkinson's 
Londina  illustrata  (vol.  i.  No.  91),  the  specimens  being 
creditably  engraved  by  James  Stow  from  originals  in  the 
possession  of  George  Rogers  Barrett,  a  former  manager  of 
Vauzhall  Cktrdens.  In  recent  times,  a  few  specimens 
have  been  reproduced  in  my  work  on  the  London  Giirdens,^ 
or  have  been  elsewhere  casually  noticed.  All  these  tickets 
are  now  of  considerable  rarity,  and  there  are  several 
varieties  which  neither  Nichols  nor  Wilkinson  have 
noticed. 

In  the  present  paper  I  have  relied  chiefly  upon  the 
collection  in  the  British  Museum,  but  I  am  also  indebted 
for  descriptions  to  Dr.  F.  Parkes  Weber  and  to  Mr,  A.  W.

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Watera.  The  pieces  figured  in  Plate  VII.,  1,  2,  4,  5  (also 
Kg.  5a,  in/ra)y  are  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Charles  Storr 
Kennedy,  who  has  most  kindly  allowed  me  to  photograph 
them.  Curiously  enough,  they  are  the  identical  speci- 
mens engraved  by  Nichols,  and  afterwards  by  Wilkinson.* 
From  Mr.  G.  B.  Barrett's  keeping  they  passed,  apparently 
little  regarded,  into  some  unknown  hands,  and  Mr.  Ken- 
nedy was  fortunate  enough  to  come  across  them  a  few 
years  ago  at  a  small  shop  in  the  south  of  London. 

The  Spring  Churden  at  Yauxhall,  better  known  to  us  as 
Yauzhall  Ghudens,  was  first  opened  to  the  public  about 
1661.  In  the  earliest  days  of  its  existence  no  charge  was 
made  for  admission,  and  this  was  one  of  the  great  attrac- 
tions of  the  place  in  the  eyes  of  Samuel  Pepys,  who,  in 
recording  a  visit  to  the  Ghtrdens  on  May  28th,  1667, 
remarks : — "  A  great  deal  of  company,  and  the  weather 
and  garden  pleasant,  and  it  is  very  pleasant  and  cheap 
going  thither,  for  a  man  may  go  to  spend  what  he  will  or 
nothing,  all  as  one.'*  The  simple  delights  of  a  garden 
were,  in  the  course  of  years,  a  good  deal  sophisticated  by 
&8hionable  gallantry  and  intrigue  of  the  kind  described  in 
the  comedies  of  Wycherley  and  Yanbmgh,  and  even  in 
the  days  of  Addison's  Sir  Boger — about  1712 — ^the  Spring 
Qarden  is  described  as  ''  a  kind  of  Mahometan  Paradise.'' 

A  new,  and  more  wholeeome,  era  was  inaugurated  by 
that  "  Master-Builder  of  Delight,'*  Jonathan  Tyers,  who, 
on  June  7th,  1732,  re-opened  the  Ghudens  with  a  *'Bidotto 
al  freeco,^*'  and  in  a  few  years  created  the  Yauxhall  that

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we  know  from  the  drawings  of  Canaletti  and  the  writings 
of  Goldsmith  and  Horace  Walpole. 

In  order  to  render  the  company  more  select,  and  to  keep 
away — ^as  the  manager  expressed  it— «uoh  as  were  not  fit 
to  intermix  with  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and  Persons  of 
Quality/  each  visitor  was  required  to  obtain  an  admission 
ticket.^  Such  tickets  cost  only  a  shilling,  and  it  must 
have  been  difficult  to  discriminate  between  one  applicant 
and  another.  In  1736  it  was  found  that  many  of  these 
tickets  (which  were  probably  mere  checks  of  metal  or  card- 
board) had  been  counterfeited,  and  there  was  a  way  by 
which  an  unscrupulous  yisitor  could  get  admitted  for 
nothing  or  by  the  payment  of  a  few  pence  to  an  accommo- 
dating waiter.  The  tickets  were  therefore  abolished,  and 
from  1736  until  1792  (when  prices  were  raised)  each 
person  seeking  admission  merely  paid  down  his  shilling  at 
the  gate. 

The  issue  of  the  season-tickets,  with  which  we  are  here 
chiefly  concerned,  may  have  begun  in  1732  or  1733,  but 
the  first  detailed  mention  that  I  have  found  of  them  is  in 
the  newspapers  of  March,  1737,  which  announce  that  the 
Master  of  Vauxhall  will  issue  1,000  season  tickets  at  one 
guinea  each,  admitting  two  persons.  Similar  advertisements 
occur  subsequently,  e.g.^  in  1740  (1,000  tickets  at  £1  5s. : 
"  the  silver  of  every  ticket  to  be  worth  three  shillings  and 
sixpence ''),  in  1742,  and  1748  (tickets  at  £2  2s.).  Each 
subscriber  had  his  name  engraved  on  the  back  of  his  ticket 
which  he  was  requested  not  to  lend  to  any  persons  of  bad 
repute,  "  for  such  will  not  be  permitted  to  come  in  on  any

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consideration  whatsoever."  In  a  very  rare  print  of  the 
Gardens  published  in  May,  1741,  the  ticket-taker  is  seen 
complaining  to  old  Tyers  that  his  tickets  have  been 
brought  in  by  a  parcel  of  rag-pickers.  But  the  character 
of  the  ticket-holders  would  seem  to  have  been  maligned, 
for  the  print  is  half  a  caricature  and  actually  shows  the 
Garden  filled  with  a  fashionable  company.^ 

The  tickets  are  rarely  dated.  The  earliest  date  that 
occurs  is  1749/  the  latest  1751.  If  we  assume  that 
the  issue  lasted  from  1732  (the  first  season  of  Tyers's 
management)  till  1751,  and  that  a  new  type,  and  one 
type  only,^  was  employed  for  each  season,  ihe  number  of 
types  would  be  20.  The  actual  number  that  I  have 
noted  is  15. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  the  production,  or,  at  any 
rate,  the  designing,  of  the  Yauxhall  tickets  was  due  to 
William  Hogarth.  The  earliest  positive  statement  on  the 
point  seems  to  occur  in  1825,  in  the  lettering  to  the  plate 
of  tickets  in  Wilkinson's  Londina,  where  the  specimens 
are  stated  to  be  '^  struck  in  silver  after  designs  by  Mr.  W.

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Hogarth."  The  description  of  Vauxhall  in  Nichols's 
Lambeth  (1786)  says  nothing  of  Hogarth's  share  in  the 
matter,  although  certain  services  rendered  by  Hogarth 
in  connexion  with  the  Gardens  are  there  set  forth  at 
length.  This  was  a  well-informed  account  contributed 
by  Thomas  Tyers  (Dr.  Johnson's  familiar  friend  "  Tom  " 
Tyers),  a  son  of  the  original  proprietor  and  himself  a 
proprietor  of  the  Gardens.  Possibly,  however,  the  omis- 
sion is  an  oversight,  and  as  no  engraver's  name^  except 
Hogarth's,  has  ever  been  coupled  with  these  pieces,  which 
are  undoubtedly  of  elegant  design  and  workmanship,  I 
think  that  the  traditional  attribution  should  be  allowed  to 
stand  so  far  as  concerns  Nos.  1 — 6.  We  are  apt  to  think 
of  Hogarth  as  the  artist  of  the  Marriage  d-la-Mode,  as  the 
uncompromising  delineator  of  the  horrors  of  Beer  Street 
and  Gin  Lane,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  his 
youth  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  goldsmith  and  silver-plate 
engraver,  for  whom  he  probably  engraved  many  a  tankard 
and  salver.  At  an  early  age  he  designed  his  master^s 
shop-card,*  and  subsequently  designed  his  own  shop-card^® 
(1764)  and  his  own  book- plate.  ^^  In  the  two  latter  designs 
cupids  and  festoons  of  flowers  occur  as  on  some  of  the 
Yauxhall  tickets  [e.g.  No.  5). 

Two  of  the  tickets,  Nos.  10  and  11,  are  signed  R.  YEO, 
and  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  are  evidently  by  the  same  artist, 
fiichard  Yeo  was  an  English  medallist  of  some  distinction, 
but  hardly  of  the  first  rank.  His  Yauxhall  tickets  are 
effective,  but  certainly  show  less  originality  of  design  than 
the  series  1 — 6,  and  the  ornamental  border  is  less  elegantly

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treated.  The  rather  lanky  proportions  of  the  figure  are 
characteristic  of  many  of  this  artist's  designs. 

Yeo  was  Kving  in  London  in  1745  and  first  came  into 
notice  about  1746,  when  he  produced  his  well-known 
"  Culloden  "  medal  ;^^  a  medal  which,  like  the  Vauxhall 
passes,  is  in  the  form  of  a  badge,  and  which  has,  like 
them,  an  ornamental  border  and  a  loop  for  suspension. 

Between  1749  and  1760  he  executed  prize  medals  for

several  societies.^'  In  1749  he  was  appointed  assistant 
engraver  and  in  1775  chief  engraver  to  the  Royal  Mint 
He  died  on  3rd  Dec.  1779  {Gent.  Mag.  1779,  p.  616). 

As  the  chronological  sequence  of  the  tickets  cannot  be 
made  out   with   exactness,   I   have   thought   it  best  in

This  ticket  reproduces  Roubillac's  celebrated  marble 
statue  of  Handel,  set  up  at  Yauxhall  in  1738.  The  statue 
stood  at  first  in  the  South  Walk,  one  of  the  principal 
promenades  of  the  Gardens,  being  placed  (as  shown  on  the 
ticket)  in  front  of  one  of  the  ranges  of  supper-boxes  and 
pavilions.  It  was  removed  from  the  Gardens  in  1818 
and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Alfred  Littleton.  It 
is  well  known  from  an  engraving  by  Bartolozzi  inserted 
in  Dr.  Arnold's  edition  of  the  Works  of  Handel  (Jan. 
1789).

The  type  has  been  generally  called  Amphion^  but  is 
better  described  as  Arion,  being  the  ordinary  representa- 
tion of  Arion  on  the  dolphin,  as  shown,  for  instance,  on 
Oreek  coins  of  Methymna  in  Lesbos. 
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The  ticket  was  issued  both  in  silver  and  copper,  the  silver 
specimens  being,  perhaps,  "  complimentary  *'  tickets.

On  these  pretty,  if  somewhat  too  pictorial,  tickets, 
spring  and  summer  are  the  only  seasons  introduced.  No 
hint  is  given  of  the  chill  autumn  nights  or  of  the  rainy 
weather  for  which  Vauxhall  was  proverbial.  The  mottoes 
are  gracefully  chosen  from  Horace's  Ode  on  Spring,  Chrata 
vice  verts  et  Favoni  {Carm.,  I.  4,  1),  and  from  the  Georgics 
(III.  296),  Frondosa  reducitur  aestas. 

The  representations  of  spring  and  summer  are  not 
wholly  fantastic,  for,  at  'the  time  when  the  tickets  were 
in  use,  the  lofty  trees  of  the  **  Lovers'  Walk "  formed 
a  verdant  canopy  in  which  the  nightingales  of  Spring 
Gardens,  the  blackbirds  and  thrushes,  were  wont  to  build. 
Beyond  the  eastern  limit  of  ,the  Grand  Walk  might  be 
seen  pleasant  meadows  with  the  haymakers  at  their  task 
at  noon  or  early  evening.  'As  night  drew  on,  lights  began 
to  glimmer  through  the  trees,  till  Vauxhall  finally  ap- 
peared in  the  full  glory  of  illumination.  The  little  lamp- 
lit  avenue  on  the  ticket  (Plate  VT.  2)  must  be  imagined 
to  reproduce  the  1,000  or  1,500  lamps,  which  was  the 
number  employed  at  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
In  later  days  the  illumination  was  much  more  elaborate, 
and  '*  20,000  additional  lamps  "  became  a  familiar  feature 
of  Vauxhall — or,  at  any  rate,  of  Vauxhall  programmes. 
When  the  Gardens  came  to  an  end  in  1859  there  were,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  about  10,000  lamps  on  the  premises 
available  for  purposes  of  illumination.

From  the  decorative  point  of  view  this  is,  perhaps,  the 
most  satisfactory  of  the  Vauxhall  tickets.  The  lyre  held 
by  the  Cupid  rests  on  two  music-books,  probably  contain- 
ing compositions  of  Arne  and  Handel,  and  some  of  the 
Vauxhall  songs  which  Thomas  Lowe  and  Miss  Stevenson 
were  at  this  time  rendering  popular. 

Of  "  Mrs.  Wood,  64,"  we  may  safely  assert  that  she 
was  the  wife  of  "  Mr.  Wood,  63."  Possibly  the  latter  is 
identical  with  Robert  Wood,  the  traveller,  who  published^ 
in  1753,  in  conjunction  with  James  Dawkins,  a  celebrated 
account  of  his  exploration  of  Palmyra.  About  this 
period,  and  in  a  somewhat  questionable  style  of  pleasure- 
garden  decoration,  a  scenic  painting  of  the  ruins  of  Pal- 
myra was  set  up  at  Vauxhall,  so  as  to  be  visible  through 
the  three  triumphal  arches  which  stood  at  the  end  of  the 
South  Walk.

In  the  little  ape  playing  the  violin  a  Hogarthian  touch 
may  perhaps  be  recognised.  A  tail-piece  designed  by 
Hogarth  for  the  Catalogue  of  the  Society  of  Artists,  1761, 
shows  the  figure  of  a  connoisseur-monkey  examining  with 
a  magnifying  glass  some  pots  labelled  "  Exoticks."  ^* 

No.  6c  is  possibly  a  "  proof/'  but,  though  in  copper,  it

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may  have  been  intended  for  actual  issue  to  subscribers, 
like  the  Arion  tickets  Nos.  2c,  2d,  2e,  and  (apparently) 
No.  6b.

gentry.  His  son,  Dr.  John  Trusler,  was  educated  at 
Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge,  and  after  trying  his  hand 
as  a  playwright,  entered  the  Church.  He  composed  a 
number  of  pompous  sermons,  which  he  sold  to  his  clerical 
brethren,  after  causing  them  to  be  printed  in  characters 
which  (I  regret  to  say)  resembled  handwriting.  By  this 
device — ^as  he  once  told  his  Bishop  in  a  moment  of  confi- 
dence— he  made  £150  a  year.  He  was  the  author  of 
those  highly  didactic  works,  Hogarth  Moralized  and  The 
Blossoms  of  Morality.

It  is  a  priori  unlikely  that  Hogarth  would  have  de- 
signed the  dies  for  this  ticket ;  which  is,  in  fact,  quite  in 
the  style  of  Richard  Yeo.  Struck  in  silver,  it  was  issued 
as  an  ordinary  pass  for  the  season  (7a,  7b). 

"  Hogarth's  ticket  "par  excellence  (No.  7)  was  struck  in 
gold,  with  a  special  inscription  on  the  reverse.  The  Bene- 
ficium  alluded  to  consisted  in  certain  services  rendered  by 
Hogarth  to  Tyers  in  connection  with  his  Vauxhall  enter- 
prise. The  artist  is  said  to  have  suggested  the  brighten- 
ing of  the  gardens  by  placing  paintings  in  the  supper- 
boxes,  and  he  allowed  his  own  "  Four  Times  of  the  Day  " 
to  be  copied  (by  Hayman)  for  the  purpose. 
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The  ticket  admitted  "  a  coachfull "  (six  persons),  and 
inras  intended  as  a  free  pass  to  the  gardens  for  ever.  Mrs. 
Sogarth  and  her  cousin  Mary  Lewis  had  it  after  Hogarth's 
deaths  and  it  was  used  by  various  owners  as  an  admission- 
ticket  till  as  late  as  1841.  In  1855  it  was  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Mr.  Frederick  Gye,  and  is — it  may  be  presumed— 
still  somewhere  in  existence.^^

Four  of  the  Muses  are  represented,  two  of  whom — 
Euterpe  and  Erato— are  fitting  patronesses  of  the  sprightly 
lyrics  and  sentimental  love-ditties  admired  by  the  fre- 
quenters of  the  Spring  Gardens.  Calliope,  the  Muse  of 
epic  song,  seems  out  of  place  on  a  Vauxhall  ticket,  and 
Thalia  would  have  been  more  at  home  in  the  later  Vaux* 
hall  of  ballets,  rope-walking,  and  comic  songs. 

Nos.  10  and  11  are  signed  by  Richard  Yeo,  and  8  and 
9  are  evidently  from  his  hand. 

It  has  been  suggested^®  that  the  "Mr.  Carey"  who

This  specimen  seems  to  be  unpublished.  I  found  it 
among  the  **  Yauxhall  Tickets"  collected  by  Mr.  Edward 
Hawkins,  but  it  is  smaller  and  of  poorer  workmanship 
than  the  pieces  previously  described.  In  the  date  '^  1751 " 
the  numerals  are  formed  like  those  on  No.  6  (PL  VI.  5). 

If  the  ticket  is  really  of  Yauxhall,  it  is  evident  that  in 
this  year  two  distinct  "  types"  appeared  on  the  passes 
issued  to  subscribers.  The  female  figure  hardly  suits 
any  of  the  nine  Muses,  and  is  perhaps  intended  for 
"  Music.*'

These  tickets  differ  much  in  form  and  style  from  the 
specimens  already  described.  They  are  assigned  to  Yaux- 
hall  on  the  authority  of  Miss  Sarah  Banks,  who  is  likely 
to  have  been  well  informed.  The  name  "Finch"  con- 
nects them  with  the  Arion  ticket  (No.  2). 

The  second  season  on  No.  14  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  ticket  was  issued  in  1733.  Nos.  13  and  15  pro- 
bably belong  to  about  the  same  period  as  14— all  being, 
as  I  suppose,  earlier  than  the  series  of  Hogarth  and 
Yeo. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  issue 
of  artistic  season-tickets  ceased.  On  special  occasions, 
however,  an  engraved  admission-ticket,  printed  on  paper 
or  card,  was  issued  to  visitors.  Thus,  there  was  a  special 
design  prepared  for  the  Vauxhall  Jubilee  of  29th  May, 
1786,^^  and  Stothard  designed  the  admission-ticket,  with

During  the  present  century  season-tickets  continued  io 
he  issued,  though  they  did  not  often  take  the  form  of 
metallic  passes.  There  is  a  ticket  in  the  British  Museum 
for  the  season  of  1809,  engraved  VauxhalL  1809.  Admit 
Mohert  Slade,  Esqr.,  and  Family.  This  is  of  ugly  shape  and 
entirely  without  ornamentation.  But  it  consists  of  a 
large  piece  of  hall-marked  silver,  and  has  a  substantial 
family  appearance. 

The  copper  piece,  photographed  in  PL  VIII.  6,  from 
a  specimen  in  the  British  Museum,  has  been  already 
published  from  a  similar  specimen,  by  Sharp,  in  his 
Catalogue  of  the  Chetwynd  Collection,  p.  266,  No.  6, 
but  he  gives  no  explanation  of  it.  The  date,  types,  and 
Spanish  inscription  clearly  indicate  that  it  was  a  ticket 
for  the  grand  '^Spanish  Fdte,''  held  at  Vauxhall,  on 
Tuesday,  July  8th,  1828,  for  the  benefit  of  foreign 
refugees.  On  this  occasion  the  gardens  were  brilliantly 
lighted,  and  the  pillars  of  the  covered  walks  were 
wreathed  with  laurel  and  evergreens  intertwined  with 
flowers. 

In  1792,  at  a  time  when  grand  galas  and  masquerades 
were  becoming  popular  at  Yauxhall,  the  charge  for 
admission  at  the  doors  had  been  raised  from  Is.  to  28. 
In  1822  the  charge  was  3s.  6d. ;  and  in  1826,  when 
Braham,  Miss  Stephens,  and  Madame  Yestris  were  en- 
gaged, 4s.  In  1838  a  one-shilling  night  was  tried,  and 
this  was  the  price  of  admission  in  some  later  years.  The 
season-ticket    for    1822,    admitting    one    person,    cost

The  last  entertainment  ever  given  at  Vauxhall  took 
place  on  Monday,  July  25th,  1859.  On  the  29th  of 
August  following,  the  illumination-lamps  were  sold  by 
auction  at  the  gardens,  and  at  the  same  sale  many  thou- 
sand metal  passes  or  tickets  ^^  were  disposed  of,  to  be 
melted  down,  or,  perhaps,  to  serve  for  a  time  as  the 
checks  of  some  minor  theatre.

— I  lately 
had  occasion  to  inspect  the  coined  gold  in  the  imperial  treasury 
here,  and  as  there  are  a  number  of  curious  pieces  whose  cir- 
culation has  been,  and  probably  will  be,  very  limited — I  had 
never  seen  one  of  them  before — a  note  regarding  them  may  be 
of  interest  to  numismatists.  For  the  inscriptions,  I  have  in  the 
following  descriptive  list  referred  in  most  cases  to  Reginald 
Stuart  Poole's  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  the  Shahs  of  Persia  in  the 
British  Museum,  by  giving  the  catalogue  number  with  B.  M.

GREEK  COINS  ACQUIRED  BY  THE  BRITISH  MUSEUM 

IN  1897. 

(See  Plates  IX.— XI.) 

During  the  year  1897,  the  British  Museum  has  acquired 
836  coins  of  the  Greek  class,  a  total  which,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  table,  is  larger  than  can  be  shown  for 
any  of  the  preceding  ten  years.^ 

Many  of  these  specimens  have  been  acquired  by  pur- 
chase, especially  at  the  second  portion  of  the  Bunbury 
Sale.^  A  smaller  selection  was  obtained  at  the  second 
Montagu  Sale  of  Greek  coins  (March,  1897).  Presenta- 
tions of  coins  are  due  to  the  kindness  of  Mr.  H.  F.  Ame- 
droz,  Mr.  A.  J.  Lawson,  Mr.   G.  H.  Pedler,  Mr.  E.  J.

This  unique  coin,  an  Aeginetic  didrachm,  came  into 
the  market  in  1895,  forming  lot  109  in  the  sale  of  the 
collection  of  the  Earl  of  Ashburnham.  It  was  not  actu- 
ally acquired  by  the  British  Museum  till  last  year.*  From 
its  style  and  types  it  must  be  assigned  to  about  the.  same 
period  (e.g.  480-450  P)  as  the  remarkable  piece  with  the 
two  ram's  heads  (Hist.  Num.  p.  288,  Fig.  193)  represented 
only  in  the  cabinets  of  Berlin  and  Paris.  It  has  a  rever>e 
of  the  same  curious  form,  but  four  stars  take  the  place  of 
four  dolphins.  This  is  probably  not  a  mere  ornamental 
variety  of  the  incuse  square,  but  a  representation  of  the 
ceiling  of  a  temple  with  sunk  panels  or  ''coffers"

The  small  town  of  Tenea  lay  60  stadia  south  of 
Corinth.*^  It  is  unlikely  that  it  issued  autonomous  money, 
but  at  the  time  when  its  powerful  neighbour  was  destroyed 
by  Mummius,  Tenea  was  spared  and  treated  with  some 
favour  by  the  Romans. 

It  struck  bronze  coins  in  the  time  of  Septimius  Severus. 
Besides  the  rare  specimen  here  described,^^  only  one  other 
type  is  known,  namely,  a  standing  figure  of  Tyche  (obv. 
Sept.  Severus).^*  According  to  Pausanias  (ii.  5.,  3),  the 
chief  god  of  Tenea  was  Apollo,  and  he,  probably,  had  his 
place  on  the  coinage  as  well  as  Dionysos.

The  older  numismatists,  and  even  some  later  writers, 
state  that  Cotys  ceased  to  reign  in  428,  but  the  coin  of 

429  is  evidence  that  he  was  still  king  in  that  year.  As 
the  dates  428  and  429  are  found  also  on  coins  of  Rhoeme- 
talces,  it  can  only  be  supposed  that  during  those  two  years 
Cotys  and  Rhoemetalces  were  joint  rulers.  At  this  time, 
and  even  during  part  of  the  reign  of  Antoninus  Pius, 
Rhoemetalces  was  apparently  a  minor  under  the  tutelage 
of  a  guardian.  From  a  passage^*  in  the  Script  hUL 
Aug,  iii.  9,  8  (Antoninus  Pius),  we  learn  that  Antoninus 
''  Rimetalcen  in  regnum  Bosforanum  audito  inter  ipsum 
et  curatorem  negotio  remisit." 

The  coinage  of  Cotys  II.  comes  to  an  end  in  429,  and 

430  is,  doubtless,  the  first  year  of  the  sole  reign  of 
Rhoemetalces.  It  is  interesting  to  find  a  lapidary  inscrip- 
tion (C.  I.  G.,  No.  2108/),  dated  "  430,^'  in  which  the 
king — T[(j3€/0£o]9  'Ioii[\co9  /3a(T£\^]i;y 'Pot/xifroXiriy?^— ex- 
presses his  obligations  to  Hadrian,  whom  he  calls  liiov 
KTLtrrqv  (hoc  est,  statorcm,  qui  ei  regnum  dederit.

The  usual  inscription  on  coins  of  Myrina  is  MYP6I- 
NAIIIN  (or  MYPINAinN),  and  the  addition  of  AlO 
A6nN  is  interesting.  The  coin  was  probably  struck  about 
the  time  of  Hadrian,  in  whose  reign  we  find  at  the  neigh- 
bouring Cyme  a  similar  coin-inscription — AIOA£uiN 
KYMAIUJN,  which  takes  the  place  of  -the  usual 
KYMAIUuN.^  Myrina  and  Cyme  are  two  of  the  eleven 
ancient  cities  of  Aeolis  enumerated  by  Herodotus  (i.  149). 

Dionysos  is  here  represented  as  on  a  coin  of  Myrina  of 
Aunia  Faustina.^*  The  types  of  this  city  commonly  relate 
to  the  Apollo  of  Grynium,  but  I  have  already  pointed  out

This  rare  coin  was  obtained  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Williamson, 
of  Limasol,  in  Cyprus,  but  its  exact  provenance  is,  I 
believe,  unknown.

This  coin  diflfers  from  the  other  gold  money  of  Ephesus 
[see  Head,  Ephesus,  p.  69  ;  PL  V.  2—6,  and  Num.  Chron.^ 
1894,  p.  14,  No.  16),  in  being  without  the  town  name : 
probably  not  much  importance  is  to  be  attached  to  this 
omission,  seeing  that  the  types  and  adjuncts  sufficiently 
indicate  the  place  of  mintage.  The  Epbesian  gold  coins 
usually  weigh  130  grains ;  this  coin  weighs  84*5  grains 
and  is,  in  the  view  of  Mommsen,^^  a  half-aureus  of  the 
standard  of  the  aurei  of  Sulla,  struck  apparently  for  circu- 
lation in  the  East. 

Mommsen  supposes  that  this  particular  coin  was  struck 
at  Ephesus  by  order  of  SuUa,  who  visited  the  city  in 
B.C.  84.^  Tet  as  SuUa  came  to  punish  Ephesus  with  a 
heavy  fine,  his  visit  was  more  likely  to  have  terminated 
than  to  have  stimulated  the  local  coinage  in  gold.  It 
would  seem,  then,  that  the  gold  coinage  of  Ephesus  is 
best  assigned — as  it  is  by  Mr.  Head  {op.  cit.,  p.  68) — to 
the  years  87-84  B.C.,  when  the  city,  in  rebellion  against 
Rome,  was  de  facto  autonomous.

The  figure  on  No.  26  is  the  goddess  seen  on  several 
coins  of  Cidramus.^^  The  formal  arrangement  of  the 
chiton  and  the  awkward  position  of  the  arms  show  that  a 
primitive  cultus-statue  is  represented.  On  one  coin 
(Caracalla),  the  goddess  is  represented  by  a  terminal 
figure."  The  drapery  on  No.  27,  an  unpublished  coin, 
is  treated  more  realistically,  but  it  seems  likely,  especially 
from  the  position  of  the  arms,  that  the  same  goddess  is 
intended  as  on  No.  26. 

The  goddess  of  Cidramus  is  supposed  by  Imhoof- 
Blumer  ^  to  be  Artemis  ;  Head  calls  her  Aphrodite,  and 
points  to  the  existence  of  an  undoubted  Aphrodite  on 
another  coin  of  the  place.^  The  serpent  on  the  reverse  of 
No.  27  would  rather  seem  to  indicate  that  she  was  Deme- 
ter,  but  these  varying  interpretations  show  the  difficulty 
of  identifying  with  precision  the  primitive  goddesses  of 
Asia  Minor.^

The  later  gold  coinage  of  Rhodes  (Brit,  Mm.  Cat, 
Carta,  p.  251  f.),  has  been  well  assigned  by  Mr.  Head  ^ 
to  the  period  B.C.  189-166.  Reasons  for  the  issue  of  gold 
money  may  be  found  in  the  reorganization  of  Asia  in 
B.C.  189y  which  included  the  assignment  of  the  whole  of 
Caria  to  the  Rhodians,  and  "  ushered  In  a  time  of  peace 
and  a  revival  of  commerce."  It  would  be  best  on  histori- 
cal grounds  to  place  the  gold  coin  here  described  in  the 
same  period,  but  it  must  belong  quite  to  the  beginning  of 
the  period,  as  it  is  without  the  neat  incuse  square  that 
characterizes  the  later  gold  and  silver  money  of  Rhodes 
(cp.  Cat.  Carta,  p.  cvi.).  On  grounds  of  style,  and  apart 
from  historical  considerations,  there  would  be  no  diffi- 
culty in  placing  the  coin  considerably  earlier  than  B.C. 
189.«

A  variety  of  this  coin  in  the  French  collection  was 
published  by  Mionnet^  and  by  L.  Miiller,**  who  considered 
the  head  (which  is  badly  preserved],  to  be  Ptolemy  I. 
Soter,  and  supposed  that  the  reverse  typified  the  union  of 
Cyrene  and  Libya  under  Ptolemy's  sceptre.  But  the 
head  on  the  specimen  here  published  is  an  undoubted 
Apollo,  though  the  coins  doubtless  belong  to  the  period 
after  B.C.  322,  during  which  the  Cyrenaica  was  mainly 
under  Ptolemaic  rule.^

At  the 
early  period  to  which  our  coin  belongs  each  state  and  city 
had,  as  a  rule,  its  own  distinctive  and  unchanging  coin-

POSmiUM  IN  COELE-SYRIA. 


The  coin  of  which  a  description  follows  has  been  in  my 
possession  for  many  years.  It  was  originally  purchased 
from  a  peasant  in  Syria  by  M.  Peretier,  French  Consul 
at  Beyrut.  It  is  said  to  have  been  found  not  far  from 
that  port. 

Obv, — Baal  seated  1.  on  chair  withoat  back,  head  facing, 
lower  part  of  body  draped ;  his  1.  rests  on  sceptre, 
in  his  r.  he  holds  a  vine-branch  with  bunch  of 
grapes.  In  field  1.,  thunderbolt.  Tbe  whole  in 
linear  border. 

Eev, — nO^I  Bearded  head  of  Odysseus  in  conical  cap 
to  r. 

M,  -65.    Wt.  4-19  grammes  (64-7  grains). 

The  letters  behind  the  head  of  Odysseus  are  part  of  the 
ethnic  of  one  of  the  many  maritime  cities  named  after 
Poseidon,  and  situated,  as  a  rule,  on  or  near  promontories 
on  which  (as  being  last  lost  to  view  by  sailors  putting  out 
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to  sea^  and  first  sighted  by  those   who   came  to  land) 
temples  of  the  sea-god  were  most  appropriately  placed. 

In  deciding  to  which  of  the  cities  named  after  Poseidon 
this  coin  is  to  be  attributed,  it  is  unnecessary  to  consider 
any  but  the  two  following,  in  which  alone  a  coin  with  the 
obverse  type  of  ours  could  have  been  struck  : 

Posidium  in  Cilicia  Trachea  (Kizliman  Bumu). 

Posidium  in  Cassiotis,  south  of  the  mouth  of  the  Orontes. 
Strabo,  xvi.  751 :  JJoaeihiou  itoKi'^vri ;  Ptol.,  v.  15,  §  3  ; 
Plin.,  N.n.,  V.  20  (79). 

The  resemblance  of  the  obverse-type  to  the  Cilician 
Baal-Tars  might  at  first  suggest  that  the  coin  belongs  to 
the  Cilician  Posidium.  Apart,  however,  from  the  im- 
probability that  this  place  was  ever  largely  inhabited, 
the  thunderbolt  as  a  symbol  is  foreign  to  Cilician  coins 
of  this  class.  The  provenance  of  the  coin  indicates  a 
Syrian  origin,  and  I  have  therefore  little  hesitation  in 
attributing  the  coin  to  Posidium  in  Cassiotis.  The  Baal 
of  the  obverse  is  then  probably  the  god  of  Mount  Casios.

A  HOARD  OF  ROMAN  COINS. 
(See  Plates  XH.— XIV.) 

Some  little  time  ago  a  large  hoard  of  Boman  denarii 
caine  into  my  hands,  but  I  am  not  aware  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  it  was  discovered,  though  I  am  led 
to  believe  that  it  came  from  somewhere  in  the  East  of 
England.  There  is  every  appearance  of  the  coins  having 
all  lain  together,  as  the  bulk  of  them  were  coated  in  a 
similar  manner  with  a  thick  layer  of  green  substance, 
probably  some  salt  of  copper.  By  heating  the  coins  and 
throwing  them,  while  still  hot,  into  cold  water,  this  coat- 
ing was  removed ;  and  many  coins  previously  much  ob- 
scured were  found  to  exhibit  their  devices  and  inscriptions 
in  a  remarkably  fine  condition. 

The  range  in  time  of  the  coins  in  the  hoard  is  unusu- 
ally extensive,  the  whole  period  from  the  days  of  Nero  to 
those  of  Severus  Alexander  being  more  or  less  fully  repre- 
sented. Not  counting  the  coins  on  which  a  head  appears 
on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse,  there  are  portraits 
of  no  less  than  thirty-four  Emperors,  Empresses,  and 
Csesars  to  be  seen  in  the  series.  Boughly  speaking,  the 
dates  of  the  coins  range  from  about  a.d.  60  to  certainly 
so  late  as  a.d.  230,  or  over  a  period  of  about  one  hundred 
and  seventy  years ;  and,  as  might  reasonably  have  been 
expected,  the  earliest  coins  exhibit  considerable  signs  of 
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wear,  though  their  correct  attribution  is  in  all  cases 
possible. 

Among  the  later  coins  there  are  numerous  specimens 
of  the  argenteus  AntoninianuSy  first  struck  under  Cara- 
calla  in  a.d.  215.  They  are  distinguished  from  the 
ordinary  denarii  not  only  by  their  larger  module,  but 
by  the  heads  of  the  emperors  upon  them  being  radiated, 
while  those  of  the  empresses  are  placed  upon  a  crescent. 
It  is  difficult  to  say  what  relation  these  larger  pieces 
bore  in  the  currency  to  the  smaller  ordinary  denarii^ 
though  not  improbably  they  were  double  denarii,  but  in 
compiling  the  list  of  the  coins  I  have  thought  it  best  to 
place  the  Antoniniani  in  a  separate  category.

Turning  now  to  the  special  features  of  the  ooins,  it 
seems  not  improbable  that  the  absence  of  the  coin  of 
Galba  from  Cohen's  list  is  due  to  a  printer's  error.  The 
type  with  the  obverse  legend  G-ALBA  IMP.  alone  is 
given,  while  two  identical  coins  in  gold  figure  as  Nos.  286 
and  287.     The  coin  here  described  is  given  by  Mezza- 
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barba,  as  is  also  that  of  Vespasian  with  Peace  seated,  and 
the  legend  COS.  ITER.  TR.  POT. 

Among  the  coins  of  Titus,  Domitian  and  Nerva  are  none 
of  especial  importance,  but  among  those  of  Trajan  may  be 
mentioned  those  with  the  reverses,  No.  140,  DIVVS 
PATER  TRAIAN,  with  the  elder  Trajan  seated ;  No. 
497  with  Trajan  on  horseback,  and  No.  648  commemora- 
tive of  the  Via  Trajana. 

Several  of  the  coins  of  Hadrian  are  of  some  consider- 
able degree  of  rarity.  Amongst  them  may  be  cited  No. 
4,  ADOPTIO,  with  Trajan  giving  his  hand  to  Hadrian ; 
No.  80,  ADVENTVS  AVG.,  with  the  Emperor  present- 
ing his  hand  to  the  City  of  Rome  ;  No.  628,  FELICITAS 
AVG.,  also  with  two  figures  joining  hands ;  No,  652, 
FELICITATI  AVG.,  with  the  Galley ;  No.  1009,  with 
Trajan  and  Hadrian  facing  each  other ;  and  No.  1427 
with  TELLVS  STABIL. 

The  silver  coin  with  ROMA  [PL  XII.  1]  has  the  figure 
of  the  city  with  the  Palladium  and  a  spear,  as  on  the 
large  brass  coin,  Cohen  No.  1297,  but  is  not  included  in 
his  work,  and  seems  to  be  unpublished. 

Of  the  six  coins  of  Sabina  two  are  of  some  interest : 
the  one  with  an  uninscribed  reverse  and  the  standing 
figure  of  Pietas,  and  the  other  with  Greek  legends  struck 
at  Amisus,  in  Pontus,  in  the  year  168  of  its  era  =  a.d.  136 
[PI.  XII.  2].  The  coin  of  Aelius  Ceosar  with  Spes  walk- 
ing to  the  left  is  also  scarce. 

The  denarii  of  Antoninus  Pius  are  215  in  number,  and 
some  of  them  are  worthy  of  a  short  notice.  Those  with 
TRANQ.,  Nos.  825  and  826,  appear  to  be  the  rarest,  but 
APOLLINI  AVGVSTO,  Nos.  59  and  60,  GENIO 
SENATVS,  No.  399,  ITALIA,  No.  463,  and  Nos.  78, 
86,  617,  and  631  are  by  no  means  common. 

VOL.    XVIII.   THIRD   SERIES.  Z 
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A  very  rare  coin  of  Faustina  I.,  No.  297,  has  the 
reverse  uninscribedy  with  the  type  of  a  graceful  figure  si 
Ceres  standing  [PL  XII.  4].  Those  with  AED.  DI\^. 
FAVSTINAE,  No.  1,  and  AETERNITAS,  holding  a 
Phoenix,  No.  11,  are  also  rare.  A  coin  reading  AV- 
GVSTA,  with  Ceres  standing  to  the  left,  raising  her 
right  hand  and  holding  a  torch  in  the  other  [PI.  XII.  3], 
is  of  the  type  of  Cohen's  No.  101,  which  is,  however,  of 
gold  and  not  of  silver ;  one  with  CONCORDIA  AVG. 
difiers  from  Cohen,  No.  151,  in  the  figure  bearing  a  single 
and  not  a  double  cornucopiae. 

Among  the  numerous  coins  of  Marcus  Aurelius  but  few 
call  for  any  remark.  That  with  DE  GERM.,  No.  166, 
and  the  pile  of  arms,  is  rare  and  interesting  [PI.  XII.  5]  ; 
that  with  Mars,  No.  254,  is  described  by  Cohen  from 
a  specimen  at  Copenhagen  ;  No.  878  [PL  XII.  6],  on 
the  Parthian  victories,  is  also  scarce;  No.  265,  with  a 
Victory  bearing  a  wreath  and  palm,  is  rare,  and  a  similar 
coin  with  the  date  TR.  P.  XXV.  instead  of  XXVI.  is 
not  given  by  Cohen,  nor  is  that  with  Equity  standing 
and  the  legend  TR.  P.  XVIII.  IMP.  II.  COS.  III.,  in 
which,  however,  the  XVIII.  is  somewhat  uncertain. 

The  only  coins  of  Faustina  the  Younger  to  which 
Cohen  ascribes  some  degree  of  rarity,  are  those  with 
CONCORDIA  and  the  seated  figure  (No.  54),  but  I  think 
that  the  type  is  not  uncommon. 

The  CONSECRATIO  coin  of  Verus  with  the  eagle 
looking  left  (No.  65,  and  PI.  XII.  7)  is  undoubtedly  rare, 
and  those  of  Lucilla  with  PVDICITIA  (Nos.  60  and  62), 
and  VENVS  VICTRIX  (No.  89)  may  be  regarded  as 
scarce. 

Among  the  247  coins  of  Commodus  are  several  worthy 
of  notice.  Those  of  the  highest  degree  of  rarity  are 
No.  45,  CONC.  COM.,  &c.,  with  Concord  standing  to  the 
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left  holding  a  patera  and  a  sceptre ;  No.  239,  I.  0.  M. 
SPONSOR  SEC.  AVG.,  with  Jupiter  placing  his  hand 
on  the  shoulder  of  the  youthful  emperor,  and  becoming 
sponsor  for  his  security  [PI.  XII.  8],  and  No.  643,  PRO- 
VIDENTIAE  AVG.,  with  the  type  of  Hercules  placing 
his  foot  on  the  prow  of  a  vessel,  his  club  upon  a  rock, 
and  extending  his  right  hand  to  Africa,  who  holds  a 
sistrum  and  ears  of  corn^  and  has  a  lion  at  her  feet. 

Of  a  second  degree  of  rarity  are  the  pieces  No.  120, 
FELIC.  PERPETVAE  AVG.,  Felicity  giving  her  hand 
to  Commodus;  No.  242,  lOVI  EXSVP.,  Ac,  Jupiter  the 
exmperantiBsimm  seated ;  No.  245,  10 VI  DEFENS.,  &c., 
Jupiter  the  Defender  marching,  and  No.  387,  OPTIME 
MAXIME  0.  V.  P.  P.,  of  the  emperor's  fifth  consulate 
=  A.D.  186-189,  with  Jupiter  standing. 

Other  types  somewhat  scarce  are  No.  30,  with  the  Pala- 
tine Apollo;  No.  34,  with  the  AVOTORI  PIETATIS 
device ;  Nos.  172  and  173,  with  the  Genius  of  the  Roman 
people ;  No.  259,  with  the  youthful  Jove ;  No.  385,  with 
NOBILITAS;  No.  664,  with  SAECVLI  FELICITAS; 
No.  791,  with  a  trophy  and  captives,  and  No.  952,  with  a 
Victory  and  cippus. 

The  two  first  types  of  Crispina  are  scarce,  and  that  with 
DIS  GENITALIBVS  rare  [PI.  XII.  9].  It  is  a  legend 
that  does  not  occur  on  the  coins  of  any  other  Empress,  and 
notwithstanding  this  public  devotion  to  these  gods  Crispina 
is  not  credited  with  any  ofispring  by  the  historians. 

The  silver  coins  of  Pertinax  [PI.  XII.  10,  11]  are  very 
rare,  and  those  of  Didius  Julianus  even  more  rare.  The 
only  coin  of  the  latter  found  in  the  hoard  presents  an 
unpublished  variety,  as  it  gives  his  name  as  M.  DID. 
IVLIAN.  on  the  obverse. 

No  specimens  of  the  coinage  of  Manlia  Scantilla,  Didia 
Clara,  or  Pescennius  Niger  are  present  in  the  hoard,  but 
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there  are  eight  of  Clodius  Albinus.  All  these  are  scarce, 
but  the  types  are  well  known.  The  rarest  are  those  with 
COS.  II.  and  with  the  standing  figure  of  ^Escukpius 
[PL  XII.  12]. 

We  now  come  to  the  coins  of  Septimius  Severus,  which 
predominate  in  the  hoard  ;  there  being  no  less  than  621 
specimens  present,  a  number  approached  only  by  the  coins 
of  Caracalla.  Apart  from  a  few  unpublished  varieties, 
which  will  subsequently  be  mentioned,  the  rarest  of  his 
coins  seems  to  be  No.  652,  S.P.Q.R.  OPTIMO  PRINCIPI, 
with  Severus  on  horseback  to  the  left  [PI.  XII.  13j.  The 
Legionary  coins  (No&  261,  264,  and  272)  are  also  of 
rarity  and  interest.  The  Legio  Secunda  Italica,  the  Quarta 
Flavia  [PL  XII.  14],  and  the  Decima  quarta  Oemina  Martia 
Victrix,  being  all  represented.  None  of  these  Legions 
appear  to  have  been  in  Britain  in  the  time  of  Severus, 
though  in  earlier  days  the  fourteenth  Legion  was  twice 
quartered  in  this  country,  and  inscriptions  to  the  memory 
of  some  of  its  soldiers  have  been  found  at  Wroxeter. 

Of  his  other  coins  may  be  mentioned  No.  1,  ADVENT. 
AVG  [PL  XIL  15]  ;  No.  293,  commemorating  his  fourth 
Liberality  in  a.d.  203 ;  No.  389,  with  Apollo  in  female 
robes  holding  a,  patera  and  a  lyre  [PL  XIL  16] ;  Nos.  676, 
578,  and  580,  with  Severus  on  horseback  starting  on  an 
expedition,  and  No.  658,  with  a  trophy  between  two  cap- 
tives, commemorating  his  Parthian  victories  in  a.d.  195. 

Of  unpublished  coins  there  is  one  with  the  legend 
BONA  SPES,  but  with  the  figure  of  Bona  Fides  to  the  left 
holding  a  basket  of  fruits  and  two  ears  of  com,  instead 
of  the  usual  figure  of  Hope  [PL  XII.  17].  A  variety  of 
No.  369  difiers  from  it  in  reading,  PAR.  AR.  AD.  instead 
of  PART.  ARAB. 

The   coin   placed   after   No.   236   is   unfortunatelj'   in 
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imperfect  preservation.  I  am,  however,  inclined  to  think 
that  what  seems  to  be  an  0,  and  to  make  the  legend  end 
in  OCTORI  [PL  XII.  18],  is  in  reality  a  wreath  in  the 
hand  of  the  Victory,  and  that  the  legend  was  originally 
lOVI  VICTORI.  If  so,  it  is  unpublished,  though  the 
type  with  10 VI  VICT,  is  known.     See  Cohen,  No.  247 

Among  the  numerous  coins  of  Julia  Domna,  wife  of 
Septimius  Severus,  present  in  the  hoard,  there  are  ten  of 
the  Antoniniani  of  large  module,  which  must  have  been 
struck  during  the  reign  of  Caracalla.  Severus  died  at 
York  in  a.d.  211,  and  Caracalla  at  Carrhes  in  217,  in 
which  year  also  his  mother,  Julia  Domna,  died.  During 
the  whole  period  of  the  reign  of  her  son  she  took  an  active 
part  in  the  government,  and  in  all  probability  a  large 
proportion  of  the  coins  bearing  her  portrait  were  struck 
during  his  reign,  though  many  no  doubt  belong  to  the 
time  of  Severus. 

The  coins  of  Domna,  as  a  rule,  are  not  scarce,  but  No. 

173,  SAECVL.  FELICIT.,  with  a  crescent  and  seven  stars 
[PI.  XII.  19]  is  among  her  rarest  silver  coins.  No.  185. 
VENEEI  GENETRICI ;  No.  194,  VENEEI  VICTR., 
are  not  so  rare,  but  are  still  scarce.     With  regard  to  No. 

174,  SAECVLI  FELICITAS  [PL  XII.  20],  Cohen  men- 
tions in  a  note  that  there  are  some  coins  on  which  the 
altar  behind  Isis  does  not  appear,  but  she  seems  to  be 
standing  in  front  of  a  vessel  on  which  she  is  placing  her 
foot.  Two  of  the  coins  discovered  in  this  hoard  show  this 
variety  very  distinctly. 

The  Antoniniani  of  Julia  Domna  are  very  handsome 
coins.  One  of  those  reading  VENVS  GENETRIX  shows 
a  cupid  standing  in  front  of  the  seated  Venus  [Pi.  XIII. 
1],  like  the  coin  of  ordinary  module  described  by  Cohen 
under  No.  205. 
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The  coin  with  the  portrait  of  Julia  on  the  obverse^  and 
that  of  Geta  on  the  reverse,  is  of  very  great  rarity,  and  ia 
a  remarkably  beautiful  specimen  of  medallic  art.  [PL 
XIII.  2.] 

The  coins  of  Caracalla  in  the  deposit  are  almost  as 
numerous  as  those  of  Severus,  there  being  610  in  all,  of 
which  54  are  Antoniniani,  Among  them  are  several 
exhibiting  rare  types,  as  well  as  some  with  unpublished 
reverses,  or  with  new  varieties  of  those  already  known. 

Among  the  coins  already  known,  No.  693,  with  VOTA 
SVSCEPTA  XX.,  with  Severus  and  Caracalla  sacrificing 
at  a  tripod,  and  with  a  flute-player  standing  between 
them,  appears  to  be  the  rarest  [PL  XIII.  3].  Cohen  and 
Eckhel  attribute  this  coin  to  the  same  year  as  No.  688, 
with  VOTA  SVSCEPTA  X.  and  Caracalla  alone  sacri- 
ficing, but  the  portrait  on  the  coin  referring  to  the 
Vota  vicennalia  is  distinctly  older  than  on  that  of  the 
decBiinaliay  which  is  ascribed  to  a.d.  202.  I  do  not  think 
that  there  is  an  interval  of  anything  like  ten  years 
between  the  two  coins ;  and  indeed,  if  it  be  Severus  who 
is  represented  on  the  reverse,  the  fact  that  he  died  in 
A.D.  211  would  be  subversive  of  such  a  view.  The 
portrait  of  Caracalla,  however,  corresponds  with  that  on 
his  coins  of  the  twelfth  year  of  his  tribunitian  power,  or 
A.D.  209,  and  to  that  date  I  would  assign  it. 

Two  other  rare  coins,  Nos.  608  and  609,  both  reading 
PROFECTIO  AVG.  but  with  somewhat  differing  de- 
vices, seem  to  relate  to  an  expedition  undertaken  in  a.d. 
213,  probably  that  into  Gaul  or  that  against  the  Germans 
and  Dacians  [PI.  XIII.  4  and  6].  The  coins  No.  610, 
with  Caracalla  on  horseback,  and  PROF,  in  the  exergue, 
commemorate  an  earlier  expedition  of  a.d.  208,  when  he 
joined   his   father   Severus   in   Britain.     No.   661,    with 
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VICTORIA  PARTH.  MAX,  records  the  Parthian  vie- 
tories  in  his  father's  time,  a.d.  201-204;  but  No.  650, 
with  VICT.  PART,  in  the  exergue  [PL  XIII.  6],  bears 
the  date  of  the  twentieth  tribunitian  power  of  Caracalla, 
A.D.  217,  and  refers  to  the  victories  that  he  intended  to 
gain  over  the  Parthians  hadT  he  not  been  assassinated 
soon  after  leaving  Edessa.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
Victory  is  inscribing  VO.  XX.  on  the  shield,  as  if  the 
twentieth  year  of  his  Imperial  power  had  not  been 
as  yet  completed.  All  these  four  coins  are  rare.  There 
are  in  the  hoard  several  coins  both  of  Severus  and 
Caracalla,  relating  to  the  conquest  of  Britain,  with 
VICTORIAE  BRIT,  upon  them,  but  though  of  great 
historical  interest,  they  cannot  be  classed  as  numismatic 
rarities. 

A  coin  of  Caracalla  (No.  108),  with  lOVI  SOSPITA- 
TORI,  is,  however,  decidedly  rare  [PI.  XIII.  7].  It  is  to 
be  remarked  that  this  title  of  the  saviour  or  redeemer  is 
not  to  be  found  applied  to  Jupiter  on  any  coins  but  those 
of  Severus  and  his  two  sons.  The  god  is  always  repre- 
sented standing  in  a  square  temple  and  crowned  with 
a  modius. 

Some  few  other  scarce  coins  deserve  a  passing  notice, 
such  as  No.  23,  CONCORDIA  FELIX,  with  Caracalla 
and  PlautiUa  joining  hands  [PI.  XIII.  8]  ;  No.  53,  DES- 
TINATO  IMPERAT.,  with  a  lituus,  cap  of  a  flamen, 
a  bull's  head,  and  a  simpulum,  a  coin  dating  from  a.d. 
197,  when  Severus  changed  the  name  of  his  son  from 
Bassianus  to  Antoninus,  and  decreed  to  him  the  insignia 
of  an  emperor;  and  No.  104,  with  INDVLG.  FE- 
CVNDAE  and  a  veiled  and  turreted  female  figure,  seated 
in  a  curule  chair  [PI.  XIII.  9],  which  is  by  Cohen  sup- 
posed to  represent  Plautilla  or  Domna. 
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Other  scarce  coins,  perhaps  of  less  importance,  are. 
No.  181,  with  Brome  seated  and  P.  MAX.  for  Parthicaa, 
not  Pontifex,  Maximus;  No.  242,  with  Apollo  seated, 
holding  a  branch  of  laurel  and  leaning  on  his  lyre,  which 
rests  on  a  tripod ;  No.  441,  Caracalla  standing  with  three 
figures  at  his  feet,  one  of  them  a  river-god,  which  have 
been  regarded  by  Eckhel  as  personifying  Arabia,  Parthia, 
and  Adiabene ;  and  No.  558,  with  SAL.  GEN.  HVM.  and 
Salus  raising  a  kneeling  figure.  This  type  differs  from 
that  on  the  coins  of  Galba  and  Trajan,  with  the  same 
legend  in  an  extended  form,  but  agrees  with  that  on  the 
coins  of  Commodus. 

Among  the  unpublished  coins  of  Caracalla  is  one  that 
stands  out  as  being  of  especial  interest.  It  bears  on  the 
obverse  his  laureate  and  draped  bust  to  the  right,  ex- 
hibiting his  portrait  as  it  appeared  in  a.d.  204,  with  the 
legend  ANTONINVS  PIVS  AVG.  The  reverse  reads 
COS.  II.  with  the  type  of  a  triumphal  arch  with  three 
gateways  and  four  columns,  decorated  at  the  top  with 
statuary  [PL  XIII.  10].  A  similar  reverse  occurs  on  an 
extremely  rare  coin  of  Severus,  Cohen,  No.  104,  with  the 
legend  COS.  HI.  P.P.  The  same  triumphal  arch  is  repre- 
sented on  dupondii  both  of  Severus  and  Caracalla,  with  the 
legend  ARCVS  AVGG.  The  statues  upon  the  arch  oa 
the  coin  that  I  am  now  describing  are  not  very  clearly 
yisible,  but  they  seem  to  be  the  same  as  on  the  silver  coin 
of  Severus  as  described  by  Cohen,  viz.,  of  Severus  in  a 
six-horse  chariot,  facing,  with  on  either  side  an  equestrian 
statue  and  one  on  foot.  The  arch  of  Severus  is  still  in 
existence  at  the  foot  of  the  Capitoline  Hill,  and  is  one  of 
the  principal  architectural  monuments  of  Home. 

A  variety  of  Cohen  No.  144,  LIBERTAS  AVG,  shows 
the  bust  of  Caracalla  undraped,  and  a  coin  reading  P.  M, 
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TR.  P.  XVII.  COS.  III.  p.  p.,  bears  an  elephant  standing 
to  the  right,  and  is  unpublished  [PI.  XIII.  11].  There 
is  another  instance,  Cohen  No.  238,  of  COS.  III.  being 
erroneously  associated  with  TR.  P.  XVII.  A  variety  of 
Cohen  No.  389  shows  the  Sun  standing  to  the  right,  but 
looking  to  the  left,  and  holding  in  his  left  hand  a  globe 
instead  of  a  whip.  A  variety  of  Cohen  No.  882  has 
Serapis  standing  feuding,  but  looking  to  the  left,  raising 
his  right  hand,  and  holding  a  sceptre  in  his  left.  The 
Antoniniani  are  for  the  most  part  in  fine  preservation,  and 
present  eleven  different  types— all  well  known.  It  may 
be  remarked  that  the  types  relate  exclusively  to  Jupiter, 
Serapisy  the  Sun,  and  Venus  Victrix.  Two  are  shown  in 
PI.  XIII.  13  and  14. 

The  coins  of  Plautilla,  the  wife  of  Caracalla,  are  all 
scarce,  but  none  of  those  present  in  the  hoard  seem  to  be 
of  exceptional  rarity.  One  or  two  of  them  are  of  Syrian 
fabric. 

There  are  199  of  the  coins  of  the  unfortunate  Geta, 
some  of  which  are 'of  considerable  rarity,  and  one  of  them 
unpublished.  That  with  ADVENTVS  AVGVSH  (Cohen 
No.  3)  is  very  rare  [PI.  XIII.  12],  while  No.  12,  with 
CASTOR  [PL  XIII.  15],  and  No.  49,  with  FELICITAS 
TEMPOR.  [PL  XIII.  16],  are  only  some  degrees  less  rare. 
The  reverse  PIETAS  AVG.,  with  Pietas  veiled,  standing 
at  an  altar  and  extending  her  right  hand  [PL  XIII.  17], 
is  unpublished.  The  first  issue  of  the  Antoniniani  did  not 
take  place  until  after  the  murder  of  Geta  by  his  brother. 

After  the  assassination  of  Caracalla  in  a.d.  217,  Ma- 
crinus  was  proclaimed  emperor,  and  held  the  supreme 
power  for  a  period  of  fourteen  months  only.  All  his  coins 
are  reputed  to  be  rare,  but  55  of  his  denarii  were  present 
in    the  hoard,  as  well  as  two  of   the  larger  coins.      Of 
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the  19  types  of  reverse  none  seems  to  exceed  the  others 
in  rarity.  That  of  lOVI  CONSERVATORI,  with  a 
diminutive  emperor  standing  under  the  protection*  of  the 
mighty  Jove  [PL  XIII.  18],  is  interesting,  and  calls  to 
mind  a  coin  of  Trajan  a  hundred  years  earlier  in  date. 
The  Antoniniani  are  both  rare,  but  neither  of  them  pre- 
sents a  type  of  special  interest  [PL  XIV.  1  and  2]. 

The  coins  bearing  the  image  and  superscription  of 
Diadumenianus  are  even  rarer  than  those  of  his  father 
Macrinus,  but  eleven  were  present  in  the  hoard.  Two  of 
the  types  show  him  as  Prineepa  Juventutis  with  some- 
what different  attributes  [PL  XIV.  3  and  4].  The  third 
gives  the  figure  of  Hope  with  the  legend  SPES  PVBLICA 
[PL  XIV.  5].  They  are  all  of  the  ordinary  module,  and 
none  present  the  radiate  bust  characteristic  of  the  AfUo* 
ninianu 

We  now  come  to  an  emperor  whose  coins  are  far  more 
common  than  those  of  Macrinus  and  Diadumenianus — 
Elagabalus,  whose  denarii  number  .198,  and  whose  Anto- 
niniani 40.  Among  the  denarii^  the  most  noteworthy  is 
one  [PL  XIV.  6]  that  corresponds  in  all  its  details  with 
Cohen's  No.  68,  of  which  he  gives  a  woodcut  and  the 
following  description. 

O&i;.— IMP.  ANTONINVS  PIVS  AVG.  Bust,  laureate,  homed 
and  diaped,  to  right. 

12cr.— INVICTVS  SACEEDOS  AVG.  ElagabaluB,  horned, 
standing  to  left,  holding  a  patent  and  a  branch  ;  to  the 
left  an  altar;  to  the  right,  on  the  ground,  a  horn;  in 
the  field  a  star  (a.d.  221). 

In  a  note  he  adds,  ''  This  coin  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance. In  comparing  the  appendage,  which  is  so 
frequently  found  on  the  head  of  Elagabalus,  with  the 
object  that  is  seen  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin,  one  is  driven 
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to  the  conclasion  that  this  object  is  beyond  all  doubt  a 
horn,  the  same  as  the  appendage  which  is  found  on  the 
head.  This  horn  is  a  symbol  of  power^  and  without  its 
being  placed  in  the  same  manner  as  that  which  adorns 
the  head  of  Jupiter  Ammon^  of  Alexander  on  the  coins 
of  Lysimaohusj  of  Demetrius  Poliorcetes^  and  Seleucus  I., 
it  is  none  the  less  recognisable.  The  horn  which  appears 
on  the  head  of  Elagabalus,  especially  on  coins  relating  to 
his  Pontificate  (those  with  the  legend  SAOERD .  DEI 
SOLIS  ELAGABAL.  are  nevertheless  usually  without  it) 
has  been  passed  over  in  silence  by  all  numismatists^  while 
that  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin  has  not  been  understood. 
Lavy,  in  the  description  of  the  Museum  of  Turin^  speaks 
of  some  pontifical  vessels  (^  alcuni  vasi  pontificali  *).  In  the 
catalogue  of  the  cabinet  of  the  Abb6  Eothelin,  of  which 
the  MS.  is  preserved  in  the  Cabinet  des  MMailks^  the  same 
type  of  Elagabalus  standing  (No.  150)  is  described  as 
presenting  in  the  field  to  the  left  *  aliquid  incognitum.' 
The  horny  however,  as  will  be  seen,  adorns  the  head  of 
Elagabalus  sometimes  with  the  laurel  wreath  and  some- 
times with  the  radiated  crown  on  middle-brass  coins." 

I  have  thought  it  well  to  quote  Cohen  at  length,  inas- 
much as  notwithstanding  his  high  authority,  two  ques- 
tions may  still  be  raised  :  1.  Whether  the  appendage  to 
the  wreath  coming  forward  as  a  curved  branch  over  the 
front  of  the  head  is  really  a  horn  ;  and  2.  Whether  the 
object  at  the  foot  of  the  sacrificing  emperor  on  the  reverse 
is  of  precisely  the  same  character  as  the  presumed  horn 
on  the  obverse.  It  is  certainly  much  longer  in  proportion 
to  the  standing  figure  than  is  the  ornament  on  the  head. 
It  has  a  far  stronger  resemblance  to  a  Phrygian  cap  or 
mitra^  such  as  was  worn  by  priests  in  pome  religious 
ceremonies,  and  such  as  is  so  commonly  seen  on  the  head 
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of  Mithras  when  sacrificing  a  bull.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  episcopal  mitre  of  modern  times  is  a  direct 
descendant  of  the  Asiatic  mitra,  and  that  in  mediaeval 
days  it  was  termed  by  some  ecclesiastical  writers  a 
Fhrygium}  On  some  of  the  coins  of  Elagabalus  with 
the  same  legend  (Cohen,  Nos.  61  and  62),  but  a  slightly 
different  type,  a  recumbent  bull  is  shown  behind  the 
altar  [PL  XIV.  lOJ.  It  seems,  therefore,  by  no  means 
impossible  that  we  have  here  some  allusion  to  Mithraic 
rites  in  which  the  Emperor  took  part. 

The  peculiar  wreath  with  the  presumed  horn  seems 
also  to  have  been  associated  with  some  pontifical  cere- 
mony, as  suggested  by  Cohen.  The  reverses  usually 
represent  the  Emperor  sacrificing,  though  on  a  gold  coin 
in  my  coUection  (Cohen^  No.  217)  Elagabalus  is  shown  in 
a  quadriga  [PL  XIV.  7  enlarged].  He  is,  however, 
veiled  and  probably  taking  part  in  some  religious  cere- 
mony. In  addition  to  the  veil  which  covers  the  side  of 
his  face,  he  wears  a  kind  of  cap  with  apparently  a  folded 
part  like  a  peak  projecting  in  front.  Altogether  there  is 
a  marked  resemblance  between  his  head-dress  and  that 
of  Mithra  on  the  coins  of  ^Amastris  in  Paphlagonia. 
Moreover,  the  folded  flap  of  the  cap  on  these  coins  has 
much  the  same  shape  as  the  presumed  horn  over  the 
head  of  Elagabalus  on  the  coins  now  under  consideration. 

On  the  gold  coin  the  Emperor  holds  in  one  hand  a 
branch  of  cypress,  laurel,  or  myrtle,  the  same  as  on  this 
silver  coin  and  on  those  reading  SVMMVS  SACERDOS 
AVG.  This  branch  is  absent  on  those  reading  SACER- 
DOS DEI  SOLIS  ELAGAB.,  on  several  of  which  the

80-calIed  horn  is  found  on  the  obverse.  These  legends, 
as  well  as  that  with  INVI0TV8,  do  not  occur  on  the 
coins  of  any  of  the  other  emperors.  The  sacred  conical 
stone^  the  Elagahal^  appears  on  coins  of  the  Emperor  in 
different  metals,  but  none  of  those  in  silver  were  present 
in  the  hoard.  The  legends  SANCT.  DEO  SOLI  ELA- 
GABAL.  and  SACERDOS  DEI  SOLIS  ELAGAB.  show 
that  this  stone,  which  was  probably  a  meteorite,  was 
regarded  as  a  form  of  the  sun-god,  while  there  is  ample 
epigraphic  evidence  of  the  identity  of  Mithra  with  the 
Sun,»  SOLI  DJVIOTO  MITRAE  SAORVM  being  the 
usual  inscription  on  his  altars.  The  epithet  of  IN  VICT  VS 
is  constantly  applied  to  the  Sun  also,  as,  for  instance,  on 
the  coins  with  SOLI  INVICTO  and  its  varieties  from 
the  time  of  Gallienus  onwards.  We  have  here  the  epithet 
transferred  from  the  divinity  to  the  priest,  and  I  think 
that  we  are  justified  in  drawing  the  inference  from  the 
legends  and  attributes  on  these  coins,  that  the  pompous 
rites  celebrated  by  Elagabalus  combined  the  worship  of 
the  Sun,  of  the  sacred  stone  and  of  Mithra. 

To  return  to  a  consideration  of  the  hoard,  the  coin, 
Cohen  No.  101,  LIBERTAS  AVGVSTI,  is  of  consider- 
able rarity,  the  standing  figure  of  Liberty  being  more 
common  on  coins  of  this  period  than  that  which  is  seated. 
A  coin  with  LIBERALITAS  AVG.  II.  differs  from 
Cohen,  No.  80,  in  the  reading  of  the  obverse.  All  the 
coins  placed  under  No.  213  differ  from  Cohen  in  the 
Emperor  holding  a  club  and  not  a  branch  of  cypress. 
No.  270,  SECVRIT.  IMPERI.  is  uncommon  [PL  XIV. 
8].  There  is  an  altar  in  front  of  the  seated  figure  which 
is  not  mentioned  by  Cohen.  *

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The  Antoniniani  of  Elagabalus  constitute  a  handsome 
series  of  coins^  and  present  fourteen  varieties  of  type; 
none  of  which,  however^  call  for  any  special  remark. 
One  with  FIDES  EXERCITVS  is  figured  [PL  XIV.  9]. 

Of  Julia  SoaemiaSy  the  mother  of  Elagabalus  and 
daughter  of  Julia  Maesa,  ten  coins  were  found,  present- 
ing two  types  of  VENVS  CAELESTIS,  with  standing 
and  seated  figures  [PI.  XIY.  13  and  14].  No  Anio- 
niniani  struck  in  her  name  were  present. 

Her  mother^  Julia  Maesa,  grandmother  of  Elagabalus 
and  sister  of  Julia  Domna,  is  represented  by  twelve  coins, 
only  one  of  which,  an  Antoninianus,  has  any  claims  to 
rarity.  This  has,  however,  the  ordinary  type  of 
PIETAS  AVG.  [PL  XIV.  12].  Another  of  the  ordi- 
nary module  with  SAECVLI  FELICITAS  is  shown  in 
PL  XIV.  No.  11. 

The  coins  issued  by  Severus  Alexander  are  probably 
the  latest  in  the  hoard,  though  following  the  ordinary 
arrangement  those  of  his  mother,  Julia  Mamaea,  occupy 
a  subsequent  position.  The  great  majority  of  his  coins  in 
the  hoard,  125  in  number,  are  of  well-known  and  common 
types;  Cohen,  No.  115,  with  LIBERTAS  instead  of 
LIBERALITAS,  is,  however,  esteemed  rare  [PL  XIV. 
15].  A  similar  coin  was  found  in  Cambridge,  in  the 
hoard  lately  described  by  Mr.  Boyd.*  Cohen,  No.  133, 
with  LIBERAIJTAS  AVG.  IIII.,  is  also  scarce  [PL 
XIV.  16],  as  is  also  No.  325,  with  Alexander  sacrificing, 
and  No.  584,  VIRTVS  AVG.,  with  Romulus  marching 
to  the  right. 

The  coins  of  Julia  Mamaea  which  were  probably  struck 
by  the  authority  of  her  son  are  eight  in  number,  but  pre-

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sent  no  types  of  any  degree  of  rarity.  The  scarcest  is 
Cohen  No.  35,  with  IVNO  CONSERVATRIX  [PI.  XIV. 
17].  Of  Sallustia  Barbia  Orbiana,  the  wife  of  Severus 
Alexander,  there  are  no  coins  present. 

We  now  come  to  the  question  of  the  date  of  the  deposit 
of  the  hoard,  the  most  important  clue  to  which  is  afforded 
by  the  date  of  the  latest  coin  included  in  it.  This  must 
of  course  be  one  of  Severus  Alexander,  whose  coins  with 
VICTORIA  AVG.  are  assigned  by  Cohen  to  a.d.  230, 
while  No.  499,  with  PROVIDENTIA  AVG., -is  regarded 
by  him  as  issued  later  than  a.d.  231.  It  was  in  that 
year  that  Alexander  started  on  his  Persian  expedition ; 
and  in  March,  a.d.  235,  both  he  and  his  mother  were 
murdered  at  Sicila,  in  Cbul,  near  the  Rhine.  He  was  in 
the  thirtieth  year  of  his  age  and  the  fourteenth  of  his 
reign.  No  coins  of  his  successor  Maximinus,  by  whose 
orders  Alexander  was  probably  assassinated,  occur  in  the 
hoard. 

Looking  at  these  facts  and  at  the  absence  of  any  of  the 
later  coins  of  Alexander,  it  seems  probable  that  the  date 
of  the  deposit  must  be  placed  within  the  reign  of  that 
emperor  after  a.d.  231,  but  before  a.d.  235,  or  about  the 
year  a.d.  233.  Of  what  was  going  on  in  Britain  at  that 
time  we  know  but  little,  though  Aelius  Lampridius 
suggests  that  at  the  time  of  his  assassination  Alexander 
was  on  his  way  to  Britain,  though  others  say  to  Gaul. 
Salmasius,  in  his  note  upon  the  passage,  suggests  that  the 
proper  name  of  Sicila,  the  place  where  the  emperor  was 
murdered,  was  Sicilia,  and  that  it  was  a  town  in  Britain. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  circumstances  under 
which  this  accumulation  of  coins  was  deposited  in  the 
ground,  it  can  hardly  have  been  a  military  treasure,  as  in 
such  a  case  the  currency  of  the  reigning  emperor  would 
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have  predominated  and  the  dates  of  the  coins  would  not 
in  all  probability  have  extended  over  a  period  so  long  as 
half  a  century.  Here,  however,  we  have  coins  beginning 
with  those  of  Nero  and  ranging  down  to  the  time  of 
Severus  Alexander,  thus  covering  a  period  of  about  a 
hundred  and  seventy  years.  It  seems,  therefore,  to  have  been 
a  private  or  even  a  hereditary  hoard,  gradually  amassed  ; 
though  judging  from  the  state  of  wear  of  the  earlier  coins 
the  hoarding  did  not  begin  before  the  days  of  the  Anto- 
nines  and  may  not  have  extended  over  more  than  sixty 
or  eighty  years.  Who  were  those  that  formed  it  will 
ever  remain  a  mystery,  and  we  can  only  in  a  vague 
manner  conjecture  as  to  when  and  where  it  was  formed.

THE  LEGEND  lATON  ON  COINS  OF  fflMERA. 

In  preparing  a  revised  catalogue  of  the  Hunter  Cabi* 
net,  I  have  recently  had  occasion  to  exaniine  the  evidence 
as  to  the  word  lATON,  whose  appearance  on  certain 
coins  of  Himera  has  long  been  a  numismatic  puzzle. 
Through  the  kindness  of  Professor  Young,  Mr.  G.  F.  Hill, 
Herr  Arthur  Lobbecke  of  Brunswick,  Signer  Ettore 
Cbbrici  of  Naples,  and  Dr.  Hans  Riggauer  of  Munich, 
I  have  been  able  to  obtain  impressions  of  all  the  pieces 
on  which  the  legend  is  recorded,  as  well  as  detailed  in- 
formation regarding  the  originals.  A  study  of  the 
material  thus  brought  together  has  led  to  a  somewhat 
unexpected  result.  It  would,  perhaps,  be  rash  to  assert 
that  the  mystery  has  been  solved.  But  it  is  safe  to  say 
that,  for  the  present  at  all  events,  further  speculation  has 
become  unnecessary. 

The  *^  question  "  has  passed  through  various  phases. 
The  .first  person  to  publish  the  legend  wasUgdulena,  who 
in  his  treatise  Sulle  Monete  Funico-Sicule  (Palermo,  1857) 
figured  two  coins,  on  one  of  which  the  whole  word  was 
visible,  while  on  the  other  the  last  three  letters  could  be 
deciphered  {op.  cit  Tav.  II.,  2  and^5).  These  two  coins 
were  at  this  time  tne'  property  of  Salinas.^  They  were 
sold  by  him  to  the  British  Museum  in  1868,  and  will  be 
fully  discussed  below.  Ugdulena's  reason  for  classing 
them  as  Siculo-Punic  lies  in  the  interpretation  he  offered 
of  I A  TON.  A  certain  Phoenician  inscription  frequently 
found  on  Sicilian  coins  had  been  transliterated  by  him  as 
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lay  and  explained  as  the  PhGDnician  name  of  some  ''city  on 
the  coast.'^  The  discovery  of  the  word  'laroi/  on  coins  of 
Himera  enabled  him  to  identify  the  exact  spot  ;  it  was 
clearly  the  genitive  plural  of  an  ethnic  nominative 'laTY;^, 
meaning  ^'  inhabitant  of  la/'  and  la  must  therefore  be 
Himera.  For  some  time  TJgdulena's  theory  met  with  a 
more  or  less  warm  acceptance  at  the  hands  of  numis- 
matists. In  1886,  however,  it  was  disposed  of  once  for 
all  by  Dr.  Imhoof-Blumer,  who  showed  that  the  proper 
transliteration  of  the  Phodnician  inscription  in  question 
was  zizy  and  that  in  all  probability  it  was  not  the  name  of 
a  town  at  all.^  The  next  important  attempt  to  deal 
with  the  question  was  made  three  years  ago  by  K.  F. 
Eanch  in  the  Zeitschrift  fur  Numismatik  (vol.  xix., 
1896,  pp.  135  ff.).  He  considered  lATON  to  be  the 
genitive  plural  of  the  ordinary  Greek  word  'IaT09,  used 
in  the  hitherto  unknown  (though  not  impossible)  s^nse  of 
'^  healed/'  and  he  saw  in  the  inscription  a  reference  to 
the  curative  powers  of  the  Qepfia  Ni;/i^ai/  Xovrpa  of 
Pindar's  Twelfth  Olympian.  The  very  volume  in  which 
Kinch's  article  was  published,  contained  a  simileu:  theory 
that  hed  been  arrived  at  independently  by  E.  J.  Selt- 
mann  (pp.  173  S.).  And  this  is  the  view  that  at  j[>r6sent- 
holds  the  field.  It  has  been  adopted  by  Gabrici  in  his 
admirable  monograph  on  the  coins  of  Himera,^  and 
also  by  Kubitschek  in  what  is,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  the 
most  recent  pronouncement  on  the  subject.*

been  assumed  that  the  legend  was  authentic^  and  that 
there  was  no  lack  of  evidence  as  to  its  existence.  A 
statement  of  the  facts  may  lead  us  to  a  very  difEerent  con- 
clusion. The  coins  on  which  the  word  has  been  recog- 
nised number  nine  in  all.  Three  of  these  belong  to  the 
earliest  period  in  the  history  of  Himera  (648-482  B.C.), 
before  the  city  passed  under  the  sway  of  Theron  of 
Akragas,  while  the  remainder  are  subsequent  to  its  liberation 
(472  B.C.).  It  will  be  convenient  to  take  the  latter  group 
first. 

The   six   didrachms   of  which  it  is  composed,  agree 
generally  as  to  their  types.  These  may  be  thus  described-

On  the  obverse  is  the  name  of  the  town.  On  the 
reverse,^  in  the  exergue,  are  found  the  letters  that  are 
read  lATOW  or  lATON.  The  best  known  of  this  set 
of  coins  is  the  one  in  the  British  Museum.  XJgdulena, 
who  first  described  it,  gave  the  legend  as  •  •  TON.  In 
the  British  Museum  Catalogue  {Sicily^  p.  79)  it  is  said  to 
read  [l]ATO>V.  Mr.  Hill,  whose  assistance  I  invoked, 
reported  that  on  the  original  he  could  detect  no  trace  of 
A,  while  N  was  very  doubtful.  A  second  specimen  is  in 
the  Eoyal  Coin  Cabinet  at  Munich.  It  is  in  poor  condi- 
tion, and  Dr.   Riggauer  writes  that  he  can  see  only

very  slight  traces ''  of  a  legend  at  all.  A  third  is  in  the 
National  Museum  at  Naples^  and  this,  as  Signer  Ghtbrici 
informs  me  in  a  private  letter,  is  in  such  an  unsatisfactory 
state  that  practically  nothing  can  be  made  out  (*'  nan  si 
distingue  quasi  nulla  ").  Two  other  specimens  are  in  the 
collection  of  Herr  Lobbecke.  Their  owner  was  good 
enough  to  send  me  the  result  of  an  inspection  of  the  coins 
made  at  my  request.  On  the  lighter  of  the  two  he 
thought  that  the  remains  of  TO  were  "  perhaps  "  deci* 
pherable;  on  the  heavier  TO  appeared  fairly  certain, 
while  on  the  extreme  left  there  was  a  third  letter  which 
was  very  indistinct.  To  my  suggestion  that  the  doubtful 
letter  was  q,  Herr  Lobbecke  replied .  that  it  might  be 
either  ^  or  A,  but  could  not  possibly  be  I. 

So  far,  then,  as  five  out  of  the  six  didrachms  are  con- 
cerned there  is  no  reliable  evidence  for  anything  beyond 
TO.  The  sixth  and  last  specimen,  that  of  the  Hunter 
Cabinet,  fortunately  yields  more  positive  information.  It 
is  not  included  in  Combe's  Descriptio  Ntwimorum,  and  must 
therefore  have  been  bought  after  the  sheets  of  that  work 
had  gone  to  press.  Possibly  it  formed  part  of  the  Oiraldi 
collection,  which  was  purchased  by  Hunter,  through 
Charles  Townley,  in  the  winter  of  1781*82,  and  which 
consisted  of  nearly  600  '^Medals  of  the  Magna  Grecia*' — 
a  loose  description  that  may  well  cover  coins  of  Sicily. 
The  obverse  is  somewhat  worn.  The  reverse,  to  which 
special  interest  attaches,  is  much  better  preserved.  In 
particular,  the  legend  in  the  exergue  is  complete,  and  it 
reads  not  lATON  but  S3To^.  The  only  letter  that  is 
not  tolerably  distinct,  is  the  one  on  the  extreme  right. 
The  coin  is  at  that  point  slightly  disfigured  by  surface 
scratches,  which  serve  to  conceal  the  form  of  the  ^.  The 
effect  of  these  scratches,  however,  disappears  to  a  large 
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extent  on  a  sealing-wax  impression.  Such  an  impression 
was  forwarded  to  the  British  Museum,  with  the  result  that 
Mr.  Head  and  Mr.  Hill,  who  examined  it,  at  once  con- 
firmed my  reading  ^3T(^.  The  precise  shape  of  the 
letter  on  the  extreme  left  was  the  one  thing  that  seemed  to 
them  to  admit  of  doubt ;  they  hesitated  between  ^  and  q. 
The  Hunter  specimen,  therefore,  falls  into  line  with  the 
series  of  didrachms  of  similar  types,  but  with  ^oTHP 
in  the  field  r.,  the  first  description  of  which  was  given 
from  a  coin  in  his  own  collection,  by  Dr.  Hermann  Weber, 
in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1892  (3rd  series,  vol.  xii., 
p.  187,  PL  XV.,  3).  Nor  is  this  all.  The  reading  of  the 
Hunter  coin  settles  that  of  the  London,  Munich,  and 
Naples  examples.  For  all  four  are,  without  doubt, /ram 
the  eame  die.  With  regard  to  the  two  coins  in  Herr 
Lobbecke's  collection,  an  interesting  and  difficult  question 
arises.  When  put  side  by  side,  the  two  casts  were  found 
to  resemble  each  other  almost  exactly.  Closer  observa- 
tion fixed  upon  two  points  of  difference.  On  the  lighter 
coin,  the  altar  lies  at  a  slightly  different  angle,  and  is 
also  slightly  farther  away  from  the  right  hand  and  the 
robe  of  the  nymph.  On  the  heavier  coin,  the  nymph's 
head  and  neck  appear  larger  aad  broader.  I  wrote  to 
Herr  Lobbecke,  drawing  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  lighter  coin  was  double-struck,  and  inviting  his 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  two  were  from  the  same  die. 
He  replied  that  the  fault  in  striking  would  account  for 
the  difference  regarding  the  altar,  but  not  for  the  varia- 
tion in  the  size  of  the  head.  In  other  respects,  he  said, 
the  two  were  precisely  alike,  and  he  was  quite  at  a  loss 
what  to  think  on  the  question  of  the  die.  To  me,  with 
the  whole  series  of  casts  before  me,  only  one  solution 
appeared  pos^ble.     For,  while  the  lighter  of  Herr  Lob- 
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becke's  coins  agreed  with  all  the  rest  in  every  detail 
save  the  altar,  the  heavier  agreed  in  every  detail  save  the 
head.  Moreover,  on  the  upper  part  of  the  latter^  there 
were  signs  of  an  accidental  flattening  of  the  flan^  which 
might  serve  to  explain  the  greater  size  of  the  head. 
The  opinion  I  arrived  at  was  confirmed  by  eyes  of  greater 
experience  than  my  own.  The  casts  were  submitted, 
along  with  the  impression  of  the  Hunter  coin,  to  the 
authorities  of  the  British  Museum,  when  Mr.  Head  and 
Mr.  Hill  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  extraordinary 
resemblances  were  inetxplicable,  except  on  the  supposition 
that  only  one  die  had  been  used  for  all.  Mr.  Hill  made 
the  interesting  suggestion  that  the  variation  in  the  head 
might  be  due  to  an  alteration  in  the  die.  If,  then,  all 
six  didrachms  originally  read  S3To^,  two-thirds  of  the 
evidence  for  lATON  at  once  disappears. 

The  remaining  third  cannot  perhaps  be  disposed  of 
quite  so  effectually.  But  examination  will  make  it  clear 
that  it  is  much  more  doubtful  than  is  usually  supposed. 
Two  of  the  coins  in  question  are  in  the  British  Museum, 
the  other  is  in  the  museum  at  Termini,  the  modem  town 
that  lies  near  the  site  of  the  ancient  Himera.  The  last 
mentioned  is  an  Aeginetic  obol,  having  a  cock  on  the 
obverse,  and  an  incuse  square  on  the  reverse.  It  was  first 
published  by  Salinas  in  his  Appendice  alls  monete  punieo- 
sicule  (p.  9.  Tav.  7.},  and  was  subsequently  described  and 
figured  by  Gabrici  in  his  Topografia  e  NumknuUica  delt 
antica  Imera  (p.  23,  Tav.  iv.  17).  It  is  said  to  have  on 
the  obverse  the  inscription  ATOM.  I  have  scanned  the 
cast  carefully,  and  can  see  nothing  but  a  small  O  beneath 
the  cock's  neck,  and  lower  down  what  appears  to  be  a 
large  V  with  the  narrow  end  turned  towards  the  bird's 
breast.     It  is  possible  that  more  may  be  visible  on  the 
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original.  But  It  should  be  noted  that  even  those  who  can 
read  most,  can  not  read  lATON.  We  have  still  to  deal 
with  the  two  British  Museum  coins.  The  evidence  furnished 
by  the  first  of  these  is  even  less  convincing.  It  is  an 
Aeginetic  drachm,  numbered  21  in  the  Catalogue  {Sicilt/, 
p.  77),  and  has  on  the  obverse  a  cock,  and  on  the  reverse 
a  hen  in  a  linear  square  within  an  incuse  square.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Catalogue  the  only  legend  is  HIME.  There  are, 
however,  in  addition,  very  distinct  marks  in  front  of  the 
cock's  breast,  which  are  not  noticed  by  the  compiler. 
Gabrici  {op.  ciL^  p.  25)  reads  these  as  VT  . .  .  ON,  indicat- 
ing that  the  inscription  was  originally  VTIATON;  the 
first  two  characters  he  interprets  as  value-marks.  For  my 
part,  I  can  see  on  the  cast  VT>  and  then,  somewhat  farther 
to  the  right,  O*  These  are  quit^e  plain,  and  there  is 
besides,  in  the  left-hand  portion  of  the  space  between 
them,  something  which  I  take  to  be  simply  a  roughness 
in  the  surface  of  the  coin,  and  which  is  certainly  no  part 
of  the  missing  letters.  Of  N  I  can  detect  no  trace  what- 
ever. In  this  I  am  supported  by  Mr.  Hill,  whose  report 
on  the  original  coincides  absolutely  with  my  view  of  the 
cast.  All  that  is  left  of  lATON  is  thus  the  single  letter 
O. 

The  most  important  of  the  three  early  coins  has  been 
left  to  the  last.  It  is  numbered  23  in  the  British  Museum 
list.  Like  the  preceding,  which  it  resembles  in  types,  it 
is  an  Aeginetic  drachm,  having  an  inscription  on  the 
obverse.  The  legend  has  been  variously  read.  ITgdulena 
in  his  Monete  Punico-Sicule  gav^  it  as  lATON  (p.  33). 
In  the  British  Museum  Catalogue  (Skill/,  p.  77)  the  com- 
piler makes  it  lATOA^,  while  the  engraver  represents  it 
as  lATOM.  Lastly,  Gabrici  {op.  cit,  p.  26)  prints  it  as 
lATON.     None  of  these  readings  appear  to  me  satis- 
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factory.  To  begin  with,  the  charaoter  on  the  extreme  left 
is  not  a  simple  I ;  it  is  too  far  removed  from  the  next 
character  for  that,  and,  besides,  there  is  something  visible 
at  the  lower  end  of  it.  I  should  suggest  that  it  is  really 
±.  Again,  I  follow  Gabrici  and  the  British  Museum 
engraver  in  reading  the  character  next  on  the  right  as  A, 
and  surely  A  for  A  is  hardly  possible  in  Sicily  in  the 
sixth  century  B.C.  Is  it  not  more  probable  that  the 
^'letters"  usually  taken  for  I A  should  be  interpreted 
±A,  and  should  therefore  take  their  places  among  the 
unexplained  marks  of  value  on  the  coins  of  Himera  P  It 
may  be  observed  that  they  are  nearly  identical  with  those 
which  I  have  printed  as  VT  in  describing  British  Museum 
No.  21 ;  in  both  cases  the  broad  end  of  the  A  is  turned 
towards  the  breast  of  the  cock.  Two  of  the  remaining 
three  letters  are  perfectly  plain:  there  can  be  no  doubt  as 
to  To.  The  letter  on  the  extreme  right  is,  however,  very 
uncertain.  I  am  inclined  to  read  it  as  V.  Is  it  possible 
that  the  die-engraver  misplaced  it  slightly  through  a  mis- 
calculation of  space  or  direction  ?  In  that  case,  I  should 
hazard  the  oonjectiure  that  in  To$  we  have  the  first 
three  letters  of  i3To$.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
the  name  of  the  town  is  similarly  contracted  in  coins  of 
this  period.  That,  however,  is  a  point  on  which  it  would 
be  unwise  to  insist,  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of 
the  evidence  at  present  available.  We  must  wait  till 
fresh  material  comes  to  light.  To  scholars  who  have  been 
baffled  by  I ATON,  it  will,  in  the  meantime,  be  a  certain 
satisfaction  to  know  that  the  much-discussed  legend  is  a 
myth.

Encore  una  paire  de  statures  da  m£me  coin  an  droit ; 
les  revere  r^anis  rep^tent  les  types  du  triobole  pr^^dent 
de  TIos,  f rapp^  sous  Kerei.  Le  P  retoum^,  sur  d'autres 
exemplaires  du  statere  16>3^  deyant  la  t£te  du  dynaste, 
poarrait  designer  Pinara,  sur  laquelle  Ddenevele  aura 
r^gn^  en  m^me  temps  que  sur  Tlos,  comme  apres  lui 
Artembares.  II  faudrait  alors  ranger  i  Pinara  lee 
statures  fig:ur^8  :  Fellows,  xvii.  3 — 6 ;  Babelon,  PL  XIV, 
19,  20 ;  Cat.  WaM.,  n.  2948. 

Les  monnaies  lyciennes  k  la  tSte  d'Ath^na,  coiffee  du 
casque  ath^nien,  ferment  im  groupe  distinct  et  compact. 
Elles  ont  ^t^  ^mises  depuis  Candyba  et  Cyaneae  P,  k  Testy 
jusqu'sl  Telmessos,  k  Pouest,  et  depuis  Tlos,  au  nord, 
jusqu'^  Patara,  au  sud,  et  surtout  au  centre,  k  XanthoR. 

La  premiere  en  date  est  le  statere  n.  1%  dont  la  tSte 
d' Athena  est  une  copie  servile  d'une  monnaie  d'Athenes 
contemporaine  et  qui  doit  dater  du  temps  que  les  Lyciens 
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devinrent  membres  de  la  symmacliie  Ath^nienne,  468,  et 
que  lenr  contingent  se  joignit  it  la  flotte  de  Oimon,  qui 
d^fit  les  Perses  sur  rEurym^don.^  Le  statere  1^,  &  la 
tSte  de  Kerei,  dont  le  droit  est  sorti  d'un  meme  ooin  tout 
X1B&,  semble  6tre  d'une  date  un  peu  post^rieure. 

Les  stateres  les  plus  r^cents  sent  ceux  d'Artembards  le 
MMe,  qui  aprSs  avoir  d^trdn^  Ddenevehy  k  nom  lycien,  ou 
lui  ^tre  suoc^d^y  fut  d^fait,  &  son  tour,  par  Pericles,  le  r6i 
des  Lyciens,  vers  410,  et  ceux  de  Xanthos,  comme  le  n. 
8®y  qui  ne  semble  guSre  plus  recent. 

Le  groupe  se  laisse  divisor  en  deux  p^riodes,  d'aprds 
que  les  personnages  sent  mentionn^s  sur  la  stele  de 
Xanthos,  comme  Kerei,  Keriga^  Erbbina,  et  AruvaJtiyeni,

l^gendes  inconnues  que  le  catalogue  de  la  collection 
Waddington  vient  de  nous  r^v^Ier,  est-  si  grand  qu'il  y 
aura  longtemps  ayant  que  tons  les  probldmes,  qui  en 
d^coulent,  aient  trouye  leur  solution.

Le  monogramme  ANTI,  sur  un  des  stateres  au  lion, 
m'engage  i  ajouter  le  statere  d'or  et  le  t^tradrachme  de 
Philippe  III,  au  m^me  monogranmie,  Mueller,  n.  128,  129, 
qu' Antigone  peut  avoir  fait  battre,  318/7,  quand  il  se 
trouvait  en  M^sopotamie  comme  alli^  de  Seleucus,  alors 
satrape  de  Babylone,^  et  avant  d'inaugurer,  316,  la 
grande  Amission  au  nom  du  jeune  Alexandre,  fils  de 
Boxane.

Apr^  Antigone  Seleucus  (I)  devint  roi  de  Babylone  et 
c'est  alors  que  commence,  2  Avril  311,  pour  Babylone, 
r^re  des  S^leucides  ^  et  remission  des  monnaies,  mar- 
quees de  Vanere,  le  symbole  de  S^leucus.^ 

Cinq  ans  plus  tard,  306,  le  roi  de  Babylojie  ceignit  le 
diad^me  et  fut  reconnu  roi  par  les  Grecs.^ 

Depuis  lors  il  put  remplacer  le  nom  d' Alexandre  par  le 
sien  sur  les  monnaies  royales  aux  types  du  fondateur  de 
I'empire  et  faire  suivre  aux  Amissions  babyloniennes 
anonymes  ses  monnaies  aux  nouveaux  types:  t^te  de 
Zeus  et  Athena  combattant  dans  un  bige  et  un 
quadrige  d'^l^phants,  k  la  l^gende  BAZIAEQZ 
ZEAEYKOY.'^ 

Apres  13  ans,  Seleucus  nomma  son  fils  Antiochus 
roi  de  Babylone,  a  Toccasion  de  son  manage  ayec  Stra- 
tonic^,  293,  et  lui  confia  le  gouvernement  des  satrapies

II  n'e6t  pas  douteux  que  pendant  cette  p^riode,  293 — 
281,  Antiocbus  ait  fait  battre  monnaie  en  son  propre 
nom,  en  Babylonie,  mais  il  n'est  pas  toujours  facile  de 
distingaer  ces  Amissions  de  celles  qui  datent  d'apres  281, 
quand  il  succeda  k  son  pere. 

Yoici  celles  qui  me  paraissent  certaines : 

I.  Stateres  d'or  aux  types  d' Alexandre,  marques  de 
monogrammes  qui  se  retrouvent  sur  des  t^tradrachmes 
aux  types  d' Alexandre  et  au  nom  de  S^leucus,  d'un  style 
particulier  et  qui  convient  k  la  Babylonie,  ainsi  que  Ta 
bien  vu  M.  Imhoof.^'  La  tfite  d'Hercule  est  copi^e 
d'apr^s  celle  des  t^tradrachmes  ^mis  sL  Babylone  sous 
Alexandre  le  Grand.'* 

II  ne  faut  done  pas  les  placer  trop  tard.  Je  voudrais 
les  dater  d'un  peu  avant  293  et  les  stateres  d'or  d'Antio- 
cbus  aux  mSmes  monogrammes  du  commencement  de  son 
regno,  en  293.

POSmiUM  IN  8YBIA, 


The  little  coin  described  (above,  p.  124)  by  M.  Alisclian  is 
so  interesting  that  I  may  be  excused  for  returning  to  the 
subject.  First,  let  me  'say  that  the  reasons  which  he  adduces 
for  attributing  the.  piece  to  the  Syrian  town  of  Posidium, 
now  Tepreaented^hjel-Bomeitf  may  be  strengthened  by  some 
further  eyidence.  The  Attic  standard  excludes  Cilicia ; 
but  it  was  employed  by  the  generals  of  Alexander  for  the 
coins  which  they  issued  in  further  Asia  and  in  Syria. 
Now  it  is  precisely  to  these  coins  that  the  new  piece  is 
most  closely  attached  in  point  of  view  of  fabric.  (It  is 
•3  cm.  thick,  with  a  greatest  diameter  of  1-4  cm.).  The 
thunderbolt  which  figures  so  prominently  on  the  coins  of 
Seleucia  was,  as  is  well  known,  the  thunderbolt  of  Zeus 
Sasios,  the  god  of  the  mountain  at  the  foot  of  which  lay 
the  little  town  of  Posidium.  There  seems  some  possibility, 
therefore,  that  the  thunderbolt  on  the  new  coin  may  have 
a  similar  significance,  serving  as  a  distinguishing  mark 
for  this  particular  Posidium. 

The  fact  that  the  representation  of  Baal  is  peculiarly 
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Cilician^  is  not  without  its  iraportance,  as  the  coin  is 
thereby  fixed  to  some  spot  close  to  the  Cilician  border. 
Curiously  enough,  this  Cilician  type  is  not  employed  by 
any  of  the  generals  of  Alexander,  who  seemingly  preferred 
to  place  on  their  coins  the  more  ordinary  representation  of 
Zeus  which  already  occurred,  side  by  side  with  the  Cilician 
type,  on  the  coinage  of  Mazaios. 

M.  Babelon  has  suggested  (p.  li.)  that  the  bee,  the 
pentalpha,  the  scorpion,  and  the  thunderbolt,  which  occur 
as  symbols  on  the  coins  issued  in  Asia  by  the  generals  of 
Alexander,  are  rather  mint  marks  than  personal  symbols. 
The  scorpion,  for  instance,  may  represent  Samosata.  If 
this  conjecture  were  well  founded,  it  would  not  be  fanciful, 
in  the  light  of  M.  Alischan's  coin,  to  suppose  that  the 
thunderbolt  (Babelon,  No.  294)  represented  Fosidium. 
Imhoof-Blumer,  however ,2  rejects  Babelon^s  connection 
of  the  scorpion  with  Samosata,  for  sound  reasons  which 
need  not  be  repeated  here.  At  the  same  time,  since  the 
locality  of  the  new  coin  is  fixed  to  the  Cilician  border,  a 
fresh  question  is  raised :  whether,  namely,  some  of  the 
other  coins  of  this  fabric  attributed  to  the  mint  of  Babylon 
may  not  rather  have  been  struck  in  Syria  P 

Posidium  is  first  mentioned  by  Herodotus  (III.  91),  who 
states  that  it  was  founded  by  Amphilochus,  son  of 
Amphiaraus,  on  the  borders  of  Cilicia  and  Syria,  and  was

313  B.C.,  the  town  was  taken  by  storm  and  sacked  by 
Ptolemy.'  Our  coin,  therefore,  probably  dates  from  before, 
but  not  lo£ig  before,  this  year.  Fosidium  is  mentioned 
again  in  connection  with  the  flight  of  Alexander  Zabinas 
(b.c.  123-2),  but  at  that  time  it  had  probably  lost  its  im- 
portance.* 

The  letters  PO^I  do  not  form  the  whole  of  the  inscrip- 
tion, but  the  second  half  is  almost  illegible.  Still  the  A  is 
perceptible.  The  form  of  the  ethnic  given  by  Stephanus 
of  Byzantium*  would  lead  us  to  complete  the  inscription 
PO^I  AEI EAN.  The  spelling  of  the  second  syllable  with 
the  diphthong  in  the  text  of  Stephanus  is  due  to 
Holstenius  ;  but  the  older  reading  was  TloaiBetoVy  which  is 
confirmed  by  the  new  coins,  by  the  text  of  Herodotus  as 
given  by  Stein,  and  by  similar  forms  elsewhere.* 

The  type  of. the  reverse  is  another  example  of  what 
tradition  has  agreed  to  call  the  head  of  Odysseus.  This 
tradition  has  been  justly  impugned,^  but  still  seems  to 
hold  the  field.  It  is  worth  while,  therefore,  to  state  defi- 
nitely the  reasons  which  make  the  identification  with 
Odysseus  improbable.  The  types  bearing  on  the  matter 
are  the  following  : —

Some  of  these  heads  have  been  identified  with  local 
heroes.  The  extraordinary  resemblance  in  the  treatment 
of  these  heads  at  different  places  (compare  particularly  No. 
7  with  No.  8,  or  No.  5  with  Nos.  1  and  2)  seems  to  me  to 
preclude  any  such  narrow  interpretation.  A  Greek  hero 
of  the  importance  of  Odysseus  might,  however,  so  far  as 
the  first  five  types  are  concerned,  be  meant.  But  here  we 
meet  with  a  crucial  difficulty.  The  occurrence  on  contem- 
porary coins  of  the  same  city  (Birytis  in  the  Troad)  of  the 
bearded  and  beardless  heads  proves  that  the  two  types 
represent  different  phases  of  the  same  person,  whether 
human  or  divine.  The  youthful  beardless  head  cannot  be 
that  of  Odysseus ;  neither,  therefore^  can  the  bearded  one. 
A  similar  conclusion  must  be  drawn  from  a  comparison  of 
Nos.  1  and  6.    Whether  the  heads  represent  the  Cabiri  or

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not,  it  would  be  rash  to  say  positively.®  It  is  most  tempt- 
ing, however,  to  see  in  the  pair  of  heads  at  Birytis  the 
father  and  son,  Cabiros  and  Cadmilos-Pais.  But,  if  this 
be  so,  why  is  one  accompanied  by  stars,  and  the  other  not  P 
Possibly  the  differentiation  is  due  to  analogy  with  the 
Dioscuri.  The  bearded  head  represents  faithfully  the  older 
tradition,  in  which  the  Cabiri  were  thought  of  as  father  and 
son ;  but  the  youthful  type  naturally  lent  itself  to  a  con- 
nection, or  confusion,  with  the  type  of  the  Dioscuri,  in  ac- 
cordance with  which  assimilation  the  Cabiri  were  regarded 
as  brothers.'  In  any  case,  the  two  stars,  one  on  each  side 
of  the  head,  on  the  coin  of  Birytis,  must  be  regarded  as 
expressing  compendiously  the  dual  character  of  the  god.

A  SMALL  FIND  OP  COINS  OP  MENDE,  &e. 

(See  Plate  XVL) 

At  the  end  of  March,  1897,  I  acquired^  at  a  shop  in  the 
Rue  Pera  at  Constantinople^  a  small  lot  of  coins,  which 
had  been  bought,  on  the  preceding  day,  from  a  workman 
who  had '  returned  from  Macedon  shortly  before.  He 
and  another  workman,  I  was  told,  had  found  a  small 
hoard,  which  they  divided,  near  Nea  Cassandra.  The 
companion  who  had  the  other  portion  would  not  sell 
them,  and  as  the  people  of  the  shop  did  not  know  his 
whereabouts,  I  could  not  buy  them  of  him.  It  may, 
however,  be  presumed,  I  think,  that  his  share  contained 
similar  coins  to  those  I  am  going  to  describe.

If  the  latter  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  half- 
obol,  it  is  very  heavy,  and  would  give  an  obolos  of  13'6.

This  coin  seems  to  have  been  carelessly  designed.  On 
the  obverse  the  neck  is  excessively  narrow  ;  on  the  reverse 
the  neck  is  so  short  and  thick,  and  the  head  and  shoulders 
are  so  large,  that  one  would  be  inclined  to  regard  the 
type  as  the  forepart  of  a  bull,  were  it  not  for  the  long 
ears  and  the  absence  of  the  horns.

(C.  21).  The  coin  differs  also  from  the  copper  coins  in 
the  Berlin  Museum  (BescAreib.  d.  antiken  Miinzen,  vol.  ii-, 
p.  100,  6  and  7),  and  those  published  by  Imhoof-Blumer 
in  Man,  Or,,  p.  83,  Nos.  89,  90,  and  91.

but  Imhoof-Blumer  describes  a  coin  similar  on  both  sides, 
though  rather  heavier,  in  Mon.  Gr.,  p.  110,  188,  among 
the  uncertain  Thraco-Macedonian  coins.

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It  is  not  absolutely  certain  whether  this  coin  belongs  to 
the  find,  or  whether  it  was  accidentally  introduced. 

Some  of  the  coins  seem  to  be  new  Tarieties,  as  Nos. 
1,  4,  8,  12 ;  and  the  copper,  No.  13,  differs  likewise 
from  those  I  have  seen.  Nos.  1  to  12  can  scarcely  be 
later  than  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century  B.C.,  and  the 
same  is  the  case  with  Nos.  14  to  17.  As  the  copper 
coin  No.  13  has  been  found  together  with  these  coins,  I 
am  inclined  to  think  that  it  dates  likewise  from  the 
middle  of  the  fifth  century  or  very  little  later.  It  has 
been  suggested  to  me  that  the  legend  MIN  points  to  an 
early  date,  and  thus  would  strengthen  this  view;  but 
Mr.  B.  V.  Head  thinks  that  MIN  and  MEN  were  used 
at  the  same  period,  and  some  of  the  coins  in  my  collection 
are  in  favour  of  his  view.  I  will  here  mention  four  of 
them.

sideways  on  back  of  ass,  standing  r. ;  upper 
part  of  body  undraped,  exceptbg  left  forearm.

Rev. — MENAAION  around  a  linear  square,  which  con- 
tains a  vine  with  five  hunches  of  grapes.

This  coin  is,  as  far  as  I  know,  a  new  variety  of  those  in 
the  British  Museum  [Cat  B.  Jf.,  p.  81,  4),  and  in  the 
Berlin  Museum  {Beschreib.  d.  antiken  Munzen^  vol.  ii., 
p.  100,  3).

Rev, — MIN.     Amphora,  ivy  branch  in  I.  field. 

The  style  of  the  types  on  this  coin  appears  to  me  not 
later  than  that  on  No.  10,  which  has  the  letter  E.  This 
coin  (No.  21)  has  been  published  in  the  Num.  Chron,, 
1896,  p.  15,  27 ;  it  is  here  redescribed  for  the  sake  of 
comparison  only. 

A  peculiarity  observable  on  the  small  coins  of  Mende, 
with  the  head  and  neck  of  an  ass  on  the  obverse,  is,  that  on 
the  very  archaic  specimens  there  is  always  a  pellet  on  the 
lower  part  of  the  neck,  which  reminds  one  of  the  pellets 
on  the  archaic  coins  of  Lete,  and  of  some  as  yet  unattri- 
buted  coins  of  Thraco-Macedonian  origin  (Imhoof-Blumer, 
Mon,  Or.f  pp.  90  et  seq.) ;  for  instance,  those  with  the 
cow  and  calf  and  those  with  the  Pegasus.  On  the  some- 
what later  coins  of  Mende  the  pellet  seems  to  be  absent ; 
for  instance,  in 

28.  Mende.  M,  J.  Wt.  26  grs. 
Ohv. — Head  and  neck  of  ass  r. 
Rev. — Gantharus  in  incuse  square. 
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This  coin  is  a  variety  of  the  one  published  by  Mr.  Wroth 
in  Num.  Chroti.,  1893,  p.  2,  No.  4.  The  British  Museum 
coin  has  the  head  to  the  left,  and  weighs  only  2'1  grs. 
It  may  have  lost  0*5  gr.  by  wear ;  but  the  mint  of  Mende 
seems  to  have  been  not  very  careful  with  regard  to  the 
weight  of  its  small  divisions.  If  we  take  the  tetradrachm 
at  about  264  grs.,  and  the  drachm  at  about  65,  the 
obol  would  be  about  10*5  to  11,  the  hemiobol  5*3 
to  5'5,  the  tetartemorion  about  2*7  grs.  If  we  take  the 
coin  published  here  as  No.  1  with  42  grs.  as  a  tetro- 
bolon,  we  must  probably  regard  No.  8  with  39  grs.  and 
No.  7  with  37*4,  as  belonging  to  the  same  denomination. 
As  the  loss  by  wear  seems  not  to  have  been  great,  we 
must  regard  that  the  original  coins  were  not  of  equal 
weight.  No.  7  would  be  too  heavy  for  a  hemidrachm. 
No.  5,  with  only  4*5  grs.,  is  probably  intended  for  a 
hemiobol,  and  No.  6,  with  6*5,  is  probably  the  same; 
but  the  difference  is  very  great.  An  allusion  to  this 
apparent  want  of  exactness  has  been  already  made  in  the 
remarks  on  No.  11.

COINS    OF    THE    BAHMANI    DYNASTY. 
(See  Plates  XVII  and  XVIII.)

The  Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1881  contained  an  article 
by  Mr.  J.  Gibbs  on  the  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  of  this 
Dynasty.  This  was  followed  by  a  paper  by  myself  in 
vol.  xvi  of  the  Bombay  Asiatic  Society's  Journal,  1883, 
on  the  Copper  Coins,  and  by  the  Catalogue  of  the  British 
Museum  Collection,  Muhammadan  States  of  India,  etc., 
1885.  Thomas  also  described  some  in  his  "Pathan 
Kings  of  Dehli."  But  so  many  other  coins  have  since 
been  found,  that  a  fuller  account  of  the  series  may  now 
be  made,  and  this  I  am  more  prepared  to  do  by  having 
studied  the  collection  made  by  Col.  Acton  Havelock,  who 
was  for  some  years  stationed  at  and  near  Gulburgah  and 
took  much  interest  in  the  coinage  of  the  Dekkan,  and  by 
Mr.  W.  Theobald  allowing  me  to  examine  his  cabinet. 
Mr.  Gibbs'  article  contains  a  good  sketch  of  the  history  of 
the  Bahmani  Dynasty,  taken  from  Briggs'  translation  of 
Farishtah's  history,  with  a  list  of  the  kings  from  Thomas ; 
it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat,  but  there  is  reason  for 
thinking  that  one  or  two  alterations  should  be  made  in 
the  list  of  the  kings. 

It  was  always  a  difficulty  that  the  coins  of  the  fifth 
king,  who  is  called  Mahmud  by  Farishtah,  have  on  them 
the  king's  name  as  Muhammad.  I  therefore  asked  Major 
J.  S.  King,  a  Persian  scholar  who  has  studied  a  good 
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deal  the  histories  of  the  Dekkan  dynasties,  whether  he 
had  found  any  note  that  Mahmud  took  the  name  of 
Muhammad  after  succeeding  to  the  throne,  and  in  reply 
he  was  good  enough  to  give  me  the  following  informa- 
tion :  "  What  you  say  about  the  coins  of  the  6th 
Bahmani  king  being  all  marked  Muhammad  instead  of 
Mahmud  is  very  interesting  to  me,  for  it  proves  con- 
clusively what  has  long  been  my  opinion,  that  Farishtah 
has  made  a  serious  blunder  in  the  genealogy,  and  as 
nearly  all  the  historians  since  his  time  have  simply  copied 
him,  the  blunder  has  been  perpetuated.  But  according 
to  the  Burhan-i  Maasir  by  Ali  B.  Aziz  XJllah  Tabataba, 
the  Tazkarat  ul  Muluk  by  Rafi  ud  Dm  Shirazi,  and 
the  Bahmani  Chapter  of  MS.  No.  1,964  of  the  British 
Museum  (said  to  be  taken  from  the  Siraj  ul  Kuliib  of 
Muhammad  B.  Hasan  B.  Lutf  Ullah  Lari),  all  written  in 
the  Dekkan  and  independently  of  Farishtah,  the  5th 
Bahmani  king  was  Sultan  Muhammad  Shah,  son  of 
Mahmud  Khan,  son  of  Sultan  Ala  ud  Dm  Hasan  Shah 
Bahmani.  In  giving  an  account  of  the  assassination  of 
Daud  Shah,  Tabataba  says :  "  Muhammad  Elian,  son  of 
Mahmud  Khan,  and  younger  brother  of  the  Sultan,  was 
present  in  the  crowd,  and  he  felled  the  murderer  to  the 
ground  with  one  blow  of  his  sword  and  despatched  him 
from  the  world.  He  then  returned  to  the  palace  and 
seated  himself  on  the  throne  in  his  brother's  place.  This 
happened  in  the  month  of  Muharram,  a.h.  780.*'  The 
extract  from  the  Siraj  ul  Kulub  has,  "  Sultan  Muhammad 
Shah,  son  of  Mahmud  Khan,  son  of  Hasan  Shah.  In  the 
month  of  Muharram,  a.h.  781,  the  royal  crown  was 
placed  on  his  head,"  and  adds  **  His  sons  were  Mahmud 
Khan,  Daud  Khan,  Bahram  Khan,  Zafar  Khan,  and 
Ghlas  Khan."

With  the  evidence  of  the  coins  before  us  we  may  conclude 
that  the  former  is  the  right  one  as  regards  the  5th  king. 

Another  difficulty,  however,  still  remains,  viz.,  regarding 
the  12th  king  called  Nizam  Shah.  Farishtah  narrates 
how  Humayun  just  before  his  death  appointed  his  son 
Nizam  Shah  his  successor.  Tabataba  says:  "Historians 
have  related  that  when  Sultan  Humayun  Shah  was  on 
his  deathbed  he  summoned  Eliwajah  Jahan  and  Khwajah 
Mahmud  Gilani,  and  by  the  terms  of  his  will  left  them  to 
decide  as  to  which  of  his  sons,  viz.,  Sultan  Nizam  Shah, 
Sultan  Muhammad  Shah,  or  Jamshid  Shah,  was  best 
fitted  for  the  succession.  Since  the  tokens  of  sovereignty 
were  manifest  in  the  appearance  of  Sultan  Nizam  Shah, 
after  the  death  of  the  Sultan,  Khwajah  Jahan,  in  con- 
currence with  the  Amirs  nobility  and  grandees,  on  the 
date  above  mentioned,  in  the  capital  of  Bedar,  seated 
Sultan  Nizam  Shah,  at  the  age  of  eight  years,  on  the 
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throne  in  the  place  of  his  father"  (Major  King's  trans- 
lation). Rafi  ud  Din  does  not  mention  the  name  of  the 
king,  but  merely  says  "  He  (Humayun)  died  in  the  year 
A.H.  865,  and  left  the  throne  to  his  dear  son  of  praise- 
worthy qualities^  a  minor/'  and  then  proceeds  with  the 
reign  of  Muhammad  Shah  bin  Humayun. 

No  coins  bearing  the  name  of  Nizam  Shah  are  known, 
but  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  four  varieties  in  copper  of 
the  date  of  the  reign  of  the  12th  king  (i.e.  a.h.  866  and 
867)  in  the  name  of  Ahmad,  one  of  them  having  the  full 
name  Ahmad  Shah  bin  Humayun  Shah  al-Bahmani,  867. 
The  only  explanation  as  yet  to  be  offered  is  that  Nizam 
took  the  name  of  Ahmad  on  or  after  his  accession. 

In  the  following  list  the  coins  which  are  described  in 
the  British  Museum  Catalogue  and  in  Mr.  Gibbs'  paper 
are  referred  to  by  number;  but  as  the  Bombay  Asiatic 
Society's  Journal  is  not  very  widely  known,  the  descriptions 
of  those  of  copper  given  in  it  are  repeated. 

The  following  coins,  attributed  to  Nasir  ud  Din  Ismail, 
who  was  set  up  as  king  of  tbe  Dekkan  in  a.h.  748,  and 
on  whose  resignation  Hasan  Gangu  became  king  and 
founder  of  the  Bahmani  Dynasty,  may  be  given  here,  as 
they  are  more  closely  connected  with  the  Bahmani  than 
any  other  series  : —

ON  BARNSTAPLE  AS  A  MINTING-PLACE. 


Mr.  Lawrencb  has  recently  pointed  out  that  the  coins 
with  the  mint  names  BEAR,  BARD,  BEARD  A, 
BARD  AN,  &c.,  should  be  assigned,  not,  as  has  hitherto 
been  done,  to  Bardney,  in  Lincolnshire,  but  to  Barnstaple 
in  Devonshire. 

It  may  serve  as  some  slight  confirmation  of  the  correct- 
ness of  Mr.  Lawrence's  view  if  I  point  out  that  this  same 
attribution  was  made  two  years  ago  in  a  volume  of  charters 
published  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Stevenson  and  myself  {The 
Cratcford  Collection  of  Early  Charters  and  Documents, 
Oxford,  1895,  p.  79).  What,  in  the  first  instance,  led  us 
to  fix  on  Barnstaple  as  the  site  of  the  mint  was  an  eleventh 
century  endorsement  (a.d.  1018),  which  will  be  found  on 
p.  9  of  our  volume.  Here,  mention  is  made  of  the 
"  burh-witan  "  at  "  Beardastapol,"^  and  this  proves  the 
existence  of  Barnstaple  as  at  that  date  a  borough,  and, 
therefore,  a  likely  place  for  a  mint,  whereas  Bardney 
{Beardan^ig)  was  unknown  except  as  the  site  of  a  monas- 
tery. Our  assumption  received  confirmation  from  the 
inscription  on  one  of  Cnut's  coins,  mentioned  in  our  note 
(Hildebrand,  Anglosachsiska  Mynt,  1881,  p.  203,  No.  11), 

'  The  fuller  form  would  be  Beardanstapol.  In  Domesday  it 
is  spelt  Bamestaple, 
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on  which  the  minting  place  reads  BEARD  AS,  which  may 

well  stand  for  Beardastapol,  but  cannot  possibly  refer  to

Additional  Note  on  Bardney  as  a  Mint. 

It  may  be  desirable  to  add  a  few  words  to  the  foregoing 
note,  not  so  much  with  the  view  of  strengthening  (he 
attribution  of  the  coins  reading  BARD,  &c.,  to  Barn- 
staple, but  of  showing  the  improbability  of  there  having 
been  a  mint  at  Bardney  at  the  time  when  they  were 
struck,  a  point  on  which  both  Mr.  Lawrence  and  Professor 
Napier  might  possibly  more  strongly  have  insisted. 

That  Bror  Emil  Hildebrand  should  have  attributed  the 
coins  to  Bardney  is  by  no  means  surprising,  inasmuch  as 
though  he  was  a  diligent  student  of  early  English  history, 
it  could  hardly  be  expected  of  him  that  he  should  be 
acquainted  with  all  the  details  of  English  topography. 
His  observations  on  Bardney  in  the  first  edition  of  his 
work  on  Saxon  coins  found  in  Sweden  are  to  the  following 
eflfect :  «  +  BARDANIG  (BEARDENIG)  =  Bardney  in 
"  Lincolnshire.  Here  was  a  monastery  which  Aethelraed, 
"King  of  Mercia,  entered  as  a  monk  in  704.  It  was  de- 
"stroyed  by  the  Danes  in  807  (P  870),  and  was  restored 
"about  the  time  when  the  Normans  conquered  England."* 
Ruding  certainly  mentions  BARD  in  his  list  of  the  mints 
of  Aethelraed,  but  without  explanation.  In  another  place 
(vol.  ii.,  p.  224)  he  conjectures  that  "  BARD  was  by  mis- 
"  take  put  in  the  place  of  BRAD,  which  might  signify 
"  Bradford  in  Wiltshire.'^     Sainthill's  reniaiks^  on  which

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Hildebrand  founded  his  attribution  are  to  the  same  effect* 
He  gives  the  name  as  Bardenai  in  Domesday,  and  says 
that  the  place  is  ten  miles  west  of  Homcastle. 

Lewis,  in  his  "Topographical  Dictionary/*  gives  the 
same  position  to  the  place,  and  says  that  at  about  the  period 
of  the  Conquest  the  monastery  was  restored  for  a  society  of 
Benedictine  monks,  by  Gilbert  de  Gktunt,  Earl  of  Lincoln. 
In  "  Allen's  History  of  the  County  of  Lincoln,'**  it  is  stated 
that  in  the  year  870  the  Danes,  under  Inguar  (Ingwair) 
and  Hubba,  burnt  this  monastery  and  murdered  the  monks 
therein,  about  three  hundred  in  number.  After  remaining 
above  two  hundred  years  in  ruins  it  was  rebuilt  by  Gilbert 
de  Gaunt,  the  noble  and  devout  Earl  of  Lincoln. 

Oswald,  King  of  the  Northhumbrians,  was  buried  at 
Bardney  in  the  year  642,  and  in  909  his  body  was  trans- 
lated to  Gloucester,  it  may  be  presumed  owing  to  the 
ruined  condition  of  the  monastery  in  which  he  had  been 
interred. 

It  is  true  that  Bardney  is  not  specifically  mentioned 
among  all  the  minsters  that  the  Danes  destroyed  in  870 ; 
but  there  can  be  but  little  doubt  that  it  shared  the  fate  of 
so  many  others  in  East  Anglia. 

Let  us  now  consider  some  of  the  objections  to  regard- 
ing Bardney  as  the  place  of  mintage  of  these  coins  read- 
ing BARD. 

In  the  first  place^  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  Professor 
Napier,  Bardney  was  merely  the  site  of  a  highly  venerated 
monastery,  and  not  like  Barnstaple  an  important  borough. 

In  the  second,  Bardney  lies  within  ten  miles  of  the 
ancient  city  of  Lincoln,  where  a  Saxon  mint  was  in  opera- 
tion, certainly  from  the  days  of  Eadgar.     Although  in 

«  Vol.  ii.  (1884),  p.  62. 
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some  parts  of  England  mints  were  established  in  great 
profusion  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  centuries,  there 
seems  to  be  an  extreme  improbability  of  there  having 
been  mints  in  so  northern  a  part  of  the  country  in  close 
proximity  the  one  to  the  other  at  the  time  when  these 
coins  were  struck.  We  must^  moreover,  take  into  account 
the  extensive  issues  from  the  mint  of  Lincoln  during  the 
reigns  of  Aethelraed  II,  Cnut,  Harold  I,  and  Edward  the 
Confessor. 

But  thirdly,  these  reigns  extend  over  a  period  from  a.d. 
978  to  1066  and  there  seems  every  reason  to  believe  that 
after  the  translation  from  Bardney  of  the  remains  of  St. 
Oswald  in  a.d.  909,  the  monastery  if  not  actually  annihi- 
lated remained  in  a  state  of  extreme  poverty  until  the 
time  when  it  was  re-established  by  Gilbert  de  Gaunt  after 
the  Norman  Conquest. 

On  the  whole,  it  therefore  appears  that  Barnstaple  has 

an   indefeasible    right   not    only   to   the   coins  reading 

BEARD  AS  or  BEARDEST,  but  to  the  whole  series  of 

coins  reading  BEAED  or  BABD  and  all  its  varieties  of 

form.

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Lei   Origines   de   la  Monnaie   cotmderees   au   jwint    de  vue 
economique  et  hiatorique.     Par  E.  Babelon.     Paris,  1897,  8vo. 

M.  Babelon's  little  volnme  is  the  most  readable  work  on  the 
wider  problems  connected  with  the  early  history  of  coinage  that 
has  appeared  for  some  years.  The  subjects  dealt  with  are 
sufficiently  obvious  from  the  title,  and  they  are  treated  in  the 
lucid  and  interesting  manner  which  shows  that  the  author  has 
to  a  great  extent  received  the  mantle  of  Francois  Lenormant. 
Considerations  of  space  may  excuse  the  limitation  of  the 
present  criticism  to  what  is,  after  all,  the  most  interesting 
chapter  in  the  book — that  containing  M.  Babelon's  theory  of  a 
private  coinage  among  the  Greeks.  The  early  electrum  coinage 
of  Asia  Minor  presents  probably  the  most  difficult  problem  in 
Greek  numismatics.  Particularly  troublesome  are  those  pieces 
which  can  hardly  be  said  to  bear  types  at  all,  so  rude  are  the 
impressions  of  the  dies.  In  these  and  in  other  early  pieces, 
with  designs  in  the  small  incuses  on  the  reverse,  M.  Babelon 
recognises  private  money.  The  little  punched  designs  he 
regards  as  the  signets  of  private  persons  of  credit.  Even  the 
famous  Phanes  is  translated  into  ^'un  banquier  ou  un 
marchand"  of  Ephesus  '' estampillant  ses  lingots."  ''Not 
being  a  dynast  of  Ephesus,  he  can  only  be  a  rich  banker  of 
this  city"  (p.  119).  Granting  the  dichotomy,  which  is  less 
doubtful  than  it  seems  when  thus  barely  stated,  we  may  still 
ask  whether  Phanes  necessarily  had  anything  to  do  with 
Ephesus.  To  say  that  the  stag  is  Phanes'  private  mark  and  at 
the  same  time  that  it  proves  an  Ephesian  origin  for  the  coin 
is  strange  logic.  The  legend  of  the  coin  :  '*  I  am  the  badge  of 
Phanes,"  is  in  itself  a  warning  to  the  effect :  '*  Do  not  take  me 
for  the  badge  of  Artemis  I  "  Phanes  may  therefore  have  been 
a  dynast  of  some  other  place.  Our  knowledge  of  the  early 
history  of  Asia  Minor  is  not  exhaustive.  As  to  the  banker  who 
obliged  Croesus  when  he  was  in  extremities,  what  is  there  to 
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prove  that  his  money  was  not  State  issne  ?  Finally,  if  the 
incuses  on  the  reverse  of  the  early  electrum  were  made  by 
private  bankers,  how  is  it  that  (1)  a  very  large  number  contain 
no  design,  (2)  they  are  so  symmetrically  arranged  ?  On  a  large 
series,  for  instance,  we  find  one  oblong  incuse  between  two 
squares.  This  regularity  of  arrangement  seems  to  show  that 
the  three  marks  were  made  at  the  same  time.  On  one  coin  M. 
Babelon  sees  in  the  central  oblong  a  fox,  in  the  squares  a  head 
of  a  horse  or  stag,  and  a  flower.  Are  these  three  types  the 
marks  of  one  banker  or  of  three  ?  If  of  three,  are  we  to 
suppose  that  they  made  an  arrangement,  so  that  the  marks 
should  be  symmetrically  arranged  ?  If  of  one,  why  did  he 
have  three  signets  ?  It  is  surely  more  satisfactory  to  suppose 
that  these  coins  were  issued  by  the  State,  and  that  such  signets 
as  we  find  belong  to  the  responsible  magistrates.  The  enor- 
mous variety  of  the  early  electrum  coinage  will  probably  be 
explained  some  day,  but  we  greatly  doubt  whether  it  will  be 
on  the  lines  so  ingeniously  indicated  by  M.  Babelon.  Time 
was  when  the  later  electrum  of  Lesbos  was  split  up  and  attri- 
buted to  a  number  of  cities.  G.  F.  H. 


TJie  Story  of  the  British  Coinage,  By  Gertrude  Burford 
Rawlings.  12mo.,  pp.  224.  London,  1898  (George  Newnes, 
Limited). 

This  handy  little  volume,  issued  at  the  very  moderate  price 
of  a  shilling,  in  some  respects  resembles  the  cheap  and  ex- 
cellent guide-books  of  Ambrosoli  and  Gnecchi,  which  relate 
to  the  Roman  coinage.  In  this  instance,  however,  the  illustra- 
tions, no  less  than  108  in  number,  are  from  process-blocks 
introduced  in  the  text,  and  are  not  relegated  to  separate  plates. 
In  the  introduction  some  account  is  given  of  the  processes 
adopted  for  the  production  of  coins  and  the  origin  of  coinage, 
the  denominations  of  English'  coins,  their  fineness,  and  the 
position  of  English  mints  are  summarily  discussed.  A  succinct 
notice  of  the  coinage  of  the  Ancient  Britons  and  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxons  follows,  while  the  English  Coinage,  from  the  time  of  the 
Norman  Conquest  to  the  present  day,  is  much  more  fully  treated. 
Ecclesiastical  Mints,  the  Anglo-Irish  Coinage,  the  Anglo- 
Gallic  Coinage  and  Maundy  Money  are  more  briefly  noticed 
in  separate  chapters.  A  far  more  detailed  account  of  the  Scot- 
tish Coinage  follows,  and  the  work  concludes  with  a  Chapter  on 
Colonial  Coins,  and  a  short  note  on  Tokens. 
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The  book  is  evidently  intended  to  be  rather  a  History  of  the 
British  Coinage  than  a  Numismatio  Manual ;  it  will,  however,  be 
an  acceptable  gnide  to  the  pnblic  which  takes  an  interest  in  the 
development  of  our  coinage,  and  also  to  the  young  collector. 
It  may  be  observed  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  illustrations 
is  taken  from  coins  of  so  high  a  degree  of  rarity,  that  the 
ordinary  collector  can  hardly  hope  ever  to  obtain  specimens  of 
them,  but  this  circumstance  does  not  detract  from  their  inter- 
est. There  is  but  one  illustration  that  might  with  advantage 
have  been  omitted,  that  of  a  fragment  of  a  pattern  sovereign  of 
Elizabeth,  on  page  67,  which,  though  it  imposed  on  Horace 
Walpole,  cannot  now  be  accepted  as  genuine.  We  heartily 
welcome  MissBawlings'  little  book,  which  is  calculated  to  awaken 
a  taste  for  numismatic  studies.

The  style  and  type  seem  to  suggest  Thessaly^  and,  to 
the  best  of  my  recollection,  I  bought  the  coin  (at  Athens) 
with  a  parcel  of  bronze  coins  of  various  Thessalian  cities.

I  cannot  find  that  attention  has  ever  been  called  to  the 
ornamentation  on  the  cheek  piece  of  the  helmet  in  this

drachms.  On  examining  the  plates  of  the  S.  M.  Cata- 
logue, Attica,  I  find  an  ornament,  the  details  of  which  I 
canuot  distinguish  in  the  photograph,  on  xii.  8,  and 
traces  of  something  on  xi.  8  and  xiii.  6,  and  only  on 
these,  though  most  of  the  specimens  figured  are  in  good 
condition.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  two  coins  I 
have  described  came  from  the  same  find. 

Corinth. 

Two  coins  of  Corinth  in  my  possession  serve  to  further 
illustrate  Messrs.  Imhoof-Blumer's  and  Percy  Gardner's 
admirable  numismatic  commentary  on  Pausanias,  and  one 
of  them,  at  least,  is  of  some  importance  as  demonstrating 
the  sculptural  origin  of  an  already  familiar  coin-type.

The  figure  of  Poseidon  on  this  coin  is  identical  with  that 
on  the  coin  signed  by  P.  Tadius  Chile  and  C.  Julius  Nice- 
phorus  {B.  M.  Cat,,  Connth,  483,  PL  XV.  1,  BndiNum.  Com. 
on  Pam.y  p.  16,  PL  D,  LII.).  I  think  it  may  be  con- 
sidered as  demonstrated  that  the  figure  is  copied  from  a 
statue,  for  two  of  the  conditions  laid  down  by  Professor 
Gardner  as  tests  are  fulfilled  :  the  figure  is  represented  in 
a  temple,  and  it  is  reproduced  exactly  in  every  detail 
after  an  interval  of  over  a  hundred  and  fifty  years.  This 
evidence  is  the  more  interesting  because  Professor  Qardner 
(JV.  C.  P.,  p.  17)  says :  "  The  only  one  (figure  of  Poseidon) 
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which  can  be  regarded  as  a  copy  of  a  statue  is  that  which 
figures  Poseidon  as  seated  holding  dolphin  and  trident " 
{N.  C.  P.,  PL  D,  LI  v.,  LV.,  LVI.).  Professor  Gardner 
is,  no  doubty  right  as  to  those  coins,  which  are  of  a  type 
quite  distinct  from  mine,  and  we  therefore  may  feel  sure 
that  we  possess  copies  of  at  least  two  statues  of  Poseidon.

Rev. — Air  •  •  •  •  Zeus  seated  on  throne  1.,  in  attitude 
of  Pheidias'  statue ;  on  extended  r.  hand  a  hel- 
meted  and  draped  figure  (?  Athena)  holding  an 
uncertain  object  in  r.,  and  a  long  and  slightly 
curved  object  in  1.     [PL  XIX.  16.] 

The  remainder  of  the  inscription  is  completely  effaced^ 
but  the  coin  must  be  of  Aegium  and  not  of  Aegira,  for 
there  would  not  be  room  for  the  remaining  letters  of 
AireiPATUJN.  The  figure  of  Zeus  holding  a  statue  of 
Athena  seems  to  be  a  new  type.  The  coin  was  acquired 
at  Patras  with  No.  16.

I  have  always  been  puzzled  to 
find  a  place  for  this  coin  in  the  Lacedaemonian  series. 
The  types  seem  to  suit  Elis  much  better,  and  coins  of 
that  place  without  the  F  are  already  known  (Imhoof, 
Man.  Grecquea,  p.  169).  I  would  venture  to  suggest  that 
AA  may  be  the  true  reading,  and  AA  the  retrograde,  and 
that  the  coin  may  belong  to  Elis.

12  and  13), 
and  is  probably  the  earliest  bronze  coinage  of  Argos.

ifew.— -A  Av  in  incuse  square.    [PL  XIX.  20.] 

The  type  is  a  variety  of  the  bronze  coins  of  Argos. 
It  came  to  me  from  Crete  with  a  parcel  consisting  chiefly 
of  coins  of  Polyrhenium  and  Aptera.  It  is  already 
known  that  coins  of  Argos,  especially  those  in  silver,  are 
frequently  found  in  Crete.

THE  PICTURE   OF  A  ROMAN  MINT  IN   THE 
HOUSE   OF  THE  VETTII.> 

Dear  Dr.  Head, 

Haying  lately  obtained  a  large  and  beautiful  photograph 
of  the  Pompeian  wall-painting  discovered  some  years 
ago,  and  described  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle  of  1896, 
I  arrive,  after  careful  study,  at  conclusions  which,  in 
regard  to  the  meaning  of  the  actions  performed  by  the 
various  figures  of  the  composition,  as  well  as  in  some 
other  respects,  differ  a  good  deal  from  Mr.  Talfourd 
Ely's  conception.  I  give  you  my  ideas  in  brief  compass 
for  what  they  are  worth,  and  in  the  hope  that  in  doing 
so  I  may  help  forward,  by  a  step  or  two,  the  right  inter- 
pretation of  a  beautiful  work  of  art,  which  possesses  a 
truly  unique  interest  for  all  students  of  archaeology,  and 
most  of  all  for  those  of  ancient  numismatics. 

First  of  all  permit  me,  however,  to  express  my  regret 
that  the  editors  should  have  contented  themselves  with 
what  is  little  better  than  an  outline  rendering  of  the 
painting.  A  photograph  of  the  same  size,  colourless 
though  it  be,  would  have  done  more  justice  to  its  con-

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spicuous  artistic  excellence.  As  it  is,  the  element  of  airy 
humour,  the  key-note  of  the  composition,  has  in  great 
part  disappeared. 

Taking  now  the  scene  in  natural  sequence,  from  the 
right,  we  observe  the  first  of  the  Loves  busy  working  on 
a  platform  at  the  open  furnace  door.  Mr.  Talfourd  Ely 
refers  to  him  as  performing  the  task  of  stoker.  I  would 
submit  that  he  may  be  doing — or  may  be  preparing  to  do 
— ^more.  Everybody  knows  that  the  functions  of  the 
high  officers  of  the  Mint  at  Bome  were  carefully  defined 
by  "auro  argento  aere  flando  feriundo."  The  term 
"flando''  would  embrace  the  melting  process  of  the 
ingots  and  the  casting  of  the  coin-blanks.  Consequently, 
the  insignia  of  a  monetalis,  such  as  they  appear  on  a 
denarius  of  the  Carisia  Gens,  express  the  formula  by, 
first,  the  melting-pot  or  crucible,  and,  secondly,  by  anvil, 
hammer,  and  tongs. 

The  first  object  has  sometimes  been  misinterpreted  as  a 
laurelled  coin-die.  Its  size  alone  (it  would  cover  the 
whole  top  of  the  anvil)  seems  to  render  this  explanation 
improbable.  Laurelled  it  is,  because  it  suggests  at  the 
same  time  the  peculiar  ovoid  or  pot-shaped  head-cover 
of  the  god  of  the  smithy,  which,  I  doubt  not,  was  sug- 
gested to  the  imagination  of  the  primitive  age  by  the 
crucible.  Thus  they  would  adorn  him  at  once  with  all 
the  simple  insignia  of  the  earliest  art  (barring  that  of 
the  potter) :  hammer  in  right,  tongs  in  left,  and  crowned 
with  the  vessel  of  his  furnace. 

The  casting  process,  by  which  many  of  the  debased  denarii 
in  the  later  times  of  the  Empire  were  obtained,  has  been 
illustrated  from  ancient  originals  on  Plate  YII  of  Aker- 
man's  Coim  of  the  Romans  relating  to  Britain.  It  may  be 
presumed  that  the   coin-blanks  were  cast  in   some  such 
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manner,  and  I  suppose,  accordingly,  that  the  low  square 
erection  on  the  right  of  the  furnace  is,  or  encloses,  the 
casting-well  or  foundry,  receiving  the  piled  clay  moulds 
for  the  blanks.  The  first  Cupid,  then,  is  in  charge  of  the 
crucible  which  he  is  about  to  withdraw  from  the  furnace, 
examining  closely  whether  the  molten  mass  is  ready  for 
the  casting  operation.  He  does  this  with  the  left  hand.  In 
stoking*  he  would  naturally  use  the  right. 

The  blanks,  when  removed  from  their  moulds,  would 
be  in  too  porous  and  brittle  a  state  to  bear  without 
cracking  the  blows  of  the  heavy  hammers  used  in  coining. 
The  next  step  must,  therefore,  have  been  to  put  them  in 
a  fit  condition,  and  we  learn  from  the  next  and  the  third 
busy  little  worker  how  this  was  done.  Each  blank  was 
subjected  to  the  glow  of  the  furnace,  and  when  much 
heated,  compressed  and  solidified  by  the  use  of  a  moderately 
heavy  hammer. 

Now  the  coin-blank  is  ready  for  the  testing  and  weigh- 
ing department,  as  represented  by  the  structure  in  the 
centre  of  the  scene.  The  three  shelves  may  be  supposed 
to  contain  samples  in  the  three  metals ;  for  although  their 
contents  are,  I  am  informed,  tinted  yellow  in  the  original, 
this  colour  would  suit  both  gold  and  orichalcum ;  while  a 
silvery  tone  of  colour  might  tax  the  ingenuity  of  a  modern 
painter,  if  he  were  to  produce  it  on  damp  plaster.  The 
same  interpretation  might  be  applied  to  the  three  pairs  of 
scales,  the  large  for  the  big  brass  blanks  and  the  others 
for  silver  and  gold.  The  box  immediately  below  the 
large  balance  is,  perhaps,  a  receptacle  for  weights,  or  it 
may  be  meant  to  receive  rejected  blanks. 

The  Cupid  with  the  second  largest  pair  of  scales  in  his 
hand  has  charge  of  this  department.  He  is  supposed  to 
be — as  in  duty  bound — the  sure  and  just  man  of  the  com- 
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pany.  As  ench,  he  is  blindfolded — at  least,  so  he  appears 
to  be  in  the  photograph — like  Justice  herself.  But  he 
has  pushed  the  bandage  back  and  up  from  one  eye  in 
alarmed  chagrin,  under  the  angry  remonstrance  of  his 
superior  who  finds  his  work  wanting,  and  he  now  feebly 
attempts  to  depress  the  light  scale  with  his  little  index. 
Possibly,  however,  the  supposed  bandage  is  an  illusion  and 
may  be  caused  by  a  damage  to  the  surface  of  the  picture. 
And  who  is  this  indignant  superior  ?  Mr.  Talfourd  Ely 
refers  to  the  figure  simply  as  the  monetalis ;  but  with  the 
large  photograph  before  me,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  it  is 
not  male,  but  female.  Garments,  necklace,  bracelets,  and 
the  clearly  defined  bosom  render  this  much  certain.  The 
whole  scene  has,  I  believe,  been  differently  interpreted  by 
others  from  this  circumstance,  viz.,  as  a  j  eweller's  work- 
shop, visited  by  a  lady  intent  on  a  purchase.  This  view  is 
condemned  not  only  by  the  internal  evidence  of  the 
natural  sequence  in  the  different  stages  of  the  process  of 
coining,  but  by  the  presence  of  the  Peacocks  sacred  to  the 
great  goddess,  in  whose  temple  {%.€.,  imder  whose  auspices) 
the  industry  was  originally  carried  on.  The  locality  is, 
further,  characterised  as  a  temple  by  a  column  (not  given 
in  the  Chronicle)  beyond  the  Cupid  at  the  furnace. 

But  since  these  Loves  or  Genii  certainly  symbolize  the 
various  stages  of  the  art  or  handicraft  as  exercised  by  the 
workers,  who  but  Juno  Moneta  herself  could  worthily  fill 
the  position  and  function  of  the  head  and  master  P  Her 
regal  diadem  she  has  indeed  laid  aside,  while  presiding 
amidst  the  din  and  dust  of  the  mint  (it  should  be 
noted  that  she  is  represented  without  her  diadem  on  the 
denarius  of  the  Carisia  Gens).  But  the  queenly  mien 
and  bearing  are  there,  reminding  one,  as  Mr.  Talfourd 
Ely  has  well  expressed  it,  of  a  seated  Jove.     And  the 
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painter  takes  care  that  she  shall  be  readily  known,  for  he 
adorns  her  wings  with  the  eyes  from  the  feathers  of  her 
bird.  These  eyes  are  indicated  by  certain  roundish  spots 
that  have  been  omitted  in  the  outline  picture  of  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle.  They  are  entirely  confined  to  the 
small  space  covered  by  the  wings,  and  appear  so  regularly 
placed  that  they  could  hardly  be  the  result  of  chance  or 
accidental  damage.  This  may  be  tested  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  right  wing,  as  it  is  seen  in  a  good  photograph, 
the  other  being  less  well  preserved.  On  it  there  are 
visible  four  spots,  one  close  to  the  tip  and  another  near 
the  shoulder,  while  two  more,  one  above  the  other,  can  be 
distinguished  at  an  equal  distance  from  both.  The  two 
last  are  somewhat  blurred ;  but  the  former  show  the  irre- 
gular pear-shape  of  the  exterior  circumference  of  the  eye 
on  the  peacock's  feather.  A  winged  Juno  certainly  seems 
a  fanciful  creation  ;  but  since  the  whole  airy  composition 
is  alive  with  wings,  how  would  she  look  as  a  wingless 
Titania  amidst  her  feathered  flock  P  And  as  the  little 
Cupids  are  suitably  furnished  with  the  short,  stumpy 
wings  of  birds — sparrows  or  newly  fledged  doves — sacred 
to  the  goddess  of  love,  so  have  the  peacock's  plumes  been 
chosen  for  the  central  figure.  The  artist  has  not  shrunk 
from  a  bold  step  for  the  sake  of  sesthetic  unity  in  design. 

While  she,  however,  indignantly  rejects  the  light  coin- 
blank,  two  workers  on  her  left  put  the  last  touch,  or  rather 
blow,  to  another,  previously  approved  of. 

Mr.  Talfourd  Ely  justly  observes  that  the  hammer  and 
tongs  used  in  this  operation  are  large  and  heavy,  the  fact 
being  emphasised  by  the  long  swing  with  which  the 
Cupid  fetches  his  blow.  He  farther  surmises  the  object 
directly  aimed  at  to  be  the  upper  die,  held  down  firmly 
upon  the  lower  one,  with  the  blank  in  between,  betwixt 
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the  nippers  of  the  tongs.  The  supposition  is  obvious  and 
natural,  and  if  only  the  picture  might  be  dated  back  a 
few  decades,  no  very  serious  objection  could  be  raised. 

The  Roman  republican  coins  were— if  I  may  make  use 
of  the  expression — struck  "  free-hand,"  that  is,  the  upper 
die  was  firmly  held  down,  either  by  the  hand  or  a  pair  of 
stout  tongs,  the  lower  die  being  securely  fixed.  No 
attention  was  paid  to  the  placing  of  the  obverse  type 
relatively  to  that  of  the  reverse. 

But  about  the  middle  of  the  first  century  after  Christ 
there  was  a  change,  irregular  placing  becoming  the  excep- 
tion. Under  Nero,  if  not  sooner,  the  method  had  certainly 
become  fixed,  the  coins  being  struck — to  use  a  rather 
illogical  expression — in  the  inverted-vertical  position,  like 
the  money  of  the  present  reign  previous  to  the  Jubilee 
year,  i.e.,  the  impression  of  one  side  being  straight  up, 
that  of  the  other  straight  down.  Later  again,  under 
Hadrian  for  example,  the  types  of  both  sides  are  some- 
times carefully  placed  up  together.  Now,  in  this  strictly 
vertical  position,  up  or  down,  there  is  a  very  evident 
purpose,  viz.,  that  of  order  and  uniformity.  I  have  lately 
discussed  the  matter  with  you  and  with  Mr.  Hill,  though 
more  particularly  in  connection  with  the  working  of  the 
later  Greek  mints,  where  the  same  method  seems  to  have 
obtained  (outside  Sicily  and  some  other  regions),  about 
three  hundred  years  earlier.  Mr.  Hill  suggests  that 
regularity  might  have  been  attained  sufficiently  by  the 
men  always  handling  their  working  utensils  in  exactly 
the  same  relative  position  to  each  other  from  behind  and 
in  front  of  the  anvil.  This  appears  to  be  a  satisfactory 
explanation  in  regard  to  the  initial  stages  of  the  method 
in  which  regularity  predominates,  but  does  not  rule. 
Later  on,  however,  it  becomes  a  uniform  law,  and  we 
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must^  I  think,  assume  that  this  could  only  have  been 
effected  through  some  mechanical  contrivance  by  which 
the  dies  were  connected,  and  which  thus  rendered  marked 
irregularities  of  position  practically  impossible. 

Our  age  easily  overcomes  difficulties  of  a  trivial  kind, 
such  as  this,  by  some  ingeniously  contrived  piece  of 
mechanism.  But  how  would  people  set  about  solving  it 
that  do  not  appear  to  have  possessed  for  the  purpose  very 
much  beyond  the  commonest  working  appliances  of  the 
smithy  P  To  answer  the  question  I  need  not  go  back  two 
thousand  years,  there  being  a  paper  in  the  NumUmatische 
Zeitschrift  of  1888  that  teaches  us  how  it  was  done  at 
Cologne  a  little  more  than  three  hundred  years  ago.  A 
pair  of  stout  tongs  (see  Plate  V  of  the  Zeitschrift)  with  the 
two  dies  firmly  attached  to  the  nippers  served  the  purpose. 
The  coin-blank  was  placed  between  the  dies,  and  a  blow 
on  a  piece  of  iron,  projecting  upward,  difl  the  business. 

Judging  by  the  excellent  photograph  in  my  possession,  I 
should  say  that  this  was  the  method  followed  by  the  Cupids 
of  the  picture.  The  lower  nipper  is  placed  down  flat  on  the 
anvil,  there  being  so  much  apparent  space  between  it  and 
the  upper  one,  that  we  may  easily  imagine  the  two  flat 
dies,  firmly  attached,  together  with  the  coin-blank  lodged 
between.  If  the  tongs  only  grasped  and  held  the  upper 
die  in  position  over  the  lower  one,  the  lower  nipper  could 
not  rest  flat  on  the  anvil.  But  the  Cupid  holds  it  so. 
There  obviously  arises  this  question,  viz.,  whether  the 
nippers,  be  they  of  the  strongest  and  most  solid  kind, 
could  bear  the  direct  blow  of  the  hammer.  I  think  they 
would  not.  Yet  there  is  a  simple  way  out  of  the  difficulty. 
A  third  man  might  have  placed  the  head  of  a  hammer  with 
a  square- shaped  top,  or  indeed  any  conveniently  made  piece 
of  metal,  on  the  upper  nipper,  thus  receiving  the  blow  on 
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it.  But  this  third  person^  since  he  contributes  nothing  to 
the  dramatic  effect  of  the  whole,  might  well  be  omitted  in 
the  picture  as  unimportant  or  even  detrimental  to  the 
harmonious  scheme  of  the  composition.  Similarly,  the 
process  of  removing  the  coin-blanks  from  their  moulds 
has  been  left  out  as  unessential.  Possibly,  also,  the  omis- 
sion is  unintended,  since  the  artist,  not  being  in  the 
secrets  of  the  mint,  may  never  have  realised  the  need  of 
the  third  man. 

All  this  is  conjectural ;  but  I  venture  to  think  I  am 
not  straining  probabilities  in  the  endeavour  to  account  for 
the  fixity  of  position  between  obverse  and  reverse  types. 
It  is  a  solid  fact,  and  must  be  faced  somehow.  I  am, 
moreover,  inclined  to  think  that  the  theory  is,  indirectly 
at  least,  corroborated  by  inscriptions  from  the  pedestals  of 
statues  of  Apollo,  Fortuna,  and  Hercules,  erected  and  dedi- 
cated in  A.D.  115  by  the  personnel  of  an  imperial  mint 
{Corpus  Inscriptianum,  vi.,  p.  8,  Nos.  42,  43,  and  44).  We 
are  informed  that  there  were  in  a  certain  officina — ^in  addi- 
tion to  the  manager  (optio)  and  16  chief  workmen  (officina- 
tores) — 17  die-engravers  fsignatores),  11  die-placers  (sup- 
postores)  and  32  mallet-men  (malleatores).  A  number  of 
other  workmen,  whose  functions  are  not  defined,  may  have 
worked  at  the  furnace  (flaturarii)  and  attended  to  the 
general  keeping  in  order  of  the  officina.  The  malleatores 
and  suppostores — as  represented  by  the  two  Cupids  on 
the  left — ^interest  us  more  particularly.  It  seems  strange 
that  the  latter  should  have  been  in  such  a  marked 
minority,  viz.,  a  proportion,  as  nearly  as  possible,  of  one 
to  three.  The  picture  goes  only  some  way  in  account- 
ing for  the  disparity  in  numbers,  for  it  shows  two  mallea- 
tores and  one  suppostor  engaged  in  the  course  of  the 
whole  operation.     The  man  who,  as  I  suppose,  received 
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the  blow  of  a  mate  on  the  top  of  his  hammer,  is,  therefore, 
the  malleator  wanted  in  order  to  make  up,  almost  exactly, 
the  proportion  of  the  two  classes  of  workers  as  given  in 
the  inscription. 

Or  the  matter  might  be  stated  like  this :  Taking  the 
11  suppostores  as  the  basis  to  calculate  from,  there  would 
be,  according  to  the  theory,  22  malleatores  engaged  with 
them  at  11  anvils.  The  number  of  anvils  on  which  the 
blanks  were  prepared  for  striking  need  not  have  been 
exactly  the  same.  Handling  lighter  instruments,  these 
men  would,  on  the  whole,  work  somewhat  faster,  i.e.,  the 
rate  of  production  of  ten  such  anvils  might  keep  pace  with 
eleven  of  the  other  kind.  In  this  manner  we  should  get 
32  malleatores  as  against  11  suppostores. 

Other  methods  of  contrivance  might  be  suggested,  par- 
ticularly  for  the  striking  of  the  larger  and  harder  bronze 
blanks.  But  since  such  would  not  bear  on  the  design  of 
the  picture,  I  refrain  from  entering  on  conjectures  in  this 
direction. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  venture  on  a  conjecture  of 
historical  interest,  although,  doubtless,  it  has  suggested 
itself  already  to  others.  Might  it  not  be  supposed  that 
we  possess  in  this  dainty  composition  a  picture  which  is 
connected  with  the  family  history  of  the  Vettii  P  ^  Speci- 
mens of  a  denarius  and  a  quinarius  with  the  name  of  the 
gens  are  abtmdant  and  well  known,  the  former,  struck 
by  T.  Vettius  Sabinus,  about  69  B.C.,  with  the  head  of 
Tatius,  his  legendary  royal  ancestor.  Here,  as  in  almost 
numberless  instances,  events  from  the  history  of  the  noble 
families  form   the  theme  of  the  republican  coin   types. 

*  This  interpretation,  suggested  by  Mr.  Grueber,  has  already 
been  published  in  Archceohrfia ^  vol.  55,  p.  817.

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Is  It,  then,  too  bold  to  suggest  that  the  picture  may  have 
adorned  the  house  of  a  Yettius  as  a  memento  of  the 
ancient  connection  of  the  family  with  the  mint?  It 
would  seem  surprising  that  the  central  figure  of  the  com- 
position should  ever  have  been  misinterpreted  as  male ; 
the  error  was,  perhaps,  due  to  the  masculine  cast  of  the 
face  and  head.  But  if  the  picture  bears  on  the  family 
history,  we  may  suppose  that  the  features  were  meant  to 
be  a  likeness  of  the  ancestor  and  monetalis;  and  this 
alone  would  also  account  for  the  absence  of  the  diadem. 

Perhaps  there  are  many  such  "  family  pictures  '^  among 
the  art  treasures  of  Pompeii,  if  only  we  could  read  them 
aright.  The  even  more  charming  companion  of  ''the 
Mint,"  "the  Race,**  coursed  by  Cupids  in  chariots  that 
are  drawn  by  antelopes,  may  be  among  these,  recalling, 
perhaps,  some  famous  contest  in  the  circus  which  was 
won  by  some  other  member  of  the  great  house.

P.S. — ^My  attention  has  just  been  called  to  M.  Babelon's 
"Notice  8ur  la  Monnaie"  {Grande  Encyclop4die,  t.  xxiv). 
The  representation  of  the  hinged  dies  (p.  112),  while 
establishing  the  fact  that  coins  were  sometimes  struck  by 
means  of  connected  dies,  as  suggested  above,  renders  it 
unnecessary  to  assume  the  co-operation  of  a  second 
malleatar  in  the  process  of  striking,  and  thus  the  only 
difficulty  in  explaining  this  interesting  painting  is  done 
away  with.

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ROMAN  AUREI  FROM  PUDUKOTA,  SOUTH  INDIA. 

The  hoard  of  which  details  are  given  below  was  discovered 
early  in  1898,  in  the  territory  of  his  Highness  the  Rajah 
of  Pudukota.  To  the  energy  of  Mr.  Crosslej'',  his  High- 
ness's  private  secretary,  we  owe  it  that  the  hoard  was 
secured  very  nearly  if  not  altogether  intact,  although  the 
native  who  discovered  it  made  strenuous  attempts  to 
defeat  the  ends  of  numismatics  and  the  law.  By  the 
kind  permission  of  his  Highness,  who  has  generously 
presented  to  the  British  Museum  such  varieties  as  were 
required  for  the  National  Collection,  I  am  enabled  to  give 
a  complete  description  of  the  coins.  They  are  unfor- 
tunately without  exception  in  bad  condition,  having 
evidently  been  in  circulation  a  long  time  before  they 
were  buried.  In  addition,  more  than  90  per  cent,  of 
them  have  been  deliberately  defaced  with  a  file  or  chiseL 
In  the  list  which  follows  I  give  the  references  to  Cohen's 
work,  the  number  of  coins  of  each  type,  and  the  number 
of  defaced  specimens.

The  available  information  relating  to  previous  finds  of 
Homan  coins  in  South  India  has  been  collected  by  Mr« 
Edgar  Thurston.*  The  earliest  known  notice  of  such 
finds  dates  from  1787.  Roman  gold  and  silver  coins  have 
been  found  in  the  various  districts  stretching  across  the 
peninsula  from  Calicut  to  the  Coromandel  Coast  and  the 
Madura  district,  especially  in  the  Coimbatore  districL 
There  is  no  record  of  finds  from  Pudukota  itselfl  On 
the  eastern  side  of  the  peninsula^  small  Roman  copper 
coins  of  the  end  of  the  fourth  century  are  also  numerous, 
but  are  usually  much  worn. 

I  will  not  add  to  the  various  speculations  already 
quoted  by  Mr.  Thurston  as  to  the  Roman  trade  with 
India.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  presence 
of  Roman  coins  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  of  Roman 
traders ;  but  in  any  case,  if  we  judge  by  the  coins, 
intercourse  of  some  sort  must  have  flourished  very  con- 
siderably from  the  time  of  Augustus  down  to  that  of 
the  Antonines,  and  even  down  to  the  middle  of  the  third 
century ;  after  which  there  was  a  lull,  until  the  revival 
towards  the  close  of  the  next  century.'  The  trade  was 
not  confined  to  Southern  India ;  but  it  would  seem  that 
in  the  north  of  the  peninsula  the  Roman  gold  was  re- 
coined  (hence  the  large  gold  currency  of  the  Kusanas'), 
whereas  in  the  south  both  gold  and  silver,  and  even,  as 
we  have  seen,  copper  served  as  currency.  As  regards  the 
silver  coins,  it  is  noteworthy  that  one  of  the    commonest

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coins  from  India  (Cohen,  No.  43,  corresponding  to  the 
gold  type  No.  4,  in  the  above  list)  is  almost  always  plated.* 
This  fact  leads  Mommsen  to  suggest  that  this  type  was 
especially  struck  for  the  trade  with  South  India,  where 
perhaps  the  natives  were  less  able  than  the  Europeans  to 
tell  bad  from  good  denarii.**^  Another  type  which  occurs 
in  large  numbers  is  that  represented  by  No.  16  in  the 
present  find.  The  numbers  from  two  finds  of  silver  coins 
made  at  Yellalur,  Goimbatore  district,  in  1842  and  1891 
respectively,  are  as  follows :  —

Apart  from  this  fact,  there  is  a  considerable  corre- 
spondence between  the  various  finds  in  regard  to  the 
types  represented;  but  the  great  preponderance  of  these 
two  types  seems  to  point  to  large  shipments  of  money 
having  been  made  to  India,  in  or  shortly  after  the  years 
in  which  they  were  issued. 

The  most  curious  feature  of  this  find  is  the  treatment 
to  which  nearly  all  the  coins  have  been  subjected. 
Various  explanations  suggest  themselves.  One,  that  the 
incisions  were  made  in  order  to  test  the  genuineness  of  the 
coins,  is  easily  disproved ;  for,  without  exception,  it  is  the 
head  that  is  defaced.  Had  the  object  been  merely  to  test 
the  metal,  a  stab  in  any  other  part  of  the  coin  would  have 
served  the  purpose,  and  out  of  the  heads  on  461  coins 
some  at  least   would  have  escaped.     The   object    must

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have  been  to  destroy  the  authority  by  which  the  coin 
was  guaranteed.  The  defacement  was  not  effected  in 
Borne ,  for  it  would  not  have  been  done  in  such  a  hap- 
hazard way  as  is  indicated  by  Nos.  19,  26,  56,  57 ;  and 
further,  similarly  defaced  coins  would  probably  have 
been  found  in  other  hoards,  if  the  coins  meant  for  India 
were  thus  defaced  before  being  exported.  But  of  such 
defaced  coins  there  is  no  record.  It  follows,  then,  that  the 
incisions  were  made  in  India,  in  order  to  put  the  coins 
out  of  circulation.  Apparently  this  was  not  done  because 
the  coins  were  meant  to  be  dedicated  at  some  shrine,^  for, 
among  the  hoards  so  frequently  found  in  topes,  the  coins 
are  not  treated  in  this  way.  It  only  remains,  therefore, 
to  suppose  that  these  coins  were  defaced  by  the  political 
authority,  as  being  too  much  worn  for  further  circulation, 
and  were  awaiting  the  melting  pot,  when  the  secret  of 
their  concealment  was  lost.

Alike  in  his  Greek  History,  his  essay  on  Ancient  Catania, 
and  the  two  first  volumes  of  his  History  of  Sicily,  Dr.  Holm 
has  given  ample  proof  of  his  very  extensive  ase  of  nnmismatio 
evidence.  To  the  third  volume  of  his  Geschichte  Siciliens  that 
has  now  appeared,  the  distinguished  historian  has  appended 
what  is  unquestionably  the  most  extensive  view  of  the  Greek 
coinages  of  the  island  that  has  yet  seen  the  light.  It  consists  of 
about  200  pages  of  closely  condensed  materials,  and  is  accom- 
panied by  eight  autotype  plates  of  singular  excellence,  exe- 
cuted at  Zurich,  under  the  auspices  of  Dr.  Imhoof-Blumer. 
Such  a  work,  coming  from  the  highest  living  authority  on 
Sicilian  history,  needs  more  than  a  passing  notice,  the  more 
so  that  there  is  to  be  found  in  every  page  of  Dr.  Holm*s  essay 
the  most  generous  appreciation  of  the  work  of  English  numis- 
matic students  in  the  same  field. 

Dr.  Holm  approves  of  Imhoof  *s  view  that  the  <<  so-called 
^ginetan  drachms*'  that  represent  the  earliest  issue  of  the 
Chalkidian  colonies  in  the  island — ^Naxos,  Zankle,  and  Himera — 
should  rather  be  regarded  as  Euboic  oktobols,  and  as  repre^ 
senting  a  third  of  the  Euboic-Attic  tetradrachm.  It  may,  indeed, 
be  objected  that  ^ginetan  obols  were  struck  at  these  cities, 
weighiog  about  *90  grammes  (14  grains).  As  sixths  of  the 
^ginetan  drachm  of  c.  6  grammes  (98  grains),  their  function 
is  clear ;  but  they  have  no  obvious  relation  to  a  system  of 
Euboic  obols.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  in  any  case  the 
system  employed  in  these  Chalkidian  cities  was  a  dual  one, 
since  the  commonest  of  the  small  silver  coins  struck  at  Zankle 
and  Naxos  weigh  from  *65  to  '75  grammes  (10  to  11*5  grains), 
and  should  perhaps  be  rather  regarded  as  Euboic-Attic  obols

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than  as  Sicilian  litras,  which,  at  Syracuse  at  least,  during  the 
early  period,  weigh  as  much  as  '85  grammes  (13  grains).  In 
this  case  the  higher  Chalkidian  unit  might  he  indifferently 
regarded  as  an  JEginetan  drachm  or  an  Euboic  oktobol,  and 
represents  the  meeting-point  of  the  two  systems. 

That  it  was  necessary  from  the  first  for  the  Sicilian  cities  to 
adapt  their  coinage  to  the  Attic  system  is  shown  by  the  fact, 
for  which  I  can  personally  answer,  that  Athenian  tetradrachms, 
of  the  most  archaic  as  well  as  of  later  fabric,  are  of  common 
occurrence  throughout  the  island.  In  some  cities  these  pro- 
bably formed  the  chief  currency  at  a  time  when  the  native 
coinage  had  hardly  begun.  The  "  tortoises  '*  of  iEgina,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence  in  these  Sicilian 
finds. 

Dr.  Holm  considers  that  there  are  no  real  grounds  for  sap- 
posing  that  the  first  coinage  of  Syracuse  was  the  work  of  the 
Gamori,  and  refers  this  innovation  rather  to  the  democratic 
government  which  succeeded  them.  The  crab  on  the  Agrigen- 
tine  coins  he  identifies  with  a  marine  species  {Eriphia  spini- 
frovft),  and  ascribes  its  introduction  at  Motya  (as  at  Himera)  to 
Theron's  influence.  With  regard  to  the  existing  examples  of  the 
Damareteion,  Dr.  Holm  confirms  from  personal  knowledge  the 
fact,  that  in  1863  **  two  specimens  existed  in  the  French  Cabinet, 
one  in  the  De  Luynes  and  one  in  the  old  collection."  At 
present  only  the  former  is  to  be  found  there,  and  it  would  be 
of  interest  to  know  whither  the  specimen  of  the  French  National 
Collection  has  migrated. 

Dr.  Holm,  while  admitting  the  possibility  of  the  view  put 
forward  by  myself  in  these  pages,  that  the  celebrated  tetra- 
drachm  with  the  standing  figure  of  Poseidon  and  the  legend 
DANKVAION,  records  a  temporary  restoration  of  ZanUe 
under  its  old  name,  nevertheless  offers  the  suggestion  that  this 
coin  type  was  merely  a  later  concession  of  Anaxilas  to  the 
Zankliean  element  of  Messana,  that  is,  after  493  b.o.,  but  before 
476,  the  date  of  his  death.  To  me,  at  least,  both  from  the 
style  of  the  coin  and  from  certain  analogies  with  Kaulomate 
and  other  Magna-Grcecian  types,  it  seems  impossible  to  carry 
back  its  date  earlier  than  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century. 

Doubts  are  here  thrown  on  Dr.  Kinch's  ingenious  suggestion 
that  the  B  in  the  inscriptions  ZECEXTAZIB  ZECEZTA- 
ZIBEMI  represents  an  H,  and  that  the  reading  should  there- 
fore be  Scycerrofii;  ci/il.  But  it  is  difficult  to  accept  the  alterna- 
tive suggestion  that  ZIB  =  div,  and  that  we  have  here 
«*  Segesta  div,  that  is,  the  Goddess."  With  regard  to  the 
mysterious  Phoenician  inscription  Ziz  on  the  West  Sicilian  coin- 
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types,  Dr.  Holm  contents  himself  with  pointing  out,  with 
Imhoof^  that  it  first  appears  on  didrachms  of  Panormos  in  the 
iirst  half  of  the  fifth  century  b.g.,  and  only  later  spreads  to  the 
coinage  of  other  cities.  As  to  its  meaning,  he  maintains  a  wise 
reserve.  He  accepts  my  suggestion  that  KiMI£X»  on  an 
alliance  piece  from  the  same  region,  refers  to  the  river 
Krimissos,  and  stands  in  relation  to  Timoleon's  victory. 

The  remarkable  hemidrachms  reading  EK  KE^^AAOI- 
AIOY  HPAKAEIHTAN,  Dr.  Holm  now  inclines  to  refer 
to  Kephaloedion  itself.  But  the  analogy  invoked  with  such 
descriptions  as  \nrapaloi  i(  'EpiKovo-cn;?  does  not  here  hold 
good.  The  use  of  c^  for  iv  is  natural  enough  from  the  out- 
sider's point  of  view,  but  for  dies  engraved  in  Kephaloedion 
such  a  usage  would  be  in  the  highest  degree  improbable.  My 
own  suggestion  (Freeman's  Sicily ^  iv.,  p.  852)  that  these  pieces 
represent  the  coinage  of  some  colonial  plantation  of  Timoleon, 
as  an  Hellenic  counterpoise  to  the  Carthagenian  Rash  Melkart 
(Herakleia  Minoa),  is  equally  excluded,  not  only  by  the  fact 
that  Herakleia  Minoa  itself,  lying  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Halykos,  must  have  been  included  in  Timoleon's  dominions, 
but  by  the  style  of  the  coin  itself,  of  which  I  have  now  an 
example  before  me.  It  belongs  to  a  decidedly  earlier  date  than 
Timoleon's  time.  The  head  of  Herakles  on  the  obverse  re- 
sembles in  character  that  of  some  of  the  latest  tetradrachms  of 
Kamarina,  while  the  butting  bull  of  the  reverse — an  almost 
exact  copy  of  that  of  the  Thurian  coins  by  the  engraver 
Molossos — groups  itself  with  the  butting  bulls  on  the  litras  of 
Katane,  and  of  the  alliance  piece  of  KatanS  and  Leontini, 
struck  in  404  b.o.  In  both  the  above  cases  the  bull  signifies 
the  river  Symsthos  (see  N,  0.,  1896,  p.  185).  All  that 
can  be  safely  said  about  this  Herakleian  piece  is  that  both  in 
types  and  fabric  it  fits  on  to  the  late  fifth- century  coinages  of 
the  south-western  comer  of  Sicily. 

These  **  Herakleians  from  Eephalcedion  "  seem  to  have  been 
exiles — cinrcirToiKores — from  their  native  city,  who  had  been 
allowed  to  perpetuate  its  name  elsewhere  under  some  friendly 
aBgis.  But  the  existence  of  this  record  certainly  shows  that 
the  Herakleian  name  was  also  attached  to  Kephaloedion,  a  fact, 
moreover,  of  which  its  later  coins,  with  the  head  and  attributes 
of  Herakles,  afTord  a  strong  corroboration.  These  considera- 
tions have  drawn  from  Dr.  Holm  the  novel  and  interesting 
suggestion  that  the  Phoenician  Has  Melkart — '*  the  Promontory 
of  Hercules  " — should  be  sought,  not  as  hitherto  at  Herakleia 
Minoa,  on  the  south-western  coast  of  the  island,  but  on  the 
incomparably  bolder  headland  of  Cefalu.     The  name  Kc<^aAo4- 
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3tov  itself  is  nothing  more  than  a  translation  of  the  Phoenician 
Bas,  and  the  Herakleian  connection  of  the  one  finds  its  counter- 
part  in  the  Melkart  of  the  other.  This  suggestion,  that  the 
Sicalo*Panic  coinage  with  the  inscription  Bas  Melkart  was 
struck  at  Eephaloedion,  deserves  careful  examination.  In  the 
lATON  on  coins  of  Himera,  he  reads  with  Einch  a  tribute  of 
the  *'  healed  **  citizens,  from  tdriis :  but  on  this  point  see  supra^ 
p.  185,  where  it  is  shewn  that  the  word  lATON  is  a  mis* 
reading. 

While  agreeing  in  the  main  with  the  thesis  put  forth  in  my 
Syracusan  Medallionsj  that  the  tetradraohm  coinage  of  Syracuse 
was  broken  off  in  the  first  years  of  Dionysios'  tyranny,  at  the 
close  of  the  fifth  century,  Dr.  Holm  holds  that  certain  tetra- 
draohm types  were  still  struck  in  Syracuse  between  400  and 
868  B.a  He  instances,  besides  the  unique  tetradrachm  of 
Evsnetos  from  the  Carfrae  Collection,  the  coins  illustrated  in 
PI.  V.  1-4  of  Dr.  Head's  Coinage  of  Syracuse.  To  my  own 
mind  the  existence  of  this  solitary  tetra^achm  of  EvsBnetos — 
which  was  not  known  to  me  at  the  time  when  I  wrote  my 
monograph — affords  the  most  striking  proof  of  the  absolute 
truth  of  my  contention  that  shortly  aiter  the  beginning  of 
Dionysios'  reign  the  tetradrachm  coinage  entirely  breaks  off. 
This  unique  piece,  with  the  pellet  beneath  the  chin  of  Perse- 
phone, corresponds  in  type  and  style  with  some  of  the  earliest 
of  Evffinetos*  dekadraohms.  Its  existence  alone  suffices  to  show 
that  had  the  tetradrachm  coinage  been  continued,  the  most 
celebrated  engraver  of  his  time  would  have  been  commissioned 
to  produce  a  succession  of  dies  parallel  to  those  of  his  prolonged 
series  of  dekadrachm  types.  That  in  style  this  tetradrachm  by 
Evcenetos  is  later  than  the  other  examples  cited  by  Dr.  Holm 
is  my  own  intimate  persuasion.  This,  indeed,  is  a  matter  of 
opinion ;  but  what  will  probably  be  regarded  as  a  more  cogent 
fact,  is  the  appearance  on  two  of  these  of  the  coiled  form  of  ear- 
ring, the  associations  of  which  are  with  the  late  transitional 
coins  of  S3rracus6.  It  is  only  in  the  case  of  the  tetradrachm 
signed  PAPME  ...  and  the  other  (Head,  PI.  Y.,  2),  which 
is  probably  by  the  same  artist,  that  we  find  the  earring,  with 
three  pendent  drops,  of  the  later  '<  Medallion"  period.  Bat 
these  two  coins  present  a  quadriga  type  on  their  rever8e» 
which  betrays  an  earlier  tradition. 

I  note  with  great  satisfaction  that  Dr.  Holm  accepts  the 
simple  explanation  put  forth  in  these  pages  (N,  5.,  18949 
pp.  228,  seqg.)  of  the  two  statements  of  Aristotle  that,  on  the 
one  hand  Dionysios  doubled  the  value  of  certain  coins^  and  on 
the  other,  that  he  reduced  the  old  talent  of  24  noommoi 
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to  12.  The  redaeed  talent,  as  we  know  from  the  great 
Tauromenitan  Inscriptions,  still  continued  to  be  divided  into 
120  litras  of  accoant,  and  the  noommos,  therefore,  was  now 
equivalent  to  10  litras  instead  of  6.  The  Corinthian  <'  Pegasoi," 
which,  as  we  learn  from  a  series  of  Sicilian  finds,  were  now  the 
chief  currency  of  the  island,  were  thus  raised  to  the  legal 
value  of  the  old  tetradrachms,  and  the  financial  expedient  of 
Dionysios — having  stopped  the  old  tetradrachm  issue — was 
to  repay  his  creditors  in  these  Corinthian  pieces,  which  he  had 
artificially  raised  to  the  value  of  20  litras.  Such  drastic  expe- 
dients accord  better — ^it  must  be  admitted — with  the  total 
cessation  of  the  coinage  of  the  old  twenty-litra  pieces,  or  **  tetra- 
drachms,*' than  with  th«  partial  continuance  of  their  mintage.

The  President  exhibited  a  copper  medalet  made  from  the 
fittings  of  the  S.S.  Bearer,  which  was  built  for  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Co.  in  the  Thames  in  1885,  and  was  the  first  steamship  to  cross 
the  Atlantic.  The  Beaver  was  wrecked  in  Vancouver  Bay  in 
1892. 
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)Ar.  L.  A.  Lawrence  exhibited  a  series  of  rare  coins  of  Stephen 
and  of  his  son  Eustace ;  and  Dr.  Codrington  showed  a  speci- 
men in  copper  of  the  new  prize  medal  of  the  Royal  Asiatic 
Society,  having  a  wreath  with  the  Society's  name  on  one  side, 
and,  on  the  other,  a  view  of  a  forest  with  the  banyan  tree  in  the 
foreground. 

Canon  Greenwell  communicated  a  paper  on  recent  acquisi- 
tions of  electrum  coins  to  his  collection.  Amongst  these  were 
many  fine  and  unpublished  pieces  of  Cyzicus,  Lampsacus,  PhocaBa 
and  Miletus,  and  others  the  locality  of  which  could  not  be 
definitely  determined     The  paper  is  printed  in  vol.  xvii.,  p.  253.

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The  President  exhibited  a  selection  of  eleven  Roman  imperial 
gold  coins  (in  a  magnificent  state  of  preservation)  of  Antoninas 
Pins,  Marcns  Anrelins,  and  Faustina  I  and  n,  recently  acquired 
by  him  from  a  hoard  lately  found  in  Egypt. 

The  Rev.  G-.  F.  Crowther  exhibited,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  W- 
Maish,  a  Durham  penny  of  Edward  IH,  on  which  the  name  of 
Ireland  is  omitted  from  the  inscription  on  the  obverse ;  the  coin 
is  also  peculiar  in  having  the  orozier  to  the  left,  and  two  pellets 
on  the  right  and  one  on  the  left  of  the  crown ;  rev,  legend, 
DVNOLM.  Mr.  Crowther  also  exhibited  a  York  farthing  of  the 
same  king,  reading  bdwabdvs  bsx,  and  examples  of  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  medals  in  silver  and  bronze  of  the  larger  size,  and  in 
silver  of  the  smaller  size. 

Mr.  F.  Spicer  exhibited  a  half-groat  of  David  II  of  Scotland, 
struck  at  Edinburgh,  differing  from  all  the  specimens  described 
by  Burns  in  having  six  arcs  around  the  bust  and  a  star  on  the 
sceptre-handle.  It  is  believed  to  belong  to  the  last  issue  of 
coins  of  David  II. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  exhibited  some  interesting  varieties  of 
the  coins  of  William  the  Conqueror. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Hoblyn  exhibited  a  circular  disc  of  cast  bronze, 
apparently  the  lid  of  a  box;  on  which  were  impressions  from 
the  dies  (probably  executed  by  Croker)  of  two  trial  farthings  of 
Queen  Anne,  dated  1718,  with  the  mottoes  amglle  palladivh 

and  LABOITOR  pacis. 

Dr.  B,  V.  Head  gave  an  account  (contributed  by  Mr.  G.  F. 
Hill)  of  an  interesting  discovery  of  Roman  and  ancient  British 
coins  and  bronze  objects  at  Honley,  near  Huddersfield,  in  1894. 
The  Roman  coins  were  denarii  and  bronze,  ranging  from  cire. 
B.C.  209  to  A.D.  73.  The  British  cobs  consisted  of  five  new  and 
unpublished  small  silver  pieces  of  the  time  of  Yenutius,  King  of 
the  Brigantes,  and  of  his  faithless  Queen  Cartimandua,  who 
conspii'ed  against  him  ci7'c,  a.d.  69,  and,  in  conjunction  with 
her  husband's  armour-bearer,  Vellocatus,  succeeded  for  a  short 
time  in  depriving  him  of  his  kingdom  (Tacitus,  *  Hist./  iii.  45). 
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One  of  these  remarkable  coins,  exhibited  by  Dr.  Head,  was 
struck  in  the  Queen's  name,  the  first  letters  of  which,  oabti.,  are 
clearly  legible  upon  it.     (See  vol.  xvii.,  p.  298.)

The   President   exhibited  twelve   base   gold   staters  of  the 
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Brigantes  and  Parisi,  ancient  British  tribes  who  occupied  the 
greater  part  of  the  country  north  of  the  Humber  and  Mersey 
and  south  of  the  Tyne.  The  coins  bore  inscriptions  which 
have  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  explained. 

Dr.  B.  V.  Head  exhibited  a  silver  wine-tasler  stamped  with 
three  hall-marks,  apparently  French,  and  of  the  sixteenth  or 
seventeenth  century.  The  bottom  of  the  cup  con>isted  of  a 
silver-gilt  medal  struck  shortly  before  1585  in  commemoration 
of  the  Swiss  confederation,  and  bearing  figures  of  Tell,  Stouff- 
acher,  and  Erni,  taking  the  oath  of  independence. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  communicated  a  paper  on  the  mint  at 
Barnstaple  during  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Early  English  periods. 
Having  assigned  to  this  place  a  penny  of  Henry  I  reading  oteb 
ON  bebd[e]sta,  Mr.  Lawrence  urged  that  all  the  coins  from 
^thelred  II  to  William  I  and  11,  with  the  readings  bab,  babd, 
BEABDAN,  BEABDAs,  BERDEST,  &c.,  which  have  hither to  been 
attributed  by  Hildebrand  and  others  to  Bardney  in  Lincolnshire, 
should  be  transferred  to  Barnstaple.     (See  vol.  xvii.,  p.  302.) 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Sir  J.  Evans  and  Mr. 
Grueber,  while  accepting  the  attribution  of  the  coin  of  Henry  I 
to  Barnstaple,  were  opposed  to  the  transfer  to  that  mint  of  the 
other  pieces  hitherto  assigned  to  Bardney.

Mr.  W.  T.  Beady  exhibited  a  hecte  of  Cyzicus,  the  authen- 
ticity of  which  was  doubted  by  Dr.  Head,  chiefly  on  account 
of  its  type,  a  standing  military  figure  of  Roman  style. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  exhibited  a  Durham  penny  of  Edward  III 
(heavy  standard)  with  mint-mark  crozier,  which  he  attributed 
to  Bishop  de  Bury. 

Mr.  A.  Prevost  exhibited  a  medal  of  Francis  Le  Fort,  born 
1656,  died  1699,  commander-in-chief  of  the  1st  Bodyguard  of 
the  Czar  Peter  the  Great,  general  and  admiral  of  his  troops,  and 
of  the  fleet,  president  of  all  his  councils,  viceroy  of  Novgorod, 
and  ambassador  and  plenipotentiary  at  all  the  courts  of 
Europe. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Boyd  exhibited  and  presented  to  the  Society  some 
silver  forgeries  of  Roman,  Anglo-Saxon,  and  English  coins. 

The  President  made  some  remarks  on  the  coins  hitherto  at- 
tributed to  Barduey,  in  Lincolnshire,  which,  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Society,  Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  proposed  to  transfer  to 
Barnstaple.  After  a  more  careful  consideration  of  the  history 
of  the  two  places,  Sir  John  Evans  was  now  inclined  to  accept 
the  attribution  to  Barnstaple,  chiefly  on  the  ground  that  the 
monastery  of  Bardney,  from  which  that  place  derived  its  im- 
portance, was  destroyed  by  the  Danes  in  a.d.  870,  and  not 
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restored  before  the  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror,  whereas 
the  coins  in  dispute  belong  to  the  intermediate  period  during 
which  Bardney,  near  Lincoln,  must  have  been  a  very  insignifi- 
cant  place  as  compared  with  Barnstaple  in  Devonshire.  (See 
vol.  xviii.,  p.  275.) 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  read  a  paper  on  a  number  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  coins  attributed  to  the  Thetford  mint,  and  bearing  the 
names  of  moneyers  identical  with  those  who  undoubtedly  struck 
at  Thetford.  On  the  coins  in  question  the  name  of  the  town 
appears  as  piodfob  (Wiodfor).  The  writer  suggested  that  all 
such  coins  should  be  transferred  to  the  town  or  village  of 
Widford,  probably  the  place  of  that  name  in  Hertfordshire,  to 
which  locality  the  moneyers  in  question  may  have  been  tempo- 
rarily trai]sferred  from  Thetford. 

A  discussion  followed,  in  the  course  of  which  the  President 
and  Mr.  A.  J.  Evans  contended  that  the  letter  p  was  not  in  this 
case  intended  for  the  Saxon  P,  but  for  the  Saxon  p,  which  may 
have  gradually  supplanted  the  D  as  the  initial  letter  of 
Thetford. 

If  this  were  so,  Mr.  Lawrence  argued,  it  would  be  the  only 
known  instance  of  the  occurrence  on  Anglo-Saxon  coins  of  the 
letter  p  standing  for  D.

The  President  exhibited  a  remarkably  fine  series  of  nobles 
of  Edward  III  from  his  collection,  in  illustration  of  the  paper  on 
the  Balcombe  find  which  was  before  the  meeting;  and  Mr. 
W.  T.  Ready  showed  a  half-crown  of  Charles  I  with  the  Bristol 
reverse,  but  having  on  the  obverse  the  plumes  of  Shrewsbury, 
and  under  the  horse  the  rose  of  Exeter. 

Mr.  Grueber  communicated  the  first  portion  of  a  joint  paper 
by  himself  and  Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  on  a  recent  find  of  coins  at 
Balcombe,  in  Sussex.  The  hoard  consisted  of  pennies  of 
Edward  I  and  11;  nobles,  groats,  half-groats,  pennies,  and 
half-pennies  of  Edward  III ;  and  groats,  half-groats,  pennies, 
and  halfpennies  of  Richard  II,  with  a  few  Scottish  pennies  and 
foreign  deniers  esterlings.  There  were  in  all  12  gold  and  742 
silver  coins.  The  hoard  was  specially  rich  in  the  groats  and  half- 
groats  of  Edward  III,  struck  between  a.d.  1B51  and  1860 ;  and 
the  numerous  varieties  admitted  of  their  being  divided  into 
several  classes  in  some  chronological  sequence.  In  this  respect 
it  was  the  largest  hoard  that  had  been  discovered  in  recent 
times.  Amongst  the  nobles  there  were  several  unpublished 
varieties.     The  paper  is  printed  in  vol.  xviii.,  p.  8.

Mr.  M.  Perry  exhibited  a  variety  of  the  Bristol  penny  of 
Edward  VI,  reading  b.  vi. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Marsh  exhibited  a  shilling  of  Charles  I  (Hawkins, 
type  1  b,  m.m.  negro's  head) ;  reverse,  square  shield,  plumed, 
over  cross  fleury,  showing  three  limbs ;  the  peculiarity  consist- 
ing in  the  combination  (unknown  to  Hawkins)  of  the  cross  with 
the  plumed  shield. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Beady  exhibited  a  piedrfort  of  a  halfpenny  of 
Edward  I  and  a  Bristol  shilling  of  Charles  I  struck  in  1646. 

Mr.  A.  Prevost  exhibited  specimens  of  the  Japanese  gold 
coins  of  1874,  consisting  of  pieces  of  10,  5,  2,  and  1  yen,  and 
pieces  of  20,  10,  and  5  yen  struck  in  October,  1897 ;  the  20- 
yen  piece  of  1897  weighing  the  same  as  the  10-yen  piece  of 
1874,  and  the  10-yen  piece  the  same  as  the  5-yen  piece,  &c. 
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this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  price  of  silver  in  1874  was 
more  than  double  what  it  is  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  showed  two  coins  of  Edgar  with  busts  re- 
sembhng  those  of  the  previous  kings,  but  hitherto  unknown  on 
Edgar's  coins ;  also  a  coin  of  Henry  I,  similar  to  Hawkins  257 » 
but  with  ALFQAB  ON  LVN.,  a  new  mint  for  this  very  rare 
type. 

Dr.  B.  V.  Head  read  a  communication  from  Prof.  A.  S.  Napier 
<'  On  Barnstaple  as  a  Minting  Place,"  in  which  he  pointed  out 
that  in  the  Crawford  collection  of  early  charters  (Oxford, 
1895)  there  is  an  endorsement  (a.d.  1018),  in  which  mention  is 
made  of  the  "  burh-witan  "  at  **  Beardastapol,"  which  proves 
the  existence  of  Barnstaple  as  a  borough  at  that  date,  and  there- 
fore as  a  likely  place  for  a  mint,  whereas  Beardiin-ig  (Bardney, 
near  Lincoln)  was  unknown,  except  as  the  site  of  a  monastery. 
He  had  called  attention  to  this  fact  in  a  note.  (See  vol.  xviii., 
p.  274.) 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  read  the  second  portion  of  a  paper  on 
the  recent  find  of  coins  at  Balcombe,  in  Sussex,  in  which  he 
dealt  chiefly  with  the  classification  of  the  small  coins  of 
Edward  I,  II,  and  IIL  The  evidence  of  the  Balcombe  find 
showed  that  the  attribution  of  the  coins  bearing  abbreviated 
forms  of  the  name  Edward  exclusively  to  Edwards  I  and  II 
must  now  be  abandoned,  as  it  is  certain  that  the  first  issues 
of  Edward  IH  also  have  the  king's  name  abbreviated.

The  President  gave  a  detailed  account  of  a  large  hoard  of 
Boman  Imperial  silver  coins  recently  found.  It  consisted  of 
8,169  pieces,  denarii  and  argentei  antoniniani,  covering  a  period 
of  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  years  from  Nero  to  Severus 
Alexander.  The  later  coins  were  in  fine  condition,  especially 
the  antoniniani,  which,  though  rarely  found  in  England,  were 
present  in  considerable  number.  The  writer  drew  attention  to 
several  varieties  of  types  hitherto  not  known,  and  to  some 
which  were  unpublished.  The  paper  will  be  found  in  vol.  xviii., 
p.  126.

Mr.  Frank  Latchmore  exhibited,  through  the  President,  draw- 
ings of  two  British  gold  coins,  staters,  found  at  Shefiford,  near 
Hitchin.  They  were  similar  in  type  to  pieces  figured  in  Evans, 
•'  British  Coins,"  pi.  B.  7  and  pi.  K  12,  by  whom  they  have 
been  ascribed  to  the  southern  part  of  Britain. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  exhibited  a  half-groat  of  Charles  I, 
struck  at  the  Tower  Mint,  having  the  king's  bust,  wearing  a  ruff 
and  mantle,  on  the  obverse,  and  a  crowned  rose  on  the  reverse, 
a  type  hitherto  unknown. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Walters  exhibited  a  penny  of  the  light  coinage  of 
Henry  VI,  struck  in  London,  and  with  mint-mark  a  cross. 
Only  one  other  specimen  of  this  coin  is  known. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Ready  exhibited  an  extremely  rare,  if  not  unique, 
drachm  of  Syracuse  of  the  fine  period,  with  the  facing  head  of 
Arethusa^y  Kimon  on  the  obverse,  and  Leucaspis  in  fighting 
attitude    on  the    reverse ;    and  Mr.  C.  E.  Mackerel  a  **  large 
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brass  "  or  sestertins  of  Elagabalas,  on  which  the  empei'or's 
bast  is  shown  with  a  horn-shaped  object  above  the  head ;  a 
symbol,  as  the  President  suggested,  of  the  worship  of  Mithras. 

Lord  Grantley  read  a  paper  on  some  nniqne  Anglo-Saxon 
coins  in  his  collection,  amongst  which  was  one  bearing  the 
name  of  Berhtwolf,  king  of  Mercia,  and  his  bust  on  the 
obverse ;  and  that  of  iBthelwulf,  king  of  Wessex,  with  a  cross 
pattee  over  another  cross  pattee,  on  the  reverse.  This  did 
not  mean  a  position  of  dependence  of  Mercia  in  relation  to 
Wessex,  but  rather  a  joint  rule  between  the  two  kings. 

In  a  discussion  which  followed  it  was  suggested  that  the  coin 
may  have  marked  the  restoration  to  Mercia  of  the  right  of 
coinage,  of  which  it  had  been  deprived  by  Ecgberht  when  he 
conquered  that  State  in  828,  and  for  a  while  drove  out  Wiglaf. 

Lord  Grantley  also  described  a  fragment  of  a  coin  of  Ecg- 
berht on  which  he  was  styled  king  of  the  Mercians,  and  which 
was  struck  by  Redmund,  a  moneyer  of  Wiglaf.  This  coin  was 
issued  in  London  in  the  year  828. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  gave  a  short  account  of  a  half-noble  of 
the  third  coinage  of  Edward  HI,  a.d.  1846,  which  he  had 
recently  purchased,  and  of  which,  hitherto,  only  one  specimen 
(now  in  the  British  Museum)  had  been  known.  This  coin  was 
connected  by  similarity  of  type,  by  the  shapes  of  the  letters, 
and  by  weight  with  the  noble  of  the  same  issue.

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  that  I  present  to  yon,  on  behalf 
of  Canon  Greenwell,  the  Medal  of  the  Numismatic  Society, 
which  has  been  awarded  to  him  in  recognition  of  his  distin- 
guished services  to  Greek  numismatics,  especially  in  connection 
with  the  coinages  of  Cyzicus  and  Lampsacus.  For  the  last 
thirty-five  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  our  Society,  and  his 
first  communication  to  us  on  the  subject  of  Greek  coins  dates 
so  far  back  as  1880.  At  that  time  his  collection  already 
furnished  a  considerable  number  of  rare  and  beautiful  coins,  to 
excite  the  admiration  of  the  Society,  and  among  them  was 
an  extremely  rare  coin  of  Cyzicus,  which  may  lay  claim  to  being 
the  first  coin  on  which  a  human  portrait  may  properly  be  said 
to  occur.  Since  that  time  the  pages  of  the  Numismatic  Chronicle 
have  been  enriched  by  many  papers  proceeding  from  his  pen, 
relating  in  the  main  to  Archaic  Greek  coins,  whether  of  the 
Islands  of  the  Aegean  Sea,  or  early  coins  found  in  Egypt,  or  to 
other  rare  or  unpublished  Greek  coins.  But  after  all.  Canon 
Greenwell's  epoch-making  paper  on  the  electrum  coinage  of 
Cyzicus,  published  in  1887,  followed  as  it  has  been  by  supple- 
mentary notices  of  new  acquisitions  belonging  to  the  same 
series  and  that  of  Lampsacus,  constitutes  in  no  small  degree  his 
claim  to  oar  grateful  recognition.  It  would  be  almost  out  of 
place  here  to  dilate  upon  his  important  services  to  other  branches 
of  archaeology  than  that  of  numismatics  ;  but  his  long-continued 
researches  among  British  barrows,  and  his  liberality  in  present- 
ing to  the  nation  the  results  of  those  researches  ought  not  to  be 
pas^ed  over  in  silence.  Six  weeks  have  not  as  yet  elapsed 
since  I  had  the  honour,  on  behalf  of  numerous  friends  and 
admirers,  of  presenting  him  with  his  portrait,  as  a  testimonial 
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to  the  estimation  in  which  he  is  held,  not  only  as  an  archseo* 
logist,  but  as  an  honoured  occupant  of  various  posts  of  public 
utility.  May  the  medal  which  I  now  hand  to  you,  to  forward  to 
him,  be  the  means  of  assuring  him  of  the  value  which  his  brother 
numismatists  place  upon  his  labours  in  illustrating  the  earliest 
periods  of  the  Greek  coinage,  and  also  act  as  an  inducement 
still  further  to  continue  those  labours. 

Mr.  Grueber,  having  expressed  to  the  meeting  Canon  Green- 
well's  great  regret  at  being  unable  to  receive  the  medal  in 
person,  then  read  the  following  reply  from  him : — 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Numismatic  Society. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen, — 

The  honour  you  have  conferred  upon  me  is  one  which  I  regard 
with  high  estimation,  and  I  beg  leave  to  accept  the  Medal  of 
the'  Society,  with  the  fullest  recognition  of  the  distinction  it 
bestows. 

That  I  have  been  thought  worthy  to  receive  it  on  account  of 
what  I  have  done  in  aiding  the  progress  of  that  valuable  branch 
of  Archaeological  Scieuce,  which  it  is  our  object  to  promote,  is  a 
reward  sufficient  in  itself  to  repay  any  labour  I  have  bestowed 
upon  it,  which  has  in  truth  been  a  labour  of  love. 

You,  Sir,  have  identified  my  work  principally  in  connection 
with  the  history  of  the  Electrum  Coinage  of  Cyzicus,  and  have 
specially  referred  to  the  very  remarkable  coin,  which  bears 
upon  it  what,  as  you  remark,  can  scarcely  be  any  other  than  a 
portrait.  It  is,  indeed,  in  a  great  measure  due  to  my  acquiring 
that  rare  and  interesting  coin  that  my  attention  was  specially 
drawn  to  the  largely  extended  and  valuable  series  of  the  staters 
of  the  important  commercial  State  of  Cyzicus,  an  accident  for 
which  I  owe  many  thanks  to,  if  J  may  so  express  it.  Chance. 

There  are  other  series  of  almost  equal  importance  still  await- 
ing systematic  investigation,  and  being  put  on  record.  Were  my 
years  less  than  they  are,  I  would  gladly  enter  upon  the  necessary 
labour  which  would  require  to  be  expended  upon  illustrating 
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the  extensive  coinages  of  Lampsacas  and  Abdera,  bat  I  must 
leave  that  to  others. 

I  trast  that  the  pleasure  I  have  had  in  collecting  the  coins  them- 
selves, and  in  bringing  before  the  Society,  in  the  '*  Electrom 
Coinage  of  Cyzicas/'  the  results  of  my  collecting,  may  induce 
others  of  our  Members  to  do  the  same  for  the  coins  of  the  two 
States  I  have  just  referred  to.  If  my  example  is  followed  in 
that  respect,  the  gratification  I  heartily  feel  at  yonr  recognition 
of  what  I  have  done  for  Gyzicos,  and  in  a  less  degree  for  other 
coinages,  will  be  still  farther  enhanced. 

The  President  then  delivered  the  following  address : — 

It  is  now  my  duty  to  say  a  few  words  to  this  Meeting  by 
way  of  Annaal  Address,  and  I  am  glad  to  think  that  the 
Society  is  still  in  a  prosperous  condition  both  as  to  numbers 
and  finances.  So  far  as  relates  to  our  Ordinary  Members,  they 
have  daring  the  past  year,  notwithstanding  numerous  resigna- 
tions, increased  by  six,  our  number  being  269  at  the  present 
date,  as  against  268  at  the  corresponding  time  last  year.  We 
have  also  added  4  to  our  List  of  Honorary  Members,  which  now 
stands  at  28. 

Our  Treasurer's  account  shows  that  our  finances  are  in  a 
healthy  condition,  for  though  there  is  a  diminution  of  about 
£50  in  the  Balance  in  hand,  there  have  been  five  payments  to 
the  printers  instead  of  four,  as  usual ;  and  the  number  of  Plates 
executed  by  the  Autotype  Company  has  been  larger  than  in 
former  years,  their  account  amounting  to  more  than  £120. 

Our  medal  has  this  year  been  awarded  by  the  Council  to  a 
well-known  numismatist,  Canon  Greenwell,  and  I  am  sure  that 
the  Society  at  large  will  heartily  concur  in  the  award  of  this 
well-deserved  honour.  Before  proceeding  to  a  review  of  what 
the  Society  has  accomplished  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  I 
must  say  a  few  words  about  some  of  those  members  whom  we 
have  lost  by  death. 

Dr.  Alfred   von   Sallet,  the  Director  of  the  Royal  Cabinet 
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of  medals  at  Berlin,  had  since  1878  been  one  of  oar  Honorary 
Members,  and  it  was  only  at  this  time  last  year  that  our 
medal,  which  had  been  awarded  to  him  by  the  Council,  in 
recognition  of  the  important  and  long-continued  services  that 
he  had  rendered  to  numismatics,  was  received  by  Mr.  Head 
on  his  behalf.  In  presenting  it  I  recited  some  of  his  contribu- 
tions to  our  knowledge  of  the  coinage  of  the  Tauric  Ohersonesus, 
Sarmatia,  Dacia,  Thrace,  and  other  countries  of  European 
Greece,  but  I  little  thought  that  his  fruitful  labours  were  destined 
so  soon  to  be  brought  to  a  close. 

He  was  the  son  of  the  poet  Frederick  von  Sallet,  and  the 
last  scion  of  an  ancient  Lithuanian  family,  and  was  bom  at 
Beichau,  in  Silesia,  in  the  year  1842.  From  an  early  age  he 
was  a  collector  of  coins,  and  in  1869  he  was  admitted  to  the 
Berlin  cabinet  as  an  assistant  to  Dr.  Julius  Friedlaender,  whom 
he  succeeded  as  Director  in  1884.  His  history  of  the  coinage 
of  the  Kings  of  the  Cimmerian  Bosporus  and  of  Pontus  was 
published  in  1869,  and  in  1879  he  launched  the  Zeitsehrift  Jiir 
Numismatik,  towards  the  success  of  which  he  for  many  years 
devoted  a  vast  amount  of  energy.  It  would  be  a  needless  task 
to  recite  even  the  titles  of  the  numerous  essays  that  he  con- 
tributed to  that  periodical,  all  of  them  characterised  by  origin- 
ality and  thoroughness.  He  also  contributed  largely  to  those 
Catalogues  for  which  the  Berlin  Museum  has  gained  a 
deservedly  high  reputation.  He  was,  moreover,  a  man  of  highly 
cultivated  taste,  appreciating  all  that  was  beautiful  in  art, 
whether  belonging  to  ancient  times,  the  Benaissance,  or  the 
present  day.  He  died  on  November  25th,  1897,  at  the  early 
age  of  55,  leaving  a  gap  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 

Mr.  W.  Hylton  Dyer  Longstaffe,  of  Gateshead,  who  died  on 
February  4th,  1898,  had  been  a  member  of  this  Society  since 
1868.  A  solicitor  by  profession,  he  took  a  great  interest  in  all 
documentary  history,  especially  in  that  relating  to  the  Counties 
of  Northumberland  and  Durham,  and  for  many  years  he  was 
one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Newcastle- 
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on-Tyne.  His  communications  to  that  and  other  Northern 
Antiquarian  Societies,  as  well  as  to  the  Boyal  ArchsBological 
Institute,  were  numerous  and  valuable,  but  we  are  here  more 
immediately  concerned  with  his  numismatic  labours.  These 
originated  in  his  undertaking  to  form  for  his  own  purposes  a 
cabinet  of  coins  issued  from  the  Mint  of  Durham,  and  his 
examination  of  these  coins,  and  of  the  documentary  evidence 
relating  to  them,  led  him  to  publish  in  the  Numismatic  Chronicle 
for  1865  his  suggestive  paper  entitled,  ''Northern  Evidence  on 
the  Short-cross  Question.'*  In  my  own  attempt  to  solve  this 
question  in  1865, 1  was  largely  indebted  to  this  paper,  and  came 
to  much  the  same  general  conclusions  as  did  Mr.  Longstaffe — 
conclusions  as  to  the  continuous  issue  of  these  coins  from  the 
year  1180  under  Henry  II,  through  the  reigns  of  Richard  I 
and  John,  until  well  into  the  reign  of  Henry  HI,  when,  in  1247, 
the  short  cross  was  superseded  by  the  long.  I  venture  to 
think  that  the  results  at  which  we  then  arrived  now  meet  with 
almost  universal  acceptance.  Mr.  Longstaffe  also  wrote  on  the 
distinctions  between  the  pennies  of  Henry  IV,  Y,  and  VI,  and 
on  the  question  whether  the  Kings  between  Edward  HI  and 
Henry  VI  coined  money  at  York  on  their  own  account.  He 
also  wrote  on  the  Beading  penny  of  Edward,  which  he  assigned 
to  the  third  King  of  that  name  since  the  Conquest,  and  on  the 
remarkable  groat  of  Richard  with  an  arched  crown,  resembling 
that  on  the  groats  of  Henry  VU,  which  he  attributed  to  Perkin 
Warbeck  under  his  assumed  name  of  Richard  IV.  These  two 
last-named  papers  were  published  in  1889,  since  which  time 
failing  health  prevented  him  from  following  up  his  numismatic 
studies.  His  great  critical  acumen  and  his  power  of  bringing 
documentary  evidence  to  bear  on  material  monuments  are  fully 
demonstrated  by  the  papers  that  I  have  cited,  and  we  can  only 
now  lament  that  such  discriminative  powers  were  not  also 
brought  to  bear  upon  some  of  the  other  difficult  numismatic 
problems  which  still  remain  unsolved. 
Although  Mr.  William  Allen,  of  Sunnyside,  Dorking,  was  not, 
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at  the  time  of  hiB  decease  in  October  last,  a  member  of  the 
Society,  I  venture  to  say  a  few  words  of  one  who  deserved  so 
well  of  namismatics.  He  joined  the  Society  in  January,  1861, 
and  retired  from  it  in  1874,  having  in  1866  communicated  a 
short  paper  on  a  Find  of  Coins  of  AUeotus  at  Old  Ford,  Bow. 
He  was  a  diligent  collector  both  of  coins  and  antiquities,  and 
for  many  years  devoted  much  attention  to  obtaining  specimens 
of  the  mintage  of  the  numerous  towns  in  which  coins  were 
struck  in  Saxon  times.  He  had  also  an  extensive  collection  of 
Bomano-British  coins.  He  was  a  man  of  great  shrewdness,  but 
also  of  a  most  liberal  disposition,  as  I  can  personally  testify, 
inasmuch  as  at  the  time  when  I  was  engaged  on  my  "  Coins  of 
the  Ancient  Britons,"  he  most  kindly  ceded  to  me  the  specimens 
in  his  collection.  He  was  a  respected  member  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  attained  to  the  ripe  age  of  89  years. 

The  late  Mr.  William  Forster,  of  Carlisle,  comes  under  much 
the  same  category  as  Mr.  William  Allen,  as  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Society  in  1862,  and  retired  in  1868,  just  thirty 
years  ago.  His  remarkably  choice  collection  of  English  gold 
coins  was  sold  in  London  in  May  of  that  year,  and  comprised 
among  other  rare  pieces  the  florin  of  Edward  III,  which  is  now 
in  my  cabinet.  Besides  the  gold  coins,  he  possessed  a  considerable 
number  of  Anglo-Saxon  silver  coins,  and  some  choice  Roman 
and  other  antiquities.  Though  a  collector  of  great  taste  and 
judgment,  he  did  not  make  any  communications  to  our  Chronicle, 
Of  late  years  he  was  much  engaged  in  various  philanthropic 
institutions  at  Carlisle,  and  succumbed  in  February  last  to '  an 
attack  of  influenza,  having  already  reached  his  91st  year. 

I  must  now  say  a  few  words  as  to  the  principal  subjects 
which  during  the  past  year  have  been  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  Society,  either  at  its  meetings  or  in  the  pages  of  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle, 

So  far  as  relates  to  Greek  numismatics,  we  have  no  reason  to 
complain  of  scarcity  of  mental  food.  Canon  Greenwell,  whose 
merits  as  a  numismatist  we  have  just  recognised  by  the  bestowal 
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of  our  medal,  has  favoured  ub  with  a  valuable  essay  on  some  rare 
Greek  coins  which  form  a  part  of  his  magnificent  collection.  The 
greater  part  of  the  coins  described  are  of  electrum,  and  struck 
at  Cyzicus,  Lampsacus,  and  Miletus,  and  among  them  are 
several  of  great  artistic  beauty  and  extreme  rarity.  A  Cyzi- 
cene,  with  the  head  of  Demeter  or  Xore,  and  a  stater  of  Lamp- 
sacus,  with  that  of  Hermes — are  of  especial  beauty.  The  types 
on  the  hectaB  are  more  difficult  to  interpret  than  those  on  the 
staters,  and  in  some  cases  the  eye  of  faith  has  to  be  called  b. 
Many  of  the  silver  coins  described  and  figured  by  Canon  Green- 
well  are  of  high  merit  and  interest,  such  as  the  octadrachm  of 
Alexander  I  of  Macedon,  and  those  of  the  Bisaltae  and  Orrescii. 
Some  coins  of  Leontini  and  Cyrene  are  also  beautiful  examples  of 
numismatic  art.  As  the  coins  described  form  but  a  small  part 
of  the  author's  collection,  we  may  form  some  faint  idea  only  of 
its  magnificence  as  a  whole. 

Dr.  J.  P.  Six,  of  Amsterdam,  has  communicated  to  us  another 
of  his  valuable  papers  on  unedited  and  uncertain  Greek  coins. 
Among  those  now  discussed  are  some  coins  of  Sardes,  a  number 
of  those  of  Side,  some  of  Golgoi  in  Cyprus,  of  Antiochns  m, 
of  Eupator,  of  some  of  the  Median  Kings,  and  of  Cyrene  under 
King  Magas.  It  is  essentially  a  paper  of  details,  and,  like  all 
that  comes  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Six,  full  of  interesting  and 
suggestive  matter.  From  its  nature,  however,  I  can,  on  the 
present  occasion,  do  no  more  than  call  attention  to  the  value  of 
the  paper,  and  for  want  of  time  must  abstain  from  discussing 
the  numerous  questions  that  are  raised  by  its  distinguished 
author. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Hill  has  taken  up  the  somewhat  difficult  subject 
of  Solon's  reform  of  the  Attic  Standard,  which  has  abeady  been 
to  some  extent  discussed  in  the  pages  of  our  ChronicU  by  Dr. 
J.  P.  Six.  The  passage  relating  to  the  question  which  occurs 
in  the  *AOrp^al(av  HoXirc/a  is  sufficiently  obscure,  but  it  seems 
to  indicate  an  addition  of  three-sevenths  to  the  weight  of  the 
Pheidonian  mina.  Taking  the  Pheidonian  mina  at  602  granmies. 
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this  woald  make  the  Solonian  equal  to  860  grammes,  which 
closely  agrees  with  the  actual  weight  of  the  ancient  standards 
found  in  the  Acropolis  of  Athens,  and  cited  hy  Dr.  Six,  the 
average  of  which  gives  a  mina  of  about  870  grammes.  Or  if 
we  take  the  Pheidonian  as  611  grammes,  we  arrive,  by  adding 
three-sevenths,  at  the  weight  of  873  grammes  for  the  Solonian 
mina,  or  8*73  grammes  =  184^  Troy  grains  for  the  drachm. 
As  to  the  trade  weights,  Mr.  Hill  comes  to  the  conclusion  that 
they  were  just  5  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  coin  weights. 

M.  Paul  Perdrizet,  the  well -known  explorer  of  Delphi,  has 
communicated  to  us  an  interesting  essay  on  a  tetradrachm  of 
Nabis,  the  Lacedaemonian  king,  of  which  an  example  obtained 
from  the  Montagu  sale  by  the  British  Museum  has  been  de- 
scribed by  Mr.  Wroth, ^  as  was  mentioned  in  my  address  of  last 
year.  M.  Perdrizet  points  out  that  in  the  Spartan  dialect  the 
Z  was  frequently  replaced  by  a  mere  aspirate,  so  that  the 
legend  BAIAEOZ  NABIOZ  instead  of  leading  to  doubt  as 
to  the  authenticity  of  the  coin,  rather  confirms  it.  Curiously 
enough  Mr.  Wolters  has  observed  in  the  Museum  at  Sparta 
a  title  stamped  with  nearly  the  same  legend,  BAAEOZ 
NABIOZ.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  Nabis  assumed  the 
title  of  Basileus,  but  that,  in  accordance  with  the  local  dialect, 
the  title  was  written  in  these  abnormal  forms. 

A  very  remarkable  discovery  of  ancient  British  coins,  made 
near  Huddersfield  in  1893,  has  formed  the  subject  of  another 
interesting  paper  by  Mr.  Hill.  The  deposit  had  lain  within 
the  hollow  bone  of  an  ox,  and  comprised,  in  addition  to  the 
British  coins,  a  series  of  Roman  denarii  from  consular  times  to 
the  reign  of  Nero,  and  a  few  sestertii  and  dupondii  of  Nero  and 
Vespasian.  In  addition  there  was  a  small  bronze  box  and  a 
fibula  and  rings  of  late  Celtic  patterns.  The  British  coins  were 
five  in  number,  all  of  silver,  and  having  the  word  V0LIS10S 
and  remains  of  a  laureate  bust  on  the  obverse.    On  four  the 
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legend  on  the  reverse,  accompanying  an  extremely  rade  horse, 
appears  to  be  DVMN  OVE  or  variations  of  such  a  form. 
On  the  fifth  the  word  CARTI  occurs,  accompanied  by  [0]VE. 
Mr.  Hill  suggests  that  we  have  here  a  specimen  of  the  coinage 
of  Cartimandna,  or,  as  formerly  read  in  Tacitns,  Oartismandua, 
the  wife  of  Yenatins,  and  subsequently,  during  his  lifetime,  of 
his  armour-bearer  Yellocatus.  As  Cartimandua  was  queen  of 
the  Brigantes,  this  discovery  tends  to  prove  that  the  coins 
reading  VOLISIOS  on  the  obverse  belong  to  that  tribe,  and 
that  I  was  wrong  in  thinking  that  they  might  have  been  struck 
by  the  Parisi.  The  presence  of  the  coins  of  Vespasian  shows 
that  the  hoard  was  deposited  after  a.d.  74,  and  now  that  silver 
coins  of  this  character  have  at  length  been  found,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  farther  discoveries  may  throw  more  light  on  the 
obscure  history  of  the  Brigantes  and  their  rulers. 

Roman  corns  have  on  more  than  one  occasion  been  brought 
under  our  notice.  The  longest  of  the  notices  of  them  was  a 
paper  by  myself,  giving  a  detailed  account  of  a  hoard  of  over 
8,000  denarii,  the  issue  of  which  had  extended  over  a  period  of  at 
least  a  hundred  and  sixty  years,  from  Nero  to  Severus  Alexander. 
An  interesting  feature  is  the  presence  of  an  unusual  number  of 
the  large  argentei  Antonintani,  Several  Emperors,  Empresses, 
and  Gfesars  whose  coins  are  rare  are  represented  in  the  hoard, 
and  there  are  some  scarce  and  even  unpublished  reverses.  The 
question  whether  the  so-called  horn  on  the  head  of  Elagabalus, 
which  occurs  on  some  of  his  coins  in  all  metals,  may  not  be 
intended  to  represent  a  modification  of  a  Mithraic  head-dress 
is  worthy  of  consideration.  On  a  specimen  in  the  hoard,  the 
object  on  the  field  of  the  reverse,  which  by  some  has  been 
termed  a  horn,  has  all  the  appearance  of  being  a  Phrygian 
head-dress. 

Mr.  Hasluck  has  given  us  a  supplemental  note  on  a  further 
instalment  of  the  hoard  found  near  Cambridge,  the  greater 
part  of  which  was  described  last  year  by  Mr.  Boyd.  The 
range  of  denarii  in   this  hoard  is  not   so  great  as  in  that 
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^hich  I  described,  and  the  coins  come  down  to  a  rather  later 
period,  being  of  much  the  same  constitution  as  those  in  the 
Brickendonbury  hoard  of  1895. 

So  far  as  the  Anglo-Saxon  coinage  is  concerned,  we  have 
had  some  important  communications.  Lord  Grantley  has  called 
our  attention  to  a  very  remarkable  penny,  bearing  on  the  one 
face  the  head  and  name  of  Berhtnlf,  and  on  the  other  that  of 
<£thelwnlf  of  Wessex,  with  a  device  formed  of  two  crosses 
pattees  superimposed  the  one  on  the  other.  The  coin  is  unique 
and  hitherto  unknown,  and  if  it  was  struck  under  Berhtulf, 
either  as  claiming  equal  authority  with  his  over-lord,  or  even 
greater,  as  having  his  own  image  as  well  as  superscription,  it  is 
of  high  interest.  Another  remarkable  coin  that  Lord  Grantley 
described  is  of  Ecgberht,  as  king  of  the  Mercians,  struck  by 
Bedmund,  who  was  a  moneyer  of  Wiglaf. 

Another  important  paper  relating  to  this  coinage  is  by  Mr. 
L.  A.  Lawrence,  on  the  mint  of  Barnstaple.  In  it  he  shows 
that  the  coins  of  Aethelrel  II,  Cnut,  Harold  I,  and  Edward  the 
Confessor,  attributed  by  Hildebrand  to  Bardney,  must  in  future 
be  assigned  to  Barnstaple.  There  can,  I  think,  be  no  doubt  that 
the  coins  of  the  two  last-named  monarchs,  on  which  the  name 
of  the  mint  is  given  as  BEARD  AS  or  BEEDEST,  cannot 
be  assigned  to  Bardney,  while  a  coin  of  Henry  I  reading 
BEBD(E)STA  can  hardly  be  placed  to  any  other  town  than 
Beardan-stapol  or  Barnstaple.  Singularly  enough,  Professor 
A.  S.  Napier  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Stevenson,  in  a  Part  of  the  Anec- 
dota  Oxoniensia^  published  in  1895,  pointed  out  the  misattribu- 
tion  of  these  coins  to  Bardney,  and  the  former  has  kindly 
supplied  a  note  upon  the  subject  to  the  Chronicle.  He  has 
pointed  out  that  Bardney  is  unknown  except  as  the  site  of  a 
monastery.  In  a  further  note,  I  have  attempted  to  show  that 
it  is  impossible  for  these  coins  to  have  been  struck  at  Bardney, 
inasmuch  as  during  the  whole  period  of  their  issue  the  monas- 
tery at  that  place  was  in  ruins,  and  was  not  restored  until  after 
the  Norman  Conquest. 
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The  propoEed  transference  from  Tbeiford  to  Widford  of  certain 
coins  of  the  Confessor,  I  regret  that  I  cannot  accept. 

Mr.  Frank  Latchmore  has  given  ns  a  notice  of  some  pennies 
of  Bargred,  which  were  found  among  the  roots  of  a  tree  near 
Hitchin,  and  also  of  some  sceattas  and  coins  of  Offa  and  Alfred 
found  in  Bedfordshire  and  Hertfordshire. 

One  of  the  most  wide-reaching  papers  upon  English  namis- 
matics  which  have  of  late  years  appeared,  is  that  by  Mr. 
Grueher  and  Mr.  Lawrence  on  the  Balcombe  find.  The  hoard 
in  question,  which  was  found  in  north-west  Sussex,  consisted  of 
12  gold  coins  of  Edward  III,  729  silver  coins  of  the  three  first 
Edwards,  and  18  Scottish  pennies  and  foreign  sterlings. 
Among  the  gold  coins  was  a  noble  of  1846,  belonging  to  the 
third  coinage  of  Edward  111,  and  a  piece  of  considerable 
rarity ;  but  the  principal  interest  of  the  hoard  lies  in  the  large 
and  varied  series  of  the  silver  coins  of  that  monarch  that  it 
presents.  Of  groats  and  half-groats  there  are  821  examples, 
and  of  pennies  and  half-pennies  290.  Of  the  former  class  no 
less  than  70  varieties  are  described,  and  of  the  latter,  100. 
There  is,  of  course,  no  difficulty  in  assigning  the  groats  and 
half- groats  to  Edward  III,  but  the  authors,  following  to  a  great 
extent  the  guidance  of  the  contemporaneous  gold  coins,  have 
been  able  to  divide  them  into  five  classes*  About  ninety  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  groats  belong  to  the  period  from 
1851  to  1860.  Reason  is  shown  for  regarding  what  have  by 
many  been  regarded  as  pattern-groats  of  Edward  I,  as  being, 
in  reality,  of  the  time  of  Edward  III,  and  belonging  to  the  same 
class  as  the  pennies  reading  €[DW.  E6CX,  &c.,  probably  struck 
at  the  beginning  of  his  reign.  So  long  ago  as  1871,^  my  son, 
Mr.  Arthur  J.  Evans,  claimed  for  Edward  III  certain  of  the 
pennies  reading  GCDW  and  other  varieties  usually  attributed  to 
Edward  I  and  II,  and  the  further  researches  of  Mr.  Grueber 
and  Mr.  Lawrence  go  far  to  prove  that  he  was  right  in  making

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this  claim.  Reading  the  two  papers  together,  it  will  he  seen 
that  considerahle  modification  is  necessary  in  the  common 
attrihation  of  these  pennies  hy  means  of  the  obverse  legends 
alone,  and  though  possibly  fatore  discoveries  may  show 
that  in  some  minor  details  corrections  may  be  necessary,  yet 
that  on  the  whole  a  satisfactory  basis  may  be  found  for  a  classi- 
fication of  these  coins,  even  if,  in  the  case  of  three  successive  kings 
hearing  the  same  name,  the  change  in  the  coinage  did  not 
always  synchronize  with  the  change  upon  the  throne. 

Mr.  Willoughby  Gardner  has  described  a  short-cross  penny  of 
the  type  usually  attributed  to  King  John,  with  the  legend  WILL€[L 
ON  L6CII  on  the  reverse,  which  he  attributes  to  the  mint  of 
Leicester.  I  must,  however,  confess  that  I  should  prefer  to 
assign  it  to  Lynn,  where  pennies  of  the  same  type  were  struck 
by  a  moneyer  of  the  same  name,  of  which  examples  are  said  to 
have  been  present  in  the  Eccles^  find.  The  name  of  Lynn  is 
usually  given  as  L€[N. 

Turning  to  more  recent  times,  we  find  Dr.  Parkes  Weber 
supplementing  his  former  description  of  Medals  of  Centenarians 
by  citing  four  more,  most  of  which  are  of  considerable  interest. 
Two  are  of  Frenchmen,  the  one  of  Bovier  de  Fontenelle,  who, 
like  Ghevreul,  was  a  member  of  the  Academy,  of  both  of  whom 
Dr.  Weber  had  already  published  medals.  Another  is  of  Baillot, 
the  last  French  survivor  of  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  who  was 
discharged  from  the  army  on  account  of  his  being  affected  by 
phthisis  in  1816,  but  who  survived  until  1896,  when  he  died  at 
the  age  of  108. 

Both  Dr.  Frazer  and  Dr.  Parkes  Weber  have  called  our 
attention  to  some  medals  by  the  L-ish  engraver,  Mossop,  in 
addition  to  those  already  described  by  the  former  in  the 
Chronicle,  He  seems  to.  have  been  an  artist  of  considerable 
distinction. 

The  graceful  medalets  struck  as  admission-tickets  to  Vauxhall 

«  -y.  C,  N.  S.,  v.,  pp.  233,  269. 
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Gardens,  chiefly  in  the  coarse  of  the  last  centnry,  have  formed 
the  subject  of  an  interesting  essay  by  Mr.  Warwick  Wroth. 
Some  of  these  pieces,  which  seem  to  have  served  as  season- 
tickets,  appear  to  have  been  designed  by  Hogarth,  and  the  dies 
for  others  were  engraved  by  the  medallist,  Richard  Yeo.  The 
names  of  the  holders  of  the  tickets  are  often  engraved  upon 
them,  and  among  these  frequenters  of  the  Gardens  we  find 
Handel  the  composer,  whose  sUtue,  by  Ronbillac,  at  one  time 
adorned  the  place,  Hogarth,  and  Trasler,  the  moralizer  of 
Hogarth's  works. 

Oriental  numismatics  have  not  been  neglected,  although  we 
have  not  received  any  papers  of  very  high  importance  in  that 
department  during  the  past  year.  General  Pearse  has  communi- 
cated to  us  a  curious  and  unpublished  pewter  medal  of  Coorg  in 
Southern  India ;  and  Mr.  Samuel  Smith,  jun.,  a  silver  coin  of 
En  N^sir  Imam  of  San'a  struck  at  Damar.  For  a  somewhat 
longer  notice  of  rare  coins  in  the  Imperial  Persian  Treasury  we 
are  indebted  to  General  Houtum-Schindler.  These  coins  are, 
however,  for  the  most  part  of  modem  date. 

The  attendance  at  our  meetings  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
and  the  numerous  exhibitions  of  rare  coins  and  medals  have 
added  much  interest  to  our  proceedings.  There  is,  as  a  rule, 
much  more  to  be  learnt  from  the  actual  inspection  of  a  specimen 
than  from  any  description  or  illustration  however  accurate  and 
minute.  The  records  of  these  exhibitions,  preserved  in  our 
printed  Proceedings,  give  an  additional  value  to  the  Numismatic 
Chronicle. 

The  Diamond  Jubilee  of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty's 
auspicious  reign  has  been  commemorated  by  the  issue  of 
numerous  medals  in  all  metals  not  only  from  the  Royal  Mint, 
but  by  various  private  firms.  Of  many  of  these  we  have  had 
specimens  exhibited  ;  but  I  must  leave  it  for  posterity  to  judge 
whether  in  the  medallic  art  the  close  of  the  Nineteenth  century 
can  claim  pre-eminence  over  that  of  the  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  or 
Seventeenth  centuries,  or  even  over  that  of  the  Eighteenth. 
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I  may  mention  that  Her  Majesty  has  been  graeiouBly  pleased 
to  confer  one  of  her  Jubilee  Medals  on  your  President. 

With  regard  to  numismatic  publications,  I  may  obserye  that 
the  Annuaire  de  Nunmmatique  has  now  ceased  to  appear,  having 
been  amalgamated  with  its  elder  sister,  the  Bevue  Numismatique. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  new  periodical  has  been  started,  under  the 
auspices  of  M.  Svoronos,  at  Athens,  the  Journal  International 
d^Archeolo^e  Numismatique^  to  which  we  wish  all  success. 
Some  other  recent  numismatic  publications  have  already  been 
noticed  in  the  pages  of  the  Chronicle. 

I  may  take  this  opportunity  of  calling  attention  to  an 
exhaustive  and  valuable  treatise  on  Sicilian  numismatics,  which 
forms  a  sijipplement  to  the  third  and  last  volume  of  Holm's 
Geschichte  SicUiens  im  AUerthum.  It  extends  over  fully  two 
hundred  closely-printed  pages,  and  is  illustrated  by  eight  finely 
executed  autotype  plates.  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  a  more 
detailed  account  of  this  important  work  will  shortly  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  Society  in  the  pages  of  the  Numismatic  Chronicle.^ 
We  have  now  well  begun  the  seventh  decade  of  our  existence 
as  a  Society,  and  the  undiminished  interest  that  is  taken  in 
numismatic  studies  is  shown  not  only  by  the  prosperity  of  this 
Society,  but  by  the  great  advance  that  has  been  made  both  in 
the  character  of  our  national  collections  and  in  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  made  available  to  the  public.  The  high  prices, 
especially  of  Greek  coins,  that  continue  to  be  realised  at  public 
sales  are  also  symptomatic  of  the  interest  in  these  beautiful 
works  of  art  being  fully  sustained.  We,  on  our  part,  are  doing 
what  we  can  to  make  the  most  of  the  historic  and  scientific 
facts  which  coins  illustrate,  as  well  as  of  their  artistic  merit,  and 
I  venture  once  more  to  congratulate  the  Society  on  its  per- 
formance of  these  self-imposed  duties,  and  on  the  position  that 
it  still  holds  among  kindred  institutions  in  all  parts  of  the 
world.
